AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER TWENTY-ONE OF THE

SecTION 1. Chapter twenty-one of the Revised Ordi- 
nanees of 1885 is hereby amended in Section five so that 
said section shall read as follows : — 

“Sect. 5. Whenever the Board of Assessors shall 
change the number, location, boundary, or designation of 
any assessment district, said Board shall within ten days 
thereafter file a description of such change with the City 
Clerk. And the said Board shall require all valuations and 
methods of assessment to be in conformity to law and uni- 
form in their operation throughout the city.”

AN ACT TO AMEND CHAPTER ONE HUNDRED AND SIXTY-NINE 
OF THE PUBLIC STATUTES RELATING TO PROOF OF STAT- 
UTES. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. Section sixty-nine of chapter one hundred 
and sixty-nine of the Public Statutes is amended by insert- 
ing, after the word “government” in the third line, the 
words, “and the rules and regulations of a board of alder- 
men, the ordinances of a city, and the by-laws of a town, 
when attested by the clerk of such city or town,” so that 
said section shall read as follows : —

* Sect. 69. The printed copies of all statutes, acts, and 
resolves of the Commonwealth, whether of a public or pri- 
vate nature, published under the authority of the govern- 
ment, and the rules and regulations of a board of aldermen, 
the ordinances of a city, and the by-laws of a town, when 
attested by the clerk of such city or town, shall be admitted 
as sufficient evidence thereof in all courts of law, and on all 
occasions whatsoever.” 

SEcT. 2. Section seventy of said chapter is amended by 
inserting, after the word “Commonwealth” in the second 
line, the words, “and of any city or town,” and by striking 
out all of said section after the word “ genuineness,” in the 
ae line, and inserting in place thereof “the words, “ thereof 

s attested by such officer,” so that said section shall read as

“ Sect. 70. Copies of books, papers, documents, and 
records in the executive and other departments of the Com- 
monwealth, and of any city or town, duly authenticated by 
the attestation of the officer having charge of the same, 
shall be competent evidence in all cases equally with the 
originals thereof, if the genuineness thereof is attested by 
such officer.”

Section six of chapter two hundred and sixty- 
six of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-five is 
hereby amended by adding thereto the following: “Except 
that, at the beginning of the financial year, expenditures may 
be made, liabilities may be incurred, and money may be paid 
from the treasury for the needs of the several departments at 
the rate per month appropriated for their use respectively 
the previous year, until the new government shall make 
appropriation for the financial year; but such expenditures, 
liabilities, and payments shall not exceed one-third the entire 
amount appropriated the previous year.”

AN ACT TO ENLARGE THE POWERS OF THE SCHOOL COM- 
MITTEE OF THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. Section six of chapter two hundred and forty- 
one of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-five 
is repealed, and the following substituted therefor : — 

“ Sect. 6. The school committee shall have full power and 
authority to order to be made on the school buildings any 
additions, alterations, and repairs, for school purposes, which 
it deems to be necessary ; to provide temporary accommoda- 
tions for school purposes ; to select, bond, and purchase the 
land required for school buildings+and their yards; and to 
fix finally and conclusively the plans for school buildings to 
be erected ; provided, that nothing herein shall authorize said 
school committee, in behalf of the city of Boston, to expend, 
or contract to expend, for said purposes any money in excess 
of the amount previously appropriated therefor.” 

Secr. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF BOSTON 
RELATIVE TO THE MAKING OF PAYMENTS AND INCURRING 
OF LIABILITIES IN ADVANCE OF THE ANNUAL APPROPRI- 
ATIONS. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. Section six of chapter two hundred and sixty- 
six of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-five 
is hereby amended by adding thereto the following: “ Except 
that, at the beginning of the financial ye al’, to meet the 
liabilities of the several departments incurred in the carrying 
on of the work intrusted to them, until the city government 
shall otherwise order, expenditures may be made, liabilities 
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may be incurred, and payments made from the treasury 
from any funds therein, and the treasurer may borrow money 
in anticipation of taxes to provide funds: Such expenditures 
and liabilities shall not exceed for each department one-third 
the entire amount appropriated for the department the pre- 
vious year, and shall be considered and reckoned as a part of 
the expenditures of, and the money paid therefor as a part of 
the appropriations for, the current financial year. 
Secr. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO ENABLE THE CITY OF BOSTON TO EXTEND ITS 
IMPROVED SEWERAGE SYSTEM. 


Be it enacted, etc.: — -- 


Section 1. The board of aldermen of the city of Boston 
may continue and extend the construction of the improved 
sewerage system of said city, and may take land therefor. 

Srecr. 2. The city of Boston, for the purpose of paying 
the expenses incurred under this act, may incur indebted- 
ness, and may authorize the city treasurer of said city to 
issue, from time to time, as may be required therefor, bonds 
or certificates of indebtedness to an amount not exceeding 
five hundred thousand dollars outside of the limit of in- 
debtedness fixed by law for said city. Such bonds shall be 
payable within not exceeding thirty years from their date, 
and shall bear interest at a rate not exceeding four per 
-centum per annum, to be fixed as provided by the ordinances 
of said city. Said treasurer shall sell such bonds or certifi- 
cates, or any part thereof, from time to time, and retain the 
proceeds thereof in the treasury of said city, and pay there- 
from the expenses incurred for the purposes aforesaid ; pro- 
vided, however, that the premiums, if any, received in the 
sale of such bonds or certificates shall be paid over to the 
board of commissioners of sinking funds of said city, and 
be placed in the sinking fund created for the payment of 
the loan herein authorized. Except as herein otherwise 
provided, the provisions of chapter twenty-nine of the Public 
Statutes and of chapter one hundred and twenty-nine of the 
acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-four shall 
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apply to the issue of such bonds or certificates, and to the 
establishment of a sinking fund for the payment thereof at 
maturity, 

Sect. 38. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF BOSTON TO TAKE LAND 
FOR THE USES OF THE CITY HOSPITAL OF SAID CITY. 


Be it enacted, etc. : — 


Section 1. The city of Boston, for the uses and _ pur- 
poses of the city hospital of said city, and for other pur- 
poses connected with said hospital, may, through the agency 
of the board of street commissioners of said city, take, from 
time to time, any part or parts of that lot or tract of land 
in said Boston bounded north-west by Harrison avenue, 
north-east by East Concord street, south-east by Albany 
street, and south-west by East Chester park, including any 
land used for public or private streets, ways, or courts, 
within said bounds. 

Secr. 2. The said board of street commissioners shall, 
within sixty davs from the time of taking any lands for the 
purposes of this act, cause to be recorded in the registry of 
deeds for the county of Suffolk a description of the lands so 
taken, as certain as is required in an ordinary conveyance 
of land, and a statement of the purposes for which they were 
taken, which description and statement shall be signed by a 
majority of said board. 

Secr. 38. The city of Boston shall pay all damages for 
injuries to property sustained by any person whose property 
is taken under authority of this act; and if the said board 
and the person whose property is taken cannot agree upon 
the amount of damages, a jury of the Superior Court may be 
had to determine the same in the same manner as a jury is 
had and damages are determined when patties are dissatistied 
with an estimate of dam: iges sustained by any person by the 
laying out of a highway in said city. 

Seor. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE REGISTRATION OF VOTERS AND 
THE APPOINTMENT OF ASSISTANT REGISTRARS OF VOTERS 
IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc.: 


SecTION 1. The registrars of voters in the city of 
Boston shall, from time to time, previous to the annual state 
and municipal elections, cause to be publicly posted, or 
otherwise submitted to public inspection, in or near their 
central office, all names which shall be added to the lists of 
registered voters, now required to be posted in accordance 
with section six of chapter sixty of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-four, and acts in amendment 
thereof, or in accordance with chapter two hundred and 
ninety-eight of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and 
eighty- four. Such additional names shall be divided accord- 
ing to precincts, and arranged in alphabetical order; and 
they shall be thus posted or otherwise submitted to public 
inspection within forty-eight hours afteir their respective reg- 
istration. The said registrars shall, in like manner, cause to be 
posted, or otherwise aerate to public inspection, in some 
convenient place in each ward in said city, the names of the 
voters so subsequently added to the lists of registered voters 
in such ward. In case, however, the city council of said city 
shall authorize the said registrars to publish such additional 
names from time to time, as above provided, in some one 
newspaper in said city, then said registrars may make such 
publication in lieu of posting or otherwise submitting the 
same to public inspection, as above required. 

SEcT. 2. Section four of chapter sixty of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and seventy-four relating to the ap- 
pointment of assistant registrars of voters in the city of 
Boston, as amended by striking out the word “two” in the 
fourth line, and inserting in place thereof the word “four” ; 
also by striking out the words “for the remainder of the 
municipal year” in the sixth and seventh lines, and inserting 
in place thereof the words “ for one year from the respective 
dates of their appointments,” so that as amended the section 
shall read as follows : — | 

“ Sect. 4. The registrars shall annually, between the first 
day of May and the first day of October, appoint assistant 
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registrars of voters, inhabitants of said city, not exceeding 
four for each ward, who shall be sworn by one of the regis- 
trars to the faithful discharge of their duties, and shall hold 
office for one year from the respective dates of their appoint- 
ment, unless sooner discharged by the registrars. They 
shall receive such compensation as the city council may, from 
time to time, determine ; but such compensation shall not be 
regulated by the number of names registered on any list of 
voters.” 

Sreor. 3. Section ten of chapter sixty of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and seventy-four is amended by strik- 
ing out the word “and” in the fourth line thereof, and by 
inserting after the word “ militia” in the same line, ‘the 
words “assistant assessors of taxes and other persons hold- 
ing office under appointment made by appointed officers or 
heads of departments of said city, so that the section as 
amended shall read as follows : — 

* Sect. 10. No person who holds an office by election or 
appointment under the government of the United States, of 
the Commonwealth, or of the city of Boston, except justices 
ot the peace, officers of the militia, assistant assessors of 
taxes, and other persons holding office under appointment 
made by appointed officers or heads of departments of said 
city, shall be appointed registrar or assistant registrar; and 
the appointment or election of a registrar or assistant regis- 
trar to any such office, and his acceptance thereof shall be 
deemed to be a resignation of his office of registrar or assist- 
ant registrar.” 

Secr. 4. The registrars of voters of the city of Boston 
shall, in appointing or designating assistant registrars to hold 
evening sessions in the various wards of said city, previous 
to the annual and municipal elections, so far as possible ap- 
point or designate for each ward assistant registrars of dffer- 
ent political parties.

SEcTION 1. Section twenty-six of chapter two hundred 


and ninety-eight of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and 


eighty-four, is amended by striking out at the beginning 
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thereof the words, “in the several cities of this Common- 
wealth, except the city of Boston, all errors in names upon 
tax bills of persons assessed shall be corrected on said tax 
bills by the board of assessors, or the board acting as regis- 
trars of voters, and also on forms of certificates specially 
prepared for the purpose,” and by inserting in place thereof 
the following words: “In the several cities of the Com- 
monwealth, except the city of Boston, corrections of errors 
in names upon tax bills of persons assessed. shall be made 
by the board of assessors upon such tax bills, and also upon 
forms of certificates prepared for the purpose, on personal 
application of the persons assessed, or such corrections may 
be made by the board acting as registrars of voters, when 
application is made to them by the persons assessed for the 
purpose of registering as voters 

Sor. 2. Section nine of chapter two hundred and forty- 
three of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy- 
eight, relating to registration in the city of Boston, as 
amended by section one of chapter two hundred and twenty- 
five of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty, 
is hereby further amended by striking out at the beginning 
thereof the words, “all corrections of assessed names upon 
tax bills shall be made by the Board of assessors, the regis- 
trars of voters, or assistant registrars, ona form of certificate 
specially prepared for the purpose,” and by inserting in place 
thereof the words, “all corrections of errors in names upon 
tax bills of persons assessed shall be made by the board of 
‘issessors upon such tax bills and also on forms of certificates 
prepared for the purpose, on personal application of the 
person assessed, or such corrections may be made by the 
registrars or assistant registrars of voters, when application 
is made to them by the persons assessed for the purpose of 

registering as voters.” 

Secor. 3. Section twenty of chapter two hundred and 
ninety-eight of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and 
eighty-four, is hereby amended by striking out in the eighth 
line thereof the words, “ previously determined by them,” 
and by inserting in place thereof the words, “determined by 
them within four years next preceding his application” ; and 
also by inserting in the eleventh line of said section, after the 
words, “his name,” the words, “in the register,” so that the 
section as amended shall read as follows: “ Sect. 20. The 
registrars of voters shall cause proper notices to be published 
or posted, and proper opportunity given at least twenty days 
before the annual city or town election. and at least thirty 
days before the Tuesday next after the first Monday in No- 
vember annually, to all persons to present themselves for 
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registration ; and thereafter, before registering, any person 
whose qualifications have not been determined by them with- 
in four years next preceding his application, they shail 
examine him under oath in regard to his qualifications to 
vote, and shall require such person to write his name in the 
register and read in the official edition thereof at least three 
lines of the constitution, other than the title, in such manner 
as to show that he is not prompted nor reciting from memory, 
before they place his name on said register, unless such 
person is exempted by article twenty of the amendments to 
the constitution.” 

Sect. 4. Registrars and assistant registrars of voters 
shall, before adding any name to the list of registered voters, 
announce the same in a distinct tone of voice, clear and 
audible, and any registrar or assistant registrar who shall 
wilfully violate the provisions of this section shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than three hundred dollars for each 
offence. 

Sect. 5. The clerk or registrar of each city or town, 
in transmitting monthly to the registrars of voters of such 
city or town the names of male persons over twenty-one 
years of age deceased within the preceding month, or since 
the last time of transmitting such list, shall also state the 
precinct, the name of the street and the number of the 
house, if any, where such person last resided, whenever 
the same can be ascertained.

ard College,” have carefully considered this matter, and 
respectfully report, that, in their judgment, it would be inex- 
pedient to attempt the establishment of such a grade of 
studies in our public schools. 

Your committee ave led to this conclusion by the following 
reasons : 

first, Panse, notwithstanding the repeated requests and 
most unremitting efforts of this Board, we have been unable 
to obtain from the City Council the necessary means to give 
all our children even grammar and primary school educ: ation. 
In proof of this we beg leave to refer to the various orders 
and reports of the Committees on the Sixth and Seventh 
Divisions offered in this Board, and transmitted to the City 
Council, during the last four years. 

icgnd. because, according to the opinion of the Corpo- 
ration Counsel, dated March 26, 1889, and given to and at 
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the request of the City Council, there is no authority of law 
for furnishing what is called a “ university course” of instruc- 
tion in our public schools.

In BoarpD OF ALDERMEN, May 6, 1889, 


The Committee on Railroads, to whom was referred the 
petition of the West End Street Railway Company for 
leave to lay tracks in certain streets in Brighton, with suit- 
able curves and connections, also to establish and maintain 
the overhead system of electric motive-power in the opera- 
tion of its cars on all said tracks, having considered the 
subject, respectfully recommend the passage of the accom- 
panying orders.

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
the West End Street Railway Company to lay down tracks 
in the streets of the City of Boston, said company shall 
have the right to lay down a double track on Cambridge and 
Washington streets, Brighton, from the boundary line be- 
tween said Brighton and the City of Cambridge to Market 
street, Brighton, with suitable switches, turnouts, sidings, 
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and connections, and suitable curves connecting said tracks 
with the track in said Washington street leading to Oak 
square, and with the tracks of said company now laid in 
Wilton street; also to lay three additional curves at car- 
house, Oak square, said tracks, sidings, connections, and 
turnouts being shown by red lines on a plan made by A. L. 
Plimpton, dated February 27, 1889, and deposited in the 
office of the Superintendent of Streets. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 

used in paving said tracks, shall be under the direction and 
to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and shall 
be approved by him. Also upon condition that said West 
End Street Railway Company shall accept this order of 
location, and shall agree, in writing, to comply with the 
conditions herein contained, and shall file said acceptance and 
agreement. with the City Clerk within thirty days from the 
passage of this order; otherwise it shall be null and void. 


Ordered, That the consent of the Board of Aldermen be 
hereby granted to the West End Street Railway Company, 
to establish and maintain the electric system of motive-power 
in the operation of its cars in the City of Boston, by the 
overhead system, so called, as follows : — 

In Cambridge and Washington streets in the Brighton Dis- 
triet, from the boundary line between said Brighton District 
and the City of Cambridge to Market street, Brighton. 

And permission is hereby granted to the said West End 
Street Railway Company to erect, maintain, and use such 
wires and iron poles of the height of not less than 20 feet, 
at the places indicated by red circles or dots on the plans filed 
in the office of the Superintendent of Streets, dated Feb- 
ruary 27, 1889, as may be necessary to establish and main- 
tain said overhead electric system of motive-power. 

The rights herein granted are upon condition that the 
whole work of constructing the same, and the kind and 
quality of material used, shall be under the direction and to 
the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and be 
approved by him. 

Also, upon condition that nothing herein contained shall 
be deemed a limitation or waiver of any rights now possessed 
or that may hereafter be conferred on the Board of Aldermen 
of the City of Boston, to make rules and regulations pertain- 
ing to the operation and maintenance of the electric system 
and the running of electric cars in the City of Boston,

accept this order and agree to comply with the conditions 
herein contained, and shall file such acceptance and agree- 
ment with the City Clerk within thirty days from the pas- 
sage thereof; otherwise it shall be null and void.'

To His Honor the Mayor and the City Council of the 
City of Boston: — 


GENTLEMEN, — In compliance with the provisions of the 
City Ordinance the Board of Fire Commissioners herewith 
presents its Sixteenth Annual Report, containing a statement 
of the fires and their causes, the condition of the department, 
and expenditures for the year ending April 30, 1889. 


Tue Frre ReEcorp. 


Of the general fire-waste of the country for the year ending 
_ April 30, 1889, about $1,078,333 must be credited to the 
City of Boston. This includes the total loss on buildings 
and contents, except a portion of that caused by the fire in 
the Boston & Albany hay-sheds, in regard to which the figures 
have been approximated. There have been nine hundred and 
sixty-two alarms, besides twenty-three seconds, seven thirds, 
and two additional, called on account of fires for which other 
boxes had been pulled. ‘Though the loss is somewhat heavier 
than for the previous year, it is nevertheless very light as 
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compared with the amount of combustible property requiring 
protection, and cannot help but be satisfactory to those most 
directly and deeply interested. There has been a number of 
considerable fires, but they have all been prevented from 
assuming the serious proportions that have been the ill-fortune 
of some other large cities. The constant demand for improved 
methods of heating, lighting, transit, and applying power 
generally for the growing wants of the public, involves the 
establishment of new conditions which are likely to prove 
obstructive in a greater or less degree to the highest effi- 
ciency of this department, and in estimating the value of the 
service the public should take this fact into account and make 
due allowance for it. 


CONDITION OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


A year’s quiet work has made a very appreciable and 
gratifying improvement in the general appearance and con- 
venience of the houses of the department. While the amount 
of money spent in accomplishing the result has not been large, 
it is safe to assert that never before in the history of the de- 
partment have the different company quarters been as credit- 
able to the city as they are to-day. Within the year the new 
engine-house at Brighton has been accepted and occupied by 
an engine company numbered 34. It practically doubles the 
protection afforded the Brighton District, and is called upon to 
cover, in cases of considerable emergency, within the city 
proper. The house at Roslindale, built for Chemical Engine 
4 and the new Ladder Company 16, has also been occupied, 
and is one of the finest buildings in finish and arrangement to 
be found in this or any other department. Steps have been 
taken toward the establishment of a new chemical engine 
company on Eustis street, Roxbury, and before the close of 
the present year the commissioners may have important 
recommendations to make regarding better protection to 
certain property in the down-town portion of the city. The 
question of a steady advancement of the department toward 
permanency is still held to be of the greatest importance. 
All the companies in South Boston, East Boston, Charlestown, 
and perhaps Roxbury, should be made permanent as soon as 
possible ; and while the commissioners do not wish to seem 
importunate, they ask your assistance and encouragement to 
this end. They have already ventured to place Ladder Com- 
panies 4, 5, and 12, Hose Companies 5, 7, 10, and 12, and 
Chemical 6 ona permanent basis, and feel that the department 
is materially strengthened thereby. 


Frre Commissioners’ REPORT. III 


THe Frre-Boat. 


Engine 31, the new fire-boat to succeed the “ William M. 
Flanders,” which was promised a year ago, has been com- 
pleted. The commissioners have used the utmost endeavor 
of which they were capable to have her furnished with the 
latest and best appliances to secure power, speed, and rapid 
manceuvring qualities. While it is yet too early to state 
with the utmost confidence what she can do in every emer- 
gency she may encounter, her several trials lead them to 
believe that their efforts have been successful, and that the 
boat will prove a powerful and valuable acquisition to the 
city’s means of protection against fires. Her power to 
throw water is probably as great, at least, as that of any 
floating engine in the world. 


THE DrILL-SCHOOL. 


A feature of the service recently introduced is the Depart- 
ment Drill-School in the large yard of the repair-shop. <A 
tower has been erected upon one cf the shops and furnished 
with windows, making the whole equivalent to a five-story 
building. All recruits are drilled here for thirty days, by a 
very competent company commander, in all that belongs to 
the service outside of actual fire-fighting. They are exer- 
cised in the use of all kinds of ladders, including the Pom- 
pier, the coupling of hose, attachment to hydrants and 
engines, the jumping nets, etc. Their appointment depends 
upon their ability to pass through the drill in a satisfactory 
manner. In this way a correct estimate of their qualities 
and value can be much more speedily arrived at, and they 
can receive in thirty days instruction in the duties required 
of them which they would be many months acquiring in the 
old way. ‘The school is likewise intended for the improve- 
ment of members of the department as well as of those who 
are seeking admission. 


CENTRAL HEADQUARTERS. 


The commissioners continue to hope that you will yet 
take favorable action upon the recent proposition to erect a 
fire-proof building in a central location for the accommoda- 
tion of the Fire-Alarm Department, and for department 
offices and apparatus. It can hardly be necessary to enlarge 
here upon the constant, great, and growing menace to the 
fire-alarm system on account of the combustible nature of its 
present quarters and the rapid increase of electrical systems 
throughout the city. The best time to guard against trouble 
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is the present, instead of waiting until the mischief is done. 
The location originally suggested still seems to the commis- 
sioners the most economical and available, but if a better 
one can be found and secured they will gladly accept it. 
The central fact which they wish to emphasize is, that the 
present situation is full of peril, and speedy relief is needed. 


RETIREMENTS AND PENSIONS. 


An age limit for permanent men of the service has been 
established the past year. The commissioners have tixed it 
at sixty-two years, which seemed to them a conservative posi- 
tion to take upon a rather delicate question. This action 
retired two district chiefs, one captain, one lieutenant, one 
engineman, and three hosemen. ‘These were all men who 
had performed faithful service for fifteen years or more in 
the department, and their names have been placed upon the 
pension roll. Some of them are still vigorous, and can render 
good service in some less exacting and hazardous calling, but 
experience has demonstrated that it is not for the interest of 
the city or the men themselves that they should take danger- 
ous chances, and undergo the inevitable exposure and severe 
labor incident to this service in times of fire after the age 
designated. The pension list will be a slowly growing one 
each year on account of this action; but the department will 
be rendered more efficient thereby, and the results in the 
long run must conduce to the interests of true economy as 
well as to humanity and justice. By making a fixed limit 
of age a condition of retirement from service there remains 
no chance for the exercise of favoritism, even should there be 
any disposition of that sort on the part of the responsible 
officials. 


APPARATUS. 


But little apparatus has been purchased aside from the 
stock of hose and other things requiring regular annual re- 
plenishment. Several new hose wagons have been bought 
to continue the work of retiring the heavier and less con- 
venient hose carriages. Two more chemical engines have 
been introduced into the service, and no branch of the depart- 
ment pays better for the expense of maintenance than this. 
The department repair-shop has been able to keep the 
apparatus in general use in good condition, and also make 
over some of the relief engines for new service. No new 
ladder trucks have been secured, yet Boston has a splendid 


Jadder service, especially in the city proper. 
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Tur FrRe—-ALARM. 


The work of the Fire-Alarm Department is shown in 
another portion of this report. Its greatest need now is a 
new and more secure location, to which reference has been 
made under another heading. The commissioners hope it will 
never be necessary to tell, in these reports or elsewhere, the 
story of its annihilation by reason of electrical contacts and 
combustible surroundings. 


CONDITION OF THE FORCE. 


The commissioners have only praise to express for the 
discipline and conduct of the department as a whole. Their 
instructions and commands have been carried out cheerfully, 
zealously, and efficiently by both the officers and men in 
their respective positions, and a gratifying spirit of harmony 
seems to everywhere prevail, without which discipline is 
impossible and the best results cannot be obtained. The 
commissioners wish to acknowledge, with grateful apprecia- 
tion, the loyal manner in which the department has seconded 
their efforts. 


THe Pouice. 


On several occasions during the year the services of 
the police have deserved and received the special thanks of 
this department because of the promptness and efficiency 
with which that branch of the city’s protective service has 
codperated with this. The Lowell freight-sheds and the 
Boston & Albany hay-shed fires are conspicuous instances 
in point; but many more might be cited. The relations 
between the two departments have been profitable and 
pleasant, as they always can and should be. 


THe PROTECTIVE DEPARTMENT. 


The Protective Department, the close and friendly ally of 
this, has told its own story so well and made so conspic- 
uously good a record during the year that its praises 
need no trumpeting here. The commissioners, however, 
take this opportunity to thankfully acknowledge many acts 
of courtesy from that department to this, and assistance 
rendered, when perhaps a purely technical interpretation 
of duty would not have exacted it. 
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ORGANIZATION. 


The organization of the department consists of a Board of 
three Fire Commissioners, a Chief of Department, a Super- 
intendent of Fire Alarms, 13 District Chiefs and other mem- 
bers, including telegraph operators and employés of repair 
shops, to the number not exceeding one thousand men. 


THE BoarpD oF FIRE COMMISSIONERS 


consists of three members. One member is appointed an- 
nually, for a term of three years, from the first Monday in 
May each year. The nomination is made by the Mayor, 
subject to confirmation by the Board of Aldermen.

HORSES. . 


The number of horses in the department April 30, 1888, 
was 180; total number April 30, 1889, 189; 19 were 
purchased, 9 sold or exchanged, 1 died. During the 
four winter months extra horses were placed in service 
under agreement with the owners that such service 
should be without cost to the city other than the care and 
feed, the same as is given the regular horses of the de- 
partment. The horses have received inspection from the 
Hospital Surgeon, who has made weekly reports to the 
Board of their condition and treatment, both in quarters or 
at the hospital. 

The number of horses receiving treatment during the year 
was 156, resulting in 225 cases, of which 56 were received 
at the hospital stable, and the balance were attended at the 
houses of their companies. Of the 225 cases treated 8 were 
incurable. 

WATER AND HypRranTs. 


The total number of hydrants in the city, May 1, was 
5,338. In addition to these hydrants there are 238 fire 
reservoirs in different sections of the city, that contain from 
300 to 500 hogsheads of, water, and can be used in an emer- 
gency. The number of hydrants added during the year is 
as follows : — 
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74 Lowry, 113 Post, 5 Boston, and 64 Boston Lowry. 
The amount paid by this department for water and the care 
and maintenance of hydrants was $77,985. 

In all cases the Water Board have cheerfully complied with 
the requests of this Board in the establishment of hydrants 
whenever necessity required. 

During the past year 269 hydrants have been established 
and 137 abandoned, as follows : —

FrirRE—ALARM DEPARTMENT. 


The new construction and repair work done by this de- 
partment within the year ending April 30, 1889, is as 
follows : — 

An additional circuit has been built for the better pro- 
tection of West Roxbury, the route of the same being so 
arranged as to secure the usual alternation in the connection 
of boxes and apparatus between it and the circuit heretofore 
in service in that district. 

There are now twenty-three alarm and seven box-gong 
circuits in the system. A great amount of work has been 
done in renewing fixtures and poles, and running new wire 
in various parts of the city. Many new chestnut poles have 
been substituted for old ones of spruce, which had become 
unsafe from long service, being in many cases badly de- 
cayed. The large number of public and special boxes which 
have been put in service have necessitated the running of 
much new wire for connecting them into the circuits for 
service. More than fifty of these boxes have been placed 
in the public school-houses for the special protection of the 
same. 

All the boxes in Charlestown and South Boston have been 
supplied with keyless doors during the year. The house of 
Engine Company No. 34 has been furnished with the 
necessary apparatus, including alarm-gong, tappers, and 
telephone. 

A box-gong and telephone have also been placed in the 
chief engineer’s night office. 

There are sixty-seven department telephones in use exclu- 
sive of those used by Protective Companies 1 and 2 and the 
Fire Marshal, which are connected with the system. 
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A systematic arrangement of the apparatus has been made 
in many of the department houses by placing it upon large 
boards, conveniently located, and the safety and utility of 
the service has not only been advanced by so doing, but the 
several houses have been greatly adorned by the artistic set- 
ting of the various pieces of apparatus on the boards. 

Seventy-one new public and special boxes have been 
added to the service, and one box removed during the year.

A constant watch is kept at the headquarters, City Hall, 
night and day, by the operators. Kach operator has assigned 
to him certain hours of duty, during which time he is respon- 
sible for the correct working of the apparatus in giving 
alarms, and all testing of the circuits and other details per- 
taining to the service. An automatic arrangement is con- 
nected with the receiving apparatus, by which assistance 
may be called from the sleeping apartments, if at any time 
the operator should be suddenly incapacitated by illness from 
performing his duties. No operator is permitted to sleep 
during his watch, unless expressly relieved by some one 
else, and by consent of the Superintendent. 

Each operator is accountable to the Superintendent for 
any mistakes that may occur at the office during his ‘hours 
of duty. 
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An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each 
alarm, and of the station from which it originates, and all 
other necessary information.

RHPORT 


OF 


COMMITTEE ON RULES AND REGULATIONS 


WITH 


ORDER AMENDING CHAPTER THREE OF THE 
STANDING REGULATIONS RELATIVE 
TO THE USE OF STREETS 
BY VEHICLES, 


In Boarp or ALDERMEN, May 20, 1889. 


The Committee on Rules and Regulations, who were re- 
quested to consider the expediency of amending chapter 
three of the Standing Regulations, relative to the use of 
streets by vehicles, having given the matter their considera- 
tion, beg leave to submit the following report : — 

The committee, being aware that complaints have been 
frequently made by our citizens regarding the occupation of 
many of the most crowded thoroughfares by hawkers and 
pedlers with vehicles of various kinds for the exercise of 
their calling and the disposal of their goods, arranged for a 
public hearing upon the subject to ascertain the extent and 
nature of the evils complained of, and to afford an oppor- 
tunity to all who desired to appear and give their testimony 
in the matter. The hearing was duly advertised and was 
quite largely attended, chiefly by the proprietors of stores 
on many of the principal streets in the business section of 
the city, and their unanimous testimony was to the effect 
that they were subjected to great annoyance and their 
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business was seriously interfered with in various ways on 
account of the numerous pedlers who are allowed to occupy 
the streets for the purpose of selling their goods and wares. 

The committee are informed that some of the pedlers are 
licensed by the State, but the license granted to them cannot 
be considered as permitting them to obstruct our streets and 
interfere with other business already established; and, in 
the opinion of the committee, the Board of Aldermen can 
very properly adopt such rules and regulations as they may 
deem necessary to restrain sales by pedlers in the crowded 
streets during business hours. 

By the adoption of such regulations and the prohibition of 
sales of pedlers who are not licensed, the committee believe 
that the purpose of the order of inquiry under which they 
have acted will be accomplished, and that substantial relief 
from the evils complained of will be afforded, and they 
accordingly respectfully recommend the passage of the fol- 
lowing order.

to Franklin street, Franklin street from.Washington street 
to Devonshire street, Devonshire street from Franklin 
street to Washington street, and Washington street from 
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Adams square to Haymarket square, or in any of the streets, 
ways, or squares included within the territory bounded as 
aforesaid.”

High-Service Works, City Proper, etc. — These works are prac- 
tically completed. They have been in operation for the past year 
with satisfactory results. 

East Boston and Breed’s Island High-Service.—These works 
are in working order. The pumps are located in a brick building 
on Condor street, nearly opposite Brooks street. The supply for 
Breed’s Island is raised by a pump to a tank located on the island, 
near its highest point. 

Improvement of Luke Cochituate. — The shallow portions at the 
Pegan meadows have been deepened by the excavation of about 
60,000 cubic yards of muck, and the shores have been covered 
with gravel. 

- Mystic Valley Sewer Works. — The new settling tanks have been 
completed, and are now in successful operation. ‘The works con- 
sist of a pump-well connected to the main sewer, a sewage pump, 
an engine, an engine-house, four settling tanks, a sludge well, a 
sludge pump, anda series of settling basins for receiving the 
sludge. 

Buck Bay Fens. — The portion of the fens and parkway be- 
tween Agassiz road and Beacon street has been completed and 
thrown open to the public. A large amount of work has also 
been done on other portions of the fens. 

Franklin Purk. —'The Playstead district has been completed, 
including the roads and walks, the overlook and the shelter build- 
ing, and police station. ‘This section of the park was thrown 
open to the public in October. Work upon Glen lane, which is to 
be a traffic road across the park, and upon the drives in the 
Country park, has been continued, so that an additional area can 
be thrown open the coming season. A quarry has been opened 
and a stone-crusher,set up, by which means a large amount of 
stone has been prepared for constructing walls and roads. 
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Marine Park. — 1,030 feet of the iron pier has been completed, 
and an ornamental curb set on the line of Q street. 

Charles-River Embankment. — The grading and planting has 
been completed, and fences erected on the sea-wall and around 
the Gymnastic grounds. The driveway has also been finished. 

Wood Island Park.— The bridge over the Boston, Revere 
Beach, & Lynn R.R. has been finished, and the approaches to it 
graded. 

Boylston-street Bridge.— The work of building this bridge has 
been completed. ‘The crossing of Boylston street over the Boston 
& Albany Railroad is such that while the railroad location is but 60 
fect in width, the distance across the location on the street line is 
176.34 feet. 

Main Drainage Works. — But little construction work has been 
done during the past year. 

The completion of the present work is partially provided for by 
a recent act of the Legislature, and the necessity for the develop- 
ment of the complete drainage system for Boston and its environs 
is becoming more and more apparent. ~

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LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


The whole cost of lighting the streets of the city during the financial year 
1888-89 was $566,961.91, against $573,661.15 in the previous year. On the 
15th of December the city was lighted with 10,178 gas and 2,994 oil lamps, 
being a decrease of 68 gas, and an increase of 186 oil, lamps, as compared 
with the previous year. 

The lamps are located as follows : —

And 74 large gas-lamps in various parts of the city. 


The prices paid for gas in the public lamps to the several gas companies 
are: Boston, at the rate of $1.00 per thousand cubic feet; Roxbury, $1.50; 
Charlestown, $1.55; South Boston, $1.50; East Boston, $1.60; Dorchester, 
$1.80; West Roxbury, $1.85; Brighton, $1. 85; and Chelsea, $2.00 per thou- 
sand cubic feet. 

The men who clean and light the gas-lamps are paid at the rate of $2.00 
per day, and have an average of 84 lamps each. 

The underground service-pipes are laid and kept in repair by the various 
companies, under the direction of the Superintendent of Lamps, and at the 
expense of the city, without pecuniary consideration or profit to the com- 
panies. 

The oil-lamps, during the past year, have been lighted and cleaned by men 
employed by the Superintendent of Lamps, at the rate of 34 cents per lamp 
per night for this service. 

The oil is purchased of the refiners at the lowest market rates. 

In addition to the above, there are 704 electric lights burning (being an in- 
crease of 103 lights) under contract with electric lighting companies of this 
city, at the rate of 65 cents per light per night. The city provides the iron 
posts, and the companies furnish the lamps and light.

4TIn consequence of the act of 1881, exempting money loaned on mortgage of real estate, 
the personal-estate valuation receded, notwith+tanding large gains were made upon the other 
items of personal estate. 
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The valuation of 1888 for personal property can be fairly increased $54,836,- 
500, in addition to the amount given in the foregoing table for the value 
assessed by the Commonwealth at the rate of $14;55; per $1,000 upon shares 
of Massachusetts corporations, the property of residents in Boston. The 
State deducts from the value of each share the amount that represents the 
real estate and machinery locally assessed, and pays over to the city that pro- 
portion of the tax that represents the personal property of each corporation. 

The valuation can be further increased, say $1,493,100 for bank stock, 
assessed at the several rates of the places where the banks are located, as the 
taxes are paid to Boston as assessments upon this class of property held by its 
citizens in Massachusetts banks located outside that city. 

As the revenue from these two sources is always estimated before the 
amount to be raised by taxation is determined, the effect of the valuation of 
this property in reducing the rate of taxation upon the $764,452,548 assessed 
by the city is, as nearly as may be, the same as though its amount was in- 
cluded in the Assessors’ aggregate, and the taxes were assessed by them. 

The total valuation of personal estate which is assessed for all purposes for 


which the city must raise money by taxation can, for the year 1888, be put at - 


$257,768 ,873. 

In addition to the taxable valuation, churches, charitable, scientific, and 
literary corporations hold property exempt by law from assessment, as fol- 
lows: Value of land, $13,347,900; value of buildings, $12,909,800. ‘Total 
real estate, $26,257,700; personal estate, $14,405,900. 

Of this total valuation of exempt property, amounting to $40,663,600, the 
sum of $14,774,300 is the estimated value of houses of religious worship and 
the land connected with those edifices; $11,483,400 is the valuation of the 
real estate occupied by charitable, literary, and scientific institutions for the 
purposes for which they were incorporated; and $14,405,900 is the value of 
the personal property of this class of benevolent and educational corpora- 
tions, as returned to the Assessors by their officers, in accordance with the 
provisions of Chap. 217 of the acts of the year 1882. As required by that 
enactment, those corporations also reported that their receipts for the twelve 
months preceding the first day of May, 1888, amounted to $4,782,400, and 
their expenditures to $4,536,200.! It appeared by their returns, that at the 
date of assessment, these benevolent and educational institutions held as in- 
vestments, $4,363,100 of the real estate of this city, which, not being occupied 
for the purposes of their incorporation, is assessed at its estimated value, 
forming a part of the real-estate valuation for the tax of the current year. 
The City of Boston holds, in its corporate capacity (not assessed for city 
taxes), $22,814,059 of actual assets available for the payment of liabilities, 
and $45,018,254 nominal assets, the character of which is shown in the fol- 
lowing copy of the return of the Assessors as of May 1, 1888, to the State 
Treasurer : —

Large amounts of property, held by residents of, or located within the 
limits of, Boston, are by law or judicial decisions exempt from all assessments, 
the principal items being the real estate of the United States and the Common- 
wealth, United States bonds, money loaned upon mortgage of real estate, im- 
ported goods in original packages, and the furniture of a family below $1.000 
in value. The proportion of the deposits in the savings-banks of Massa- 
chusetts ($315,185,071, Oct. 31, 1888) belonging to the residents of Boston is 
unknown, as the Commonwealth assesses the amount and retains the entire 
tax for State revenue. But the total valuation of Boston for property that, 
by existing laws, must be estimated for assessment or for the information of

That of Boston, previous to the enactment of Chap. 174 of the Acts of 
the year 1866 (generally known as the betterment law), consisted of assess- 
ments upon abutters for the cost of sidewalks for foot-passengers upon the 
public streets, where the owners of estates have failed to construct them ; ? 
and for three-quarters the expense of construction of new sewers, the city 
assuming one-quarter the cost. The betterment act, now Chap. 51 of the 
Public Statutes, enables the city to assess upon the owner one-half the amount 
that his estate has been benefited by the laying out, widening, or change of 
grade of any street, after the city shall have first paid all the land and build- 
ing damages and the full cost of the work. The following table exhibits

The figures given above do not include the ‘‘ special assessments; ” they 
are not given, as there are no data as yet collected by which their detail and 
amount can be known. That such assessments are laid upon estates for pur- 
poses which in Boston are included in the expenditures met by the general 
tax levy is well known. A part of the personal estate of New York is taxed 
at a lower rate than other property. This, probably, is the result of suits in 
the United States Supreme Court against the city, in-which national banks 
prevailed, upon the ground that their shares were assessed at a greater rate 
than other moneyed capital. The official statement is, that ‘* the rate of tax 
upon assessed valuation of personal estate of such corporations, joint-stock 
companies, or associations as are subject to local taxation thereon,” as

In the assessment of 1868, real estate, which had previously been assessed 
at a nominal valuation, was placed at the full market value, and assessments 
have since been made upon that basis. The personal property assessed on 
account of the municipality consists of horses and cattle only. An enactment 
of the Legislature of 1868, first taking effect in the levy of 1869, requires a 
discrimination in the assessment taxes upon real estate. The suburban 
portion of this municipality is assessed upon two-thirds, and the farming land 
upon one-half, of the rate levied upon the built-up portion of the city. The

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COCHITUATE WATER-WORKS. 


Lake Cocnitruate. — Situated within the limits of the towns of Framing- 
ham, Wayland, and Natick, in Middlesex County. The extreme length of the 
lake, in a direct line, is 84 miles, and the breadth of the widest part about 1,800 
feet, with a water surface of 800 acres. In addition to the supply in the lake, 
‘‘ ug Pond,” containing 444 acres, and ‘‘ Dudley Pond,” containing 81 acres, 
are connected with, and form important tributaries to it. The whole circuit of 
the lake, measuring at its verge when within two feet of. high-water mark, is 
about 16 miles, and the city owns an average width of five rods around it, 
which is held free from taxation; also 14 acres at the outlet of Dudley Pond. 

‘In addition to this, the city owns 233 acres in Wayland, 724 acres in Natick, 
and on the line of the aqueduct, — not including land appurtenant to the 
Chestnut-hill and Brookline Reservoirs, nor land occupied by and necessary 
for the protection of the aqueduct, —274 acres in Needham, 5% acres in 
Newton, 14 acres in Brookline, which is taxable. 

The Cochituate aqueduct, extending from Lake Cochituate 143 miles to a 
reservoir in Brookline, of about 28 acres of water surface, and 119,583,960 
gallons capacity. 

SupBURY-RIVER ConpuitT. — The Sudbury-river Conduit, extending from 
Farm Pond, in South Framingham, to the Gate-house at Chestnut-hill 
Reservoir, is 83,912 feet in length. The area of land owned by city on con- 
duit line 198 acres, and area of reservoirs, 851.5 acres. A section of conduit, 
4,170 feet in length, connects Farm Pond with Dam No. 1 on the Sudbury 
river, and another section, 3,760 feet in length, extends through Farm Pond, 
so that the Sudbury-river water can) be sent to the city independently of the 
pond water. ‘The city owns a width on the line of the conduit varying from 
80 to 400 feet. In effecting settlements for the land taken for the conduit 
and storage basins, the Boston Water Board have, in many cases, purchased 
land not actually required for the above purposes. 

Reservoir No. 1 has water area of 149 acres, and its capacity is 288,000,000 
gallons. 

Reservoir No. 2 has water area of 136 acres, and its capacity is 480,000,000 
gallons. 

Reservoir No. 3 has water area of 283 acres, and its capacity is 1,074,000,000 
gallons. 

Reservoir No. 4 has water area of 162 acres, and its capacity is 1,405,000,000 
gallons. 

The ‘‘Chestnut-hill Reservoir,” situated in the Brighton District, of the 
capacity of 750,000,000 gallons, with a water surface of 1284 acres. There 
are 212% acres in this whole property; the line of pipe from Chestnut-hill 
Reservoir tothe main near the Brookline reservoir, also the land under which 
are the pipes, being in amount about 64 acres. 

The ‘‘South Boston Reservoir,” on the east of Telegraph Hill, South 
Boston, covers, with its embankment, an area of about 126,000 square feet. 
It resembles in shape a segment of an ellipse, and has a wates area, when at 
high-water mark, of 70,041 square feet, and a capacity of 7,508,246 gallons. 
This reservoir is now used for storage, and is connected with the distributing- 
pipes only in ease of fire or accident to the pumping-mains. 

The ‘*‘ East Boston Reservoir,” on Eagle Hill, East Boston, is bounded 
westerly by Brooks and southerly by White street. The land covered by and 
appurtenant to it comprises about 216,027 square feet. Its water area, when 
at high- water mark, is 44,100 square feet, and its capacity 5 591,816 gallons. 

An iron tank on Breed’s Island, East Boston, has been built for the pur- 
poses of high service forthe residents in that vicinity, and a new engine-house 
has been built on the corner of Brooks and Condor streets, East Boston, to 
which the pumping-plant near the old reservoir has been removed. 

*¢ The ‘* Parker-hill Reservoir,”’ on Parker Hill, Roxbury District, is located 
on a lot of land taken under the Act of the Legislature authorizing the building 
of this reservoir, containing 197,614 square feet. It was built specially for 
the high-service supplv, and will hold 7,200,000 gallons above a plane 24 feet 
above the bottom of the outflow pipe. The area of the water-surface, when 
at high-water mark, is 64,033 square feet, and its elevation 219 feet above 
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tide-marsh level. A strip of land 25 feet wide leading from Fisher avenue, 
and containing 2,887 square feet, was purchased for a route for the pipes to 
the reservoir. 

The new High-Service Reservoir, situated on Fisher Hill, Brookline, was 
completed in 1887. The site for this reservoir, containing 459,670 feet of 
land, was purchased for the sum of $91,934. The capacity of the reservoir 
is 15,000,000 gallons. The pumping-station at Chestnut Hill is completed, 
and the two Gaskill engines, of 8,000,000 gallons capacity each, and two 
boilers are in place and in running order. The supplementary high service 
in West Roxbury consists of an iron tank on Mt. Bellevue, — the highest ‘land 
in the city, —into which water is pumped by two Knowles pumps, placed in a 
neat and commodious brick house situated on Washington street, opposite 
Metropolitan avenue, Roslindale. 

The main pipes leading from the receiving reservoirs in Brookline and 
Brighton District to this city, and the distributing-pipes laid in the city 
proper, East Boston, and South Boston, Roxbury, Dorchester, West Roxbury, 
and Brighton Districts, aggregate in length 457 miles, varying in size from 4 
to 48 inches in diameter. 

Pipe-yard and Wharf, Albany street, containing 132,000 feet, upon which 
there are wooden buildings for stables, storage of pipes, etc.; Pipe-yard and 
Machine-shop, on Federal street, near Summer, with tools and machinery, 
and other property therein, for the use of the department. This lot contains 
9,192 feet, on which is a brick building used as a machine-shop. The origi- 
nal cost of the establishment, including tools and machinery, stables, etc., 
was about $30,000. In 1870, after the fire, two stories were added to the 
building, and general repairs made, ata cost of $6,848.50. Building on Elm- 
wood street and place, on a lot of 5,563 square feet, in which have been the 
pumping-engines for supplying water to the highest parts of the city. 

The report of the Boston Water Board to the City Council for the year 
1888 contains a full statement of the condition of the work. 

The cost of construction of these works to the city, up to the 30th April, 
1889, is $20,155,758.44. 


MYSTIC WATER-WORKS. 


The upper portion of Mystic lake, which is the source of supply, is situated 
in the towns of Medford, Arlington, and Winchester, 64 miles from Charles- 
town square. It has an area of about 200 acres when flowed to the level 
authorized by the act to take water, and a storage capacity of that level of 
380,000,000 gallons. The area of country forming the drainage-basin is 27.75 
square miles. To convey the water of the lake to the citizens, the works con- 
sist of dam and overfall; conduit with its appurtenant gate-houses, waste- 
weir, and ventilator; cast-iron main under Mystic river; engine: house; 
pumping-engines ; force-mains; reservoir with influent and effluent chambers ; 
supply mains and city distribution-pipes, hydrants, gates, etc. 

The dam is 1,560 feet long, built of earthwork and masonry, and its height: ~ 
is 11 feet above high-water mark of Boston Harbor. The conduit is 7,450 ~ 
feet in length, constructed of hydraulic brick masonry 8 inches thick. It is 
oviform in shape, 5 feet 8 inches high, and 5 feet wide, interior dimensions. 
The cast-iron mains, two in number, conveying the water from the pipe-cham- 
ber at the end of the conduit to the engine-house, are 487 feet long and 3 feet 
in diameter. 

The engine-house is situated on the southerly bank of, and about 200 feet 
from, the “Mystic river. 

It is a substantial building, 120 feet long and 58 feet wide, constructed of 
faced brick and freestone, and embraces under one roof the boiler and engine 
rooms, repair-shop, and pump-well. The lot of land about the engine-house 
is about 12 acres, and upon a portion of it is a dwelling-house for the engi- 
neers, and also a stable. Connected with the engine-house is a brick and 
stone coal-shed, having a capacity of 1,000 tons. 

In the engine-house are three of Worthington’s Duplex Pumping-engines, 
two of 5,000,000 gallons each and one of 8,000,000 gallons capacity, per 24 
hours. Seven boilers supply the steam for pumping the water. 

The two force-mains are of cast iron, each thirty inches in diameter, and 
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3,277 feet in length. The reservoir is on Walnut Hill, in Medford, near 
Tufts College. 

Its water surface covers an area of 4} acres, being nearly a parallelogram 
in shape, 560 feet by 350 feet. 

High-water line is 147 feet above tide-marsh level, and at this grade its 
capacity is 26,244,415 gallons. 

The whole lot of land connected with the reservoir belonging to the city is 
about 104 acres. 

The whole length of distribution-pipes in Charlestown is about 38 miles. 
The whole length of distribution-pipes supplied by the Mystic works is about 
142 miles. The city owns also a lot of land containing 12,807 square feet on 
Medford street, with a substantial brick stable upon it. This land is used for 
a pipe-yard. 

A two-story brick building, 38X40, built during the year 1882-83, for use 
as a workshop, is located on land of the city at the corner of Medford and 
Tufts streets. 

Mystic Sewrer.— The Mystic sewer extends from Prospect street in 
Woburn to Lower Mystic Pond in West Medford, a distance 18,892 feet. 

‘The sewer was built to intercept the objectionable drainage from the tan- 
neries, and discharge it into the lower pond at the head of the tide-water. 
The area of land taken under the act of the Legislature for the construction 
of the sewer and branch drains was 97,245 square feet. Works for a more 
comprehensive treatment of this sewage, with a view of reducing its objection- 
able features to a minimum, have recently been completed and are in success- 
ful operation. 

The cost of construction of the Mystic Water-Works up to 30th April, 
1889, is $1,690,936.46.

PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


The following property is under the charge of the Board of Directors 
for Public Institutions: — 


Deer Istanp. — Containing about 134 acres of upland, about 50 acres 
of flats, on which is the large brick building known as the House or Inpus- 
TRY. Also a wooden house occupied as a House of Reformation for Girls, a 
brick school-house for truant-boys, and wooden one for nursery, a farm-

house, brick workshop, and receiving-house, laundry, bakery, and engineer’s 
house, piggery, two large barns, and other buildings; steam»oat wharf, and 
another landing-place; stone-sheds, farming utensils, live-stock, merchan- 
dise, provisions, tools, etc., required for carrying on the House of Industry 
and Reformation and Almshouses. In 1885 a new hospital was built on the 
island, the total cost of the same, together with furnishing, being $74,999.65. 


RAINSFORD IsLAND (with the buildings thereon), purchased in 1871 of the 
Commonwealth at a cost of $40,000, containing 11 acres. The buildings are 
occupied by male paupers. 


House oF CorRRECTION AND LuNaATIC HospiTau. — These institutions oc- 
cupy an area of 821,875 feet of upland, to which is appended about 1,310,700 
feet of flats, which, with the Master’s house, workshop, out-houses, and 
other appendages, the furniture, farming, and mechanics’ tools and utensils, 
fire-engines, provisions, stock on hand for manufacturing and other purposes, 
horses, and other live-stock, belong to the city. There is in the House of 
Correction workshop a steam-engine of twenty-horse power, and boiler, with 
shafting, etc., for carrying machinery, and the necessary apparatus for heating 
the prison workshops and chapel with steam. 


ALMSHOUSE, ALFORD STREET, CHARLESTOWN DISTRICT, is situated on a 
lot containing 104,191 feet, near the Everett line, a short distance from the 
Malden bridge. ‘The building is of brick, built in 1849; is 100 feet long by 
45 feet wide, 34 stories high, with two wings 39 feet by 19 feet. There area 
large barn and other outbuildings upon the lot. 


RETREAT FOR INSANE (DoRCHESTER).— The site purchased by the city 
for a Home for the Poor contains about 50 acres, and is bounded on the 
easterly side by Back street, on the southerly side by Morton street, on the 
westerly side by Canterbury street, and on the northerly side by Austin 
Terrace, so called, and is now occupied as a retreat for chronic and mild 
cases of insane persons transferred from Boston Lunatic Hospital. On this 
estate are a house, barn with silo of a capacity of 325 tons, ice-houses, and 
sheds. 

MARCELLA-STREET Home.— Building formerly occupied by the City of 
Roxbury as an almshouse. Additions and alterations were made in 1876-77 
and 1881, for the accommodation of pauper and neglected children. Contents 
of lot, 152,000 square feet. 


STEAMER “J. Putnam BRADLEE.” — This boat is 340 tons’ burden, 140 
feet long, 26 feet 3 inches beam, 45 feet breadth over all, 8 feet 6 inches 
deep, and was built at Greenpoint, L.I., in 1875. Cost, including outfit, 
$43,836.19. Used for conveying prisoners, passengers, provisions, etc., to 
and from the city to the Deer, Rainsford, and Long Island Institutions. 


Lona Istanp. — Contains about 182 acres. A building for the accommo- 
dation of 500 female paupers has been erected on this island, to which the 
inmates of Almshouse, Austin Farm, were transferred in September, 1887.

They contain from 15,000 to 55,000 
gallons each, and are supplied with Cochituate and Mystic water, except in 
West Roxbury and Brighton Districts.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is in charge of the Superintendent of Health : — 


Soutu Ciry Stasves, Suop, AND SHEDs. — Situated on Albany street, oppo- 
site Newton street. The lot belonged to the city before being used for this 
purpose, and contains 90,780 feet. The stables and buildings connected 
therewith are of brick. There are also on the premises five wooden sheds, 
used for storing wagons, etc. The stable is two stories high, with French 
roof, and has accommodations for 117 horses. ‘Total original cost, exclusive 
of land, $79,089.23. 

Connected with the stables are blacksmith, wheelwright, painter, and har- 
ness-maker’s shops, with all the necessary tools, in which the wagons, carts, 
harnesses, etc., used by the department are constructed and kept in repair. 


Orrat Deport. — Erected in 1864 on the wharf fronting on Albany street, 
opposite Brookline street, on the other side of the dock from that used by 
the Paving Department. The lot which the building occupies, and the yard 
attached to the same, contain 39,511 feet, and belonged to the city before 
being used for this purpose. Total original cost of building, $18,578.89. 
This building is used for the deposit of house-offal daily collected in the city 
carts, and which is thence conveyed without the limits of the city proper by 
purchasers of the same. 


West STABLE AND SuHeEpDs, NortH GROVE Street. — The stable is a brick 
building, a story and a half high, 128 feet by 50, located on North Grove 
street, built in 1860, with suitable out-buildings attached to the same. It has 
accommodations for 54 horses. The lot contains about 45,152 square feet. 


HIGHLAND STABLE, with accommodations for 60 horses, on the old Alms- 
house lot, Highland street, containing 81,082 square feet. A part of this 
stable and adjoining lot is used by the Paving Department. There is on this 
lot a brick stable, which cost $89,594.13. On this lot is an offal-shed, erected 
in 1875, at a cost of $1,160.12. 

In 1875, there was a stable erected for 21 horses, on Rutherford avenue, 
Charlestown District, at a cost of $5,083.07. Shed and outbuildings built in 
1879. Contents of lot as claimed by city, 17,300 square feet. 

‘The Superintendent of Health has charge of the city stables, horses, carts, 
wagons, etc., necessary for the business of keeping the streets and places 
clean, collecting the house- offal, house-ashes, etc. The estimated value of 
the whole property is about $95,500. 

Prisoners are conveyed from station-houses to court-house, from court- 
house to Deer Island boat and jail and South Boston Institutions, by vehicles 
furnished by this department. : 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The following property is in charge of the Board of Health :— 


Twenty urinals, in different parts of the city, including two retreats for 
females, one on the Common, facing West-street entrance, and the other on 
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the Public Garden, —two wooden structures, with slated roofs, appropriately 
furnished. In office of City Physician, books and surgical instruments. 


GALLop’s IsLaAND, containing about 16 acres, was purchased in 1860 for 
$6.600, used as Quarantine Station, on which are a dwelling-house, barn, 
coal-shed, two hospitals, steamboat-wharf, storehouse for infected cargoes, 
and other buildings, with the live-stock, farming utensils, merchandise, pro- 
visions, tools, etc., for carrying on the Quarantine Department. 


Smati-Pox Hospirat, Canterbury street, West Roxbury District, built in 
1877. Cost of land and buildings, $31,388.78. The contents of lot are 
4,182 acres. 


SrBaMBOAT ‘ ViGILANT.” — This boat. is about 734 tons’ burden, 95 feet in 
length, 17 feet beam, and 8 feet deep, and was built in Boston in 1886. Cost 
of boat and furniture, $18,000. Employed in quarantine service.

These houses are floating structures, except those at City Point, and 
Commercial Point; the houses at the foot of M street and foot of L street 
are on the beach. Most of them are oblong, with wooden roofs, enclosing 
a water surface, around which, inside of the structures. are platforms. All 
the houses have dressing-rooms attached to them. Houses at M street and 
L street consist of a main building, with ells, in which are dressing-rooms ; 
from the end of these ells to the water are fences, attached to which is a 
chain with cork buoys which encloses a square water surface. In the offices 
of the Superintendents are various articles of furniture, tools, and supplies 
for making small repairs.

Located in West Roxbury and Dorchester Districts, about 54 miles from 
the city proper. Additional land, with dwelling- house and other buildings on 
Berry street, bought, 1878, for $4,500, containing two acres, and two lots of 
land on Berry street, purchased in 1887, for $856.59, containing 12.237 feet, 
making total contents 107 acres and 1,347 feet. House occupied by the 
Superintendent of the Cemetery is owned by the city. 


PAVING DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is under the charge of the Superintendent of 
Streets : — . 


Burtpines and Wuarr, on Albany street, opposite Sharon street, adjoin- 
ing the City Stable. The building is of brick and wood, and covers some 
8,000 square feet of land, and is divided into a shed for breaking stone for 
macadamizing, blacksmith’s and carpenter’s shops, andatool-room. The total 
contents of the lot, including wharf and building, are 63;180. square feet. 
Original cost of the building, $10,940.86. 


Fort—Hitt Waarr, containing 21,054 square feet, placed in charge of the 
Paving Department May 18, 1874, to be used for the landing and storage of 
paving-blocks and gravel until such time as said wharf shall be wanted for 
the extension of Oliver street. A part of this wharf is occupied by a tenant- 
at-will, at $500 per annum; part by Health Department. 


East Boston. — A water lot on Condor street, 70 feet on said street, run- 
ning to Commissioners’ Line, about 800 feet. Adjoining this, another lot 
belonging to the Boston Water-Works, about 50 feet front on said street, and 
running down to the Commissioners* Line. The two make a front of 120 feet 
on Condor street. The water lot is in charge of the Paving Department. 

Lot on Chelsea, Marion, and Paris streets, containing 43,550 square feet. 


Leper Lor, on Washington street, Roxbury District, containing 134,671 
square feet. Upon this lot are buildings containing a steam engine and stone- 
crusher. 


HIGHLAND-STREET STABLE Lot. — Upon this lot is a large brick stable, 
erected in 1873-74, and occupied by the Health and Paving Departments. 
Also a brick building used as a blacksmith’s shop, and a shed for the storage 
of tools, ete. For contents of lot, see Health Department. 


Lepnee Lor, on Codman street, Dorchester District, containing 299,000 
square feet, was purchased, in 1870, for the sum of $5,980. Upon this lot is 
a stable, a building containing a steam-engine and stone-crusher, and another 
building. 


On tHE ALMsHOUSE Lot, Hancock street, Dorchester District, there are 
two stables, also two sheds and a tool-house, used by this department. 
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Lepee Lot, on Magnolia street and Bird Place, Dorchester District, con- 
taining 81,068 square feet. This lotwas purchased by the town of Dorchester, 
in 1867. 


DownER-AVENUE Lot, Dorchester District, containing 35,300 square feet, 
purchased by the Paving Department in 1871, for the protection of the 
Almshouse lot. 


West Roxzsury Districr.—On Childs street, a lot of land containing 
14,457 feet, upon which are a stable and shed, erected in 1875, at a cost of 
$4,995.08, a blacksmith-shop and tool-house. 


Grave. Lors. — On the corner of Forest Hills avenue and Norfolk street, 
alot containing 47,798 square feet, purchased by the town of Dorchester, 
in 1860; in town of Milton, on Brush-Hill road, containing 64,523 square 
feet, hired by town of Dorchester for nine hundred and ninety-nine years ; 
Morton street, Ward 23, containing about one-third of an acre, purchased 
by town of West Roxbury, in 1870; Tenean street, purchased for $21,360, 
in 1884. 


LEDGE AND GRAVEL Lot, rear of Union street, containing about 37,000 
square feet, purchased by the town of Brighton. 


GRAVEL AND Stones on lot on Market street, Ward 25, purchased by town 
of Brighton, of George Sparhawk. 


On Rockland street, Ward 25, adjacent to engine house, a brick building, 
containing a shed and tool-house. 


LepGeE Lot, on Chestnut-Hill avenue, Brighton, containing about 15 acres, 
upon which an engine-house has been erected; also a new stable, built in 
1887, for $5,000; a building moved from Commonwealth avenue and fitted 
up into an office.” 


On Medford street, Charlestown District,,a wharf lot, foot of Elm street, 
containing 8,000 feet, upon which are sheds, office, stable, etc. 


GRAVEL on lot in Watertown, to be removed July 1, 1889. 


Property belonging to the Paving Department, consisting of 85 horses, 62 
carts, 14 water-carts, 138 wagons, 2 steam-rollers, 6 stone-crushers, engines, 
etc. 


In South Boston, corner of H and Ninth streets, a lot of land containing 
about 12,000 square feet, upon which have been erected a stable, carriage- 
house, shed, tool-house, and office. Rent of same, including use of wharf 
and flats opposite, $650 per annum, with taxes. 


On Hereford street, a yard with shed, tool-house, and office. 


Wuarr, known as Atkins’ Wharf, 521 Commercial street, purchased in 
1887 for $24,000, containing 22,553 square feet. The old building that stood 
on the corner of Charles and Cambridge streets, and the old stable, were 
removed to the new wharf.

SEWER DEPARTMENT. 


The Superintendent of Sewers has under his charge 292 miles of sewers 
built by the city and under his control. The department occupies a small lot 
on North Grove street; a large one, with water-front, on Albany street, con- 
taining 43,000 square feet for storage of materials, tools, etc.; and one on 
Gibson street (Dorchester), containing 42,000 square feet. In his Annual 
Report to the City Council, January, 1888, the Superintendent of Sewers gives 
a schedule of the tools and other property belonging to this department. 


SEALER OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 


In his charge are various sets of standard weights and measures, etc., 3 
horses, wagons, pungs, and harnesses. See Annual Report for 1888 for de- 
tailed statement of property. 


CITY ENGINEER’S OFFICE. 
The following articles are in charge of the City Engineer : — 


Instruments for surveying and drawing, drawing-paper, drawing-boards ; 
hanging-maps and pictures; 7,909 loose and 14 volumes of bound plans; 
reference library of 747 volumes, and various other articles; horse and 


buggy. 


CITY SURVEYOR’S DEPARTMENT. 


The following articles are in charge of the City Surveyor : — 


CrenTRAL OFrFice. — Instruments for surveying and drawing; drawing and 
other paper; books, tools, drawing-boards and desks, and drawing-tables. In 
this department are 18,420 plans, —see Annual Report for 1888 for list of, — 
besides which there are 4,667 lithographed plans. Top-buggy, harness, etc. 


Dorcues1ER District Branou. — Instruments for surveying and draw- 
ing; drawing and other paper; books, tools, drawing-boards, tables, etc. 
There are 2,530 plans in this office. 


LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


The Superintendent of Lamps has charge (according to the Annual Report 
published January, 1889) of 10,178 gas-lamps and 2,994 oil-lamps, besides 
704 electric lights, 49 naptha lamps, posts, brackets, ladders, oil-cans, 
measures, and the necessary tools used in lighting the lamps and repairing the 
same, 8 horses, 6 wagons, 2 top-buggies, 2 sleighs, 4 pungs, and 7 sets single 
harnesses. 

Repair-shop on Albany street, built in 1874; the lot contains 8,000 square 
feet.

In charge of the Board of Overseers of the Poor. 


CENTRAL CHARITY BuREAU BurILpING, located at the corner of Chardon 
and Hawkins streets, is occupied by the Overseers of the Poor, the Paymas- 
ter of the Soldiers’ Relief, and the following charitable societies: Boston 
Provident Association, Industrial Aid Society, Boston Sewing-Circle, Young 
Men’s Benevolent Society, German Aid Society, Boston Police Relief Asso- 
ciation, Ladies Codperative Visiting Society, the Associated Charities, 
Homeopathic Dispensary, the United Hebrew Benevolent Association, and 
St. Vincent de Paul Society. The City Physician also occupies a room in 
this building. 


TEMPORARY Home FoR THE DkstTITUTE is located at the corner of Char- 
don and Bowker streets. This building and the one above mentioned were 
erected on a lot, the contents of which are 19,962 square feet. The total cost 


of these buildings, with the land and the boiler-house in the rear, was 


$210,494.38. 


Lopegr For WAYFARERS, in the old Mayhew School-building, on Hawkins 
street, lot containing 9,625 square feet. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


In the Public Library and its branches in East Boston, South Boston, Rox- 
bury, Dorchester, Charlestown, Brighton, Jamaica Plain, West Roxbury, 
South End, and North End Districts there are about 511,909 bound volumes, 
besides manuscripts, pamphlets, statuary and paintings. The Tosti engrav- 
ings embrace some in frames, 5,100 in bound volumes, and several hundred 
in portfolios. 


SCHOOLS. 


In the Public Schools of the city under the charge of the School Commit- 
tee, 383,000 books, 1,210 music charts, 148 pianos, 148 piano-stools, 148 
piano-covers, 65 sets of philosophical apparatus, 3,325 maps, charts, and 
globes.

OVERSEERS OF THE POOR’S FUNDS. 


Trust Funds in the hands of the Overseers of the Poor, Thomas F. Temple, 
Chairman, Frederick W. Lincoln, Treasurer, April 30, 1889. 


PEMBERTON FuNnp. — This fund comprises bequests and gifts made to the 
City of Boston, from 1760 to the present time, from ‘‘ A.B.,” Daniel Oliver, 
Margaret Blackadar, Alice Quick, Annie Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benja- 
min Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William Breed, Samucl 
Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, ‘‘ A Citizen of Boston,” Anonymous, 
Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, and George Higginson. The most important, however, 
of the bequests was from BENJAMIN PEMBERTON, whose will was proved June 
25, 1782; and for that reason his name has been given to the fund. The in- 
come of this fund is to be expended, at the discretion of the Overseers, in 
semi-annual payments to the poor of this city. The amount of this fund, 
April 30, 1889, was $116,895.59.

Boytston Funps. — These funds were from a bequest by Joun BoytstTon, 
who died in London. His will was proved June 12, 1795. One portion of 
the bequest is ordered to be paid to ‘* Poor and decayed householders of the 
Town of Boston,” ‘‘ not under fifty years of age,” ‘‘ persons of good charac- 
ter, and reduced by the act of Providence, not by indolence, extravagance, 
or other vice.” The other portion to be applied to ‘‘ nurture and instruction 
of Poor Orphans and Deserted Children of the Town of Boston until fourteen 
years of age.” 

The Boylston Relief Fund amounted, April 50, 1889, to $23,400.75. 

The Boylston Education Fund amounted, April 30, 1889, to $149,660.08. 


Mason Funp. — Was a bequest of Jonatuan Mason, by will dated July 
15, 1798. Interest to be paid annually to the Chaplain of the Almshouse or 
Workhouse. Interest to be added until one is appointed. The interest is 
now paid annually towards the salary of the Chaplain of the House of In- 
dustry. Amount of Mason Fund, April 30, 1889, $8,409.50. 


Dexter Funp. — Was a bequest of SamuEL DExTER, by will dated May 7, 
1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such objects of charity as are not sup- 
ported in the Almshouse, though sometimes relieved by the Overseers of the 
Poor. Amount of Dexter Fund, April 30, 1889, $3,936.15. 


JEFFRIES Funp. — Was a bequest of Davin Jerrriges, former Town Treas- 
urer. Will dated January, 1786. Income to be applied to the purchase of 
tea and coffee, chocolate and sugar, for the refreshment of those persons 
who, in the Providence of God, are or shall be obliged to seek refuge in the 
Almshouse, after having lived reputably, but always | giving preference to the 
pious poor. Amount of Jeffries Fund, April 30, 1889, $4,305.12. 


Lucy Burttman Cuaritry. — Consists of an estate on Cambridge and Joy 
streets, in this city, which came into possession of the City of Boston in 
1872, in accordance with the will of Lucy BuLLMAN, proved at Probate Court, 
Suffolk County, Jan. 9, 1832; in which it is provided that upon the death of 
certain persons therein named, said estate is given to the City of Boston, upon 
condition that the estate never be sold, but the income used for the benefit of 
the poor. The estate is valued at about $10 300. Funds on hand, $18,333.73. 

By a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor Jan. 4, 1873, this 
estate was placed in charge of the Overseers of the Poor. 
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Davip Sears Cuarity. — This is a fund contributed by the late Davip 
Sears, for the relief of the poor. 

The amounts formerly held in the Fifty Associates Charity and the Sears- 
tan Charter House have been transferred to this fund. 

This fund has been largely increased by the amount received by the Dona- 
tion Fund established by Mr. Sears, of which the Fifty Associates were actu- 
aries, and the total amount of ‘‘ The David Sears Charity,’’ April 30, 1889, 


was $306,946.90. 


Pierce Fuser Funp. — Legacy left to the city of Charlestown by the late 
CALEB Pierce, who died Sept. 7, 1860, and which was accepted by the 
Charlestown City Council, May, L861. Income to be expended in purchasing 
fuel for indigent widows, whose husbands had resided in Charlestown at 
least one year before their decease, said widows still continuing to reside in 
Charlestown. 

Amount of fund April 30, 1889, $1,500, invested in City of Boston notes 
and $45.56 interest on hand. ‘Total $1,545.56. 


Hotton Protestant Poor Funp. — Legacy left to the town of Brighton 
by the late James Hotton, in 1863; will probated June 9, 1863. Income to 
be expended in purchasing and distributing provisions among poor and indi- 
gent Protestant families in said town of Brighton, on Thanksgiving and 
other holidays, or just previous to such holidays. Unmarried Protestant 
females to ‘receive a liberal share. Amount of fund April 30, 1889, invested 
in City of Boston note and interest. Total $1,565.57. 


Hotton Protestant PAuPER Funp. — Legacy left to the town of Brighton 
by the late James Ho.rton, for the purpose of furnishing good and plentiful 
meals to the Protestant paupers of Brighton on Thanksgiving Day or other 
holidays. Amount of fund April 30, 1859, City of Boston notes and interest. 
Total, $2.961.13. 


StoucHtTton Poor Funp. — Bequest of Lieut.-Gov. WILLIAM STouGHTON, 
who died July 7, 1701. By his will he gave £50 to the relief of the poor of 
Dorchester, to be improved by the care of the selectmen, and the income to 
be distributed to the most needy inhabitants. Amount of fund April 30, 
1889, invested in City of Boston notes and interest. Total, $1,910.92. 


Goopnow Funp. —A bequest of EtisHa Goopnow, ‘ to be invested and 
the income applied forever to and for the relief, assistance, and support of the 
poor, sick, and infirm in said city, not supported by the said city in its alms- 
house, in such manner as the said city, or the government, or officers thereof 
may deem most judicious, but without reference to the religious faith or 
belief of those who may apply for or need the assistance from this fund.” 

Invested in City of Boston note and interest, April 30, 1889, $5,824.82. 


RacHeEt T. Stevens Funp. — A bequest of Racuet T. Stevens. The net 
income is to be paid (after the death of a person named in the will) ‘‘ for the 
support and maintenance of poor worthy Protestant single women of Boston 
who have arrived at the age of fifty years (not including widows), paying to 
each of such women during her life the sum of one hundred dollars in semi- 
annual payments. Upon the marriage of any beneficiary under this will, no 
further payment of money is to be made to her, nor is any further payment 
of income to be made to any beneficiary who becomes unworthy of help 
under this Trust.” Amount of fund April 30, 1889, $5,281.67. 


Moses Hunt Funp ror THE DestitTuTE. — “ Income to be devoted to the 
relief and welfare of Protestant destitute residents of that part of said Boston 
which was Charlestown.” Invested in City of Boston note, $10,000.00.

CHARLESTOWN POOR’S FUND. 


Various bequests made by Richard Russell, May, 1674; Richard Sprague, 
will dated Oct. 5, 1703; Thomas Call, will dated January, 1772; Richard 
Devens, 1825; David Goodwin, March, 1826; Thomas Miller, April 2, 1833; 
Catherine Bradish, September, 1836; Daniel White, 1864; James K. Froth- 
ingham, 1864; Jacob Foss, 1865; Simeon A. R. De Wolf, 1865; Reuben 
Hunt, 1866; for the benefit of the poor of Charlestown.

POLICE CHARITABLE FUND. 


The City Council passed an ordinance, July 31, 1878, to take effect on its 
passage, continuing in force the provisions of the ordinances of 1870 and 
1875, providing that all moneys earned by police- -officers for fees as witnesses, 
except one witness fee a day in the Supreme or Superior courts, shall be kept 
as a separate fund, and invested and managed by the Mayor, Treasurer, and 
Auditor of the city for the time being, who shall be trustees thereof. The 
income of the said fund shall be applied to the relief of persons who have 
received an honorable discharge from the police force by reason of sickness, 
age, or other inability, and who are, in consequence thereof, in necessitous 
circumstances; and also to the relief of the widows and orphans, in necessi- 
tous circumstances, of police-officers who have died while in the service of 
the city. Said trustees may make such rules and regulations for the appro- 
priation and disbursement of the interest of said fund as they may deem

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expedient; subject, however, to such orders or ordinances as the City Coun- 
cil may from time to time adopt. 

The trustees consist of the Mayor, Thomas N. Hart; the City Treasurer, 
Alfred T. Turner; and the City Auditor, James H. Dodge; Thomas N. Hart, 
Chairman; and James H. Dodge, Treasurer and Secretary.

BOSTON FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND. 


By Chapter 107 of the Acts of 1880, the Mayor of the City of Boston for 
the time being (and his successors in office), the Board of Fire Commissioners 
of the City of Boston for the time being (and their successors in office), were 
constituted a body corporate for the purpose of receiving and holding all sums 
of money, and real and personal estate, not exceeding in the aggregate two 
hundred thousand dollars, which may be given, granted, bequeathed, or de- 
vised to it for the benefit of members of the Boston Fire Department, or their 
families, requiring assistance, or for the benefit of any persons, or the families 
of any persons, who have been such members, requiring assistance. The 
property so held shall be known as the Boston Firemen’s Relief Fund. The 
said body corporate shall have authority to manage and dispose of the same 
and. the income thereof according to their best discretion, subject to the 
provisions of any and all trusts which may be created for the purposes afore- 
said. 

In accordance with the provisions of the foregoing act, the following-named 
persons, viz.: His Honor the’ Mayor, Thomas N. Hart; Fire Commissioners 
Robert G. Fitch, John R. Murphy, and Richard F. Tobin, — now constitute 
the Board of Trustees. Thomas N. Hart, Mayor, President; Frederick W. 
Smith, Jr., Clerk.

This is a fund for the encouragement of young mechanics. Dr. BENJAMIN 
FRANKLIN, in his will, gave the inhabitants of Boston, in 1791, £1,000 ster- 
ling, which he directed to be loaned in sums of not more than £60 nor less 
than £15 to one applicant, at five per cent. interest; to be repaid in annual 
instalments of ten per cent. each. These loans are restricted to ‘‘ Young 
Married Artificers, under the age of twenty-five, who have faithfully served 
an apprenticeship in Boston, so as to obtain a certificate of good moral char- 
acter from at least two respectable citizens, who are willing to become their 
sureties in a bond for their payment of the money.” 

It was the estimate of Dr. Franklin that the £1,000 would increase in 100 
years to £131,000, and then the managers of the fund were to lay out in pub- 
lic works £100,000, and the balance to continue on interest for another hun- 
dred years, which he estimated would then amount to $4,600,000; of this 
amount the sum of $1,610,000 was to be at the disposal of the inhabitants 
of the town of Boston, and the balance to be paid the Government of the 
State. 

The Board of Aldermen, 1882, after a report in the matter of the Franklin 
Fund from a committee consisting of Aldermen Stebbins and Hart, passed 
the following resolves : — 


Resolved, That, in the opinion of this Board, comprising a majority of the 
Trustees of the Franklin Fund, it is expedient and highly desirable that the 
proportion of said fund which will be available in 1891-92 for investment in 
‘*some public work,” should be devoted to the extinguishment of the debt 
incurred for the purchase of the West Roxbury Park. 

Resolved, That in the event of such disposition of the said portion of the 
Franklin Fund, the park thus purchased should be called ‘‘ Franklin Park,”’ 
in honor of the testator, who has so generously endowed his native town. 


The name Franklin Park was adopted by the Board of Park Commission- 
ers. 

The trustees under the will are the Selectmen (now Board of Aldermen), 
united with the ministers of the oldest Episcopalian, Congregational, and 
Presbyterian Churches in the Town of Boston.! The first loan was made 
May, 1791.

CHARLESTOWN ScHoo. Trust Funps. — The Legislature of Massachusetts, 
on the 27th of March, 1793, passed an Act to incorporate Richard Devens, 
Nath’l Gorham, Josiah Bartlett, Aaron Putnam, Joseph Hurd, Nath’l Haw- 
kins, Seth Wyman, and their successors, Trustees of the Charlestown Free 


1 These churches, at this date, are ‘‘ Christ Church,’ Salem street; ‘* The First Church,’”’ 
corner Marlborough and Berkeley streets; and the ‘‘ United Presbyterian,” corner Berkeley 
and Chandler streets. 
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Schools. On the 18th of April, the same year, it was ‘‘ Voted that the Town 
Treasurer deliver to Aaron Putnam, Esq., Treasurer for the Trustees of the 
Charlestown Free Schools, all the money, bonds, notes of hand, ete. (being 
the property of said free schools), that now are, or may come into his, the 
Town Treasurer’s, hands.” 

The charter of the City of Charlestown, after prescribing the manner of 
electing the School Committee, provides that the persons thus chosen shall 
have ‘all the powers and privileges, and be subject to all the liabilities, set 
forth” in the Act to incorporate certain persons by the name of the Trustees 
of Charlestown Free Schools; the act of annexation to Boston provided for 
the continuance of this corporation in the members of the School Committee 
of the City of Boston from the Charlestown District. 

By an Act approved March 13, 1877, the School Committee were incorpo- 
rated and authorized to receive the Charlestown School Trust Fund, to 
‘*manage said Fund and disburse the income thereof within the limits of 
the former City of Charlestown, according to the tenor of the instruments 
creating said trust.”

In order that the city might receive the immediate benefit of this contribu- 
tion, Anna Ticknor, widow of the donor, relinquished her right to retain dur-

We have assisted 2,978 families, 230 less than in the 
previous year. For several years the number of our bene- 
ficiaries has decreased. ‘This result is due, in part at least, to 
the fact that the Provident Association has provided for 
many of our applicants whose needs promised to be but 
temporary, and in several wards of the city the agents of 
the Associated Charities have relieved, from private sources, 
applicants who came to us for the first time. 

Of the total number aided 226 families resided in 56 
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other cities and towns, and were relieved by the Overseers 
of the Poor of their place of residence, the aid rendered 
being refunded by us. Our agents visit all these bene- 
ficiaries, that we may understand clearly their condition and 
needs, and when necessary advise as to the best means of re- 
lieving. 

During the year 564 new cases have been aided, and their 
histories added to our files, making a total of 26,890 recorded 
since 1864. 

Our visitors have made 18,445 visits, to obtain information 
as to character and needs of applicants. 

Five physicians are still employed to look after the sick 
poor in the districts not covered by the Boston Dispensary. 

The duty of collecting from the Commonwealth, or from 
other cities and towns, the expense of supporting in the City 
Hospital such poor people as have no settlement in Boston, 
still devolves upon this Board.

The bread used at the Home, and also at the Lodge 
for Wayfarers, is made at the Home from flour furnished 
from our Supply Department, thus not only saving con- 
siderable expense, but also testing the quality of the flour. 
which we give to the poor. 

The Lodge for Wayfarers reports a considerable increase 
in number of men lodged and fed. Much of the increase is 
attributed to strikes in various parts of the State, which 
have driven men to look for work away from home, many 
such passing through Boston, and requiring temporary pro- 
vision to be made for them while here. 

The experiment tried two yearsago, of furnishing employ- 
ment to men at fifty cents per day, was discontinued after a 
year’s trial, the men failing to earn even the small sum paid. 
Notwithstanding this change we have a larger quantity of 
prepared wood on hand than we had a year ago, which fact 
seems to show that the extra men who have visited the Lodge 
for lodging or meals have made more satisfactory returns for 
what they received than did the men who were eager to work 
at fifty cents per day. 

Able-bodied men who apply at this office for aid for their 
families, are required to work for such assistance as may be 
given them; during the year 368 men have been supplied 
with work tickets; of these 52 did not work, and in conse- 
quence received no relief; 316 worked 1,991 days, and were 
aided accordingly.

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As a corporation the Overseers have in charge various 
“Trust Funds” for the benefit of Boston people who “have 
seen better days.” 

These funds now amount to $660,977.49. 

One new fund has been added during the year, a bequest 
of $10,000 having been received from the estate of the late 
Moses Hunt. 

Most of the donors specified i in their wills, or deeds of gift, 
the objects for which provision was to be made, and their 
directions have been carried out. 

From the income of three of the funds, the Pemberton, the 
Boylston Relief, and the David Sears Charity, regular pen- 
sions have been paid to old people whose claims for consid- 
eration have been passed upon by the Board. The number 
now aided in this way is 214, one more than a year ago. 
During the year 17 have died, 3 have withdrawn, 2 have 
entered the Old Ladies’ Home, and 1 has entered the Soldiers’ 
Home; 24 have been added to the lists. 

From the income of the Boylston . Education Fund, which 

was left for the “nurture and instruction of poor orphans 
and deserted children of the Town of Boston, until 14 years 
of age,” $5,465.92 has been paid to several institutions for 
hoard and care of children; 36 children are now provided 
for from this fund. 

The same societies remain in Charity Building as reported 
a year ago; some account of the work of each will be found 
in the Appendix to this report. 

The Association of Relief Officers of Massachusetts hold 
their monthly meetings at our rooms, by invitation of the 
Board. The Chairman, Sec retary, or Agent of any Board of 
Overseers of the Poor in the State is eligible to membership 
in the Association. The design of the organization is “To 
acquire a thorough and uniform method of administration, 
and to promote a social interest.’ 

A copy of such legislation as bears on the work of this 
department will be found in the Appendix. 

In closing our report it may not be out of place to men- 
tion the fact that it is now twenty-five years since the Board, 
under its present system, was organized. The evils of the 
old system, with an overseer chosen in each ward, without 
responsibility or accountability to any one for expenditures, 
were so manifest that a radical change was demanded, and a 
legislative act was secured for the purpose. 

“The only report that was required in the olden time was a 
single newspaper report, to be published annually. In the 
last century, and the previous one, some of the most eminent 
citizens of the town honored the otlice by the acceptable dis- 
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charge of its duties; but when the population became en- 
larged, and new elements mingled with the original stock, 
the old town and tbe new city took on a metropolitan 
character ; loose ways in administration became apparent, and 
abuses crept in which became a burden to the tax-payer and 
deleterious to the public welfare. Under the new system 
the Board, acting asa unit, serving for a term of years, 
appointed by and responsible to the City Government, great 
good has been accomplished. Methods and instr umentalities 
have been introduced never before adopted ; investigation 
and registration and a personal interest in the deserving 
poor have been recognized as of paramount importance. The 
change affected not only our own people, but other munici- 
palities and communities, which have followed our example ; 
and even in the British Parliament the “Boston system ” 
has been quoted as worthy to be adopted by those who have 
in charge the amelioration of the condition of the poorer 
classes in that kingdom. 

The adoption of the.new system was accompanied with 
the erection of a new building for our own service and the 
accommodation of private societies engaged in charitable 
work. ‘This building, the “Charity Bureau,” was erected by 
the joint contributions of private citizens and the city of 
Boston. It brings together under one roof the most impor- 
tant organizations of the community having for their object 
the relief of the sufferings of the poor and the prevention of 
pauperism. The records and experience of each are mutually 
at command, and every year brings additional testimony to 
the wisdom of the measure.

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Trust-FUNDS IN THE HANDS OF THE OVERSEERS OF THE

Pemberton Fund. — This fund comprises bequests and 
gifts made to the City of Boston from 1760 to the present 
time from “A. B.,” Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackader, 
Alice Quick, Anne Wheelright, Mary Ireland, Benjamin 
Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William 
Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, “A 
Citizen of Boston,” Anonymous, Miss Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, 
George Higginson, and Walter E. Hawes. The most im- 
portant, however, of the bequests was from Benjamin Pem- 
berton, Esq., whose will was proved June 25, 1782, and for 
that reason his name has been given to the fund. The in- 
come of this fund is to be expended, at the discretion of the 
Overseers, in semiannual payments to the poor of the city. 

Boylston Relief and Hducation Funds. — These funds 
were from a bequest by John Boylston, who died in London, 
England. His will was proved June 12, 1795. One por- 
tion of the bequest is ordered to be paid to “poor and de- 
cayed householders of the town of Boston not under fifty 
years of age; persons of good character, and reduced by 
the acts of Providence, not by indolence, extravagance, or 
other vice.” The other portion to be applied to the “nurture 
and instruction of poor orphans and deserted children of the 
town of Boston until fourteen years of age.” 

Mason Fund was a bequest from Jonathan Mason, by will 
dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually to the 
chaplain of the almshouse or workhouse ; interest to be added 
until one is appointed. The interest is now paid semian- 
nually towards the salary of the chaplain of the House of 
Industry. 

Dexter Fund was a bequest from Samuel Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such 
objects of charity as are not supported in the almshouse, 
though sometimes relieved by the Overseers of the Poor. 

Jeffries Fund was a bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786. “Income to 
be applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate, and 
sugar, for the refreshment of those persons who, in the 
providence of God, are or shall be obliged to seek refuge in 
the almshouse, after having lived reputably ; but always 
giving preference to the pious poor.” 

Lucy Bullman Charity consists of an estate on Cambridge 
and Joy streets, in this city, which came into the possession 
of the City of Boston, in accordance with the will of Lucy

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Bullman, proved at: Probate Court, Suffolk County, January 
9, 1832, in which it is provided that, upon the death of cer- 
tain persons therein named, said estate is given to the City 
of Boston, upon the condition that the estate should never 
be sold, but the income used for the benefit of the poor.

The David Sears Charity is a fund contributed by the 
late Hon. David Sears for the relief of the poor, the income 
only to be expended “in aid and for the support of citizens 
or families who may have seen better days, and for charity 
in all its forms, in such a manner as may best tend to alle- 
viate the sufferings of human life and render the condition of 
the poor more comfortable.” 

Pierce Fuel Fund.—tThe legacy of Caleb Pierce to the 
City of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council of that 
city, May, 1861. “Income to be expended in the purchase 
of fuel, to be distributed to those indigent widows whose — 
husbands, before their decease, had resided in Charlestown at 
Jeast one year, and the said widows still continuing to reside 
in Charlestown at the time of receiving said bounty. Income 
payable annually to the Trustees of the Charlestown Poor 
Fund.” 

Holton Protestant Poor Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton. “Income 
to be annually expended forever in purchasing and dis- 
tributing provisions among poor and indigent Protestant 
families in said town of Brighton, on Th: inksgiving, or other 
holidays, or just previous to such holidays, to the end that 
such poor Protestant families may have the means, in some 
degree, of enjoying such holidays in common with their fel- 
low-citizens ; and I specially direct, that in such periodical 
distributions, unmarried Protestant females who are poor or 
needy shall receive a liberal share of provisions, and also 
other articles of comfort, such as said distributors shall deem 
to be the most conducive to the comfort and happiness of 
that lone class of citizens.” 

flolton Protestant Pauper FPund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighten. “Income 
to be annually expended, in whole or in part, as necessity or 
circumstances may require, by the Selectmen of said town, 
in providing good and plentiful meals, on Thanksgiving Day, 
or other holidays, to the Protestant paupers of ‘said ‘Brigh- 
ton.” Unexpended income to be added to the principal. 

Stoughton Poor Fund.— A bequest of Lieut.-Gov. Wil- 
liam Stoughton, who died July 7, 1701. By his will he gave 
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£50 to the relief of the poor of Dorchester, to be improved 
by the care of the Selectmen, the income to be distributed 
to the most needy inhabitants. 

Goodnow Fund.— A bequest of Elisha Goodnow (to be 
paid over upon the decease of his wife) to the City of Bos- 
ton and its assigns, “to be invested, and the income applied 
forever to and for the relief, assistance, and support of the 
poor, sick, and infirm in said city, not supported by the said 
city in its almshouse, in such manner as the said city, or the 
government or officers thereof, may deem most judicious, 
but without reference to the religious faith or belief of those 
who may apply for or need the assistance from this fund.” 
$5,000, received April 29, 1885. 

Rachél T. Stevens Fund.—A bequest of Rachel T. 
Stevens, the net income to be paid (after the death of a 
person named in the will) “for the support and maintenance 
of poor worthy Protestant single women of Boston, who 
have arrived at the age of fifty years (not including widows), 
paying to each of such women during her life the sum of 
one hundred dollars in semi-annual payments. Upon the 
marriage of any beneficiary under this will no further pay- 
ment of money is to be made to her, nor is any further 
payment of income to be made to any beneficiary who 
becomes unworthy of help under this trust.” 

Moses Hunt Fund for the Destitute.— ‘The income to be 
devoted to the relief and welfare of Protestant destitute 
residents of that part of said Boston which was Charlestown.” 
$10,000, received March 7, 1889, has been invested in a 
City of Boston note.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
[Cuaprer 90, Acts or 1889.] 


An ACT TO FURTHER PROVIDE FOR THE SUPPORT OF THE CRIMINAL 
INSANE BY THE COMMONWEALTH. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled ; and by the authority of the same, as follows ; -—— 


Section 1. Section two of chapter one hundred and forty-eight 
of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-three is hereby 
amended by inserting in the sixth‘ line of said section, after the 
word ‘‘ therein,” the words: or in any State charitable institution 
to which he may be transferred, so as to read as follows: Section 
2. When a person held in prison on a charge of felony is com- 
mitted to a state lunatic hospital under the provisions of sections 
fifteen or thirty of chapter two hundred and thirteen or of sections 
sixteen, nineteen, or twenty of chapter two hundred and fourteen 
of the Public Statutes, the charges for his support therein, or in 
any State charitable institution to which he may be transferred, 
shall be paid by the Commonwealth. 

Sect. 2. Section three of said chapter one hundred and forty 
eight is hereby amended by inserting after the word ‘+ commit- 
ments,’’ in the second line thereof the words : — and transfers, —— 
so as to read as follows: — Section 3. The provisions of this act 
shall apply to such commitments and transfers already made.

AN ACT RELATING TO THE DISCHARGE OF INMATES OF THE STATE 
INDUSTRIAL AND REFORM SCHOOLS. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 


Chapter eighty-nine of the Public Statutes is hereby amended 
by striking out all of section forty-five, and inserting in place 
thereof the following new section: Section 45. ‘The trustees may 
discharge and return to his parents, guardian, or protector any 
boy, who, in their judgment, ought not by reason of mental 
incapacity or bodily infirmity to remain in the school; and they 
shall discharge and return to her parents, guardian, or protector 
any girl, who, in their judgment, ought for any cause to be 
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removed from the school. And in such case the trustees. shall 
make an entry upon their records of the name of such boy or 
girl, the party to whom he or she was returned, and the date when 
he or she was discharged from the custody of the school, together 
with a statement of the reasons for his or her discharge, a copy of 
which record, signed by their secretary, they shall forthwith trans- 
mit to the judge, trial justice, or commissioner by whom the boy or 
girl was committed. ,

AN ACT TO AMEND AN ACT RELATING TO THE EMPLOYMENT OF 
MINORS WHO CANNOT READ AND WRITE IN THE ENGLISH LAN- 
GUAGE.

Court assembied, and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 


Section two of chapter four hundred and thirty-three of the acts 
of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-seven is hereby amended 
as follows: In the eighth line thereof, after the word ‘* day,” by 
striking out the words ‘‘ or evening,” and by adding after the word 
‘¢ school,” in the same line, the following words: Or has not at- 
tained an attendance of seventy per cent. or more of the yearly 
session of the evening school, —so that the section as amended 
shall read as follows: Section 2. Every person who regularly em- 
ploys, or permits to be employed, a minor fourteen years of age 
or over who cannot read and write in the English language, provid- 
ing such minor has been, since reaching the age of fourteen years, 
for one year continuously a resident of a city or town in this Com- 
monwealth, wherein public evening schools are maintained, and is 
not a regular attendant of a day school, or has not attained an 
attendance of seventy per cent. or more of the yearly session of 
the evening school, shall, for every such offence, forfeit not less 
than fifty nor more than one hundred dollars, for the use of the 
evening schools of such city or town.

AN ACT RELATING TO CERTIFICATES OF RETURNS OF DEATHS OF 
SOLDIERS AND SAILORS WHO SERVED IN THE WAR OF THE 
REBELLION.

Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 


Section 1. A physician who has attended a person in his last 
illness in furnishing a certificate for the purposes of registration as 
required by section three of chapter thirty-two of the Public Stat- 
utes shall, in case the deceased was a soldier or a sailor who 
served in the war of the rebellion, give both the primary and the 
secondary or immediate cause of death as nearly as he can state 
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the same. If a physician refuses or neglects to make such certifi- 
cate he shall forfeit to the treasurer the sum of ten dollars for the 
use of the town in which he resides. 
Srcr. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

An AcT TO ESTABLISH THE COMMISSIONERS OF Puptic InsritTu- 
TIONS AND TO PLACE IN THEIR CHARGE THE PuBLIC INSTITUTIONS 
OF THE Crry oF Boston AND CoUNTY OF SUFFOLK. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court ussembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 


Section 1. The mayor of the city of Boston shall appoint, sub- 
ject to confirmation by the board of aldermen, three able and 
discreet men, inhabitants of said city, who shall constitute a boaid 
of said city to be known as the commissioners of public institu- 
tions, and who shall hold office, one for the term of three years, 
one for the term of two years, and one for the term of one year, 
beginning with the first Monday in April in the year eighteen hun- 
dred and eighty-nine; and annually thereafter the mayor shall 
appoint, subject to confirmation as aforesaid, one such commis- 
sioner to hold office for the term of three years, beginning with 
the first Monday in April in the year of his appointment. Any 
vacancy occurring shall be filled by the appointment, as aforesaid, 
of a commissioner for the remainder of the unexpired term. ‘The 
members of said board shall each receive a salary of three thou- 
sand dollars per year, or such larger salary as the said city may 
by ordinance provide. The provisions of chapter two hundred 
and sixty six of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty- 
five shall apply to said board and the members thereof. 

Secor. 2. The said board of commissioners of public institu- 
tions shall have the charge and control of all the public institutions 
of the city of Boston and of the county of Suffolk which are now 
under the charge and control of the board of directors for public 
institutions, and they shall have and enjoy all the powers and 
authority, and be subject to all the duties and limitations now held 
by or imposed upon said last-named board. 

Secr. 3. This act, so far as relates to the appointment of said 
commissioners, shall take effect upon its passage, and for all other 
purposes shall take effect on the first Monday in May in the year 
eighteen hundred and eighty-nine.

An ACT RELATIVE TO THE EMPLOYMENT OF CHILDREN. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in general

acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-eight is hereby 

amended by inserting after the word ‘* unless,” in the seventh line 
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of said section, the words: Such child can read at sight and write 
legibly simple sentences in the English language, or is, so as to 
read as follows: No child who has been continuously a resident of 
a city or town since reaching the age of thirteen years shall be 
entitled to receive a certificate that he has reached the age of four- 
teen unless or until he has attended school according to law in 
such city or town for at least twenty weeks since reaching the age 
of thirteen, unless such child can read at sight and write legibly 
simple sentences in the English language, oris exempted by law 
from such attendance.

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE CiTIES AND TOWNS TO FURNISH RELIEF TO 
SOLDIERS AND SAILORS AND THE WIDOWS OF SOLDIERS AND 
SAILORS WHO SERVED IN THE ARMY oR NaAvy OF THE UNITED 
STATES DURING THE WAR OF THE REBELLION. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 


Section 1. Whenever any person who served in the army or 
navy of the United States in the war of the rebellion, and 
received an honorable discharge therefrom, and who has a legal 
settlement in a city or town in this Commonwealth, becomes from 
any cause, except his own criminal or wilful misconduct, poor, 
and entirely, or in part, unable to provide maintenance for him- 
self,’ or whenever such a person has died and left a widow without 
proper means of support, such person or his widow shall be sup- 
ported wholly, or in part, as may be necessary, by the city or town 
in which they or either of them have a legal settlement. Such 
relief shall be furnished at the home of the beneficiary, or at such 
other place in the Commonwealth other than an almshouse, as the 
mayor and aldermen of such city or the selectmen of such town, 
may deem right and proper. 

Sect. 2. Cities and towns shall raise and appropriate money 
for the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this act. 

Secor. 3. Chapter four hundred and thirty-eight of the acts of 
the year eighteen hundred and eighty-eight is hereby repealed. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

An Act FoR THE BETTER PROTECTION OF INFANTS. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 
Section. 1. Whoever abandons an infant under the age of two 

years, within or without any building in this Commonwealth, shall 
be punished by imprisonment, if a man, in the house of correction, 
and, if a woman, in the reformatory prison for women, not ex- 
ceeding two years, or in case death shall result from such abandon- 
ment, not exceeding five years. 
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Sect. 2. Every person who receives for board an infant under 
the age of one year shall use due diligence to ascertain whether or 
not such infant is illegitimate; andif he knows or has reason to 
believe it to be illegitimate, shall forthwith notify the state board 
of lunacy and charity of the fact of such reception; and said 
board and its officers or agents may enter and inspect any build- 
ing where they may have reason to believe that any such iliegiti- 
mate infant is boarded, and remove such infant when in their 
judgment such removal is necessary, by reason of neglect, abuse, or 
other cause, in order to preserve the infant’s life; and such infant 
so removed shall be in the custody of said board of lunacy and 
charity, which shall make provisions therefor according to law. 

Srot. 8. Every person who receives an infant for board, as de- 
scribed in section two, shall, when called upon, give true answers 
to the state board, or any of its officers, as to the residence, 
parentage, and place of settlement of said infant so far as his or 
her knowledge extends. 

Sect. 4. Whoever violates the provisions of section two or 
section three of this act shall be punished by a fine not exceed- 
ing one hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the house of correc- 
tion not exceeding one year. 

Sect. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

STATE AID. 


Payments of State Aid to disabled soldiers and sailors and their 
families, and the families of those who lost their lives in the late 
war, and of those who have died since the war of injuries received 
or disease contracted during service, still continue as in former 
years. These payments are made monthly, under the provisions 
of Chapter 30, Public Statutes, at the State Aid office, in sums 
from $1 to $15, to each family, by a paymaster appointed by the 
City Treasurer, the amount allowed each person being decided by 
the Committee on State Aid, consisting of three aldermen. All 
recipients of aid must be worthy persons, and in necessitous cir- 
cumstances. 

During the year 1888 about 1,900 families received assistance, 
and the sum paid was $99,309. .

The organization of this Association extends over the city 
proper, South and East Boston, which are divided into districts, 
for each of which visitors are appointed, whose duty it is to attend 
to every applicant for relief. 

Besides a small corps of volunteer visitors, East Boston and 
South Boston have each a paid visitor, and a visitor — also paid — is 
in daily attendance at the Central office. 
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The Association aids over two thousand families annually, at 
an expenditure of upwards of $10,000. It distributes food, fuel, 
shoes, clothing, bedding, and many other articles to the worthy poor. 
It is supported by private subscription, and no discrimination is 
made on account of creed, color, or nationality. 

The annual payment of not less than one dollar entitles a sub- 
scriber to membership; but all citizens are invited to send any 
unknown street applicant to the Central office, in Chardon street, 
where their needs will be investigated, and, if found worthy, will 
he relieved; the principal aim of the Association being the sup- 
pression of street beggary.

ANNUAL STATEMENT. 


In the men’s department of the Industrial Aid Society, during 
the year ending Sept. 30, 1888, there were 1,299 applications for 
men and boys to work. ‘These applications were made by 889 
employers. These employers were from all the States of New 
England. 

In the same time, in the men’s department, 2,742 persons have 
applied for employment. ‘These applicants came from twenty-two 
different countries ; 902 of them were Americans, and 1,840 were 
foreigners. ‘There were 2,174 adults, and 568 minors. 

Of the 2.742 applicants for work, 1,977, or a little more than 
72 per cent., received employment. Of those who received em- 
ployment 742 were Americans, and 1,235 were foreigners; 1,774 
were adults, and 203 minors. Of the places given, 1,125 were in 
Boston, and 852 in the country throughout New England. 

In the women’s department the whole number of applications 
for work during the year was 2,068. Of the applicants 219 were 
eighteen years of age or under, and 1,849 were over eighteen. 
The number supplied with work was 911, or a little over 44 per. 
cent. of all who applied. 

Of those supplied with work 68 were eighteen or under, and 
843 were over eighteen years of age. The places given in Boston 
were 480, and 431 places were given in the country. Sixty 
women, each with a child from four weeks to fourteen years old, 
were sent to homes in the country. 

The whole number of persons applying for work in both depart- 
ments was 4,810; and to 2,888, or 60 per cent. of these, places 
were given. 


BOSTON SEWING CIRCLE. 


The Boston Sewing Circle, established in 1862, supplied an 
immense number of articles of the most excellent quality to the 
Sanitary Commission, till the close of the war. Since that time, 
continuing its simple and efficient organization, and supplied, as 
before, by the subscriptions of liberal friends, it has given work - 
to hundreds of poor women, and by their well-paid labor has pro- 
vided large quantities of clothing, of good materials. This has 
been sent to charitable societies for distribution, and subseribers, 
who have desired it, have received articles of clothing for those 
they knew to be deserving. The managers of the circle have, 
every week, arranged and labored for this admirable work, gene- 
rously aided and sustained by fellow-workers,—all volunteers, 
and mostly gathered from the different churches of the city. 
During the past year the Boston Sewing Circle has received $1,436, 
with which it has purchased material to cut 6,639 garments, all 
made by poor women. ‘The expenses of the society are merely 
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the bill for heating the rooms, a small sum paid to a woman for 
taking care of the rooms, and occasionally a few dollars to ex- 


‘presses paid to send bags of clothing to different charitable 


societies.

The objects of this society are : — | 

To secure the concurrent and harmonious action of the differ- 
ent charities of Boston, in order 

To raise the needy above the need of relief, prevent begging 
and imposition, and diminish pauperism ; 

To encourage tirift, self-dependence, and industry through 
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friendly intercourse, advice, and sympathy, and to aid the poor to 
help themselves ; 

To prevent children from growing up as paupers ; 

To aid in the diffusion of knowledge on subjects connected with 
the relief of the poor. 

The management of the society is vested in a Board of twenty- 
two Directors. The Chairman of the Overseers of the Poor, the 
President of the Boston Provident Association, the President of 
the Society of St. Vincent de Paul, and the President of the Rox- 
bury Charitable Society are ex-officio Vice-Presidents of the 
Society, and members of the Central Board. 

The office of the Board is at Room 41, Charity Building, where, 
under its system of registration, information concerning the relief 
given and the character of the beneficiaries of forty-four benevo- 
lent agencies and many individuals is received in confidence, re- 
corded and exchanged. Only the General Secretary, and the 
clerks under her direction, are allowed to examine the records. 
Inquiries from persons known to be charitably interested in any 
family are promptly answered. Nearly 9,000 families were reg- 
istered last season, and the number increases from year to year, 
as the benevolent learn the value of this work, and the care 
taken to guard its privacy. Robert Treat Paine is President of 
the society, George A. Goddard, Clerk, Darwin E. Ware, Treas- 
urer, and Miss Zilpha D. Smith, General Secretary and Assistant 
' Treasurer. 

Under the general supervision of the Directors are fourteen Dis- 
trict Conferences, each composed of all the charity workers of the 
District, including the volunteer friendly visitors of the Associated 
Charities. 

The three Conferences that have offices in the Charity Building 
include two hundred and twenty-three such visitors, who come 
there frequently to report and consult about their charges. In the 
whole city there are between seven and eight hundred, visiting 
nearly sixteen hundred families. 

It is the duty of a Conference to see that every application for 
aid from persons living within the district is thoroughly investigated ; 
to study how applicants for relief can be raised into independence, 
and to make them self-supporting whenever possible; to obtain 
aid from the appropriate sources for deserving applicants unable 
to earn support; and to organize for these purposes a large corps 
of visitors, so that only a small number of cases shall be assigned to 
each visitor. 

The work is as varied as the character and circumstances of the 
families which claim its care: searching out relatives and secur- 
ing their help; moving families to towns where work is ready, 
securing proper medical attendance or hospital treatment for the 
sick ; fostering a love for good air, cleanliness, and sunlight, re- 
sulting in better and more orderly homes; seeing that children, as 
they grow up, learn some skill; and in all and every way leading 
on to self-reliant, independent lives, with more of pleasure, beauty, 
and love. ‘The codperation of other charities, and in cases where 
severe measures are necessary, that of the police and the courts, 
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has been of great value. The results have been most encourag- 
ing, though there is still much to learn, and more workers are 
needed. 

The Conference of Ward 6, Dr. James J. Putnam, President, 
meets on Wednesdays, at 5.30 P.M., and its agent, Mrs. Lucy 
P. Atwood, is at Room 49 daily, from 11 to 12. 

The Conference of Ward 7, Rev. H. M. Torbert, President, has 
its office in Room 51, where the agent, Miss Frances A. Smith, 
can be seen daily between 11 and 1. The Conference meets on 
Wednesdays, at 3 P.M. 

The Conference of Ward 8, Dr. Charles P. Putnam, President, 
meets on Mondays, at 3.30 P.M. The agent, Miss Mary L. Birt- 
well, is at the office, Room 24, Charity Building, daily, from 11 
to 12. 

In winter General Conferences are held, where the care of 
neglected children, prisons, sanitary work, boys’ and girls’ clubs, 
and other subjects related to the prevention orcure of poverty, are 
publicly discussed. 

The society publishes a Directory, describing all the private and 
public charities, and other beneficent organizations of the city.

GENERAL STATEMENT OF MeETHODS. 


1. A Burean of Information. — The case of any needy child 
may be reported at the office for investigation, advice, appropriate 
reference to other agencies, or special help. 

2. Boarding and Free Homes in Private Families are provided 
for exposed, destitute, or homeless children, and the interests of 
the children guarded by constant supervision. When board is 
paid, relatives contribute according to. ability. The society 
places approved homes at the disposal of other societies, boards 
of overseers of the poor, and private individuals, and performs, 
if desired, the service of supervision of the children placed in 
them. 

3. The Care of Wayward Children.— The society takes 
charge of children who are truant, wayward, dishonest, under 
criminal prosecution, or in danger of arrest. The girls are placed 
in good private homes; board is paid by the society, if neces- 
sary, and supervision is maintained by correspondence and visit- 
ing. Thirty boys are received at ‘‘ Pine Farm,’’ West Newton, 
twenty-five at ‘* Rock Lawn Farm,” Foxboro’, and sixteen at the 
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‘¢ Weston Home,” Weston, where the life resembles as far as 
possible that of a family. When fitted, the boys are placed in 
good families, chiefly on farms, where the work of moral improve- 
ment progresses under the supervision of the society, and amid 
the healthful influences of home life; and a friendly interest is 
continued after their final return to the city. 

4. Juvenile Probationers.--An agent of the society attends 
the municipal criminal court daily, serves as bondsman for 
juveniles who are placed upon probation, visits them in their 
homes, and by personal influence and guidance seeks to rescue 
them from the evil careers toward which they are tending. | 

5. Home Libraries are established and Home Amusements 
taught in the homes of poor and morally exposed children. Ten 
children in a neighborhood constitute a group for home reading 
or amusement. The libraries, when read, are exchanged. <A 
volunteer visitor assists in the management of each library.

OPINION 


OF 


CORPORATION COUNSEL 


AS TO 


THE POWER OF THE MAYOR TO RETURN A NOMINATION 
TO THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN OF A CITY OFFICER 
AFTER SUCH NOMINATION HAS BEEN 
ONCE REJECTED BY SAID BOARD.

To the Honorable the Board of Aldermen : — 


GENTLEMEN, — I have received the request of your Hon- 
orable Board for my opinion as to “whether His Honor 
the Mayor is empowered to return a nomination of a city 
officer to the Board of Aldermen after such nomination has 
once been rejected by said Board,” to which I have the 
honor to say that ; — 

While and so long as there is no such nomination before 
the Board, an opinion upon it can only be an expression of a 
general view of it, and cannot have the point or force of a 
case specially considered and decided; and, though I also 
think that the question is open to the objection that it is an 
inquiry as to the power or right of the Mayor, rather than of 
the Board of Aldermen, at the present time, yet, in com- 
pliance with your request, I will endeavor to state the law 
on the subject as I understand it, so far as [ can, in such a 
general way, for it will be evident to the Board, I think, 
that, as to appointments to some offices, it will be impossible 
in the proper compass of opinion here to state the law per- 
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taining specially and separately to each of them ; for the law 
is different in respect to appointments of different officers. 

The statute which directs mayors of cities to make another 
nomination within thirty days after a person previously nomi- 
nated has been rejected, is Section 5, Chapter 28, of the 
Public Statutes, and is as follows : — 

“Sect. 5. When appointments are to be made by a mayor 
and aldermen, thé mayor shall have the exclusive power of 
nomination; and if a person so nominated is rejected, the 
mayor shall make another nomination within one month from 
the time of such rejection.” — 

At the present time (and at least ever since the enactment 
of Chapter 266 of the Acts of 1885), there are in the city of 
Boston no appointments made in terms by “the mayor and 
aldermen.” It may be noted, in passing, that formerly the 
appointing power of city officers under the General Statutes 
was exclusively with the Board of Aldermen. By Section 
17 of Chapter 19 of General Statutes, it was provided that 
“in laws relating to cities, the words mayor and aldermen 
shall, in their application to the city of Boston, unless pro- 
vision is otherwise made, be construed to mean Board of 
Aldermen ;” but I think that provision had been otherwise 
made as to the appvintment of many of such officers in Boston, 
by Section 49 of City Charter, and later, by Chapter 80 of 
the Acts of 1876, which is now said Section 5, Chapter 28, 
Public Statutes. 

The first question which arises in answer to your inquiry 
is, whether said Section 5, Chapter 28, of Public Statutes, 
now applies at all to appointments of any city officers in 
Boston. Ina note to said Section 49 of the City Charter, | 
found in the edition of the Statutes and Ordinances of 1876, 
it is stated that “It appears that Chapter 80 of the Acts of 
1876 does not affect the city of Boston;” and it is clear, I 
think, that there are many city officers and boards in this 
city to which that statute never did, and does not now, 
apply. For instance: the members of the Board of Health, 
prior to. 1885, were appointed by the Mayor, “subject to 
confirmation and approval of the City Council.” (See Sts. 
& Ord. 1876, p. 405.) The act relating to the Park Com- 
missioners also provided that they should be appointed by 
the Mayor, “ with the approval of the City Council.” (Chap. 
185 of Acts of 1875.) The appointments of members of 
the Board of Health were also formerly “with the approval 
of the City Council.” So it is plain, I think, that the ap- 
pointment of these officers and boards, and of some others 
made in the same way, were not, at least down to 1885, 
affected by said Section 5, Chapter 28, of the Public Stat- 
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utes, for the obvious reason, if for no other, that those ap- 
pointments were not made by “the mayor and aldermen,” 
within the meaning of that law. And I do not think that 
the chunge in the manner of making appointments made by 
Section 1 of Chapter 266 of the Acts of 1885 brought within 
that provision of law those appointments which were not 
affected by it prior to that time. And I have been reliably 
informed that it was upon this ground, and not upon any 
construction of the words “another nomination,” that another 
and repeated nominations of the same person have been made 
by mayors in past years. 

But said Section 5, Chapter 28, of the Public Statutes 
has not been repealed; and there were, prior to 1&85, ap- 
pointments of city officers which, by the General Statutes, 
were required to be made by “the mayor and aldermen.” 
Such officers are the various inspectors, surveyors, weighers 
and measurers, etc., which cities, by the Public Statutes, 
were required to appoint. (For some of these see Chapter 
60, Public Statutes.) Sealers of weights and measures 
were, by Chapter 42 of Acts of 1882, to be appointed by 
“the mayor and aldermen.” So also was the superintendent 
of Fancuil-hall market, by the Ordinance of 1876. So also 
was the commissioner of West Boston and Craigie’s bridges. 
(See eighth edition City Ordinances, 1883.) Section 5, 
Chapter 2s, of the Public Statutes apphed, before 1885, in 
terms to the appointments of these officers, and it may apply 
to them, or some of them, now. 

1 doubt if the change in the manner of making appoint- 
ments made hy Chapter 266 of the Acts of 1885 relieved 
from the effect of said Public Statute those appointments, if 
any, which were subject to it before that time. 

Beyond this opinion, that the appointments of a large 
number of the officers of the city of Boston are not fant 
by said statute, Section 5, Chapter 28, Public Statutes, and 
that some others may be affected by it, it seems to me not 
useful or necessary now to enter upon a discussion of the 
iaw specially and particularly appertaining to each one of the 
latter. If any case shall arise in which it shall become my 
duty to express an opinion, I reserve the right to state the 
law as I shall believe it to be on such case at that time; 
but I have no objection, however, to say now, that I 
have thought that, in view not only of this, but of other 
statutes and provisions relating to appointments of city 
officers, the fair meaning, or “the internal sense,” of 
“another nomination,” in the clause referred to, points to the 
nomination of another than the person previously nominated 
and rejected, — that when another nomination consequent 
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upon the rejection of a person is required, it fairly refers to 
the naming of another and different person. But, whatever 
may be the correct interpretation of it, the discussion of it 
in respect to appointments which are not affected by that 
statute at all would be a misdirected and useless labor. As 
to appointments of officers to which the statute now applies, 
if to any, it has been suggested that such an interpretation 
as I have thought might be given, would be inexpedient ; 
that it would prevent the Mayor from sending in a good 
nomination a second time. It might have that effect; but, 
on the other hand, it may be said that it might prevent him 
from repeatedly sending in the same bad nomination, and so 
in effect prevent him from keeping an unfit man long in 
office, contrary to the plain provisions of law, which give to 
the Board of Aldermen a part in the appointment and choice 
of municipal officers. 

But I do not see or admit that “ expediency,” or the effect 
of this or that construction of a statute, beyond the carrying 
out the intent and purpose of it, has anything to do in the 
duty, or with the matter, of construing it. The law should 
not be construed in order to suit, or fit, either to political or 
personal conditions.

THE AMERICAN CITIZEN. 


To have advanced from three millions of dis- 
contented Colonists, stating their grievances to 
mankind, to sixty-five millions of contented citizens 
commemorating, with unbounded delight and amid 
scenes of exhilaration, the mighty circumstance, is 
proof of “what a day may bring forth.” 

In obedience to usage, and by invitation of the 
Mayor of Boston, we gather to do honor to the 
Fourth of July, 1776, because of an event of such 
magnitude that it changed the current of history and 
reconstructed the map of the world. Without that 
event, there would not have been an American 
nation, as we know it; and by that event new mean- 
ing was given to human rights, and a grander range 
and loftier hope to human government. ‘This day, 
because of that event, is set apart for celebration, 
and it is our duty to celebrate. For that purpose 
we are here — not to sermonize, not for antiquarian 
information, nor to warm up general history. 


We have met for congratulation upon the national 
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record already made, and for encouragement con- 
cerning the record to be made, by a people drawing 
their political life from the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence just read in our hearing. If anywhere a 
patriotic praise-meeting is proper, and a lecture or 
treatise out of place, it is here. 

A long line of eloquent citizens has performed this 
task of recognition, and there seems to be no 
sentiment of enthusiasm left unexpressed, nor 
incident of interest unmentioned. On a like service 
to this, a former speaker observed of the mission of 
contemporary nations: “France says, ‘I polish the 
world; ’ Germany says, ‘I educate the world;’ Eng- 
land says, ‘I circumnavigate the world;’ America 
says, ‘I liberate the world.’” These achievements 
fall far short of the sublime purpose of the “ Momen- 
tous Declaration.” That glorious message to the 
world expressed, for the first time, a measureless 
future for man _ organized by consent under 
laws and constitutions. As the third and last 
of the primal and inseparable rights of men, it 
declared “ pursuit of happiness” to be the end of 
the institution of government. This complete and 
original statement of final governmental concern 
gives to this day its significance and abiding force. 

We are Americans in fact as well as by title, just 


so far as we have faith in the “ self-evident truths,” 
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the proclamation of which makes this day memo- 
rable. 

Ah! Declarations of Independence alone do not 
make history. When Benjamin Franklin was told 
that the war for independence had been success- 
fully closed: “Say rather,” said he, “the War of the 
Revolution; the war for independence has yet to be 
fought.” In the bitterness of severe discipline, it 
was learned that no mere announcement of rights, 
nor years of harrowing and destructive war, nor 
brilliant strategy over Cornwallis, nor reluctant 
acknowledgment of independence wrung from a 
monarch, could bring peace, plenty, and order to the 
American struggle. The distress and despair of the 
“League of Friendship” was so widespread that 
union and prosperity under a common government 
seemed hopeless. It is not for us to dwell upon 
the bankruptcy, poverty, hardships, and dissensions 
which marked the years of the Confederation, when 
our fathers had ceased to be English subjects, but 
had not become American citizens. 

Dark, indeed, were the clouds that lowered over 
this critical stage of the great experiment for self- 
government. ‘The obstacles to the consummation of 
nationality and citizenship seemed so near to being 
insurmountable that Washington had, with regard to 


the condition of affairs, grave misgivings. 
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In a letter written in 1783 to Lafayette, Wash- 
ington said: “ We are placed among the nations of 
the earth, and have a character to establish; but 
how we shall acquit ourselves time must discover. 
The probability is (at least I fear it), that local or 
State politics will interfere too much with the more 
liberal or extensive plan of government which wis- 
dom and foresight, freed from the mist of prejudice, 
would decide. . . . The honor, peace, and true 
interest of the country must be measured by a conti- 
nental scale, and every departure therefrom weakens 
the Union, and may ultimately break the bonds that 
hold us together. ‘To arrest these evils, to frame a 
new constitution that will give consistency, stability, 
and dignity to the Union, and sufficient power to the 
great councils of the nation for general purposes, is 
to-day incumbent on every man who desires well to 
his country, and will meet with my aid so far as it 
can be rendered in the private walks of life.” 

It has been said, “that the whole earth is a 
monument of great characters.” Washington is 
greatest as a founder of this nation, and the 
greatness of the nation is his proudest monu- 
ment. Only when he left the walks of private life 
for the highest public station was the failure of self- 
government by our fathers arrested. He came to 


the heights of civil power at the bidding of the

people, who saw in him a true leader. There are 
those who never tire of reminding us that George 
Washington was an Englishman. Lord Chesterfield, 
when Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, was asked who 
was the greatest man in Ireland, and replied, “The 
last man who arrives from England, whoever he 
may be.” Hqually Anglo-maniacal is the fondness, 
in our day, to blazon as the last and leading merit of 
Washington that he was English. He was born a 
subject of Great Britain; but his early life, in its 
dependence upon personal exertions and its social 
surroundings, was in strong contrast to English 
social pretensions, and, thank God, he helped to 
found another and better citizenship for himself and 
all Americans. Specialists have collected data about 
him, eulogists have commented on his self-control 
and magnanimity, poets over his virtues have sounded 
unstinted praise, but vain is the attempt to com- 
pute our debt to Washington. He had paid $72,000 
in personal expense during the Revolutionary War, 
and the unpaid soldiers knew he had refused recom- 
pense. The people knew that he had spurned offers 
or suggestions to be king or dictator, and their be- 
lief in him was without flaw of distrust. 

Honoring and endeared to him, they followed him 
in taking the great step towards national consolida- 
tion within guarded constitutional bounds. When, 
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with his tall and commanding form, he bent over 
the sacred page to record his vow of fidelity to the 
Union and the Constitution, he was the first to 
pledge support to the nation, as it then received the 
breath of life. He thus became, to quote the words 
of his honored successor, Benjamin Harrison, “The 
First American Citizen.” In the then Federal capi- 
tol, April 30, 1789, when, by authority of the people, 
George Washington assumed the functions of the 
Federal President, there was inaugurated with its 
undreamed destinies that unique, potential citizen- 
ship which we now enjoy. 

Then came the fusion of the two forces of pro- 
vincial autonomy and continental power, which, in 
its results, and through its inexhaustible resources, 
still continues to amaze the world. 

The story of America takes its admirers into 
the regions of wonder and romance. In the fifth 
century, Clovis founded the French Monarchy. 
Eleven hundred years have passed since Egbert 
was “styled King of England.” Ancestors of 
Prussian rulers built homes on the Danube more 
than a thousand years back. The American Re- 
public has existed a century; and France, Eng- 
land, Germany, individually, show fewer millions 
of population and fewer billions of property than 
does our young nation. In count of heads Asia 


—— 
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far exceeds us. In display of precious stones the 
diamonds of an Indian prince, flashing the light 
of ages, outshine even the gems of a centennial 
ball. ‘To see galleries of art and baronial castles, 
and to know the courtly manners of highest breed- 
ing, older countries must be visited. For remains of 
ancient architecture, mouldering in magnificent 
ruins, we go to Babylon and Egypt. But ask 
where agriculture reaps its greatest harvests, where 
mines pour out the most abundant treasures, where 
machinery is most active and railroads are most 
numerous, and telegraph and telephone wires are 
busiest in interchanging communications the world 
over, and the answer is found to be, the land in 
which we live. The alleviation of the human race, 
and not the splendor of its decay, is our chiefest 
jewel. 

Nineteen’ millions of daily earners of wages, 
delying beneath the earth, tilling the soil, toiling 
in factory, foundry, furnace, and in all mechani- 
cal arts, and paid better than elsewhere for their 
service ; increasing commerce on inland seas and 
navigable rivers, with busy craft to vex their sur- 
face for four thousand four hundred miles, — 
these make interesting even dry statistics. Expan- 
sion does not weaken our national system. Wher- 


ever the American citizen halts in his search 
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for settlement, the free school, the right to unim- 
paired religious liberty, home-rule by equal and 
honest ballot, and the reserved force to establish 
the lawful will of the majority, spring up as the 
source and safeguards of social order. Forty-two 
sovereign and self-ruled commonwealths make our 
sisterhood of States, bounded by two oceans, and 
stretching from the tropical borders of the South- 
ern gulf, until our territory touches the frozen 
deserts of the Northern pole. With this vast 
reach of power, never could the words “one and 
indivisible” more justly describe our national unity 
and strength as on this day we celebrate. The 
American eagle of right spreads its eager wings for 
a sunward flight to-day, while our hymns tell us : — 
‘* Goodly were thy tents, O Israel! 
Spread along the river’s side; 
Bright thy star which rose prophetic, 
Herald of dominion wide. 
Fairer are the homes of freedom, 
Scattered o’er our broad domain; 
Brighter is our rising day-star, 


Ushering in a purer reign.” 
“Not purer reign!” exclaim those who regard 
themselves as the “saving remnant,” and who dis- 
trust numbers and fear majorities. “Is the whiskey 


scandal, the T'weed ring, or the electoral peculiar- 
ities of 1876 forgotten?” they ask. Not at all! 
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The whiskey scandal, born in the wild period of 
inflation, is not forgotten; but it is remembered with 
satisfaction that it exists no longer. The Tweed 
ring is not forgotten, nor the uprising that drove 
its participants, now to Canada, now to Hurope, 
and now to Sing Sing. The election of .1876, 
with its six of one and half a dozen of the other, 
in its sharp practice and its arithmetical conclusion 
of eight to seven is not forgotten; but with grat- 
ification it is recognized that law will prevent 
hereafter a similar strain upon our system. 

The earlier views of the national situation give 
an impression that, as a rule, the burden upon 
those by whom they were expressed was to state, 
with great precision and frequency, the certainty 
of our national doom. Mournfully they maintained 
that our fate was sealed, and according to the 
oratorical programme of the greater part of the 
century, we ought not at this time to be as a 
nation alive and well. MSKhetoric has often pointed 
the people to supposed ruin staring them in the 
face; but the people have persistently declined to be 
ruined, and are very far from it on this recurrence 
of our day of jubilee. It has been customary — 
and the habit lingers—to paint “politics” in the 
blackest colors. Sodom and Gomorrah, the Trojan 
Horse, and the Whited Sepulchre are a few of 
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the unsavory parallels with which partisan spirit 
has been assogiated. Long ago our temple of lib- 
erty was to have been laid waste by party rancor 
and infamy. Notwithstanding these storm-signals, 
portending tempest and havoc, more than three- 
score millions of Americans see that fair temple 
rising to grand proportions, with untarnished walls 
resting on unmoved foundations. 

The last national canvass, one of great political 
interest and activity, is conceded to have been one 
of great political courtesy. It was, more than any 
political contest since the Monroe “era of good 
feeling,” orderly, free from riotous proceeding, and 
mainly void of personalities. Twice within a few 
years we have seen political parties change from 
holding power to losing it, with no friction, bad 
blood, or disturbance. ~The second President of 
the United States left Washington in haste to 
avoid, it is said, the necessity of being polite to 
the third President. The twenty-second President 
invited, previous to his successor’s installation into 
the presidential chair, the twenty-third President 
to lunch at the White House. Hx-President 
Cleveland waited to witness the inauguration 
ceremonies, and to listen to the address to the 
country of President Harrison. This is an im- 


provement in presidential manners. Serious faults 
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in party conduct and questionable party tactics 
are slowly but surely being corrected. The press, 
now our strongest conservative force, by giving 
publicity to political indiscretions, assists the tend- 
ency towards reform within party lines, where 
reform means a genuine political advancement. 
Whoever with care examines the orations made 
before our authorities on this day,— a list of which 
has, by the courtesy of an official of the Public Li- 
brary, been furnished me,’— will not fail to observe 
the apprehension once prevalent, that an ambitious 
soldier, in full regimentals, was, at some period, to 
cast his gleaming sword into the political scale to 
lift despotism into power. ‘The “man on horse- 
back,” as the “ Atlantic Ceesar,” has been a familiar 
spectre of the past. Nine soldiers, all generals by 
title, have been elected Presidents of the United 
States. Had they lived out their terms, and 
_ should the present incumbent conclude his limit of 
service, it would make forty-eight out of one hun- 
dred and four years of our national existence under 
rule of military chieftains. Who of them has turned 
out despot or dictator? Was it George Washing- 
ton, the hero of Yorktown? or Andrew Jackson, 
the hero of the New Orleans? or William Henry 
Harrison, the hero of Tippecanoe? or Zachary Tay-

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lor, the hero of Monterey? or Grant, the hero of 
all of whom were at times officers in 


Appomattox? 
the regular army. The volunteer generals, — Pierce, 
Hayes, Garfield, Benjamin Harrison, — all of them, 
with their men, gallantly fought for the nation. Did 
any one of them become “the man on horseback,” to 
lead us into “Cesarism”? Our great soldiers have 
been, and shall continue to be, men of peace and 
patriots, and the dread of a military tyrant has gone 
forever. 

It was also assumed, in the old days, that the 
Bank of the United States, from its corrupt political 
combinations, would be a peril to the nation. The 
Bank of 1816 had a capital of $35,000,000, and Gov- 
ernment owned $7,000,000, — a fifth of the stock. 
For years, by a portion of our countrymen, this 
institution was regarded as the untoward instrument 
by which ultimately the Republic would fall. Na- 
tional banks to-day number over 3,000, and have a 
capital of $764,000,000, their deposits amounting to 
$1,300,000,000, and their loans to $1,500,000,000, 
and every dollar of bills issued is as good as gold. 
These banks are for business purposes, and together 
have no more political influence, as banks, than a 
school picnic, a base-ball match, or a circus proces- 
sion. ‘The prophets of evil who foretold that at 
the first shock of civil strife the nation would go 
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to pieces like a house made of cards, were plentiful 
at home and abroad. ‘The shock of battle came. 
Eleven millions of determined people put their fight- 
ing men against the Republic. Four years, with a 
courage that may have been equalled but never out- 
done, they contested the ground, until the scene of 
hostility was drenched in blood; yet this nation 
repelled the shock, and stands to-day strong, free, 
and imperishable. 

“ Are you sorry you turned out?” asked the father 
of James Hayward, one of the Acton heroes who fell 
on the 19th of April, 1775. The father was told to 
look at the powder-horn and bullet-pouch of the 
soldier. ‘hey were both nearly empty. The dying 
young patriot said: “I started with a pound of 
powder and forty bullets. You see what is left! 
Tell mother not to mourn too much. I am not sorry 
I turned out. I die willingly for my country.” It 
was men like that who made this nation, and just 
such men, on the battle-fields of the Civil War, 
went down to prevent the unmaking of the grandest 
Republic in its deeds and possibilities that has yet 
existed. It is time to stop the babble of men who 
tell us that the commemoration of soldiers who 
fought in the war that led to the Union, or in the 
war that saved it, tends to keep alive the animosities 
of the past. Honor to loyal soldiers keeps alive 
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patriotism, and only that. A few days since, a 
Senator of the United States from South Carolina, 
in dedicating a monument to the dead of the 
Confederate army, said: “ We regard these our dead 
as martyrs.” So be it. No men fought harder 
and died braver for their cause than the armed 
Confederates. ‘The fearful loss of our brothers 
in arms attests their fighting qualities. But their 
“cause” was to shatter the Union, and by national 
valor it became, to remain forever, the “lost cause.” 
Our dead are martyrs to a cause holy to loyal 
memory. Ours were martyrs to a cause, the triumph 
of which was the greatest honor to those by whom 
it was maintained, and the greatest blessing of the 
children of the men who made war upon that cause. 

Union soldiers made impossible the attempt by 
arms to found two national days in this land. One 
is enough, and that one is, and is to be, the Fourth 
of July! 

Independence day is too near Decoration day for 
us, while honoring the founders of the American 
Union in 1789, to forget those who saved the 
Union in 1865. It would be a strange sight if, 
on an occasion of this nature, no Union veterans 
were present. Krom many loyal battle-fields such 
soldiers are here to-day by special invitation. 
Some are here from the 19th Army Corps. 
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With us is their old commander, who in an 
exigency called for a thousand men as a Forlorn 
Hope to assault works from which our troops 
had been twice repulsed. It was twenty-six 
years ago this month, when, two thousand miles 
away from New England homes, these men wrote 
letters, thinking they might be the last to be 
written by them, and then waited for orders to 
go where death was certain. to many. Surrender 
of the garrison to save needless slaughter made 
this movement unnecessary; but the men who 
are here to-day, were ready then, with their 
comrades at Port Hudson, for duty. They had 
no resentment to those who had _ thinned their 
ranks. It was war. They ask now for no 
right they would not willingly share with their 
old combatants; but it would be a lie if any 
of them should say that the cause of those 
who fought for the Stars and Bars was equal 
in right and honor to that for which they were 
willing to do and to die. In their presence 
let lips be stilled that would tell us it is the 
same thing to assail this nation as to defend it. 
Commercially the bunting decorating this audience- 
room with the national colors of red, white, and 
blue has no great value. But in memory, and 


as a flag, it is beyond price. ‘This day, as the 
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earth in its revolution turns to the East, every 
hour of the twenty-four the sunlight will baptize 
with radiance this symbol of the nation. It is 
to the everlasting honor of the Union soldier 
that never for a moment was he disloyal to the 
old flag. The world knows, and God knows, 
that to stand between that flag and the bullet 
aimed at it, and to fire that bullet, differs in 
motive, act, and consequence as much as mid- 
night darkness differs from the splendor of 
mid-day. ‘To stand thus meant that in this Re- 
public there was room but for one flag, and 
that the Stars and Stripes. 

“The trials of the future will be exactly pro- 
portioned to the advantages of the future,” is 
the statement of Mr. Charles Francis Adams, in 
one of the most instructive of our Fourth-of- 
July orations. Accepting this view, from our 
national precedents we may add that our trials 
will be as courageously met and _ successfully 
mastered in the future as m the past. Our 
safety from fallnmg below the high-water mark we 
have reached les in the vitality of the agitator 
and the preservative effects of agitation. To 
the New England American, agitation is a normal 
condition, and our obligation to this quality of 


character is incalculable. The Revolution and 
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the Declaration are its offsprmg. We look back 
with admiration at the boldness of men, who, 
for theories, with a few  flintlock muskets, 
defied the trained armies of a king victorious 
on most of the conspicuous fields where his 
generals had fought. Of heroic stamp were those 
old agitators, who, educated in the tumult of 
town-meetings, lifted themselves to the summit 
of political wisdom to define the rights of man 
and his province of government. “The fanati- 
cism of to-day is the fashionable creed of to- 
morrow,” said Wendell Phillips, an _ agitator 
derided and hissed in early life for a moral 
courage that feared nothing and dared everything, 
and when dead was borne, to lie in state, to the 
historical hall where his fame began. 

The ideal agitator can be claimed as a Boston 
specialty. Thriving on east wind, believing with 
Calvin in the perseverance of the saints, and for 
exercise sharpening the beak and filing the claws 
of the proud bird of freedom, he is the nearest 
approach to perpetual motion yet produced. Rude, 
egotistical, very angular, he introduces himself by 
brandishing a weapon of attack. He treads on 
tender feet, and smashes idols, never failing mean- 
while to treat with more harshness his natural 


friends than his natural enemies. He _ goes 
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into the worrying business, if not with the 
rigor, at least with the persistence, of the old 
times when the witch was disposed of by 
summary exit and the Quaker by expeditious exile. 
But the agitator believes in destroying evils, and 
never accepts any terms but unconditional sur- 
render. Rufus Choate once remarked of an emi- 
nent Massachusetts judge, who had the appearance 
of a lion slightly tamed, “ We all feel that he is 
ugly, but we know that he is great.” We are all 
aware that the political and social agitator is un- 
comfortable, but it is certain that he is needful. 
In all our history the agitator has been prominent. 
Far away back, in 1636, when only a few hamlets 
clustered around the shores that bordered Copp’s, 
Beacon, and Fort Hills, Anne Hutchinson agitated 
among her sex during the week against the for- 
malism preached on Sunday. Her bold speech 
shook primitive Boston from centre to circum- 
ference, and from then Boston has never been 
without a live, but distressingly mconvenient, agi- 
tator. Massachusetts never blindly follows the 
agitator, but the State is famous for filing to the 
right and wheeling into line with advanced or 
progressive measures. Massachusetts may never 
again furnish a President for the Republic, or 


rule from weight of numbers. She may be out- 


er" 
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stripped in population by younger States, and may 
not be at the head of the column of States as it 
marches; but in loyalty to the best idea, and for 
grandeur of example, will be still at the front. 
Even now our agitators are on duty. They are 
crying out against Ninevitish sins, and loudly 
eall to our shirking Jonahs, “Awake, thou 
sleeper! ” 

Whether the agitator hoists signals to arouse 
minute-men to arm for freedom, or sounds with 
much din the radical gong to frighten puffy and 
unctious conservatives in their effort to block and 
baffle the latest movement, he always does more 
good than harm in tearing down in order to build 
wiser and stronger. He may be premature in his 
activity, and be over-anxious in his vigilance; 
better that than neglect to watch the citadel which 
guards our rights. If the agitator thinks that 
Sappers and miners are at work to weaken the 


system of public education, which, according to 


Bancroft, has proved the secret of our success and 


glory, let him shout aloud and cease not. The 
danger may not be vital, but the response to the 
eall to rally around “the old red school-house,” 
with its modern improvements, may prevent after- 
plots against its welfare. It will teach that the 


American plan of educated childhood, by “ prince,

or potentate, or power,” can no more be taken from 
the American mind than one of our shining stars 
can be taken from the azure of our flag. There 
are some things settled —settled right, and settled 
forever. Among the settled things is the public 
school on the American basis, untrammelled by 
either party or sect. 

The statutes of Massachusetts should state as 
clear and distinct as Holy Writ that compulsory 
education must not be evaded in its main purpose 
of preparation for citizenship. All preliminary 
schools, whether public or private, must use the 
language of the nation in teaching, and there must 
be approval by the State of books and of branches 
taught. If our present legislators are not suffi- 
ciently skilful to draw a bill with this intent, we 
should select those who have the sense to under- 
stand the people, and the agitator will see that it 
is done. The agitator has great staying powers, 
and nothing but death can stop him when his 
conscience is awakened. Men with their brief 
authority deny him the right to preach in special 
places paid for by the people. He sees on these 
public grounds persons of wealth rolling by im 
carriages; he looks on bands of youth at sport, 
on picnic groups, — everywhere he sees games and 


amusements indulged in at seasonable times, and 
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he asks, “Here in Boston, the city which Samuel 
Adams prayed might become a Christian Sparta, — 
here is everything lawful but criminals and Chris- 
tian teachers.” ‘“ Why,” he asks, “from the people’s 
land am I, and those who wish to hear me, driven 
out for talking about ‘peace on earth and good- 
will to men.’” “Is there,” he continues, “in Massa- 
chusetts, the Constitution of which enjoins relig- 
ious freedom and the public worship, a spot so 
sacred to pleasure that duty to the Most High God 
is out of place? Any spot in the land of the 
pilgrims where the landscape gardener or artist 
is more to be revered than the landscape Maker? 
Any place where He who ordered the seasons 
and seed-time and harvests, and has poured the 
sunlight and glorified field and bush and tree, 
cannot be honored because it is consecrated to 
base-ball, bicycles, or baby-wagons?” If he is 
told that the gospel and pleasure parks are incom- 
patible, he replies, “I will appeal to the millions 
who on the Lord’s day sing, — 
‘Waft, waft, ye winds His story, 
And ye, your waters roll, 


Till like a sea of glory 


It spreads from pole to pole,’ 


to know who and what it is that rules Boston, — 


Christianity or commissioners.” He, the agitator, 
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knows that the majority rules Boston, whatever 
for the moment it may be; and he also knows 
that even one with God on his side becomes at 
last the majority, and that the unconquerable 
purpose of agitation is to make the majority 
right. 

Will Boston hold six hundred acres of land, 
owned by the people who have been taxed for 
its payment, in such close bonds to the minor 
pleasures, that not a rod of it can be had on 
Sunday upon which to preach the gospel, nor a 
spot be found where men of labor can congregate 
on the Fourth of July for the exercise of free 
speech? This is to be answered not with regard 
to holiday rights, but to human rights. 

This is not the time or place to ignore con- 
troversies certain to confront us. It would be 
craven to omit plain speaking upon American 
issues on this day in this city. Two powerful 
and baleful forces, each alien to the spirit and 
design of the Declaration, are active in all our 
public and influential channels, not so much to 
endanger our territorial unity, as to impair its 
usefulness by dragging down to a level of 
misrule by the unchristian prejudices of caste 
one section of the Republic, and by power of | 
money making social disorders easier everywhere. 
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Sacredness of life, security to liberty by restraint 
of that which is enemy to it, and the least 
obstruction to reasonable happiness are the funda- 
mental principles on which hang American law 
and justice. ‘I'wo pernicious tendencies, caste and 
greed,— one acting on the color line, and the 
other trading on human frailty, —are the eternal 
foes of all for which the Declaration was written 
and the Constitution was framed. The human 
weakness upon which this money-power thrives 
has been the bane of American civilization, from 
the arrival of the “Mayflower” to this day. Not 
mine the task. to picture its awful record of 
tears, sorrow, anguish, broken hearts, and of 
drops of blood scarcely dry on the stained 
stones of your streets. 

The logical conclusion from that clause in the 
Declaration which enjoins “pursuit of happiness,” 
and of the Constitution interpreted by its preamble, 
which makes it incumbent “ to provide for the com- 
mon welfare,” is, that any combination, trust, in- 
terest, traffic, or conceivable movement of capital 
attempting by association to reap unjust profits from 
the people, or prosecuting a business detrimental to 
the public, is so essentially un-American that its 
legal interdiction is but a question of time. And 
the fact that a moneyed interest, rising to billions 
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in amount, with its plethoric purse menaces good 
government from the remotest hamlet to the capital 
of the Republic, ought to make its control the most 
important of all our issues. 

The right of personal liberty to trade stops at fie 
exact spot where its exercise is unsafe to the public. 
The jurisdiction of this momentous and unsolved 
problem lies within State authority, the arena of 
actual conflict being local decision; and there the 
battle will be fought out until whatever in Massachu- 
setts harms our homes or jeopardizes their inmates 
will be driven beyond popular consent or shelter 
of law.. It is the concern of the nation rather than 
the State to deal with the monstrous demand of caste, 
that in this Republic, life, liberty, and happiness shall 
have one meaning for thirteen millions of citizens 
who are white, and wholly another meaning to seven 
millions of citizens who are black. _ Openly, un- 
blushingly, without denial or apology, caste disobeys 
and defies the Constitution of the United States. 
By device and jugglery of ballots if possible, 
by brutality of bullets if necessary, minorities in 
some portions of this country are, in violation of the 
supreme law, made to become majorities. In this our 
land, where life, liberty, and happiness are declared 
inalienable rights, on this day, this hour, the political 


machinery of some States and their ablest intellect 
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centre on methods to keep a certain class of Amer- 
ican citizens in political subjection to benefit another 
and less numerous class! Failure so to do is cor- 
rected by assassination! The unavenged murder of 
a distinguished citizen of a sovereign State, slain 
while obtaining proof of his election to Congress, 
the certificate having illegally been given to his 
opponent, is evidence of the prostitution of political 
rights in our country. No horror of the “middle 
passage,” when the negro was taken from his native 
wilds to be sold to Christian countries; no hour of 
misery, when, as property, the negro lifted up his 
fettered hands to God for help, — exceeds the inhu- 
manity by which one portion of our country brands 
millions of American-born population with deg- 
radation, and blots out from an entire race the in- 
spiration of hope, while people at large stand dumb 
in the presence of the shame. 

The first negro color-bearer to fight in the Union 
ranks was a soldier in the Louisiana Brigade. In 
reply to the charge of his captain not to dishonor 
the colors in action, he said: “I will carry this flag 
into the fight and bring it back with honor, or report 
in heaven the reason why.” It cannot be that the 
American people will desert the race from which 
came such a hero in black. Here, where has been 


raised a monument to Crispus Attucks, the agita- 
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tors who would not be still while four millions of 
American citizens of African descent remained 
in. chains, will never be silent over the attempt | 
to make seven millions of black serfs on American 
soil. 

There are supreme moments in the life of nations, 
as of individuals, when by vivid lightning in mid- 
night darkness new bearings are revealed to the 
bewildered traveller. We remember that a howling 
mob once hunted William Lloyd Garrison through 
the streets of Boston for his life, because he was the 
foe of slavery. Now we see him seated on pedestal 
of stone, in enduring form, on our wealthiest avenue, 
surrounded by our costliest edifices, and as by a 
lightning flash we discover the potency of eternal 
justice. We remember the humiliation with which 
we saw, through the streets of Boston, lined with 
soldiery under arms, a pursued and powerless slave 
on his way to his so-called owner. We remember 
that nine years after, one thousand black soldiers 
in uniform marched through the same streets as part 
of the Massachusetts quota, stepping to that ringing 
chorus, “ His soul goes marching on.” We remem- 
ber that these and other soldiers in black went 
marching on, leaving on the battle-field 37,000 


dead, ere they came back singing: — 
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‘* Blotted out! 
All without and all within 
Shall a fresher life begin. 
Freer breathes the universe, 
As it rolls its heavy curse 
On the dead and buried sin.” 


Remembering this, we may trust the American 
people answering to the dictates of conscience to 
suppress the cruelties of caste, as once in the name 
of God they sundered the chains of the slave. 

Social distinctions are beyond legal regulation. 
Our right to select our friends and choose our 
society is individual. ‘here are everywhere mean 
and contemptible social limitations, founded on 
color, on race, and on bank-books, which will exist 
until the world is much better than it now is. While 
the family with a hundred thousand dollars cannot 
hope to be at home in the drawing-rooms of the 
millionnaire, we cannot expect social fusion where 
caste prevails or race lines are rarely crossed. But 
there is one place where American citizenship shall 
find exact equality and justice. Poor a man may be, 


or rich beyond the “dream of avarice;” 


swarthy or 
pale; naturalized or by birth American, — one spot 
there will yet be where poverty must not degrade or 
riches give advantage, where complexion neither 


helps nor harms, where citizenship in all its duties 
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and prerogatives is a common possession with 
unimpeded rights, and that spot is the American 
ballot-box, open for national purposes, under the 
protection of the American flag and supervision of 
national authority! 

Agitation will yet secure this political equality, 
and upon this anniversary of the immortal agita- 
tion of our fathers, let us extol that inherent 
contention planted by God in human nature, that 
makes it impossible to have peace without first 
being right. Those who sneer at agitators scoff 
at their betters. Agitators are servants of that 
invisible power which earliest detects danger to 
free institutions. Volunteers to watch on the 
walls that surround our political Zion, they | 
sound alarm at the least suspicion of peril. Their 
theatre of operation is every foot of American 
soil, and their thoughts and their right to express 
them are as unchained as the folds of the 
American flag. Nothing is privileged against 
their criticism or censure. The ermine of the 
judge, the dignity of the statesman, the robe of 
the priest, do not exempt from attack those who 
wear them. The platforms of politicians, the 
platitudes of select circles, the mystic solemnities 
of secret orders, the pretensions and traditions 
of faith, the warnings of pulpits, and the author- 
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ity of synods or hierarchies do not deter the 
agitator. His determined and fearless command 
“alt!” to whoever or whatever threatens popu- 
lar government is the surest guarantee of national 
safety. 

The threshold of our second national century 
has been crossed. We start upon its responsibilities 
with sounder and juster relations between capital 
and labor, with wider religious and broader political 
influence, with more effective and less partisan 
civil service, with better-equipped school-buildings 
and a constantly improving educational standard, 
with closer observation and truer understanding of 
common burdens upon a common citizenship, with 
an increased desire to make new homes among 
working men and women, and a general distri- 
bution of advantages among the people. There is 
also a growing conviction that every idea of a moral 
and political nature concerning human good is an 
imperative command to duty, that neyer leaves its 
sphere of action, but 


“Ts like 
A star new born, that drops into its place, 
And which once circling in its placid round, 


Not all the tumults of the earth can shake.” 


It is not in the power of many to be great citi- 
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zens, but it is the power of any man to be a good 
citizen. 

To the youth of men, generations, and races 
come dreams of a golden age and visions of 
promised lands, Arcadian valleys, ideal republics, 
and glowing outlines of the “ city which is to come.” 
The American is rare who has not ascended 
some Pisgah to look over into imaginary Canaans. 
To believe in the conquest over evil and in the 
reign of good is an American instinct. Ah! we 
have to find that our Canaans are not external, but 
internal, and that the battle against evil is not to 
be fought on distant ground, but next door, over the 
way, in the adjoining street, and the immediate 
neighborhood. We find that within, and not with- 


out, is our Celestial City. This lesson learned, — 


‘Tis well! from that day forward we shall know 
That in ourselves our safety must be sought; 
That by our_own right hand it must be wrought; 


That we must stand unpropped, or be laid low.” 


That is the doctrine of personality and primary 
citizenship. The battle-ground where the immediate 
interest of the citizen is decided is, in the main, 
local. Whatever is possible in moral struggle to 
help society forward and upward, must be won close 


at hand. ‘There the power of the people has its 
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most natural expression, and there the will of the 
majority is most certain to be respected. 

There must be a controlling motive in public 
duties. In the constitution of things it is a com- 
manding necessity to cherish and shield the dom- 
icile. ‘hereon all legitimate business, all sound 
legislation, all proper municipal supervision, bears 
directly or indirectly. The public policy or private 
pursuit that stimulates the founding of homes, or 
tends towards their support and defence when 
established, is of the highest order of permanent 
blessings. 

The rapidly increasing prosperity in codperative 
banking and building among the earning class is 
becoming a powerful factor in our civilization. 
The membership in these mutual enterprises in 
this State is thirty thousand, and the beneficent 
features of these associations cannot be over- 


stated. It is now demonstrated that with ordinary 


“wages, a healthy, sober, and industrious person 


can, with little more outlay than average rent, 
become owner of a comfortable home. The Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, with us to-day, has long been 
connected with these institutions, and from his 
untiring zeal in their behalf he knows well their 
value in aiding temperance and in making good 


citizens. ‘This method of capitalizing the surplus 
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of wages, and by it inducing young men to become 
house-owners, serves to make them careful, sober, 
and. thoughtful concerning their material well- 
being. When a citizen lives on his own land, in 
his own house, and pays taxes, he is not likely 
to be carried away with schemes for free title to 
land made valuable by labor or general division 
of property. With men owning bank-shares to 
procure a home, and women casting a ballot to 
protect home, popular government will be founded 
on a rock. 

It has been said that some men spend all their 
lives in hunting after righteousness, and have no 
spare time to practise it. So there are men who, 
in their anxiety to be important and distinguished 
personages, fail to do as citizens anything to make 
the world better or happier. The field of true 
citizenship is right around us. 

Loyal to the nation, and willing to live or die that 
it may endure; loyal to the State, and ready at any 
sacrifice to maintain, without compromise or surren- 
der of an iota of its reserved rights, — we yet cling 
to the pavements on which we daily walk, and to 
the homes upon which our eyes so fondly look. 
We owe, also, loyal regard to the City of Boston. 
Our estimable  fellow-citizen, Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, says the “State House is the hub of the 
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solar system, and that you couldn’t pry that out 
of a Boston man if you had the tire of all creation 
straightened out for a crow-bar.” We all, as good 
Bostonians, are confident of the close relation of our 
city with the universe. Here are our homes, where 
most of our lives are spent. Here we worship 
God unmolested. Here we greet friends and visit 
neighbors, and reap from existence its harvests of 
joy. Boston is no mean city. She is adorned 
with natural charms. Her waters, before mingling 
with the Atlantic, are studded with picturesque 
islands. On her southern border is a range of 
hills of such attractiveness that they were given 
by the explorer who first mapped New England, 
in 1614, the name of the hills endeared to his 
youth. From these Blue Hills is seen the ocean, 
with its busy commerce; and there are dis- 
cerned indications of sunshine and storm. Within 
our bounds flows the Neponset from enchanting 
meadows; and the Charles, winning praise from 
Longfellow’s verse, winds through our landscape 
to the sea. Here are roads smoother than the 
Appian Way, bordered by estates, abodes of 
wealth and refinement. 

Here are Museums of Art and of Natural 
History, and here is our Public Library, pioneer 


of the free use and distribution of books, and 
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in volumes second only to the library at 
Washington. for this institution is. constructing 
a building, in itself a work of art, where this 
complement to the public school— this University 
of the people—in its new home will more: than 
realize the hopes of its founders. It is fitting 
on this patriotic day, knowing well that there is 
no future for our country without intelligence, to 
speak of this great auxiliary to free learning. 
It is also fittmg to refer to our fellow-citizens, 
the trustees. of the Public Library, whose 
constant, faithful, unremunerative, service has 
brought this vast trust to its highest usefulness, 
and by unceasing attention, will deliver to the 
city authorities a completed structure, where our 


citizens, within its spacious walls, can say, — 


‘These chosen precincts, set apart 
For learned toil and holy shrines, 
Yield willing homes to every art 


That trains or strengthens or refines.” 


Here are romantic drives, arboretums, play and 
pleasure grounds, owned by and free to the | 
public, and here are shores of rocks and wide 
beaches and charming heights as reserves for 
enjoyment. ‘To all these haunts of interest and 


delight, commodious vehicles, soon to be moved 
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with speed and comfort by electricity at trifling 
cost, shall bear the people. Benjamin Franklin 
was born in Boston, and never lost his love for 
it. He sought to benefit its citizens by leaving 
funds to purchase medals for deserving scholars, and 
to proyide opportunities for worthy young persons 
to start in life. His greatest benefaction will 
be in making it possible to get the best return 
for an expenditure of five cents. 

Franklin is famous for having compelled electric 
force in nature to obey the will and serve the 
needs of man. No triumph could be more con- 
spicuous than that the spark coaxed from the 
skies by Franklin’s’ kite .- should become the 
mightiest servant of Franklin’s native city. 

Here also are the inspiring lessons and 
memories of patriotism. Here is the Old South 
Church, where the child Liberty was baptized; 
and here is Faneuil Hall, where it was cradled 
and rocked. Here, in Roxbury, is the home of 
Warren, and on Bunker Hill the stately pile 
where Warren fell. Here are Dorchester Heights, 
the frowning guns on which compelled the 
removal of the British army on the 17th of 
March, 1776,

memorate the first victory of George Washington 
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and the retreat of the SBritish soldiers from 
Boston forever. Everywhere are everlasting 
memorials of a freedom-loving people, whose 
determined action on the British Colonial policy, 
when the cargo of the “Romney” was cast into 
the harbor, caused Edmund Burke to say, “that 
so paltry a sum as threepence in the eyes of a 
financier, and so insignificant an article as tea 
in the mind of the philosopher, have shaken the 
commercial pillars of an empire that circled the 
globe.” 

It has been said that in a bygone period this was 
the city of one sect, and now it is the city of an- 
other sect. We have been told that this city, in 
earlier days, was the Boston of one race of men, and 
now it is the Boston of another race of men. Boston 
is the city of the American citizen, whatever be his 
sect, or race, color, or condition. Here is his heri- 
tage, fair and great, and with as loud calls to duty to 
those who possess it, as at any moment since John 
Winthrop, in 1630, came, to use his own words, “to 
abide here to plant the gospel and to people the 
country.” Never in the history of Boston was there 
a more inspiring sight than the dedication a few 
weeks ago of a most beautiful section of Franklin 
Park to its children, for all time. As over that 


emerald plain the school regiment marched and 
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manceuvred, and as thousands on thousands of pub- 
lic-school children massed around the flagstaff and 
cheered and sang “ America” as the old flag was un- 
furled, it did not strike the beholder that our public- 
school system was either immoral or godless. No 
one could look upon that scene without being con- 
vineed that the public school and the dignity of 
citizenship and the future of the flag and the 
trained force to successfully meet any foe were as 
everlasting as intelligence, as virtue, and faith in 
Almighty God. 

The one thing needful for this honorable city is a 
permanent public opinion insisting that every dollar 
of the eleven millions required to conduct its ordi- 
nary affairs shall give an honest account of itself. 
It does not make the slightest difference whether 
strict accountability is brought about by Democrats 
or Republicans, or by a mixture of both; it does make 
great difference whether it is done or not done. 
Wealth, fame, distinction, Boston now has, and with 
an administration commensurate with her means and 
opportunities, she needs no more to prove false the 
statement of an English statesman, that America 
cannot show a well-governed city. 

It is in cities that self-government is put to 
the severest test, and in them, if anywhere, its fail- 


ure will come. Whoever successfully solves our 
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municipal problem will find a noble place in our Val- 
halla. The model, industrious, honest, capable, 
mayor, knowing before aught else the welfare of 
the city, will be an American benefactor. A step 
towards an exemplary city rule has already been taken 
in Boston. We are paying our bills or doing without 
things. Artemas Ward said, “I will live on my 
income if I have to borrow money to doit.” That is 
not good city financiering; and to the credit of Bos- 

ton, it is not making loans to piece out its income. | 

When the terse sentence of Mayor Hart in 
his inaugural address, “that no law or ordinance 
can ever take the place of good citizenship or 
municipal integrity,” shall be made the text of 
municipal duty, the political pestilence of cities 
shall no longer be the bugbear of the political 
moralist. 

We cannot all be mayors, aldermen, or mem- 
bers of the council, but as citizens we can each 
do something to relieve the reputation of great 
centres as nurseries of social disorder and rottenness. 
If anywhere an effort should be made to have 
sound local government, it is here, where liberty 
in America was nurtured, where the chord was 
struck that led to the Revolution, where the first 
bold signer of the Declaration of Independence 


lived; here in Boston, the stronghold of national 
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sentiment, the home of the great defender of 


the Constitution; here, 


‘* Not in Utopia, subterranean fields 
On some secreted island, Heaven knows where, 
But in the very world, which is the world 
Of all of us, the place where in the end 


We find our happiness or not at all.” 


Here, in Boston, we should have that municipal 
cleanliness that is the hope and aim of honest 
and wise home rule to secure. ‘his is the obli- 
gation of the citizen to his city, his country, 
and his God. 

No one of the more than a hundred citizens 
who have performed the task now in process of 
being fulfilled has omitted to recognize the 
Almighty power that has shaped our career. 
One of them, referring to the battle of Lookout 
Mountain, fought above the clouds, with eloquence 
declared: “It is my faith that the battle of 
America is indeed to be fought and won far 
above the clouds.” From the time that the 
British Port Bill pressed Boston so hard that 
George Washington offered to lead a regiment 
of a thousand men at his own expense to relieve 
the town’s distress, until now, when it is the fourth 
in wealth and fifth in population of the cities of 
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the Union, Providential intervention in our history 
has been reverently acknowledged. No plea for 
the blessing of Heaven upon our Republic or the 
American States shall avail unless the American 
citizen does what lies within his power to bless 
his locality by worthy public and private example. 
Washington asked, “Can it be that Providence 
has not connected the permanent felicities of the 
nation with its virtue?  . — . eee 
it rendered impossible by its vices?” It was a 
cardinal doctrine with Jefferson that “error of 
opinion can be tolerated if reason be left free 
to combat it.” We should apply the unhampered 
reason, free from the restraints of tradition or 
selfishness, to the errors of policy as well as 
opinion. If virtue is the path to national and 
social safety, if vice is the open and downward 
way to national and social disaster, then to hinder 
the highest attainment of virtue and to encourage 
the tendencies of vice is un-American. When- 
ever, by personal influence, or choice of officials, 
or passage of laws, the maximum of protection 
is established, and the minimum of danger from 
the elements of disorder is provided for, then is 
recorded a victory for enlightened citizenship. 
Character in individuals and in communities 


lives. Not long since the National House of Rep- 
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resentatives did great honor to the most eminent 
living citizen of Boston, Hon. Robert C. Win- 
throp. Having been its Speaker, when that body 
received his portrait to be hung upon the walls of 
the Capitol, the occasion called out earnest praise 
of our distinguished townsman, and ardent enco- 
miums on his native Commonwealth. The member 
from Kentucky, Mr. Breckenridge, in one of the 
most brilliant speeches ever made in the historic 
chamber, said concerning the sectional contest 
which grew out of the slavery dispute: “ Massa- 
chusetts stepped to the front, and, as the begin- 
ning of the leadership in that tremendous struggle, 
Nathaniel Prentiss Banks became Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, and though Orr followed 
him, and though a Democrat was elected once 
more, yet practically from 1855 to 1875 the House 
of Representatives registered the decrees of Mas- 
sachusetts, and the Republic of America followed 
the lead of the Old Bay Commonwealth. 

Massachusetts led America, and led her with an 
audacity and an aggressiveness, with a skill and 
counsel, with a power and force, that has never 
been surpassed in all the tide of time in the lead- 
ership of a great people.” The veteran citizen, 
again member of Congress, is with us, and while 


his life is spared, freedom of man and the honor 
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of the nation will have in him a friend and cham- 
pion. 

On the Fourth of July, 1876, Boston invited 
Hon. Robert C. Winthrop to be its orator. His 
address was one of much enthusiasm and_histori- 
cal importance. Amid a burst of applause, in com- 
menting upon the Declaration of Independence, he 
presented the identical desk on which Jefferson 
wrote the glorious document. He said, with much 
feeling, “I could not omit to urge upon every 
man to remember that self-government politically 
can only be successful if it be accompanied by 
self-government personally. . . . I could not 
omit to caution them against intemperance, extrava- 
gance, and luxury.” ‘These wise and patriotic 
words are a bugle-call to fall into line for coming 
conflicts. With alarming social dangers now assail- 
ing us, with the pomp and revel of Vanity Fairs, 
and the enervating debasement of affluence and 
luxury, Boston has not yet grappled. The Puritan 
self-denial and resolution, the uncompromising  at- 
tention to the sterner issues of life which marked 
the Bostonians who helped to throw off the yoke 
of Britain, have failed to be developed when their 
descendants are looked upon to throw off the yoke 
of servitude to selfish usages of society. 


Boston had another son as orator on the Fourth 
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of July, 1845. His name can never be left out 
when chivalric service to Massachusetts and un- 
yielding opposition to the political designs of 


slavery are under discussion. Among our illus- 


trious men he shines with unclouded lustre, 


“A pillar of the State, deep on his front engraved 


Deliberation sat and public care.” 


Charles Sumner was United States Senator from 
1852 until his death. In his oration, in 1845, he 
tenderly spoke of his native city. ‘“ Athens,” said 
he, “has been called the eye of Greece. Boston 
may be called the eye of America, and the influence 
she exerts is to be referred, not to her size, for there 
are other cities larger far, but to her moral and 
intellectual character.” Charles Sumner and Robert 
C. Winthrop, on this jubilant day, felt called to 
impress upon those hearing them the imperative 
obligations of moral as well as political duties of 
citizenship. ‘To follow such guides is not inappro- 
priate. There can be no patriotism, no genuine 
Americanism, without healthy moral control. Offer- 
ing our yows upon that altar where the citizen 
lays his sincerest tribute and renders his holiest 
service, to crush petty ambitions and earthy im- 
pulses, and to hold fast to American loyalty and all 


that it implies without exception or reservation of 
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allegiance, let us make Boston one of the purest, 
as it is one of the most prosperous, of American 
cities. By adherence, without why or wherefore, 
to non-partisan and unsectarian public schools, by 
unfaltering fealty to State and nation, by with- 
holding from evil habits the countenance of ex- 
ample, and from evil traftics the sanction of law, 
by utmost toleration and utmost watchfulness that 
toleration is not abused, by protection to homes, 
and by conscientious service in that citizenship 
which shows love to God in striving to elevate 
men, with clean hands and pure hearts, let us 
make Boston, during the next hundred years, as 
conspicuous for public morality as in the century 
that has passed it has been renowned for its ser- 
vice to public liberty. 

James Bryce, in his great and exhaustive work 
on the American Commonwealth, speaks of . our | 
Republic as the “Land of the Future.” To make 
our land what it should be will demand that rey- 
erence for law and moral reenforcement only to be 
obtained by the vote of woman on municipal and 
moral issues. Our country will be the ideal land, 
when one-half of the Republic now deprived of 
suffrage shall have something to do and to say 
about local laws and rulers— and national mat- 


ters and national men, if it will accept the 
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responsibility. The participation of woman in the 
management of the locality is a necessity of good 
government. It reaches the climax of absurdity 
to maintain that the Declaration of Independence 
applies to half of the people by proxy. Boston, 
at a distant day, when it numbers three-fourths 
of a million souls, and sums up its real and per- 
sonal estate by billions, may invite one of its 
daughters to address its people on the Fourth of 
July. 

With representatives of her sex distributed in 
official relations for which woman is adapted, it will 
be taught then more fully than now that it is 
undemocratic and unrepublican to rule the whole 
people by half of its numbers. Woman in this 
world gives much, as well as man, to religion, to 
country, to civilization; and why not to govern- 
ment ? When the personal purity and high re- 
gard for character by which woman regulates and 
elevates home become factors in rule of munici- 
palities, the most exalted standard of duty 
will be approached. The most flagrant heresy 
to human nature and human rights is to re- 
strict suffrage to men because in war they bear 
arms. It is a tribute to muscle. The mother who 
bears in her arms the children who are to make 


the future of America has, in her duties and 
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affections, the highest human incentive to cast 
an intelligent ballot. When for local duty it is 
in her hand, ‘then the spirit which animated the 
city of the Adamses, the Quincys, and the Han- 
cocks in the days of the Stamp Act, and the 
city of Sumner and Phillips and Andrew in the 
days of the Fugitive Slave Act, will compel Bos- 
ton to take a step forward in that warfare of 
all races and all ages,—the struggle of the best 
against the worst, by which alone the evils of - 
society can be overcome. When, in this noble 
municipality, the organized power for good shall 
so overmatch as to overmaster the combined forces 
of wrong, then, more than the peal of bells 
and roar of cannon and triumphant outburst over 
evacuation of hostile troops from Boston in 1776, 
or from New York in 1783; more than the joy 
over the formation of the Federal Union and 
presidency of Washington in 1789; more than the 
wild rapture over the return of victorious legions 
with their war-worn standards in 1865,— shall be 
the loud applause of mankind over the moral and 
municipal advancement, making this fair city, 


where is garnered our affection, 


‘‘'The foremost of fair Freedom’s cause, 
The chief of Virtue’s band.” 


A city where 
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‘¢ Man is more 


Precious than the gold of Ophir; ” 


where law in all its majesty is the bulwark of 
family and its fondest hopes; where moral force 
and influence protect the inmate of the cradle 
and the footsteps of youth, as the flaming sword 
guarded Paradise from persistent evil; where 
freighted ships, that fly to and fro over oceans, 
as shuttles weaving the web of international unity, 
unlade their wealth; where stores of coin and mer- 
chandise are poured into the lap of enterprise; and 
the song of contented labor rises from countless 
hives of industry, and lordly residences increase on 
spacious and costly boulevards, and music of happy 
households is heard, and crowded seats of learn- 
ing grow in distinction and power;—in such a 
city shall all the unconceived brilliance and_ bene- 
faction of material prosperity dwarf beside that 
climax of praise awarded by the poet Whittier to 
Sumner : — 


‘His Statecraft was the Golden Rule, 
His right to vote a sacred trust ; 
Clear, over threat and ridicule, 


We heard his challenge, ‘Is it just?’” 


A praise yet to become the blameless record 
of millions upon millions of upright, honorable, 


God-fearing American citizens. 
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Beginning with the year 1783, and coming down to the present 
year, 1889, one hundred and seven Fourth of July orations have 
been delivered before the authorities, first of the town, and 
then of the city, of Boston. The series is continuous, and, 
though neither so valuable bibliographically, nor so well known 
historically, as the Massachusetts Election, the Artillery Elec- 
tion, or the Convention Sermons, —all of which antedate the 
Fourth of July Oration, —it is, nevertheless, not without interest 
to history and literature, as a reminder that there is much con- 
servative force in our old and well-established customs. The 
Orations to commemorate the Boston Massacre were regularly 
delivered from the year 1771-1783, when it was voted in 
Town-meeting, on March 5 of the latter year, to substitute the 
celebration of the Declaration of Independence for that of 
the Massacre. This interesting continuity excited the warm 
admiration of John Adams, who said, in a letter to Dr. Morse, 
that he had read as many of the orations as he had seen, 
and ‘* scarcely ever with dry eyes.” ‘The names of the orators, 
as a rule, show that judicious selection has been made, — most 
of those chosen being men of real prominence and _ ability. 
Though some famous names are missing, — noticeably those of 
Fisher Ames, Webster, Choate, and Cushing, — yet, as a 
whole, the list represents the best that the city could put 


forth from year to year. 
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Only two persons have delivered orations more than once 
upon this occasion: the elder Quincy in 1798 and 1826, and 
George Ticknor Curtis in 1841 and 1862. 

The Boston Fourth of July orations have, to a remarkable 
degree, been wont to express the honest, fearless opinions of 
those who have delivered them, although that freedom of speech 
incident to the fierce strife which attended the downfall of the 
national Federalist party could not now be tolerated, so little was 
it lifted, even on this unpolitical occasion, above mere rancor. 
The oration has frequently afforded an opportunity to free the 
mind upon all sorts of national, civil, and social reforms. 
Anti-slavery, woman suffrage, temperance, —all themes dear to 
the American citizen, — have been largely discussed on this plat- 
form, and it is the farthest possible from the truth to suppose 
that ‘‘ gush” has been the predominating characteristic. 

It has been customary for the town or city to request of 
each orator a copy of his address for the press; and, no matter 
what the substance, his effort is always referred to in such 
complimentary terms as ‘spirited and elegant,” ‘* eloquent

and impressive,” and other expressions of satisfaction. 

There were, in years past, other Fourth of July orations in 
Boston besides those delivered before the ‘‘ authorities.” No 
extended account may be given of them here, but a mention 
of some of them seems necessary. It is safe to say that they 
were to the full just as patriotic and eloquent as those of the 
‘‘regular” series. In the year 1787, John Brooks spoke before 
the Massachusetts Society of the Cincinnati; in 1788, William 
Hull; in 1789, Samuel Whitwell; and in 1790, William Tudor, in 
which year the oration before this society ceased, although other 
customs were still kept up. Party feeling never ran higher 


than it did from Adams’s administration to the end of the 
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War of 1812, when Federalism, even in Massachusetts, became 
practically extinct. The Young Republicans, no doubt in a 
spirit of protest against the prevailing Federalism of the early 
orations, required Fourth of July orations of their own, and 
in 1805 were addressed by Ebenezer French, in 1806 by 
Joseph Gleason, and in 1808 by Charles Pinckney Sumner. In 
1808 the Federal selectmen refused the use of Faneuil Hall to 
the Republicans of Boston for their national celebration, and, 
as a result, the Bunker Hill Association was promptly formed. 
David Everett and William Charles White spoke before the 
Association in 1809, Daniel Waldo in 1810, and Henry A. S. 
Dearborn in 1811. These departures from the chief rhetorical 
event of the National day were all of them sporadic and tem- 
porary. Perhaps the address which for some time held most 
successful rivalry with the civic one was that delivered before 
the Washington Benevolent Society during most of the years 
from 1815 to 1837.’ A few scattering orations, without special 
significance, were Joseph Bartlett’s in 1823; James Davis 
Knowles’s in 1828, before the Baptist Churches of Boston ; Will- 
iam Foster Otis’s in 1831, before the young men of Boston; 
Edward Goldsborough Prescott’s in 1832, for the Boston regi- 
ment; Caleb Cushing’s in 1833, for the American Colonization 
Society ; Theophilus Fiske’s in 1835, for the Trades Union; 
Dayid Henshaw’s in 1836, before an Assembly of citizens in 
Faneuil Hall; and William Lloyd Garrison’s in 1838, before the

1824, John Everett, 1837, Edward Cruft, Jr. 
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Massachusetts Anti-Slavery Society. In 1833 Amasa Walker 
spoke before the Young Men’s Societies of Boston, twelve of 
which societies ‘were represented in a procession which at- 
tended the ceremonies. Frederick Robinson spoke before the 
Trades Union on July 4, 1834, a day of special significance to 
laboring men, because on it first took effect the new law for 
the abolition of imprisonment for debt. In 1858, besides the 
regular oration by John S. Holmes, Rufus Choate delivered 
another before the Democratic Young Men’s Celebration at 
Tremont Temple. The year previous, the Rev. W. R. Alger 
had termed as an act of ‘‘flunkeyism” the introduction of 
James M. Mason, of Virginia, author of the Fugitive Slave 
Bill and the eulogizer of Preston S. Brooks, to a Massachu- 
setts audience at Bunker Hill, on the 17th of June. To re- 
buke this frankness was one object of the celebration. A very 
tart article appeared in the ‘‘ Atlantic Monthly” for August, 
1858, entitled ‘‘ The Pocket Celebration of the Fourth.” It is 
no secret now that this witty and forcible attack on Mr. 
Choate was from the pen of James Russell Lowell. 

Boston has had one mad orator, the more than eccentric 
William Emmons, who, in 1826, had his oration and poem 
printed and for sale immediately upon their delivery. 

I have been indebted largely to James Spear Loring’s ‘** Hun- 
dred Boston Orators” (Boston, 1852), in which is given the 
first list of Boston Fourth of July orators of which I am 
aware. In the Municipal Register for 1889 is given another 
list to date, in which there is no attempt to furnish the full 
name of each orator. These lists have been given for some 
years back in the Register. It being nearly forty years since 
Mr. Loring’s list was made, I have ventured to present the 


following, knowing from experience how useful are the similar,

though more elaborate, lists of the Massachusetts Election Ser- 
mons, by Mr. H. H. Edes,' and of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Election Sermons, by Capt. A. A. Folsom.” <A com- 
plete file of the Fourth of July Orations as published is in 
the Library of the Massachusetts Historical Society. Another 
excellent, though not yet complete, set is in the Boston Public 
Library. It lacks at present eleven of the printed orations. It 
should be added that three of the orations, those for 1806, 1812, 
and 1852, have never been printed. There is hardly need to 
say that I am aware that this note and list should be far better 
than they are, and that I shall be pleased, with true biblio- 
graphical humility, to receive corrections and additions. 

I must not forget to thank Dr. Samuel A. Green, to whom 
no one who needs help in such matters as these ever turns in 
vain. Judge Chamberlain, of the Boston Public Library, has 
also been so kind as to help me.

This proposal is identical with one made by the same Cor- 
poration to the City of Boston Feb. 11, 1886, which was 
considered by the City Council of that year. This Board 
renews the arguments made by the Water Board of 1886, 
in favor of the city’s acquiring this property, which appear 
in the Eleventh Annual Report of the Boston Water Board, 
under the head of “Jamaica Pond,” pp. 18-21, and in the 
Appendix “A” thereto, and in the annexed statement which 
was then laid before the City Council. Those arguments 
seem stronger than ever to-day, especially in view of the 
fuct that the pond and real estate of the Jamaica Pond 
Company are or will soon be needed for the embellishment 
of the Park system. The Water Board urgently recom- 
mends the purchase, believing it to be for the best interests 
of the city. If the City Council considers the price named 
too large, there is the alternative of leaving the matter to 
arbitration, as suggested in the foregoing proposal. It should 
he stated, however, that in the act enabling the City of Boston, 
through the Water Board, to purchase the property and 
franchises of the Jamaica Pond Aqueduct Corporation, P.S. 
1886, chap. 199, was the proviso in § 2 that the act should 
not become valid until it had been accepted by a two-thirds 
vote of both branches of the City Council. This act was 
refused acceptance by the City Council of 1886, and the 
Water Board is not at present advised as to whether addi- 
tional legislation is necessary to enable the city to make the 
purchase in question in case it shall so desire.

Dear Sir, —The accompanying plan shows the location and size of 
the distribution pipes of the Jamaica Pond Aqueduct Co. in Roxbury, 
and also the sizes of the Cochituate pipes laid in the same streets. 

The total length of the mains of the Jamaica Pond Co. in Roxbury 
is 47,300 feet, or about nine miles. Of this amount 33,000 feet are in 
streets which also contain the pipes of the Cochituate works, leaving 
14,300 feet in streets where there are no Cochituate mains. 

About 8,800 feet of the Jamaica Pond Co.’s mains could probably be 
connected with and made a portion of the Cochituate distribution; the 
remainder of the 14,300 feet being of smaller size or lighter weight than 
is used on the Cochituate works. 

The cost of the changes necessary in the distribution system to connect 
all of the Jamaica Pond Co.’s water-takers with the Cochituate supply 
will be about $20,000.

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The property of the Jamaica Pond Aqueduct Co. consists of its 
franchise, its lands, buildings, and machinery, and its pipe . 
system. 

The value of this property to its present owners is to be esti- 
mated by its earning capacity. In seasons of a good supply of 
water, the net income amounts to six or seven thousand dollars. 
In dry seasons it is less, because the Aqueduct Co. is obliged to 
purchase water from the City of Boston. Even if the city were 
to refuse to sell water (of the right to do which there is some 
doubt), the Aqueduct Co. might reduce its line of customers to 
those who could be served without pumping, save the pumping ex- 
pense, and still have a secure income of sume thousands of dollars. 
And the Company has another resource, — to obtain water from 
the Dedham Water Co., which would preserve the present earning 
capacity of their plant, and probably increase it. 

The value of the property to the City of Boston may well be 
estimated upon the net income to be derived after consolidating 
the system with our own, It will be well to retain the Jamaica- 
pond supply for use in emergency; but the expenses incurred for 
maintenance and service could be reduced to a nominal sum. 
The account would stand something like this : —

It is to be borne in mind that this surplus income will be per- 
manent, and affected only by such changes as may be made in the 
water rates; so that, if at any time it should become expedient 
to entirely abandon the pond as a water supply, the pecuniary ad- 
vantages of the transaction will continue; and at that time, also, 
the real property acquired (now assessed at $31,000) could be 
disposed of, to realize, say, $10,000 or $15,000. 

The offers of the Jamaica Pond Aqueduct Co. are two: (1) to 
sell at the round sum of $100,000, or (2) to sell at a price to be: 
fixed by referees. On the basis of the facts stated we. think it 
good business judgment to accept their first offer. 

The acquisition of this property will stop a threatened strength- 
ening, and possible large increase, of a competition injurious to 
the great body of water-takers. The water rates are based on the 
net ‘income ; and every dollar added to that income without in- 
creased expense tends to reduce rates.

An impression has prevailed that the pipe system of the Jamaica 
Pond Co. is inferior to our own, and that a large part of it would 
require to be replaced. As a matter of fact it has nearly all been 
laid since 1869 (a shorter time than the major part of Boston’s 
pipes), and the City Engineer’s estimate herewith states the ex- 
pense of all necessary substitutions at $20,000.

To the Honorable the Common Council: — 


GENTLEMEN, —In reply to the request of the Council, 
contained inits order of the 6th inst., for the opinion of the 
Corporation Counsel as to “whether or not any and all 
grades of public education that may be considered or adopted 
for Boston schools are in a large measure discretionary with 
the School Board,” I have to say, that in an opinion which I 
had the honor to send to the Council on the 28th day of 
March last, in reference to courses of instruction in special 
studies, I said that in all this matter of studies and instruction 
in the public schools, the School Committee have a large 
discretion. Sect. 33, Chap. 44, of the Public Statutes pro- 
vides, that “the School Committee, shall direct what books 
shall be used in the public schools, and shall prescribe, as 
fur as practicable, a course of studies and exercises to be 
pursued therein.” The School Committee are invested with 
so much discretion in all this matter, of what may be taught, 
how it shall be taught, and to what extent, and as to “grades 
of public education,” if I understand what the Council mean 
by that term, that it is impossible to state beforehand what 
studies may, or may not, be taught, or to what extent or 
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grade instruction may be given in the public schools of the 
city beyond the subjects and studies mentioned in the 
statutes. I do not think that instruction in the public schools 
is necessarily limited to the studies enumerated in the statutes ; 
such enumeration indicating only to some extent the kind of 
instruction which may be given, except, however, it is pro- 
vided that certain elementary or common branches must be 
taught in all the public schools, as in said opinion I en- 
deavored to point out. One of the objects of the public 
schools is to make acommon-school education “ universal and 
free ;” but education is not a fixed quantity. That which 
might be considered to be sufficient for one time or period 
would not meet the requirements or demands of another time. 
A good education must at least be that which answers the 
requirements of society of the individual and the State at the 
time when it is furnished. But in all this matter I can but 
repeat what I have before said, that the School Committee 
are invested with very large discretion, both as to the matter, 
the manner, and grade of instruction in public schools.

PREAMBLE AND RESOLVES 


RELATIVE TO A 


PROPOSITION TO BRING THE PUBLIC LIBRARY INTO 
CLOSER RELATIONS WITH THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


In Common Counciu, June 20, 1889. 


Whereas it appears by the late report of the Trustees of 
the Public Library for, 1889 (City Doc. 13) that the Com- 
mittee on Examinations indorse a proposition wherein it is 
assumed “to bring the library into closer relations with 
Boston Public Schools,” the Common Council deems it 
proper to record its unqualified and unequivocal disapproval 
of any such action by the Trustees, as suggested in the said 
report, for the following reasons : — 

Any movement whereby our Public Library may be made 
a depot for the supply of books of the nature of text-books, 
under the guidance of the librarian, would tend to conflict 
with our so-called uniform school system, as it may apply to 
text-books. 

The suggestion that the librarian be the judge of the books 
to be given on proposed pupil-cards would tend to disad- 
vantages which should be avoided, for he nowise can be 
supposed to be a judge of the “aptitude of the scholar.” 

Such work imposed on the librarian would lead to divided 
responsibilities as regards the scholar, for whose welfare the 
school department should be wholly responsible to the tax- 
payers and general public. 

Because the proposition to grant teachers the right to take 
out as many as four bocks at a time, and keep them out for 
a month, would be a discrimination in the way of special 
privileges, such as the founders of the Library never intended 
should occur. 
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Because the Public Library belongs to the whole people 
of Boston, whose consideration and treatment should be ex- 
tended to all alike, and in nowise so as to enable any special 
class, which includes non-residents, to set up sea-shore, 
country, or private libraries, to the detriment of the city and 
the accommodation of its people. 

Recognizing all this, be it hereby 

Resolved, That Boston’s Common Council, the represen- 
tative body of Boston’s whole people, hereby condemns any 
attempt of persons connected with Boston Public Schools to 
infringe upon the scope of the functions of the Public Li- 
brary, as laid down by the founders of the Library; and, 
furthermore, this Council believes any such attempt, no 
matter the pretext, to be with a sinister design, not wholly 
intended for any good results, as claimed, but with the design 
to subserve personal interests. 

Resolved, That any grant of the nature described by the 
Trustees would be unwise and dangerous to the Library and 
the public welfare.

WORK ALREADY DONE IN CONNECTION WITH 
THE NEW LIBRARY BUILDING, ETC. 


To the Honorable the Common Council: — 


In compliance with the request for information in regard 
to the new Public Library building on Copley square, con- 
tained in, the resolve of your honorable body passed on the 
6th of June current, the Trustees of the Public Library of 
the City of Boston have the honor to reply as follows : — 

First. The foundations of the building are substantially 
completed, and a large amount of work has been done on the 
first story. 

The amount of new block granite set for foundations is 
22,600 cubic feet. 

The amount of cut granite delivered is 18,000 cubic feet, 
and the amount set, 9,500 cubic feet. 

Second. The plans for the foundation and basement are 
all completed. 

Third. It is impossible to give the number of perches of 
stone-work taken up and relaid. Under the contract for 
building the structure up to the Bates-Hall floor, the con- 
tractors have the right to use the foundations already on the 
land so far as serviceable ; it has, therefore, been unnecessary 
to keep an account of the stone relaid. 

Fourth. The number of piles driven in addition to those 
under the old foundations is 4,200. 

Fifth. The Trustees have not contracted for any part of 
the construction of the building without advertising and 
receiving competitive bids. 

Sixth. The compensation of the architects employed has 
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been at the customary rate of five per cent., for which they 
furnish drawings, plans, specifications, and contracts, and 
superintend the work. 

Seventh. All inspectors are paid by the city, as they are 
appointed for the protection of the city’s interests. 

Highth. ‘The amount of money expended up to the pres- 
ent time is $159,969.82.

The State Comptroller 
appointed to examine the accounts of the several counties of 
the Commonwealth is nowise responsible to the city, as he 
only reports annually to the Governor of the Commonwealth. 
The Council hereby wishes to remind the Aldermanic Com- 
mittee on County Accounts that, several months since, this 
body recommended action whereby some remedy may be 
applied in the direction made. The City Auditor, in per- 
forming the duties of County Auditor, is only required to 
audit or approve the bills for County expenditures ; the City 
Collector, if empowered to audit the accounts of receipts of 
the County, would thereby provide a precaution that does 
not exist. 

The Common Council again respectfully calls the attention 
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of the Aldermanic Committee on County Accounts to the 
matter, hoping that action necessary in the premises may be 
taken.

REPORT. 


In the discharge of the duties imposed upon your com- 
mittee by the foregoing order, they sent through their chair- 
man the following inquiries to the Corporation Counsel ; — 


City HALL, Boston; June 7, 1889. 
JAMES B. RICHARDSON, EsQ., Corporation Counsel : — 


DEAR Sir, — The committee of which I am chairman has been in- 
structed to report upon the method, cost, and advisability of taking, for 
the purposes of a public park, the land in Charlestown known as Monu- 
ment square. I desire, therefore, to have your opinion on the following 
points : — 

1. Is the fee of the land in the Bunker Hill Monument Association, a 
corporation established by Chap. 1 of Acts of 1823, and Chap. 122 of 
Acts of 1824? 

2. Has said corporation been released from the provisions of Sect. 
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5 of the said Chap. 122 of Acts of 1824? If not, is the fee in the Com- 
monwealth, although no conveyance of the land has been made to it? 

3. In either case, does the land come within the provisions of the acts 
establishing Public Parks in Boston, and can the Commissioners pro- 
ceed to take such land, by ‘‘ purjhase or otherwise,” if they deem it 
desirable ? 

4. In case the fee is in the said Association, what would be the 
measure of damages (not the amount), in your opinion, due regard being 
had to the language of the acts under which said Association has obtained 
the land ? | 

5. Incase the city took the land for a public park, would it be com- 
petent for it also to assume the care and maintenance of the Monument, 
statues, etc., now standing thereon, and would it be lawful for the city 
to pay to the said Association, for an amicable settlement of any pre- 
sumed rights, a sum of money to be used by said Association in continu- 
ing its organization and taking charge of the relics entrusted to it by the 
State or by individuals ? 

I shall be obliged if you will reply at your earliest convenience, in 
order that the committee may make its report in season to allow of any 
desired action thereon, and remain

lawful possession of Monument square, and that the city 
would have to deal with that society in order to obtain the 
land for a public park.

DEAR Sir, — In reply to your request for information concerning the 
title to the lands known as ** Monument square,” in the Charlestown 
district of the City of Boston; and as to whether the city has a right to 
purchase or take said land for the purposes of a public park; and, if 
taken, the measure of damages therefor; and whether it would be com- 
petent for the city to enter into an obligation for the care of the Monument 
and relics intrusted to the Association by the State and others, —I have 
the honor to say, that I find, upon an examination made by Mr. Day 
of this office, in the records of titles to lands in the registries of deeds 
for the Counties of Suffolk and Middlesex, that the fee of said land in 
Monument square appears to be in the Bunker Hill Monument Associ- 
ation; but, by Sect. 5 of Chap. 122 of the Special Acts of the General 
Court for the year 1824, in an act entitled ‘‘ An Act to aid the Bunker 
Hill Monument Association,” it was provided that ‘‘ when the said 
Monument shall have been completed by the said corporation, the same 
shall be, together with all the land purchased and then held by said 
corporation, conveyed to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, to be 
had and held by said Commonwealth on the condition that the Common- 
wealth shall keep the said Monument. and any buildings for public use 
connected therewith, in good repair forever.” 

The Monument, according to general historical evidence, was com- 
pleted in 1843, and the event was celebrated on the 17th of June of that 
year, 
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I ought, perhaps, to state that it appears that, ‘‘in lieu of the pro- 
vision in favor of the Bunker Hill Monument Association, made and 
provided” in said Chap. 122 of the Acts of 1824, ‘‘ the sum of seven 
thousand dollars in money” was authorized, by Chap. 78 of the Resolves 
of the General Court of the year 1827, to be paid by the treasurer of the 
Commonwealth to said Bunker Hill Monument Association. 

We do not find on said records any conveyance by said Association to 
the Commonwealth of said Monument or land, as provided by said act 
of 1824; nor do we find that any release of said obligation to so convey 
it has been made or given by the Commonwealth to said Association. I 
am informed that said Association claims that ‘‘ they have not finished 
its original design, the erection on the grounds, as one of the appurte- 
nances connected with the Monument, the granite lodge for statues, and 
for a museum of revolutionary relics connected with the battle.” 

[ think that the fee in the land comprising said square is in the said 
Association, but subject to said obligation of said Association, to convey 
it, with the Monument, to the Commonwealth, if said Monument now is, 
or whenever it is, completed. Further replying to your inquiries, I 
think that the city has the power to acquire said land by purchase for 
the purposes of a public park; but I do not think that the city has the 
power, at the present time, without further authority from the Legis- 
lature, to take said land for park purposes, under the right of eminent 
domain. It is therefore not necessary, at the present time, to undertake 
to state what the measure of damages of such a taking might be. 

In case the city acquires title to the land by purchase, or in any other 
way, when authorized, I do not see any objection to the city entering 
into an obligation for the care of the Monument, relics, and other 
property connected therewith, such obligation being considered as part 
compensation for the Jand.

Your committee understand, from the necessarily guarded 
opinion of the Corporation Counsel, that the charter of the 
Association, in 1825, expressly stipulated that the Monument 
and lands adjacent were to be turned over to the Common- 
wealth on the completion of the Monument. This intent was 
fully set forth in the message of Governor Eustis in that 
year, as well as in the act itself. It is also beyond question 
that, in the common sense of the words, the Monument was 
finished in 1843. Webster’s glorious oration bears on its 
title, “Delivered at Bunker Hill June 17, 18438, on the 
Completion of the Monument.” One of the well-known 
sentences of that address is as follows : — 

“The Bunker Hill Monument is finished. Here it stands. 
Fortunate in the high natural eminence on which it is placed, 
—higher, infinitely higher in its objects and purpose, it 
rises over the land and over the sea, and visible at their 
homes to three hundred thousand of the people of Massa- 
chusetts, it stands a memorial of the last, and a monitor to 
the present and to all succeeding generations.” 

Your committee has been unable to discover the reasons 
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which prevented the formal transfer of the Monument at that 
date, in accordance with the law. It may easily be seen, 
however, that in 1843 the want of a public park in Charles- 
town had not been felt. The care of the Monument and the 
grounds was a burden, which, though really hight, may have 
seemed heavy to our legislators. Very probably, also, 
the provisions of the charter, already eighteen years old, 
had passed out ‘of mind. That the result of this neglect to 
make a conveyance to the State has been for a while bene- 
ficial, no one will deny. If the State had taken title in 1843 
it is not improbable that some part of the land might have 
passed into private hands. 

No one can desire for a moment to undervalue the great 
services of the original members of the Bunker Hill Monu- 
ment Association, especially of the small number who were 
the directors and active officers from 1824 to 18438. But as 
these men have passed away, and as even their labors ceased 
with the completion of the Monument, the acts of their 
successors are to be viewed irrespective of the past of the 
Association. 

The original Association collected money from: every 
source, and every contributor of five dollars became thereby 
a life member. The corner-stone of the Monument was laid 
June 17, 1825, and in September the whole amount of sub- 
scriptions amounted to $54,433.07. In February, 1829, 
work was suspended, when only fourteen courses had been 
laid, giving a height of 374 feet. 

The land bought amounted to fifteen acres, costing 
$23,232.42. In 1834 about ten acres were sold, at a price 
which covered the original cost of the whole. From June, 
1834, to November, 1835, work was resumed at a cost af 
$90,000, of which $16,000 was raised by the Mechanic Asso- 
ciation. The financial troubles of the country prevented any 
attempts to collect money until 1840, when a renewed effort 
was made. Over $55,000 was raised, of which sum Amos 
Lawrence and Judah Touro each gave $10,000 ; the Ladies’ 
Fair yielded $30,000, and Fanny Elssler gave $569. These 
contributions sufficed to complete the work ; but it was the 
generosity of the past generation, and not of the present, 
which is immortalized in granite. 

We must therefore pass from the time and the men who 
built the Monument, to the gentlemen who have since so 
kindly taken upon them the duties of administering this 
great public trust. 

The constitution of the present Bunker Hill Monument 
Association is not very plainly set forth in any of its publi- 
cations. Prior to 18438 the nominal membership was several 
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hundreds, perhaps thousands, comprising every contributor 
of five dollars. According to the reports, “before 1861 no 
new members had been admitted since 1834.” It is under- 
stood, however, that out of the great number of nominal 
members those resident in Boston and Charlestown kept up 
the form of electing officers annually. In 1861 there was a 
revival of interest, and members were again made on the 
payment of five dollars. From 1861 to 1873 110 members 
joined; and up to the present year 566 members seem to 
have been elected. It is believed that the Association holds 
only one meeting in the year, the work being carried on by 
the directors or committees. 

The printed reports give little information as to the 
finances prior to 1861, but the receipts seem to have been 
about $2,700 a year. For the twenty-eight years from 1862 
to 1889, the sum of $140,633.49 has been received from the 
tolls of 20 cents for adults, and 10 cents for children, levied 
upon all who ascended the Monument. To this must be 
added the payments of 566 members, at $5 = $2,830, and 
some amounts for interest. 

The expenses have been for the care of the grounds and 
of the Monument, and the expenditures of the Association 
itself. It should be noted that the one item of printing the 
annual reports of the Association far exceeds the total of 
$2,830 paid in by the members, and consequently the public 
has had to contribute not only to the care of the Monument, 
but to the preservation of the society. 

After all the expenditures there has remained a surplus, 
which has been allowed to accumulate, with the intent of 
building a stone lodge for the use of the society, and the 
preservation of such relics as it may possess. This sum is 


about $15,000. 


Believing that the time has come when the public interest 
demands that the Commonwealth should assert its rights and 
assume its duties, your committee feel that no hardship is 
done to the members of the Association. For forty-five 
years the Association has mistakenly assumed and rigorously 
exercised the rights of ownership over five acres of land in 
the heart of a city, and over the most noted monument 
in the country. Its administration of the land has not been 
to the satisfaction of the citizens of Charlestown, who 
desired a freedom and an accommodation entirely incom- 
patible with the interests of the Association. As the land was 
the cause only of expense, and the Monument was the only 
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source of revenue, it was natural and proper that visitors 
should be encouraged mainly to the latter object. 

As guardians of the Monument the active members of the 
Association have had exceptional privileges. They have 
entertained Governors, Presidents, nay, even the heir to the 
British throne; and they have done this in the capacity of 
hosts, among the proudest surroundings which this country 
affords. Your committee is not aware of any other instance 
in which so much has been secured to any individual in 
return for a five-dollar subscription. 

But the time has come when the public needs are great and 
pressing. Public parks have become a necessity, and Charles- 
town is peculiarly unfortunate as lacking vacant land within 
its boundaries which could be applied to this purpose. The 
only spot heretofore suggested lies at the very extremity of 
its limits. It was this urgent need which led to the offering 
of the order under which your committee has acted. For 
the past ten years or more the desire of the residents of 
Charlestown has been to have these five acres, so admirably 
situated for a local park, thrown open to the public on the 
same conditions as the Public Garden and the other smaller 
public grounds are. 

And now that it has become manifest that for forty-five 
years the public has been kept out of its own, either by a 
misunderstanding or a legal technicality, it is certain that the 
public hopes must be fulfilled and the public rights asserted 
and secured. The care of the Monument itself is at a merely 
nominal cost; the expense of taking care of the grounds and 
of providing the necessary police attendance will be felt 
neither by the State nor by the city. 

Another gain, by no means insignificant, will result from 
the assertion by the Commonwealth of its rights in this land. 
For forty-five years visitors have been obliged to pay a toll, 
by no means merely nominal, for ascending the Monument. 
This has been held up as a reproach to us, especially as a 
large proportion of the visitors were not our citizens. The 
Association was not to blame, as it had no other souree of 
revenue. It was the result of the unfortunate blunder which 
left the Monument in private hands, that a tax or toll was 
inevitable. But the reputation of the Commonwealth has 
suffered thereby. 

Your committee feel that the result of the present fulfil- 
ment of the law will be, a free Monument for the country, 
anda free park for the citizens of Boston and all visitors. 
They are advised that the proper step to be taken is, for the 
Governor to demand, in behalf of the Commonwealth, a con- 
veyance from the Bunker Hill Monument Association of the 
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Monument itself, and of all the land owned by the Associa- 
tion, on June 17, 1843, at which date the Monument was 
completed, on the evidence of Daniel Webster. 

As the City of Boston is so greatly interested in this 
measure, it seems proper that the City Council should of- 
ficially call the attention of the Governor to these facts, and, 
moreover, to render any assistance which it can give. 

Your committee therefore recommend the passage of the 
annexed orders.

THIRD ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


FIRE MARSHAL

CITY OF BOSTON. 


(From May 1, 1888, to May 1, 1889.) 


OFFICE OF THE FirE MARSHAL, 
Ciry or Boston, May 1, 1889. 


To the Honorable City Council of the City of Boston: — 


GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to submit herewith, in 
accordance with statutory provision, the third annual report 
of this office. Owing to unavoidable delay in obtaining the 
estimates of losses incurred by reason of several large fires, 
the printing of the report has been necessarily retarded. 
Were I to follow my own inclinations as to the character of 
the year’s official accounting, I should preface it by an at- 
tempt to give an exhaustive, and what might appear a some- 
what doctrinal, treatise on the general subject of the cause 
and origin of fires, illustrated in detail, so far as possible, by 
examples culled from the experience of the past year. Be- 
lieving, however, in view of the rather liberal treatment of 
the principal causes of fires in last year’s report, and for fear 
of inflicting on your honorable body an amount of text 
burdensome to peruse, I shall endeavor to refer as briefly as 
possible to the work of the year, trusting to the statistics 
contained in the various tables to furnish their own lesson. 
Moreover, it becomes imperative, from the very nature of the 
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office, to withhold much interesting and instructive informa- 
tion until, and sometimes even after, results are reached. 

The modus operandi, detail work, and suggestive clews of 
an investigating police, or prosecuting bureau, cannot, with- 
out danger of defeating the very object of its existence, be 
paraded before the public gaze. 

It may be interesting to note that there has been a decrease 
from the percentage of last year in the number of careless 
tires, us also in the amount of loss suffered therefrom. The 
amount of loss caused by accidental fires is placed at forty- 
seven per cent. of the total fire-waste of the year, as against 
thirty-one per cent. last year; and this increase is mainly due 
to fires arising from spontaneous combustion, on account of 
which the percentage of loss is increased from nine per cent. 
last year to thirty-four per cent. this year, and to fires caused 
by electric wires, the number of which has increased three- 
fold over last year. There has been an increase of one-third 
in the number of fires caused by defective construction, as 
also in the amount of loss entailed thereby, six per cent. of 
their respective totals (number and loss) for the year being 
attributed to it. These fires have invariably occurred in old 
buildings which were not erected subject to supervision under 
recent building laws. Clothing and tailor shops, paint-shops 
and stores, printing-oflices, freight- houses, boarding and lodg- 
ing houses, tenements, furniture and picture-frame shops, 
public buildings, such as churches, schools, depots, etc., 
show an increase in the number of fires and in the amount of 
loss; while stables, dwellings (wood and brick), and hotels 
show a decrease. It is a rather remarkable fact that, while 
there has been a slight decrease in the number of storehouse 
fires, yet the loss resulting from them is eight times as large 
as that of last year. In pr roportion to the number of fires aris- 
ing therefrom, spontaneous combustion has proved, as it did 
last year, by far the most expensive cause of fires, eight per 
cent. of the total number being laid at its door, at the same 
time carrying with it over thirty-four per cent. of the year’s 
aggregate loss. 

With the exception of the cases above mentioned, the 
various causes of fires and classes of buildings in which they 
have occurred maintain very nearly last year’s percentages. 
The proportion of loss on buildings and contents is also the 
same as last year, — twenty-eight per cent. on former, 
seventy-two on latter. 

Seven hundred and thirty-three fires have occurred during 
the year, of which 227 caused no loss. There have also 
been 197 needless alarms. The total direct fire-loss of the 
year has been $959,454.35: 
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IK EROSENE. 


It would seem as though the agitation of the subject of 
low-grade oils had been productive of some benefit. It is 
gratifying to remark that as against thirty-six lamp explo- 
sions in 1888, we have to chronicle but eighteen for 1889, 
and in only three of those cases did the oil register below 
the test prescribed by statute. All exploding oils have 
been tested, and they have invariably registered below 127 
degrees F. fire-test. In view of this fact the obvious deduc- 
tion must be drawn that no oil should be allowed to be sold 


which cannot stand an igniting test of at least 130 degrees F. 


INCENDIARISM. 


There have been twenty-three actual incendiary fires, so 
known and classed, or about three per cent. of the total 
number, and these have caused about two per cent. of the 
year’s fire-waste. It must be taken into consideration, how- 
ever, in this connection that of the seven and seven-tenths per 
cent. of the total number of the year’s fires classed as Un- 
known, three per cent. are, beyond all doubt, of incendiary 
origin. There is strong evidence tending to show that ninety- 
nine per cent. of the one and two-tenths per cent. of the total 
number of fires found under the head of “Under Investi- 

ation” are also incendiary; so that a correct classification 
would probably designate seven per cent. of the total num- 
ber of fires as criminal. 

This total number of incendiary fires may be divided into 
four classes: those wherein the motive was a desire for spite 
or revenge (twenty-eight per cent.) ; those wherein innate 
depravity or pure deviltry was the impelling motive (twenty- 
five per cent.); fires set by a “pyromaniac” (seven per 
cent.) ; and, lastly, where the intent was to rob insurance 
companies (forty per cent.). Of this forty per cent. of the 
total number of incendiaries who resorted to the crime of 
arson for the purpose of defrauding insurance companies, all 
but eight per cent. were Polish Jews. Inasmuch as the 
danger of placing insurance on the property of many of these 
people without first having made a careful inspection of the 
risk, if not already known, must be readily apparent from the 
above figures, | deem further comment at the present time 
unnecessary. Suffice it to say that so long as insurance 
companies consent to assume these risks, without having 
previously satisfied themselves that the property to be in- 
sured is not overvalued, and that the chances ef fraud are 
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reduced to a minimum, just so long such fires may be ex- 
pected to occur. 

Convictions were obtained in eight incendiary fires during 
the past year, and proportionate punishment meted out to © 
the culprits. Of these offenders, one, a young girl just 
arrived at the age of puberty, was a confirmed pyromaniac ; 
another set the fires, and then discovered and reported them, 
apparently with a view of showing his vigilance and obtaining 
promotion; and another, who had been discharged from his 
position, fired his employer's place presumably in order to 
be revenged, and to throw the appearance of blame on his 
successor. 

There were six other arrests made for arson; but, as 
sufficient evidence could not be obtained to secure indict- 
ments against the prisoners, they were discharged. 

Mention may be briefly made here of John Lake, alias 
A. R. Abbott, who was convicted of attempting to defraud 
the Glens Falls Insurance Company, of New York, by 
pretending to have had a fire and to have sustained 
therefrom damage on wearing apparel and household goods. 
Lake was sentenced to four years and six months at hard 
labor in the State Prison. 

Lake (or Abbott) had for some years followed the 
business of swindling insurance companies. He went from 
place to place with a quantity of damaged goods, which he 
insured wherever he located. Shortly after he would appear 
at the office of the company insuring him, report a fire on 
his premises, and claim a loss on his property. The damaged 
goods were shown to the company’s representative, and a 
compensation was invariably allowed him for the alleged 
damage. The same goods did service in over twenty so- 
called fires. Lake is known to have succeeded in thus ob- 
taining money in various amounts (averaging $150) from at 
least twenty-five insurance companies throughout the United 
States. 


FIREWORKS. 


In view of the loss of life and property sustained not long 
since, due to a fire in a fireworks store, and of a previous 
ereat damage to life and property in New York from a similar 
disaster, it would certainly seem necessary to compel parties 
dealing in fireworks in the city to keep only on hand a small 
quantity of the dangerous goods in their places of business, 
sufficient for use as samples. The bulk of their stock should 
be stored beyond the city limits, where the chances of damage 
to contiguous property in case of fire would be materially 
lessened, 
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It is to be hoped that the city officials or the Board of 
Underwriters will see that this suggestion is acted upon. 

There were seven deaths caused by fire during the past 
year. Of these, five were due to the careless use of lighted 
kerosene lamps, and the other two were accidental. Two 
persons were also severely injured; one by ignition of 
naphtha vapor, and the other by a careless handling of a 
lighted kerosene lamp. 

As in the past, the Boards of Fire and Police Commission- 
ers, the Superintendent of the Protective Department, and 
those under them, have heartily coédperated in the work of 
the office, and to their assistance much of the success of the 
year’s work is due.

To the Board of Aldermen: — 

GENTLEMEN, — The Board of Health herewith presents a 
list of all buildings that have been condemned and ordered 
vacated by it during the present year, in accordance with 
the request of your “Honorable Board for such information. 

It should be explained that the accompanying list includes 
all houses condemned and ordered to be vacated, but that in 
most instances the owners of the condemned premises have 
chosen to put them in proper sanitary condition after the 
vacating order has been issued, thus relieving such premises 
of final condemnation. Thus of the fifty-nine houses ordered 
vacated, but nineteen were actually vacated and abandoned 
as residences. 

In each instance where an order to vacate premises has 
been issued, notice has been given to the owner of such 
action, in accordance with the suggestion of the Law 
Department, which has decided that when a building has 
been vacated by order of the Board of Health, the care and 
custody of the building remains with the owner, and he 
must protect it from injury, or suffer the loss that may result 
from his neglect to do so.

1,280 petitions to the Board of Aldermen for the trimming and remoyal 
of trees. 
335 police reports of dangerous and obstructing trees. 
285 verbal complaints at office. 
320 complaints by letter. 
63 trees blown down and removed. 
72 ordered by the Board of Aldermen to be removed, the expense to 
be charged to the Department of Common, ete. (for which no 
provision was made in the annual appropriation). 


Adding the number of new trees which I have caused to 
be planted each year since 1883, at which time the foregoing 
census was taken, it is safe to estimate the number of trees 
in this department at about 80,000, and as nearly every one of 
them needs skilful handling, it will be readily understood 
that a work of such care and magnitude cannot be success- 
fully accomplished without a suitable appropriation. I will 
simply say here, that ifthe trees were once under control, the 
sum of $2,000 added each year to the regular appropriation 
would keep them from falling into the disgraceful condition 
I found them, and in which they have since remained for lack 
of funds.

JUNE, 1889. 


In Boarp or ALDERMEN, Aug. 19, 1889. 


The Special Committee of the Board of Aldermen ap- 
pointed to visit and inspect the jail and the other houses of 
detention in the County of Suffolk, having made the inspec- 
tion required by law, submits its first semi-annual report : — 


SAI: 


The Inspectors visited the jail June 21, and made a thor- 
ough examination of every building connected with it, and 
found every part of the institution extremely clean and neat. 
The Inspectors conversed with the prisoners, and found all 
satisfied with their treatment and food, and no one made any 
complaint whatever. Tor twelve years, each committee has 
called the attention of the Board of Aldermen to the necessity 
for new windows in the jail. This committee feels com- 
pelled to report that the twelve years’ wear since the matter 
was first mentioned has not improved the condition of these 
windows, and that they are liable to blow in during a bad 
storm, leaving the jail in a condition unfit for occupancy, 
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and presenting a problem of “ What to do with the prisoners 
during the time required to replace them,” especially should 
such a catastrophe occur during the winter. The food was 
found to be of good quality, and the prisoners questioned by 
the committee said they received a sufficient quantity. The 
health of the inmates was good. 


RETREAT FOR THE INSANE, DORCHESTER. 


The Inspectors visited this institution on June 21. The 
buildings were found to be clean, and the health of the in- 
mates good. The accommodations are not adequate for the 
number now at the institution, and your committee found 
the women’s part altogether too crowded for health or com- 
fort. This institution is for the chronic insane, and the 
location is a good one for such an institution; the farm was 
in good condition, and the flower-beds were very attractive. 
The barn, a very dilapidated building, was being repaired. 


Lunatic HOSPITAL. 


This institution was visited July 22, and the Inspectors are 
constrained to say that the building isa disgrace to the city of 
Boston. It is some fifty years old, and certainly as many years 
behind the times in accommodations and means for caring 
for the unfortunates confined there. In these times, when 
so much advancement has been made in the treatment of the 
insane, it seems strange that the city of Boston, renowned 
for its benevolence to people in distress, should not better 
provide for its own unfortunates. Many of those sent to this 
institution, with proper facilities for treatment, could be dis- 
charged cured, and the fact that any are now so discharged 
is not due to the accommodations furnished, but reflects great 
credit upon those in charge. So crowded is this institution 
that only three grades of patients can be made, when there 
should be five times that number. As a consequence, those 
only mildly insane are compelled to live in the same ward 
with those who are much worse, and even violent at times, — 
a condition of affairs hardly conducive to recovery. 

The location is not, in the opinion of your committee, a 
proper one; the grounds are not sufficiently large for out- 
door exercise, and in the winter months there is no place for 
exercise. 

Your committee is aware that many things are needed, and 
that the money cannot be obtained for them all; but nothing 
is more needed than a proper hospital for the insane. While 
on this subject it may be well to remark that your committee 
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was struck with the fact that everything needful for the com- 
fort and health of our criminals has been provided, while our 
poor and insane are apparently neglected and improperly 
cared for. ' 

At present Boston has many patients in the State institu- 
tions for whom she pays large amounts, because our own 
institutions are inadequate. This system involves a hardship 
on those residents of Boston who have relatives or friends 
thus placed in the State institutions, because they are com- 
pelled to travel a long distance to visit them, and because 
they are often unable to bear the necessary expense of such 
a visit. 

From an economic standpoint it might be well to consider 
whether this is cheaper than it would be to provide one large 
institution of our own capable of accommodating all. 

On June 30, 1889, there were in the various State institu- 
tions six hundred and seventy persons, distributed as fol- 
lows : —

The city of Boston pays for each of these $3.25 per week 
for board, or a total of $113,230 per year; added to this 
would be the expense of transportation, etc. 


MARCELLA-STREET HomME. 


This Home was visited on June 21, and your committee 
are pleased to report that they found it a model institution 
in every way, clean and healthy. Here are all the pauper 
and neglected children, and on the day of our visit we found ' 
the family consisted of four hundred and _ twenty-three 
children, of whom only three boys and four girls were sick 
in the hospital, and only one of these seriously. 

_ There was almost an entire absence of sore eyes, a dis- 
temper very prevalent in the institution a few years since. 
The children here have the same course of school instruction 
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as in the public schools, and during the past year a kinder- 

garten has been added. Every effort is made to give the 
children a useful education. “The girls are taught hand- 
sewing, and also the use of a sewing-machine. All the 
clothes for the girls and the shirts for the boys are made by 
the girls. Knitting- machines are run by the boys, and all 
the stockings used here and at Rainsford Island are made 
by them. Duri ing the hours allowed for recieation the chil- 
dren gather on the large playground, and seem to enjoy 
themselves as much as the more fortunate ones who have 
homes of their own. Judging from the appearance and 
manner of the children whom we met and talked with, we 
should say there was no cause for complaint, and that the 
children were kindly treated and well cared for. The food 
was tested and found to be good. 

The swill-sheds of the Health Department mentioned in 
the preceding reports are still located in the rear of the 
Home, and are a nuisance, as well as a menace to the health 
of the institution. When the wind is from the west, all the 
windows on that side must be closed, as the dump is within 
fifty feet of the building. Your committee again recom- 
mend the immediate removal of this’ nuisance. 


HouskE OF CORRECTION. 


At the time of our inspection, July 22, we found confined 
here four hundred and thirty-six menand eighty-five women, 
there being ninety less than at the time of the last inspection. 
The health of the inmates was good; there were five men 
confined in the hospital, two of whom were consumptive, and 
three suffering from slight ailments ; of the women, only one 
was in the hospital, and she was suffering from a lung dis- 
ease. The hospital is not a good one, as it is not open 
enough to admit a sufficient supply of air and light, and is 
not a proper place for the treatment of the sick. ' The prison 
is not sufficiently large to properly confine the number of 
prisoners constantly here, and it is extremely hard to main- 
tain proper discipline in its present crowded condition. 
There is also a lack of cells for the solitary confinement of 
unruly prisoners, who, when confined in the ordinary cells, 
disturb the other prisoners who are disposed to be peaceable. 
This lack of solitary cells tends to the frequent occurrence 
of such disturbances as recently took place at the institution, 
The men were employed, some in making clothes, others in 
doing the necessary work around the ‘institution. Some 
complaint was made about the food, but your committee ex- 
amined and tested it, and found it to be excellent in quality,

and of sufficient quantity, and are of the opinion that the 
complaints were without foundation. 

Your committee would recommend for the consideration of 
the City Council the advisability of constructing a new wing 
to the prison, with proper hospital accommodations. 


DEER ISLAND. 


House of Industry, House of eformation, and Truant 
School. 


On July 22, the Inspectors visited all the institutions on 
the island, and found everything in the very best order. 
Every part of the different buildings was visited and found 
extremely clean. The grounds about the buildings were 
well kept, and tastily adorned with plants and flowers, 
while the farm and gardens, with the well-stored barns, gave 
every indication of careful cultivation. 

Some of the men were employed in farm work and the 
care of the live-stock; others were cutting edgestones and 
catch-basins, which are sold to the Paving and Sewer De- 
partments ; and the remainder were engaged in various other 
occupations. A large number of the men are sent to Long 
Island daily to work on the farm. The women were em- 
ployed about the institution attending to the necessary work. 
Here is a model hospital, with ample room for men and 
women, having an appearance of comfort not seen in other 
institutions. The health of the inmates was good, and the 
needs of the sick were well looked after. The committee 
repeat what has been said by previous committees, “that the 
present building is not large enough, and means must be 
provided for enlarging the male wing of the prison.” The 
House of Reformation and Truant School were both visited, 
and found to be in excellent condition. In the House of 
Reformation the boys were employed in learning to print, and 
from samples of their work we are of the opinion that some 
of them, at least, will become proficient in the trade. In 
the Truant School the children were at their studies during 
our visit. 

Your conimittee repeats that Deer Island is not a proper 
place to send these children. They are not considered crim- 
inals, yet they are sent to a place where every association is 
with criminals, and every effort made to reform and properly 
train them is more than balanced by the influence of a long 
connection with criminals. Your committee recommends 
that some other place be provided for these children. 

The aim of the management seems to be to keep all em- 
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ployed, and in this it is successful. The food at the several 
institutions was tested, and found to be of good quality. 

Your committee hopes that the suggestions contained in 
this report will be carefully considered by the City Council, 
and that some, at least, of Une recommendations will receive 
favorable action. 

The reports of the several Superintendents are annexed, 
and are recommended to your attention.

In Boarp or ALDERMEN, Aug. 19, 1889. 


The Joint Special Committee on Charles-river Bridges 
beg leave to submit the following report, in part, upon the 
subject-matter referred to them. On Dec. 17, 1888, His 
Honor the Mayor sent the following communication to the 
City Council : — 


“To the Honorable the City Council: — 


“ GENTLEMEN, —I respectfully submit herewith a com- 
munication from the Secretary of War in relation to altera- 
tions in Charles-river and Warren bridges. To make these 
alterations it will cost a large sum of money, and perhaps 
necessitate the rebuilding of said bridges. It will be seen 
that new structures are contemplated, and, if insisted upon, 
will cost perhaps $2,500,000. 

“In conversation with engineers and others, I am led to 
believe that the demand is arbitrary and uncalled for, that 
in fact, no great necessity exists for such a change. 

“I hope that the communications will be referred to a 
committee to consider and report what action in the matter 
is necessary.

On Jan. 2, 1889, the said committee reported, recommend- 
ing reference to the next City Government, which reference 
was ordered, and on Jan. 14, 1889, this committee was ap- 
pointed to consider and report upon the advisability of 
petitioning Congress for legislation authorizing the closing of 


ca 
Charles river to navigation above Charles-river bridge. The 


message of the Mayor above referred to, together with the 
order presented last year, requesting the Mayor to petition 
Congress for a repeal of the law requiring alterations upon 
bridges as described in the River and Harbor bill, were 
taken from the files and referred to this committee. In 
regard to the order referred, your committee are of the 
opinion that it ought not to pass, for the reason that the law 
is general in its provisions and applies to all cities and towns 
controlling navigable rivers. In regard to the large and 
more important subject submitted for consideration, viz., 
the advisability of taking some action towards closing 
Charles river to navigation above Charles-river bridge, your 
committee ask for further time, but desire to call the atten- 
tion of the City Council to the opinion of the Corporation 
Counsel, herewith submitted, to the effect that the river 
may be closed by joint action of Congress and the Legislature 
of the Commonwealth, Without any liability on the part of the 
city for damages on account of such action. 

In regard “to alterations in Charles-river and Warren 
bridges, as directed by the Secretary of War, Mayor O’Brien, 
in the communication above cited, ohtininted that said altera- 
tions would cost the city $2,500,000; since then it has been 
learned that the Commissioners of West Boston, Craigie’s, 
and Prison-point bridges received a similar notice, so that to 
comply with the order of the Secretary of War would in- 
volve an expenditure estimated at $5,000,000. 

If public convenience, or the necessity of the case, de- 
manded such radical changes in the said bridges, the expense, 
though large, would not deter the city of Boston from mak- 
ing them; but your committee are of the opinion that such is 
not the fact. 

The Charles river is entirely within the State, and is 
navigable for only a short distance, and in winter navigation 
is obstructed by ice, oftentimes during the greater part of 
the season. ‘There is no passenger traffic, and the park im- 
provements upon the banks of the river on the Boston side 
have practically done away with the wharf facilities: up to 
Cottage-farm bridge, and the proposed improvements upon 
the banks of the river on the Cambridge side will tend to do 


> 
away with wharf facilities on that side. The maritime in- 
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terests of the river are diminishing in importance and value 
year by year; while, on the other hand, the various business 
interests making use of the bridges are constantly increasing 
in importance and value, and the demand is for better facil- 
ities for crossing the river by bridges rather than for its use 
as a navigable stream. The Charles-river bridge was the 
first constructed, and was built in 1786. The method of 
construction and the grades of this bridge were adopted for 
the other city bridges, and it is fair to presume that the 
grades are the most convenient for public travel, and the 
alterations called for would cause such a change in the ap- 
proaches to the bridges as would be detrimental to large 
business interests. It is doubtful whether the River and 
Harbor bill was intended for such streams as the Charles 
river. Your committee are of the opinion, that at least 
there is sufficient ground for a stay in the proceedings, in 
order that the city of Boston, on whom the burden of the 
expense will fall without any prospects of benefits accruing, 
may have an opportunity to be heard and present such 
_ evidence as will place the matter in its true light before the 
proper authorities, and accordingly recommend the passage 
of the following order.

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Following is the opinion of the Corporation Counsel : — 


“City oF Boston, 
OFFICE OF THE CORPORATION COUNSEL, 
July 31, 1889. 


“To the Honorable the Committee on Charles-river 
Bridges : — 

GENTLEMEN, — I have received your request for my 
opinion as to ‘where the authority is for closing the draws 
of the bridges crossing Charles river,’ ete., unis have given 
such attention to it as I have been able to do, and in reply 
have to say that: The Charles river, at the places where 
said bridges stand, is navigable; and, though wholly within 
the territory of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, it is 
one of ‘the navigable waters of the United States;’ and I 
do not think the draws in those bridges can now be closed, 
so as to prevent navigation beyond them, except under the 
authority of the Legislature of said Commonwealth, and 
the assent (by an act) of Congress of the United States. 
The idea that such a navigable stream cannot be bridged 
over so as to obstruct navigation therein is an error. 

“The decisions of Federal and State courts are to the effect 
that a bridge erected over a navigable stream, which is in its 
whole length within the territory of a single State, like the 
Charles river, pursuant to the authority of the Legislature of 
such State, is a lawful structure, although such bridge intey- 
feres with the navigation of such stream, until Congressional 
interposition. A leading case is Gilman v. City of Phila- 
delphia, 3 Wall., Reps., “713. An attempt was there made, 
by a complaint in the Cireuit Court of the United States, to 


prevent the erection of a bridge across the Schuylkill river, 


pursuant to an act of the Legislature of Pennsylvania. It. 


was admitted that the bridge, which was without a draw, 
and only thirty feet above the water, would prevent naviga- 
tion above it by sailing vessels, and result.in injury to the 
complainant’s wharf property above the bridge, on which, 
from time immemorial, considerable commerce had been car- 
ried on in such vessels. On the complainant’s appeal from 
the decision of the Circuit Court, the Supreme Court of the 
United States dismissed the complaint, upon the ground that 
the Legislature of the State had the power to authorize the 
erection of such bridge across a river, wholly within the 
State of Pennsylvania, there being then no act of Congress 
forbidding it. To the same effect is Cardwell v. American 
Bridge Co., 113 U.S. Reps., 205. And there has been, with 
much propriety, a disposition on the part of the federal goy- 
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ernment to allow the local authority, that is, the Legislature 
of the State in which such stream is situated, to determine 
the character of bridges across it, although to some 
extent such _ bridges interfere with navigation therein. 
In Hamilton v. Vicksburg Railroad Company, 119 U.S. 
Reps., 282, the Court said: ‘As has often been said by this 
Court, bridges are merely connecting links of turnpikes, 
beets and Peaalronds: and the commerce over them may be 
much greater than on the streams which they cross. A 
break in the line of railroad communication, from the want 
of a bridge, may produce much greater inconvenience to the 
public than the obstruction to navigation caused by a bridge 
with proper draws. In such cases the local authority can 
best determine which of the two modes of transportation 
should be favored, and how far either should be made sub- 
servient to the other.’ See also Pound v. Turek, 95 U.S. 


Reps., 459. In Escanaba Company v. Chicago, 107 U.S. 


Reps., 673, the city of Chicago erected a bridge across the 
Chicago river, at a place w here, according to the statement 
of the Court, ‘ the river and its tributaries are crowded with 
vessels of all kinds, sailing craft, steamers, boats, barges 
and tugs, moving backw ards and forwards, and loading 
and unloading, where to these vessels unrestricted naviga- 
tion is of the utmost importance.’ 

“The city of Chicago, by an ordinance, forbade the opening 
of the draws of suid bridge for any purpose, for an hour in 
the morning and an hour in the afternoon, and between these 
hours allowed it to be opened for only ten minutes at any one 
time. Ina complaint made, that the bridge so used was an 
obstruction to navigation, it was held by the Supreme Court 
of the United States that the ordinance was a reasonable one, 
and the Court said that ‘ Nowhere could the power to control 
bridges in that city, their construction, form, and strength, 
and the size of their draws, and the manner and times of 
using them, be better vested than with the State or the au- 
thorities of the city upon whom it has devolved that duty.’ 
A statement very pertinent, I think, to the construction and 
management of diaws in the bridges which cross Charles 
river. It is not every hindrance or temporary delay to ves- 
sels caused by bridges which have been erected pursuant to 
State authority over a navigable water that constitutes an 
obstruction to ‘free navigi ation,’ within the true meaning of 
that term. In the opinion of Judge Field, in Bridge Com- 
pany v. United States, 105 U.S. Reps., 496, he said : ‘ By 
free navigation is not meant navigation entirely clear of ob- 
struction.’ Aiftan speaking of the meaning of that term in 
European waters, he further says: ‘In this country the nay- 
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igation of a river is allowed to be free when it is kept open 
for vessels, clear of such physical obstructions as would re- 
tard their passage beyond what is required for the necessary 
transit over the stream. The delays attendant upon the 
necessary transit of persons and property are not deemed to 
be inconsistent with the free navigation of the river, in the 
legal sense of this term. In this matter of rights in respect 
to such stre am, 1 do not see that a right to go up or down 
a river in a boat i is superior to the right to cross such river, 
whether the crossing be by a bridge or boat. It seems to me 


that the question is, if these so-called rights come in conflict, 


what will best subserve the public welfare. 

“The first time, so far as I know, that the government of 
the United States manifested any disposition to interfere 
with the bridges across the Charles river was in the order of 
the Secretary of War, served upon the city in December 
last. The Secretary referred for his authority in the prem- 
ises to an act of Congress of Aug. 11, 1888. This order 
requires such alterations in the Charles-river and Warren 
bridges as will, in the opinion of Mayor O’Brien, expressed 
in a message to the City Council, Dec. 17, 1888, amount 
substantially to a reconstruction of these bridges, ‘at a cost 
perhaps of $2,500,000.’ The Charles-river bridge was 
built in 1786, and the Warren bridge was built in 1828ineT 
am not aware that there was in 1888 any greater cause for 
the interference of the government of the United States as 
to the construction of these bridges than there was in any 
of the preceding years of their existence. Both were well- 
known and, to some extent, historical bridges, recognized by 
at least one department of the federal government fifty years 
ago, in the famous litigation between the proprietors of said 
bridges. See 11 Peters, U.S.S.C. Reps., 420. I am 
informed that the city of Boston had no notice that the govy- 
ernment of the United States had under consideration, at any 
time, any such purpose as was shown in said order; and 
that no opportunity whatever was given to the city of Bos- 
ton to be heard in the subject-matter of that order before it 
was issued. If I am right in this, I think there is just 
ground for an application to the present Secretary of War, 
or to Congress, for a withdrawal of the order, or at least a 
modification of it. But if performance of it can be enforced, 
and it is likely to be insisted upon, to be followed, perhaps, 
with similar orders as to all other bridges on the river, I 
should think the evident purpose of your inquiry not inop- 
portune. There are many precedents for the assent of 


Congress to the construction of bridges over such navigable © 


waters of the United States.

“In reply to your inquiry as to what would be the damage, 
or measure of damages, recoverable by owners of lands or 
wharves above the bridges, from the closing of the draws 
therein, I have to say that, assuming, of course, that the 
draws are closed by competent authority, I do not under- 
stand that such wharf owner or land owner above said 
bridges could recover any damages for, or in consequence 
of, closing said draws. This is, I think, settled in the fol- 
lowing, among many other cases : —

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EXAMINER'S REPORT. 


Boston, July 10, 1889. 


To the Joint Standing Committee on the Treasury Department : — 


GENTLEMEN, — Acting upon instructions received from your 
committee, I have made a complete examination of the books and 
accounts of the Treasurer of the City of Boston for the year 
ending on the thirtieth day of April last, being for the fiscal year 
of 1888-9. 

I beg leave to place before you this report : — 

On the morning of June 13 last I commenced by taking an 
account of all cash on hand in the Treasurer’s office, detailed 
items of which will be found on statement attached, numbered 1. 

Then going personally to all of the thirty-four banks in which 
the city had deposits (with the exception of the six suburban 
banks, two each in Roxbury and Charlestown, one each in Brighton 
and East Boston, from which I procured by mail cashier’s certifi- 
cates), I verified from the books of said banks, direct, the amount 
to the Treasurer’s credit at the close of business on the 12th June. 

Doing the same service simultaneously in respect to the deposits 
of the Treasurer of the Sinking-Funds at such banks where both 
accounts were kept, I found that each department had to its credit 
its own proper fund, as represented on their respective books. 

On Statement No. 2 you will find alist of banks in which the city 
money was lodged, and the amount in each, with, in two cases in 
which the business was active, the accounts ‘‘ reconciled” by a 
memorandum of cheques outstanding. 


These statements (Nos. 1 and 2) show cash on 

hand June 12, at close of business . t - $2,057,554 74 
From May 1 to this time the excess of payments 

over receipts, as shown by the books, was : 1,004,282 77 


which proves the amount on hand as of May1 . $3,058,837 51 


Statement No. 1 shows the particulars of all this. 

_ Following the proving the cash on hand on May 1, I made a 
thorough and detailed examination of the entire clerical work 
of all books having to do with the income and outgo of cash, 
all additions, postings, ledger balancings, all entries whatsoever. 
I made careful scrutiny of all vouchers, bills, drafts, and papers 
sustaining the disbursement of moneys. 

The great bulk of such payments are upon special and general 
orders drawn by the Mayor, and these agree with the accounts of 
the Auditor, with the exception of some few items not having been 
called for by the payees. These unpaid balances are duly noted 
in a book kept for that purpose, and pass with the new fiscal year 
into the account called ‘‘ Old claims,” as per credit on balance- 
sheet. 
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On statement marked ‘‘ No. 2,” I give you a summary of the 
cash transactions for the year 1888-9. 

This I make up from the books direct, independent of any similar 
account rendered by the Treasurer. 

On Sheet No. 3 is given the condition of the account entitled 
‘* Pay-roll tailings.’’ This is as it stood June 8 (same June 12). 
The money is on deposit at bank, drawing interest. It is made up 
of fragments of pay-rolls, very many in number, and extending 
back, much of it, more than ten years. Most, probably, of those 
to whom it was due, will never be heard from. 

It would be well, I think, if the Treasurer could be authorized 
to wipe out some hundreds of these old pay-rolls, and carry the 
remnants, unmistakably ‘* dead,” to some convenient account. 

As it is, they have to be handled over and over again, to no 
purpose, and are rapidly wearing out. 

The Treasurer is the custodian of the following funds, the 
securities all of which I have examined and find correct : —

These securities are in the City of Boston debt, and agree with 
amounts as detailed in the Auditor’s Report, with these excep- 
tions: In Public Library Trust Funds (Treadwell Fund), in 
addition to the $3,700 Boston four per cent. bonds, the Treasurer 
has in his possession, — 


16 shares Boston & Albany Railroad, 

6 ‘** Boston & Providence Railroad, 
12 ‘* Fitchburg Railroad, 

1 share Vermont & Mass. Railroad, 
18 shares Cambridge Lyceum, 


and, in Evergreen Cemetery Trust Funds, only the $1,000 Boston 
four per cent. is in hands of Treasurer, the $100 Boston five per 
cent. being in custody of the Auditor. 

On Sheet No. 4 I give you a Balance Sheet from the ledger, —a 
balance only of the cash on hand, showing to what accounts, or 
credits, that cash is held. 

On No. 5 is a general Balance Sheet from the books other than 
the cash items. This deals with only, and shows the entire 
funded debt of, the city; the debits being general subdivisions, 
and the credits the details of each particular loan, 
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This is irrespective of the sinking-funds, which, in a manner, 
qualify this as a statement of the city indebtedness. 

As to the executive work, style, method, and general condition 
of the books and papers connected with the accounting depart- 
ment, nothing more need be said than that they are as they 
should be.

Report ON EXAMINATION OF ACCOUNTS. 3 


Which sum is classified in the Collector’s report under the heads of 
Mortgage Bonds, Betterments, Taxes, Water dues, etc. 

It is a subject of remark and congratulation that the accounts 
due the city are collected so closely. For the thirteen years, 
1875-1887, inclusive, since the Collector’s office was established, 
the average amount of taxes on real estate standing unpaid on 
May 1, 1889, was only ;,;°,5 of one per cent., and but 7,45 of one 
per cent. was uncollected on personal estate. The considerable 
sums paid since May 1 would materially reduce that percentage if 
calculated at the date of my examination. 

The large amount of overlayings for the years 1822-1875 — 
$255,234.68 — is nearly all uncollectable for various reasons, and is 
not only deceiving, but an encumbrance on the Collector’s books. 

I did not extend my examination so far as to be able to assert 
positively that the details uncollected would foot up to agree with 
the totals in above table, for the reason that it would involve the 
consumption of much time to no profit. The checks and safe- 
guards on the Collector are so numerous that the chance for error 
is almost infinitesimal ; everything points to their correctness. 

There was no cash in the Collector’s hands, except the Residue 
of Tax Sales, mentioned later, the statutes requiring him to pay 
all sums received to the Treasurer daily.

This is cash in the hands of the Collector belonging to sundry 
parties, in which the city has no interest, and so does not appear 
in the Collector’s books. It accumulated before the existence of 
the present law’ requiring such amounts to be paid to the City 
Treasurer. The statute not being retroactive, the amount in the 
Collector’s hands remains there, subject to the call of the persons 
interested.

MESSAGE OF MAYOR 


TRANSMITTING A REPORT OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF STREETS 


AS TO THE CONDITION AND, IMMEDIATE REQUIRE- 
MENTS FOR THE PUBLIC STREETS. 


City oF Boston, 
EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 


To the Honorable the City Council : — 


GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to transmit herewith a 
special report from the Superintendent as to the condition 
and immediate requirements of our public streets. Similar 
statements, if less elaborate and specific, have emanated from 
the former superintendent, and are shared by all competent 
persons in this community. 

It appears that since 1870, with few exceptions, we have 
made diminishing appropriations for the paving and mainte- 
nance of our streets, and that the appropriation for the current 
financial year is wholly insufficient. The Superintendent of 
Streets shows in detail, and by streets, that his department 
needs $1,971,450 for work which should be undertaken at 
once. 

I have no hesitation in expressing general concurrence 
in the facts and figures presented by the Superintendent. 
Our streets are not so well paved or macadamized as good 
judgment and the public interest require. And owing to 
insufficient appropriations the work of maintenance has 
greatly suffered. Yet maintenance, perpetual vigilance, and 
constant care are only less necessary than are good paving 
and macadamizing at the outset, 
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The report herewith submitted should be printed as a 
public document for the information of both the City Coun- 
cil, which has to provide the means, and the public, which 
pays the taxes, and is the chief sufferer when our streets are 
not in reasonably good condition.

DEAR Sir, — In view of the wide attention which has re- 
cently been given by the press to the streets of Boston, I 
deem it a proper time to submit an official report on their 
condition, together with some suggestions as to their care 
and maintenance. 

We are told that our streets are in a wretched condition, 
and that they have been steadily going from good to bad, and 
from bad to worse, for a number of years past. That much 
of this criticism is true, we cannot fail to admit, for dirt, 
dust, and ruts are of too palpable a nature to escape the 
notice of the most superficial observer. Depressions in the 
surfaces of streets paved with granite blocks, and ruts or 
hollows in the surfaces of macadamized and asphalt roads, 
when they become the rule rather than the exception, are a 
great personal discomfort, as well as actual pecuniary loss, 
through wear and tear of horse flesh and vehicles, to all who 
have occasion to use them. | 

The chief cause which has led to this unfortunate condi- 
tion is as apparent as the condition itself, and one has but 
to study the appropriation bills of the last two decades, to- 
gether with a few ordinances passed by the city government 
during the same time, to get at the kernel of the matter. 

The following table gives the appropriation for each fiscal 
year since 1869 : —

Previous to 1882 the pay of the workmen was at the rate 
of $1.75 a day; in 1882, by city ordinance, the pay was 
fixed at $2 a day. This item alone, with a working force of 
700 men, absorbs over $50,000 of the appropriation. By 
_ ordinance of 1889 a half-holiday weekly for four months was 
allowed, requiring about $12,000 more of the appropriation, 
making $62,000, which may be considered as unavailable, when 
comparing the present with appropriations prior to 1882. I 
do not here question the wisdom of these orders, but there 
seems to be an inconsistency in legislation which cannot fail 
to weaken the efficiency of the department, without a corre- 
sponding increase in the appropriations. 

Again, the growth of the city, and the consequent increase 
in her street mileage, is a factor which seems to have been 
lost sight of by the critics; during the past ten years the 
length of streets has increased from 3564 miles to 4114, or 
154 per cent. In view of these facts, the following example 
in compound proportion becomes interesting : If, in 1880, 
when Mr. Harris was at the head of the depar tment, it re- 
quired $1,052,460 to maintain 3564 miles of streets, nae the 
laborer’s pay at $1.75 per day, how many dollars will be 
required to maintain 4114 miles of streets, with the pay of 
laborers at $2 a day? 

Instead of $1,387,776, we find ourselves with the smallest 
general appropriation for twenty years, and with four excep- 
tions, the smallest when the general and special appropria- 
tions are added. 

It is plainly evident that the necessary amount for the 
proper maintenance of the streets has not been appropriated 
for the last few years, and that the administrations during 
those years, while shouting economy and low taxes, have 
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simply drawn upon the former excellent condition of the 
streets, as upon so much stored-up capital. 

It is related of a former officer of our city, when his atten- 
tion was called to the meagreness of the paving appropriation, 
that he replied, “ The streets of Boston are in first-rate order, 
and we will get two or three years’ wear out of them on the 
reform and low tax issue, and then we will have another 
issue.” 

In East Boston, Charlestown, South Boston, and Brighton 
the streets are, with the exception of the cobble-stone pave- 
ments, in good order, due chiefly to the fact that these dis- 
tricts are small, and the permanent force employed, and the 
amount expended, larger in proportion to the street mileage 
than in other sections; the same cannot be said of the stone 
pavements of the city proper, or of macadamized streets of 
Roxbury, West Roxbury, and Dorchester. These, as a rule, 
are in bad condition, and the department, with the present 
means at its disposal, finds it difficult to keep pace with the 
rapid growth of business and population, and the urgent 
calls for street improvements in those sections. The great 
thoroughfares leading through Dorchester, Roxbury, and 
West Roxbury are a deplorable legacy from the past. Dor- 
chester and Blue Hill avenues, Centre, Parker, and Wash- 
ington streets, Huntington and Commonwealth avenues, as 
will be seen from the accompanying table of estimates, will 
require a large sum to put them in thorough repair, and while 
it is possible that some portion of this work may be accom- 
plished before the year is out, yet the indications seem to 
show that the present appropriation, with the thousand im- 
perative demands upon it, will not be adequate for the 
purpose. 

Before starting upon extensive repairs, some greater re- 
strictions should be placed upon the gas, water, electric, 
sewer, and other corporations, which have occasion to tear 
up our streets; this is one of the most fruitful causes of our 
uneven pavements, as well as a constant tax upon the re- 
sources of the department, and calls loudly for a remedy. It _ 
is impossible to restore a street to its former compact and 
homogeneous condition after a trench has been cut through it. 

Only six months must now elapse before a street is liable 
to be torn up anew; an extension of this time should be made 
to at least two years for block-stone and macadam, and a 
longer period for asphalt pavements; all house connections 
for water, gas, and other service can and should be put in 
to the curb-line when the main pipes are laid; these require- 
ments might bring some inconvenience upon other depart- 
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ments, but it would be justified by the greater comfort of the 
public, and durability of the street surfaces. 

On taking charge of this office on the first of April last, 
I found the department deficient in material of all kinds; 
everything seemed to have been worn threadbare, and a large 
expenditure was necessary to restore it to an efficient work- 
ing basis; very little crushed stone, which a wise economy 
would require to be manufactured during the winter months, 
was on hand; through lack of this material it has been 
found necessary to keep.a portion of the force constantly in 
the ledges, when they should have been employed upon the 
streets. 

A prime requisite in making a macadamized road is that 
the crushed stone composing the metalled surface shall be 
uniform in its quality and power of resistance to wear. [ 
find that in the surfacing of our streets but little attention 
has been paid to this; stone of an inferior quality has been 
largely used, and placed in close connection with that of a 
more durable nature, resulting, through its uneven wear, in 
a rapid breaking up of the road. 

One of my first steps was to look for a ledge conveniently 
located to supply the Back Bay section, and that part of 
Roxbury contiguous to the city proper; the ledge belong- 
ing to the Roxbury Stone Company, situated on Tremont 
street, near Huntington avenue, after a careful examination, 
was found in every respect suited to the requirements; it 
was conveniently located as a point of distribution, the ma- 
terial was of the very best for road purposes, and the con- 
dition of the quarry was such that a large amount of material 
could be made available in a very short time. This stone 
has been found by the testing machine in the U.S. Arsenal 
at Watertown, to have a much greater resistance to crushing 
than granite; it is a close-grained conglomerate rock, with 
a matrix so tenacious that the pebbles, composed chiefly of 
the most durable stones, are broken before they are detached 
from their bed; this stone possesses in a remarkable degree 
the three prime requisites of good road material: it is hard, 
tough, and not affected by the weather. 

This quarry has been in operation but a short time, and 
already we have obtained results which show that crushed 
stone can be put upon the streets at a lower cost than this 
department has ever obtained it by purchase in years past. 

The stone pavements of the city are in most cases badly 
worn, and to such an extent that much of it is little better 
than cobble-stone. This is due in some measure to the small 
block, generally known as the Boston block, which was 
adopted many years ago, and which is found, after a few 
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years’ wear, to become rounded. I have adopted the large 
block for all new work, and believe it will be found to give 
much better results. 

One of the first things to strike a careful observer of the 
streets of Boston is the lack of uniformity in their cross 
sections. The macadam roads particularly bear, in most 
cases, a strong resemblance to a barrel on its bilge, resulting 
from a constant building up in making repairs without having 
removed the detritus; to establish a uniformity in these 
matters a set of plans has been issued, and sent to each fore- 
man, showing the desired cross section for streets of different 
widths, and the amount of crown, width of gutter, sidewalk, 
etc., in each case. <A set of rules for the guidance of the 
foreman, a copy of which is herewith enclosed, has also been 
issued. 

I find a disposition on the part of the men in the depart- 
ment, as a whole, to faithfully perform their duty. I have 
endeavored to impress upon them that a day’s work will be 
required for a day’s pay, and that it is for their personal 
good,’as well as for the good of the department, that all 
drones should be known and promptly dropped. Economy 
has been practised, discipline enforced, and the resultant 
efficiency, though not beyond improvement, I know to be 
good.

To the Honorable the City Council of Boston : — 


GENTLEMEN, —In compliance with your order of May 
PUsrLooUs That the Inspector of Buildings be requested to 
consider and report to the City Council w yhat action should 
be taken on the report of the Committee on Public Build- 
ings of last year, in relation to the defects found in the Lin- 
coln School-house, South Boston, and the Comins and 
Lowell School-houses, Roxbury; and what measures ought 
to be taken to secure the safety of teachers and pupils in 
said school-houses in case of fire,” I have the honor to 
respectfully submit that the question of a direct and safe 
retreat from a school-house demands thoughtful considera- 
tion. The sacredness of life and its preservation, and how 
it can best be preserved in case of exposure to flame and 
smoke, should not be treated with indifference, and teachers 
and pupils should not be subjected, under any pretences, to 
the bewildering influences of the same. 

The department has made a careful study of the question, 
and made a thorough inspection of our school buildings in 
all their relations to the question of safety, to wit : Strength of 
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walls, solidity of foundation, sufficiency of exits, method of 
heating and ventilation, and, in case of fire, liability to a 
panic; and whether the building would be swift or slow in 
destruction in case of’ fire. 

~The Department of Public Buildings has been served with 
a copy of the report of the condition of our school buildings, 
in their relation to the above questions, and also a demand in 
the form of a requisition, with a diagram, setting forth the 
changes required. ‘These are all embodied in your com- 
mittee’s report. 

I would, therefore, recommend to your honorable body 
that the subject-matter of school-houses be referred to the 
Superintendent of Public Buildings, with instructions to 
remedy the defects as set forth in said TSPR ia and that the 
means be provided him so to do.

‘The vicious practice of begin- 
ning to build on preliminary appropriations should be aban- 
doned. The city of Boston ought not to .undertake any 
building until the money is appropriated to finish the build- 
ing from the foundation to the roof. Until this policy is 
adopted we shall have embarrassments and disappoint- 
ments.

Str, — Approaching the completion of Horace Mann 
School, I find the appropriation insufficient to cover the ex- 
pense yet to be incurred in the complete finishing of the 
building ; a statement of appropriations is as follows : —

Of this total of $69,000 appropriated, my predecessors 
had expended $53,759, with about $5,000 coming due on 
original contracts yet unpaid. 

The last appropriation of $14,000 was made a few days 
after I took charge of the department, and in a communica- 
tion directed to the Executive Department, dated May 24, 
1889, I stated, “that many items required under the con- 
tract had not been done, the cost of which, in my judgment, 
will overrun the balance of $6,366.83.” 

The trouble I found being that nearly, if not quite, all the — 
contracts had been fully paid up, and the contractors being 
unwilling to do any work after having so received the 
amounts of their contracts. 

After a close personal inspection of the drains that had 
been laid in the building, I became satisfied that it was not 
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good sanitary work. JI had them removed (Titus & 
Tucker doing the work), and found them to be medium and 
light-weight pipes, with almost every hub joint in the build- 
ing cracked, also that they had been simply buried in the 
earth under the basement-floor, with no protection and no 
way of getting to them except by digging. I found, also, 
some sixteen or seventeen feet of tile drain-pipe in the 
boiler-room buried under the floor, a flagrant violation of 
the City Ordinances. I have had them all replaced by 
“extra heavy” tar-dipped drain-pipe (the heaviest made), 
and put tive pounds of calking-lead into each hub joint, in 
all over a thousand pounds, against about sixty or seventy 
pounds of lead taken out; this was an unexpected but abso- 
lutely necessary expenditure, to make the building safe for 
occupancy by teachers and children. The drains are now 
laid in brick trenches covered with stone slabs, and easily 
gotten at. i 

After having paid up the contracts left by my predeces- 
sors, amounting in the aggregate to about $5,000, out of the 
$14,000 transferred from the proceeds of the sale of the 
reservoir lot, and having awarded contracts since June 10 
amounting to $7,400, thus expending of the transfer 
$12,400, the difference together with what remains of the 
original appropriation of $55,000 made in April and Decem- 
ber, 1886, not paid on contracts about to become due, 
leaves available to-day forty-seven hundred and twenty- 
six dollars ($4,726), which is totally inadequate to 
completely finish the building, and agrees exactly with 
the statement to the same effect which I made in a former 
communication to your Honor upon this same building; al- 
though it was estimated by my immediate predecessor that 
the last appropriation of $14,000 was a sufficient amount 
to finish the building. 

To ascertain exactly where I stood with regard to the 
amount required to fully complete the building, I prepared a 
set of plans and a specification of all the work and materials 
necessary to so finish, and from the estimates ‘received, and 
from the amount now available, offset by the balances of 
original contracts, let before I took charge of the department, 
about to become due, I am confident that a further appro- 
priation of $15,000 will completely finish the work. I ap-

Str, — Upon assuming the duties of this department, the 
condition of the work in progress was my first duty to ex- 
amine, and in so doing I found the condition of the Horace 
Mann School, on Newbury street, to be as follows : — 

Work on the foundation of the building was commenced 
in August, 1887; contract, Aug. 7, 1887. 

The only contract not complete is dated March 30, 1888, 
amounting to twenty-two thousand two hundred and forty- 
five dollars ($22,245), for masonry, Edward Lynch, con- 
tractor, of which eighteen thousand three hundred dollars 
has been paid, the last payment of two'thousand dollars 
having been made Aug. 30, 1888; no work on the building 
has been done for some months; the staff-beads have been 
taken off all the basement window-frames; the front of the 
building is in an unfinished condition, the entrance not 
finished and the steps not set, the curbing not set ; the point- 
ing of both stone and brick work has been badly washed 
out in places, particularly on east side and rear; the west- 
side entrance not finished and no steps set; the yards, both 
front and rear, are not paved, or even graded; no sidewalk 
has been laid, no basement-steps set, and many other items 
required under the contracts have not been done, the cost of 
which, in my judgment, will overrun the balance of six 
thousand three hundred and sixty-six and eighty-three one 
hundredths dollars ($6,366.83). 

I immediately wrote Mr. Lynch and his two bondsmen to 
call, which they did, May 22. A bond of eight thousand 
dollars ($8,000) was executed to the city with John Cannon, 
191 West Seventh street, and John McNamara, 689 East 
Eighth street; as sureties. 

I made a plain statement of facts to these gentlemen as to 
the condition of the building. Mr. Lynch said he was ready 
to go on and complete his contract. In reply, I said that 
was all the department would require. He admitted that he 
had not been to the building for some time. 

In further examination of this work, I found the roof 
leaked in nine different places, not the fault of slate-work, 
but bad metal-work, no heads to cover under slate back of 
mouldings, ete., nails driven through the metal on the hips 


and ridges, and, in fact, the whole job is in such a condition ~ 
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that I don’t feel that I should assume the responsibility for 
it without making a report. 

I shall take immediate steps to put the building in con- 
dition, and push it to completion as rapidly as possible.

TRANSMITTING 


COPIES OF RECORDS CONCERNING THE APPOINT- 
MENT OF INSPECTORS OF POLLUTION. 


OFFICE OF THE Boston WATER Boarp, 
Ciry Hatt, Sept. 16, 1889. 


To the Honorable the Board of Aldermen : — 

In response to your order of Sept. 10, 1889, “requesting 
the Boston Water Board to transmit a copy of their records 
concerning the appointment of Inspectors of Pollution,” we 
have to say that the first assignment of a man as special 
agent on pollution was that of J. B. Nagle, of the Inspection 
and Waste Division, who was “temporarily employed on 
special work on the Cochituate Department,” June 3, 1885. 
Previous to this time the superintendents of the “ Western” 
and “Mystic” departments of the service had personally 
attended to this work, or used their employees in the service. 
The necessity for constant and systematic inspection of the 
sources of water-supply, both of the Sudbury and Mystic 
supplies, for the detection and suppression of pollution, 
caused the Water Board, on Sept. 29, 1885, to ask author- 
ity from the Civil-Service Commissioners “to employ two 
special agents for service relative to the pollution of the 
water-supply of the city.” In reply, the Civil-Service Com- 
missioners stated that said service did not come within the 
classified service; and that appointments thereto might be 
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made without their intervention. Accordingly, on Oct. 1, 
1885, the Board appointed William J. Faulkner and Matthew 
Redmond special agents for the detection and correction of 
causes of pollution on the Cochituate and Mystic water-sup- 
plies, respectively. 

On July 10, 1886, the Board “appointed Charles M. 
Hanson as special agent on pollution cases on the Cochituate 
supply, in place of J. B. Nagle, returned to the Inspection 
and Waste Division, and $3.50 per day, from July 12.” 

On November 11, 1886, the Board “appointed John J. 
O’Brien a special agent to assist Mr. Redmond on Mystic 
pollution cases.” | 

Mr. O’Brien had been in the employment of the Water 
Department since Oct. 14, 1886, as an “ inspector of the use 
of hose,” and had been employed by the Superintendent of 
the Mystic Division to look up cases of pollution, which had 
given him some experience in his duties. 

On June 23, 1888, Andrew A. Porter, previously employed 
as “house inspector,” was “transferred to the position of 
special: agent on pollution in the Cochituate Department in 
place of Matthew Redmond, withdrawn on account of bad 
health.” 

On Aug. 4, 1888, D. J. Maguire, originally appointed 
hose inspector, was “appointed a special agent on pollution 
on the sources of the Mystic water-supply.” The death of 
William J. Faulkner and the withdrawal of Matthew Red- 
mond necessitated the employment of Porter and eS 

A change in the rules of the civil service brought all it 
spectors * within the classified service, and the claim was 
made by the commissioners that special agents on pollution 
were performing inspectors’ work, and consequently could 
not be appointed by the Water Board without passing an 
examination for that service. Under this ruling Mr. Maguire 
was permitted by the Civil-Service Commissioners to take a 
non-competitive examination; but he failed to receive the 
required per cent., and was accordingly dropped from the 
service. Since this time all appointments for this service 
are referred to the Civil-Service Commissioners. 

On Feb. 16, 1889, the Board voted, “ That John S. Con- 
cannon, hitherto assistant superintendent in charge of the 
Mystic Division, be, on and after Feb. 21, 1889, transferred 
to be an inspector of pollution cases on the Mystic Division, 
with supervision of pollution cases over the whole territory 
of the Water Department, in place of the two inspectors 
hitherto employed on said Mystic Division.” This referred 
to J. J. O’Brien and D. J. Maguire, who were dropped from 
the service. This left Mr. Porter and Mr. Concannon as the 


—— 
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only inspectors of pollution in the department; and it soon 
became apparent to the Board, that, to maintain a regular 
and systematic inspection of the sources of supply, it was 
necessary to appoint two more men for this service. Ac- 
cordingly, after an examination by the Civil-Service Com- 
missioners, John J. O’Brien and John H. Quinlan were 
appointed special agents on pollution, on July 25, 1889. 
The force now stands : — 


John §. Concannon, Chief Inspector . $1,500 per annum.

MESSAGE OF MAYOR 


TRANSMITTING COMMUNICATIONS FROM THE 


BOSTON WATER BOARD AND 
CITY ENGINEER 


RELATIVE TO 


THE NECESSITY FOR PROVIDING FOR AN ADDI- 
TIONAL SUPPLY OF WATER.

To the Honorable the City Council: — 


GENTLEMEN, — In laying before you the enclosed com- 
munications of the City Engineer and the Water Board, Iam 
constrained, by personal observation and by the official re- 
ports of the city and the Commonwealth for the past twenty 
years, to urge upon the attention of your honorable body and 
the people of Boston the overpowering importance of sup- 
plying this great and growing community with an ample 
sufficiency of pure ws ter. The Mystic supply, insufficient 
in dry years, when a daily supply of 7,000,000 gallons is 
met by a call for 8,250,000 gallons, is so foul that an over- 
ruling Providence alone seems to have saved us from an 
epidemic caused by the sewage from tanneries and human 
habitations. As long ago as 1873, 7 per cent. of the water 
flowing into the upper Mystic pond was estimated to be 
“drainage from factories ” (State Board of Health, report of 
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1876, p. 242). Nor does the law of the Commonwealth 
offer a full remedy against this pollution. It is necessary, 
therefore, if not to abandon the Mystic, to supplant it as 
speedily as possible, and to enlarge our resources in another 
direction, lest we be overtaken by a calamity now within 
calculation. The plans for this additional supply are ready. 
It is for your honorable body to decide when these plans 
shall be carried into effect, and when the people of Boston 
shall have good water only, and plenty of it.

THe Honoraste Tuomas N. Hart, Mayor: — 


Sir, — At the time the right to take the waters of the 
Sudbury river as a source of water-supply was granted to 
Boston, the City Engineer, Mr. Joseph P. Davis (City Docu- 
ment No. 29, 1873), reported that he had made surveys for 
seven storage-basins in the valley of the Sudbury river. In 
accordance with his report four of those basins have been 
constructed and are in use to-day, and all but a few acres of 
the land necessary for Basin 5 have been already purchased 
by the Water Board. The growing needs of the city, sup- 
plemented by the fact that the Board have almost completed 
the necessary connections which will enable us to supply 
Charlestown with Cochituate and Sudbury, instead of Mystic, 
water, have led us, recently, to request the City Engineer to 
report to us the cost of completing the remaining projected 
basins on the Sudbury system, and to make an estimate as 
to the probable rate of consumption of water in the city 
during the next twenty years. In the spring of the year 
1887 the loan for purchasing the land for Basin 5 was author- 
ized; but since that time — two years anda half—the Water 
Board has been powerless to go on with the work of its 
construction, owing to the failure of the City Council to 
appropriate any sum whatever for the purpose. In our 
communication with Your Honor of May 138, 1889, we 
pointed out the necessity of an immediate appropriation, 
and in view of the figures and estimates in the accompany- 
ing report of the Engineer, which deserves careful consider- 
ation, we feel more strongly than ever the necessity for 
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action in this matter by the City Council at once. The 
question of our drinking supply is of vital importance, and 
the Water Board ought to be supplied with the necessary 
funds to protect and extend it. We have lately called the 
attention of the City Council to our need of loans for the 
extension of the high-service, and for improving the quality 
of the water, — matters which admit of no delay; and there 
are others almost equally urgent. In our opinion a sufficient 
loan should be authorized to enable this Board, subject to 
the approval of the Mayor, to complete the Sudbury-river 
system, which, as appears from the Engineer’s report, will 
last the city until 1905. The financial resources of the 
Water Board, which are independent of the general finances 
of the city, are ample to defray the interest on such a loan, 
negotiated from time to time, and we believe that a great 
amount of delay will be avoided if the Water Board is put 
in a position where it can go on and do the necessary work of 
the department, subject to the approval of the Mayor, with- 
out being obliged to apply constantly to the City Council for 
small sums of money.

The above consumption is figured at the daily average of 
80 gallons per head, which is 8 gallons per head less than 
that actually used in the year 1888. 

This estimate shows that the dry-year capacity of the com- 
bined Sudbury and Cochituate water-supplies (49,000,000 
gallons daily) will be:nearly reached by 1905. 

Statistics show that under similar conditions the larger 
cities use a greater quantity of water per head than the 
smaller cities use. 

This is due, partly, to the following causes : — 

1. There is comparatively a larger floating population in 
the larger cities. 

2. Manufacturing industries, etc., must, to a greater ex- 
tent, depend upon the city’s water -supply for their needs 
in the larger cities than in those smaller. 

3. The water from leakage of mains must be greater in 
proportion as the pipe-systems are older. 

4. The watering of streets requires more attention in 
large cities than in smaller. 

5. In the larger maritime cities the shipping requires 
more water relatively, and the same is generally true of rail- 
roads. 

It is, therefore, probable — in fact, almost certain — that 
in 1910 the rate of consumption in Boston will be at least 
equal to that of New York at present, viz., 100 gallons per 
head; and this amount is considered by those in authority 
in New York to be subject to a large increase when sufficient 
water for an adequate supply for that city will become avail- 
able. It would be desirable, and to the benefit of the quality 
of the water-supply, were the basins to be completed well in 
advance of the actual demands upon them, since it is not 


—* 
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desirable to entirely exhaust the supply from a storage-basin, 
it being a fact that storage in a clean natural or artificial 
lake improves the quality of water.

To the Honorable City Council : — 


The undersigned herewith respectfully submits his report 
of the births, marriages, and deaths in the city of Boston 
during the year 1888 : — 


THE POPULATION. 


By the United States census of 1870 it was stated that the 
several cities and towns now composing the city of Boston 
contained an aggregate population of 292,499. The State 
census of 1875 showed that it was then 341,919, having 
increased 16.89 per cent. during the five years, or 3.38 per 
cent. yearly. In 1874, Charlestown, Brighton, and West 
Roxbury became a part of Boston. The census of 1880 
gave the population as 362,839, exhibiting an increase of 
only 6.12 per cent., or 1.22 per cent. yearly. Again, the 
census of 1885 presented a population of 390,393, having 
increased during the five years 7.59 per cent., or 1.52 yearly. 
During the ten years, between 1875 and 1885, 48,474 
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were added to the population, being an increase during that 
period of 14.17 per cent, or 1.42 per cent. yearly. Taking 
the ratio of increase during the five years between 1880 and 
1885 (1.52 per vent. yearly) to be that of the three years 
following 1885, the population in 1888 would not be far from 
408,000. The opinion sometimes expressed, that the popu- 
lation at the present time amounts to 450,000, is an extrava- 
gant one, and not supported by any rate of increase in past 
years. While all estimates are simply conjectures, and may 
not be verified by subsequent facts, what has been seen in the 
past furnishes the only means of forecasting the future. 


THE COLORED POPULATION 


of Boston has been almost stationary for many years. What- 
ever addition it has received has come from immigration 
solely, for in each year the colored decedents outnumber the 
colored children born: In 1880 the colored population, in- 
cluding blacks and mulattoes, was 6,013; in 1885 it was 
6,058, having increased by only 45 during five years. At 
the present time, it is safe to say, it does not exceed 6,100. 


ITALIANS AND POLES. 


During the last five or six years there has been a large 
influx of Italians and Poles, the latter principally Jews. 
According to the census of 1880 there were in the city 1,277 
natives of Italy, among whom, in that year, there were 48 
deaths, being one death to 26.62 of the Italian population. 
In 1888 the decedents of Italian birth and parentage had in- 
creased to 165. Accepting the ratio of deaths to the popu- 
lation in the last-named year as that shown in 1880, the 
Italian population in 1888 was not less than 4,390, having 
increased more than 243 per cent. in eight years. 


The number of Russians and Poles in the city of Boston 
in 1880 was 782. In 1888 the number of deaths that oc- 
curred among them was 104. Using the same method of 
ascertaining the increase of this population as in the former 
case, that is, assuming that the ratio of deaths to the popu- 
lation was the same in both cases, the Russian and Polish 
population would not be less than 2,769, showing an increase 
of this people in eight years of 1,987, or 254 per cent. 


BrrtTus in 1888. 


The number of children born alive in Boston in 1888 was 
12,6138 — 6,494 males, and 6,119 females — an increase of 
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476 (or 3.92 per cent.) over the number born in 1887. 
There was one birth to each 32.34 of the population, esti- 
mated at 408,000. Including the dead-born children (571), 
which should be the case in determining the natural birth- 
rate, there was one birth to each 30.90 of the population. 

The parentage of the children is given in the following 
table : — 
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The whole number of children of native fathers, includ- 
ing half of those recorded as of unknown parentage, was 
5,082, making 40.21 per cent. of the total number. The 
number of children born of native mothers, including half 
of the unknown, was 5,047, or 40 per cent. of the whole 
number. The number of children of unmixed native 
parentage was 3,407, making only 27 per cent. of all the 
children born. ‘the children of unmixed Irish parentage 
was 2,350, making 18.63 per cent. The children of English, 
Scotch, and British-American parentage make 10.35 per 
cent. ; those of German and Scandinavian origin, 4.05 per 
cent.; those of Italian descent, 3 per cent.; and those of 
Russian and Polish parentage, 2 per cent. There was an 
increase of 31 children of Italian parentage, and 60 of 
Russian and Polish origin, compared with the births of the 
preceding year. 


STILL-BIRTHS. 


The number of dead-born children registered in 1888 was 
571, — 273 males, and 298 females, —an increase of 36 
over the number of the preceding year. Eleven of the 
children were of colored parents. The ratio of  still-born 
children to those born alive was 1 to 22.09. The ratio of 
dead-born white children to white children born alive was 
1 to 22.12; the ratio of the colored children was 1 to 20.64. 


COLORED CHILDREN. 


The number of colored children born was 227, — 124 
males, and 103 females, — an increase of 34 over the num- 
ber of the preceding year. The ratio of colored births to 
the colored population was 1 to 26.87, while the ratio among 
the whites was 1 to 32.45. 


Twin Brirrus. 


There were 91 twin births, —an increase of 12, — 20 of 
which were of native, and 22 of Irish parentage. In two 
instances the children were colored. There was one plural 
birth to each 138.60 single ones. 


ILLEGITIMATE BrrrnHs. 


It is not possible to state with accuracy the number of 
births of this character that occur in great cities, for the 
reason that there is a very natural desire on the part of those 
most interested to prevent exposure. By referring to 
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Table I., it will be seen that the fathers of 890 children are 
recorded as unknown. It is not certain that all of those 
were illegitimate, for many of them were foundlings, and 
may have been, for unknown reasons, abandoned by their 
lawful parents. Neither is it certain that all of those claim- 
ing to be legitimate were really so, for the mothers would 
have the most urgent desire to conceal their true character, — 
a result not at all difficult to ensure. It may be that while 
some of the children are erroneously supposed to be illegiti- 
mate, there may he an equal number, on the other hand, 
wrongly regarded as born in wedlock. In such a case, the 
890 children of unknown fathers may very properly be 
regarded as illegitimate. Admitting the probability of this 
statement, it follows that the ratio “of illegitimate children 
to those born in wedlock was 1 to 14.17 of the whole num— 
ber; that is, 7.05 per cent. of the children born in Boston 
in 1888 were illegitimate.

There was an increase of 80 births in South Boston over 
the number recorded in the preceding year; an increase of 
58 in Ward 21, 54in Ward 20, 53 in Ward 6, 43 in Ward 
24, 40 in Charlestown, 43 in West Roxbury, and 34 in East 
Boston. Ward 10 shows an increase of 9, and Ward 7 only 
of 5. There was a decrease of 40 in Ward 8, of 10 in Ward 
9,9 in Ward 22, and 11 in Ward 25. In Ward 25, in 1887, 
there was an increase of births over the number reported in- 
1886 of 62.

In Ward 9 the deaths outnumber the births by 26. In 
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Ward 10 the excess in the same direction was 85, and in 
Ward 12 there was a difference of 79. The three South 
Boston wards (13, 14, 15) show an excess of births over 
the deaths in the same places of 863. In East Boston the 
births outnumber the deaths by 249. In the three Charles- 
town wards (3, 4, 5) there were 244 more births than deaths. 
In the three North End wards (6, 7, 8) the births exceeded 
the deaths in the same places by 931. In the six southern 
wards the births outnumbered the deaths by 1,124, nearly 
one-half of this excess occurring in Wards 22 and 23. In 
Ward 18 there were only six more births than deaths. 


MarRIAGES IN 1888. 


The number of marriages registered during the year was 
5,017, an increase of 170 over the number entered in the 
preceding year. In this number are included 577 marriages 
of residents of Boston who were married in other places. 

The number of intentions of marriages registered was 
5,745, an increase of 294, compared with the preceding 
year. The number of intentions of marriage entered, and 
the number of marriages recorded in each month, are seen in 
the following table :—

The number of native grooms was 2,925 (a decrease of 
150), making 53 per cent. of all the grooms. The number 
of marriages in which both parties were native born, was 
2,172, making only 39.36 per cent. of all the marriages. 

The number of Irish grooms was 958, an increase of 265, 
and making 17.36 per cent. of all the grooms. ‘There were 
1,082 Trish brides, an increase of 265. ‘In 758 instances both 
grooms and brides were born in Ireland, making 13.74 per 
cent. of all the marriages. 

The grooms of English, Scotch, and British-American 
birth, number 1,048, making nearly 19 per cent. of all the 
grooms.

The marriage period of males appears to be between 25 
and 30, as 2,067 (37.46 per cent. of all the grooms) were 
married during that period... No less than 27.66 per cent. of 
the grooms were between 21 and 25, and 29.31 per cent. 
were under 25. | 

The number of grooms under 21 years of age was 91, six 
less than were married in the preceding year; 17 of this 
number were united to brides under 18 years of age. 

The marrying age of the brides appears to be between 18 
and 25 years, during which period 53 per cent. of their mar- 
riages occurred. The brides who were married between 25 


and 30 made 27.56 per cent. of the whole number.

The above table shows that 80.56 per cent. of the mar- 
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riages were the first marriages of both parties. There were 
500 widowers who married spinsters; 210 who married 
widows; 9 who married brides who had been twice widowed ; 
and one who married a bride who had been three times wid- 
owed. 

Of the whole number of marriages, 762 of the brides 
(13.81 per cent.) were older than those they married. 


MARRIAGES OF COLORED PEOPLE. 


There were 154 marriages where both parties were col- 
ored, and 30 where the grooms were colored and the brides 
white. There was-an increase of 74 marriages of this char- 
acter over the number that occurred in the preceding year. 
This statement shows that there was one colored person 
(male and female) married to each 18 of the colored popu- 
lation, estimated at 6,100. Among the whites the ratio was 
1 to 37.57. 


Tue Morrauity or 1888. 


The number of deaths registered in 1888 was 10,200, — 
5,162 males, and 5,038 females, — an increase of 123 deaths 
over those of the preceding vear, showing a death-rate of 25 
to each 1,000 of the population, estimated at 408,000, or one 
death to each 40 living persons. Excluding the deaths from 
accidental causes, there was one death from disease alone to 
each 41.63 living persons. 


DEATHS OF PEOPLE OF COLOR. 


The number of colored decedents was 281,—139 males 
and 142 females, — an increase of 24 deaths over the number 
that died in 1887, This is a large increase when it is con- 
sidered that the colored population is almost stationary, and 
that the deaths in each year are considerably in excess of the 
births. During the past year the colored deaths exceeded 
the colored births by no less than 54. The death-rate, there- 
fore, among this race was 46 in each 1,000 of the colored 
population, or there was 1 death to each 21.70 of the same. 
The following comparative statement exhibits very strikingly 
the contrast between the two races : —

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The foregoing shows that the desire to assume the mar- 
riage relation i is str onger in the colored race than in the white, 
and that they are also. more prolific. The large death-rate 
among this portion of our people may not be easily explained, 
except that they naturally belong to a tropical climate. 
Their sanitary surroundings are not at fault, for the large 
“bulk of them occupy a locality exceptionally favorable to 
health ; while their personal habits and social conditions in 
no respect fall behind those of a large portion of the white 
community. 


MARRIED DECEDENTS. 


The total number of the male decedents over 20 years of 
age (which, for convenience, may be regarded as the mar- 
riageable period) was 2,919, of which number 1,683 (57.65 
per cent. of all) were married at the time of death, and 282 
were widowed. ‘The female decedents over 20 years of age. 
numbered 2,886 (in 1887 the number was 2,885), of which 
1,271 (44 per cent.) were married, and 1,051 (36.43 per 
cent.) were widows. The total number of those who were 
or had been married — male and female — was 4,287, making 
42 per cent. of the decedents of all ages. The nativities of 
the foregoing are given in the annexed table : —

There was an increase of 53 deaths in Brighton (Ward 25) 
and 248 in the several hospitals and public institutions, the 
total number in the latter places making 19.50 per cent. of 
the whole mortality. 
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The foregoing table shows that 42.12 per cent. of all the 
decedents were under 20 years of age, 22.44 were under 1 
year, while 35.43 per cent. failed to reach their fifth year. 
The males under 1 year outnumbered the females by 179, 
while the females exceeded the males in the other periods 
by 89. 

Of all who died under 20 years of age, those born here 
(including half of those recorded as of unknown nativity), 
make 38.31 per cent. ; and those of Itish birth and parentage, 
28.59 per cent. 
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The number of decedents over 20 years of age, as given in 
the above table, is 5,804, making 56.90 per cent. of all who 
died. Of these 46.33 per cent. were natives, 35.30 per 
cent. were born in Ireland, and 11.44 per cent. were born in 
Great Britain and her American dependencies. In the five 
decennial periods between 20 and 70, the males exceed the 
females by 207. In the remaining periods, the females out- 
number the males by 173. Between 80 and 90, the females 
exceed the males by 112. Between 90 and 100, out of 45 
decedents, 37 were females; and out of 10 who were 100 
and over, 9 were females. Of these last, 2 were native 
females, of the ages of 101 and 103 years respectively, and 
2 were Portuguese females. 

Of the whole number of native decedents, the males out- 
number the females by 103, while the females of Irish birth 
and parentage exceed the males of the same nativity by 
152.

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‘The deaths from causes above specified, together with those 
from homicide, suicide, etc., number 456 (a decrease of 32 
from the number recorded in the preceding year), making 
4.47 per cent. of the entire mortality. There were 399 
deaths from accidental causes, 20 less than occurred in 1887. 

The number of deaths from apoplexy, paralysis, and 
other diseases of the brain and nervous system, was 979, 
making 9.59 per cent. of the whole mortality. 

There were 546 deaths reported from bronchitis and 
broncho-pneumonia (5.35 per cent. of all the deaths), and 
951 from pneumonia, 9.32 per cent. The mortality from 
diseases of the respiratory organs (not including phthisis) 
made 16.81 per cent. of all the deaths. 

Cancer. — There were 307 deaths reported from this 
cause, a decrease of 47 from the number registered in 1887, 
making 3 per cent. of the deaths from all causes. The sex 
and age of those who died from this malady, except in 36 
instances, are shown in the annexed table : —

Cholera Infantum. —The number of deaths from this 
cause was 486 — a decrease of 19, — making 4.76 per cent. of 
the entire mortality. There were 194 deaths reported from 
diarrhea, 47 from dysentery, 29 from cholera morbus, 94 
from enteritis, and 36 from “disease of the bowels,” the 
whole making 8.68 per cent. of all the deaths. 

Consumption. — There were 1,579 deaths from this cause, 
a decrease of 25 compared with the preceding year, being 
15.48 per cent. of all the deaths. The decedents of native 
birth made 46.86 per cent. of the whole number; those of 
Irish birth 32.43 per cent. ; and those born in Great Britain 
and her American dependencies, 14.78 per cent. 

Croup and diphtheria caused 591 deaths,— 112 from croup, 
and 479 from diphtheria. There was an increase of 16 from 
the first-named disease, and 144 from the last-named. The 
mortality from both of these causes make 5.79 per cent. of 
all the deaths. 
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Typhoid fever caused 175 deaths, and scarlet fever 70. 
There was a decrease of 12 deaths from the first-named dis- 
ease, and 126 from the latter. 

Heart Disease. —The number of deaths reported from the 
various affections of the heart was 651 (an increase of 65), 

making 6.38 per cent. of all the deaths. 

There were 58 deaths from the various diseases incident to 
childbirth, 12 less than occurred in the preceding year. 

There were two deaths from small-pox —of a male in 
March, and a female in May. 


The undersigned has thought it proper, at various times, 
to call the attention of the City Council to the requirements 
of the Public Statutes. concerning the care and safety of the 
public records.

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Ordered, That for the purpose of enabling the city of 
Boston to locate, lay out, and establish the grade of, and 
construct a highway in extension of, West Chester park to 
Harvard bridge, and to raise money to pay for the same, the 
Jity Treasurer is hereby authorized to issue registered cer- 
titicates of indebtedness of the city for the aggregate sum of 
thirty thousand dollars; such certificates to be made payable 
at the office of the Treasurer in ten years from the date 
thereon, with interest at the rate of three and one-half per 
cent. per annum, payable semi-annually, and to be dated and 
interest to commence on the day when they are delivered ; 
and the Board of Street Commissioners are hereby author- 
ized to expend out of the proceeds of said certificates the 
sum of thirty thousand dollars for the purpose above named. 

Ordered, That any premiums or gain obtained by the 
Treasurer in the negotiation or sale of said certificates of 
indebtedness shall be paid to the Board of Commissioners of 
Sinking-Funds to be applied to the sinking-fund for the 
redemption of said debt.

SPECIAL COMMITTEE 


TO INVESTIGATE MATTERS PERTAINING TO THE 
MANAGEMENT OF THE SEWER DEPARTMENT 
DURING THE TERM OF SUPERINTEND- 
ENT SETH PERKINS. 


MAJORITY REPORT. 


In Common Cownci., Jun. 2, 1890. 


The committee appointed to investigate matters pertaining 
to the Sewer Department, and who were instructed by order 
of the City Council to inquire into certain alleged or sup- 
posed mismanagement of that department during the term of 
Superintendent Seth Perkins, beg leave to submit the follow- 
ing report : — 


The Committee on Investigation had its inception Feb. 7, 
1889, when Councilman Fanning had an order passed for a 
special committee to inquire into the management of the 
Sewer Department, and the special committee was appointed 
Feb. 9, 1889, two days later. 

The intent of the order was to inquire into certain rumors 
that seemed to prevail, but which lacked any apparent author- 
ity or foundation, and inquiry in a general way failed to 
elicit any foundation for these rumors of a tangible form or 
character until, on or about July 9, 1889, His Honor Mayor 
Hart proceeded to a private investigation of the Sewer 
Department as it had been conducted by Superintendent 
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Perkins; His Honor the Mayor by implication giving the 
impression that a quantity of drain-pipe, bought by the city 
in 1887 and 1888, had not been properly ‘accounted for. 
The Mayor called upon Superintendent Morton to make a 
special examination of the books and accounts in the pre- 
mises, and report forthwith. This inquiry was a matter that 
seemed to be confined to His Honor the Mayor and those 
then in charge, or in the employ of the Sewer Department, 
while the whole matter of inquiry touched directly or affected 
the good name and character of Superintendent Perkins. 

On or about Aug. 14, 1889, the result of this private 
inquiry found form in a statement given by Mayor Hart in 
the public press, in effect that from Jan. 1, 1887, to April 1, 
1889, inclusive, there was a shortage of 20,000 feet of drain- 
pipe, valued at twenty-five cents a foot, or some $5,000 in 
the aggregate. 

The result of this statement led to correspondence between 
His Honor the Mayor and Superintendent Perkins ; the latter 
replying to the strictures imposed by the same, and emphati- 
cally demanding a free and impartial investigation. [This 
correspondence may be found in Appendix A ” submitted 
with this report. 

July 20, 1889, His Honor Mayor Hart sent a second re- 
quest to Superintendent Morton for additional information 
touching the subject-matter relative to the purchase and use 
of drain-pipe, as contained in his first letter of inquiry of 
July 9, 1889. 

The committee of the Common Council believed the mat- 
ter to be of such importance as to warrant official inquiry on 
the part of the legislative body of the government, and that 
the sume should he carried on by both branches, acting con- 
jointly, and through joint committee. In consequence, the 
Committee on Sewers on the part of the Board of Aldermen 
were added to the special committee of the Common Council, 
and both proceeded as a joint special committee to pursue the 
investigation. 

Before the Committee of Investigation witnesses who had 
a direct and personal knowledge of the management of the 
Sewer Department, during the administration of Superintend- 
ent Perkins as well as since, under his successor, gave tes- 
timony unreservedly. The evidence all tended to show 
conclusively that even by implication there was no just 
ground for the accusations as contained in the rumors, and 
which found more or less tangibility, simply as they may 
have been embodied in the statement credited, in public 
print, to His Honor the Mayor. The methods of keeping 
the accounts of the Sewer Department, and the handling of 
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stock and supplies, were thoroughly inquired into, and the 
whole evidence, including that of officials who have con- 
tinued under Mr. Perkins’ successor, Mr. Morton, in the 
conduct of the department, went to show Mr. Perkins’ emi- 
nent fitness and qualifications for the position, as well as his 
scr upulous precautions to guard and protect the city’s inter- 
ests in every way, where those interests entered, through the 
Sewer Department, during his term of service. 

City Engineer Jackson and Engineer Quimby, the latter 
at present in the Sewer Department, testified to Mr. Per- 
kins’ integrity, high ability, and never-ceasing watchfulness 
or attention while in charge of the department. 

Sifting everything that in the least might tend to bring 
out any ‘evidence of wrong-doing, the committee took a wide 
range of inquiry, and found not the slightest particle of evi- 
dence to warrant even a suspicion of malfeasance or irregu- 
larity on the part of Mr. Perkins during his administration 
of the Sewer Department. That the committee should have 
all the evidence possible, a courteous communication or invi- 
tation was addressed by the committee to His Honor the 
Mayor, asking his codperation in the matter of inquiry, and 
for any information in his possession that might materially 
aid the work of the committee. The Mayor’s reply em- 
bodied his correspondence with Superintendent Morton and 
ex-Superintendent Perkins, and the communication to the 
Citizens’ Association, which his Honor said contained all the 
facts in his possession relative to the subject of the investi- 
gation. [The testimony, together with copies of correspond- 
ence that entered into the committee’s inquiry, may be 
found in Appendix “ B,” also submitted with this report. ] 

Public men are responsible for their public acts, and where 
such men are wantonly attacked through subterfuge, and by 
rumors emanating from irresponsible sources, it is the duty 
of members of the city’s legislative body to place their seal 
of disapproval and condemnation on methods that tend to 
injustice and unwarrantable aspersions that affect one’s pri- 
vate as well as his official character. A man’s private char- 
acter is the most sacred of all things he may possess, and 
which to preserve he should consider a paramount duty. 
There are some things that are beyond politics and without 
price, and should be considered free of all prejudice and 
bias. 

From the testimony, your committee find no evidence 
whatever reflecting on Mr. Perkins’ management of the 
Sewer Department, but, on the contrary, in the opinion of 
the committee, it tends to sustain his integrity and high 
capacity for the honorable position he filled. From the evi- 
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dence and everything bearing on the case, the committee 
subscribe to what appears cannot be gainsaid, that Mr. Seth 
Perkins was a competent city official, and is a thoroughly 
honest man.

MINORITY REPORT. 


The undersigned, members of the special committee ap- 
pointed to investigate the management of the Sewer Depart- 
ment during the term of service of Supt. Seth Perkins, dis- 
sent from the opinion of the majority, and respectfully 
submit the following report : — 

This committee was appointed on the part of the Common 
Council, Feb. 9, 1889, a committee on the part of the Board 
of Aldermen being afterwards joined, for the purpose of in- 
vestigating the management of the Sewer Department during 
the several terms of the then present incumbent, Mr. Seth 
Perkins. While the powers and duties of the committee 
under the order were general, yet the greater part of the in- 
vestigation by the committee has been confined to the matter 
of an alleged shortage in the amount of drain-pipe belonging 
to the city during the period referred to. 

There were no specific charges of any nature preferred by 
any one, and the only evidence going to show any consider- 
able shortage in the amount of drain-pipe was a bare state- 
ment reported in a certain newspaper published in the city, 
on or about Aug. 14, 1889, in which His Honor Mayor Hart 
was reported as stating “that he was convinced that since 
January, 1887, to April, 1889, inclusive, there had been a 
shortage of approximately twenty thousand feet of drain- 
pipe, which would average in value twenty-five cents a foot.” 

There was no evidence that the statement was ever made 
by His Honor the Mayor; nor was there any evidence that 
the statement was more than a newspaper report. 

This article, clipped from the press, was sent by Mr. 
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Perkins to His Honor the Mayor, together with a letter re- 
questing an examination of the affairs of the Sewer Depart- 
ment during his terms of office, by some disinterested person 
or persons, “to be apppointed by the Citizens’ Association of 
Boston. He also requested, in effect, that His Honor the 
Mayor make as widespread publication of the result of such 
examination as had been made of the charges in the article 
enclosed. 

In his reply to this letter of Mr. Perkins, the Mayor called 
his attention to an enclosed report of the amount of drain- 
pipe purchased, the amount laid during the years 1887 and 
1888, together with the amount on hand in January, 1889 
(the period of Mr. Perkins’ term of office), which report 
had been obtained by the Mayor in consequence of certain 
rumors affecting the Sewer Department, which had gained a 
circulation a long time previous to the alleged newspaper 
charge. 

This report showed that during the entire period of Mr. 
Perkins’ superintendency of the Sewer Department, only 
five hundred and seventy-six feet of drain-pipe remained un- 
accounted for, and that deficiency, in the opinion of the com- 
mittee, was wholly due to breakage and unavoidable waste, 
for which the Superintendent should not be held responsible. 

His Honor the Mayor assured Mr. Perkins of his hearty 
concurrence in relation to an investigation to take place 
under the Citizens’ Association, and Beri a letter to the sec- 
retary of that association apprising him of the nature of the 
investigation asked for by Mr. Perkins, and stated that he 
himself concurred in the request. However, no further 
action seems to have been taken, in that direction, by any of 
the parties interested. 

The committee have made only a general investigation. 
There has been no examination by the committee of any of 
the books or accounts, other than the oral testimony of the 
purchasing agent and an engineer under Mr. Perkins, : also of 
the present City Engineer and the present engineer of the 
Sewer Department, taken at the one public hearing, held 
Sept. 4, 1889, ali of which testimony tended to show efticient 
management by Mr. Perkins, and from the statement ob- 
tained by His Honor the Mayor concerning the drain-pipe 
purchased, laid, and on hand during Mr. Perkins’ term of 
office. 

This statement sent by His Honor the Mayor to both Mr. 
Perkins and the Citizens’ Association is in direct conflict 
with the newspaper article to which reference has been 
made, and which was the occasion of Mr. Perkins’ commu- 
nication to His Honor the Mayor. 
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It is in evidence before the committee that several weeks 
were required in the preparation of the statement above 
referred to, and it is undisputed that the statement was sent 
by the Mayor to Mr. Perkins on August 24, in reply to.Mr. 
Perkins’ letter of August 15, showing conclusively that this 
statement must have been nearly completed at the time of 
the publication of the newspaper article, and there being no 
evidence of any other authorized statement tending to show 
the condition of the Sewer Department, as represented in the 
newspaper article, that the article published was, so far as 
His Honor the Mayor was concerned, unwarranted and un- 
authorized by him, and further, having had his attention 
called to the fact of the publication, His Honor the Mayor 
did all in his power to relieve Mr. Perkins from the unjust 
charge there made. 

From the general investigation, while the undersigned 
agree with the result reached in the majority report, as far 
as the exoneration of Mr. Perkins is concerned, they believe 
that the remarks and insinuations relative to His Honor 
Mayor Hart therein contained are unjust and unwarranted 
by the evidence.

In response to queries regarding the 
alleged irregularities in the Sewer Department, he said : ‘* A rumor charg- 
ing fraud and irregularity in the purchase of supplies for the department 
having gained considerable currency, I felt it incumbent upon me to 
investigate the charges and prove or disprove the allegations made. 
Accordingly, I conferred with Superintendent Morton, and learning 
from him that it was possible to trace with some degree of accuracy the 
work done, I instructed him by letter to fully investigate the matter. 
For some six weeks, assisted by the regular corps of clerks employed 
in the office, he has been at work, and after an inspection of the minutes 
presented me, [am convinced that since January, 1887, to April, 1889, 
inclusive, there has been a shortage of approximately 20,000 feet of 
drain-pipe, which would average in value 25 cents per foot. These figures 
are unofficial, as the figures presented were simply for my considera- 
tion. The matter of tracing the work is extremely difficult, but the result 
arrived at in the investigation I think nearly correct. If ,in the official 
report of the investigation, any irregularities are brought to light, we 
will proceed to investigate still further. On the purchase of cement 
nothing is at present known. ‘This matter covers a period of two years 
and three months, or during Mr. Young and Mr. Perkins’ administra- 
tin.”

Testimony of RALPH A. QuiImBy. — Sworn. 


The CHarrMAN.— The order under which we act is a general order. 
While there are no special charges which call for action by this com- 
mittee, yet it seems the desire of the committee to enter into the man- 
agement of the Sewer Department under the administration of Mr. 
Perkins, for the sake of comparison with previous administrations, and 
in comparison with the way it has been conducted since, and find out 
whether any changes have been made, where they have been made, and 
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whether there have been any changes made by this administration as com- 
pared with the former administration. Mr. Quimby, being employed in 
the Sewer Department under several administrations, probably can 
give more light on that subject than anybody else. 

Mr. Quimpy. — What information do you want? 

Q. In relation to the accounts of that department, and the method of 
keeping accounts ? 

A. That is something I cannot give any light upon, as I have nothing 
to do with the books. 

Q@. Do you know whether there has been a change in the method of 
keeping accounts — whether Mr. Perkins inaugurated a system of keep- 
ing accounts different from his predecessor ? 

A. I understood he did, but, as [ say, I had nothing to do with the 
book-keeping, personally. 

. But you know a change was made ? | 

A. Yes, I know there was, but what the changes were I couldn't 
say. 

@. Did you have recourse to the books during his administration ? 

A. Atter the accounts were made up from the books by the book- 

keepers, the returns were submitted to me and I recorded them. 
_ @. Whether or not there was any comparison made in that office as to 
the methods pursued by Mr. Perkins and his predecessor, or several of 
his predecessors, — whether there was any comparison whatever made 
in regard to the methods ? 

A. The method of keeping accounts? 

' Q. Exactly. 

A. I couldn’t say — Mr. McLaughlin, the clerk, is away on his ya- 
cation. 

Q. He would be able to give that information, would he ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now, Mr. Quimby, can you tell the committee what is the basis 
of this report that there was a shortage of pipe in the Sewer Depart- 
ment ? 

A. I cannot tell from pusitive knowledge — I know rumors, I sup- 
pose, as well as anybody else does. 

Q. Well, do you know whether the Sewer Department, at any time 
during this year, have said officially that there was a shortage of pipe 
— some twenty or twenty odd thousand feet of pipe ? 

' A. They have not to my knowledge. 

Q. The reason I ask that question is this: there is a statement made 
here, which is copied from a paper, but yet Mr. Perkins dwells on it, 
and so does the Mayor (reading) : 

‘* A * Post’ reporter called upon Mayor Hart at his beautiful summer 
home, Swampscott, this evening. In response to queries regarding the 
alleged irregularities in the Sewer Department, he said: ‘A rumor 
charging fraud and irregularity in the purchase of supplies for the de- 
partment having gained considerable currency, I felt it incumbent upon 
me to investigate the charges and prove or disprove the allegations 
made. Accordingly, I conferred with Superintendent Morton, and 
learning from him that it was possible to trace with some degree of 
accuracy the work done, I instructed him by letter to fully investigate 
the matter.

Q. Was any report made in regard to drain-pipe ? 

A. I don’t think there was any official report until after my part of 
the work was done. 

Q. Was there a second going over of the books? 

A. Yes;I1 think there was. Both examinations were made before the 
report was submitted to me. 

Q. (By Mr. FANNING.) Do you wish us to understand that there was a 
second examination made of the books before the report was rendered ? 

A. I mean to say the account was gone over twice, to verify it. 

Q. (By the CrrarrMAN.) Was there any change in the accounts between 
the first examination and the second? 

A. I don’t know. 

Who would know ? 

4A. Mr. McLaughlin, the clerk — he made the examination. 

@. He made both? 

A. Yes, sir; he made both —he and Mr. Crowley together. All I 
did was to check up the extras on the work. 

Q. You don’t know whether in the first examination they took into 
calculation the drain-pipe used P 

A. They didn’t take it at all, because they didn’t know about that. 

Q. Did they take it in the second one ? 

A. Certainly not; that was my part of the work. 

Q. You submitted to them both, as I understand, in regard to the 
drain-pipe used to indrain ? 

Als Y Gar sic. 

Q. Now, in their examination they must know something about that, 
mustn’t they ? 

A. Not necessarily, from the examination of the books. 

Q. Now, probably not, but in computing the amount of drain-pipe 
they must figure that in, of course ? | 

A. Certainly. 

Q. Did they figure that in their first computation ? 

A. There is no first and second official account. 

Q. No, I don’t mean the first and second official account, but you say 
there were two goings over of the books? 

A. The second going over of the books is simply a verification by the 
book-keepers of their part of the work. 

Q. You don’t know whether there was any change? 

A. I donot know. 

Q. How long was there between the first and second going over of 
the books for verification ? 

A. Icouldn’t say. I didn’t pay any particular attention. 

Q. Approximately ? 

A. I had nothing to do with it until they got through with their work 
on the books, and then they turned it over to me to look up the equities. 

Q. (By Mr. Fannine.) The second going over was a verification by 
them of their work ? 

A. I did nothing on it until after they verified their work. 

Q. (By the CuarRMAN.) You say they confined their work to comput- 
ing the amount of drain-pipe that was bought since he started on his 
administration — did they have very hard work to find it ? 

A. The parties who did the work should answer the question. It 
would be a mere matter of opinion on my part. I cannot give anything 
but an opinion. 

%. ‘Then all you did was to compute the indraining and add that tu 
what you found on the books ? 

A. Indrains and extra pipe, aside from the straight work. 
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Q. That was your part of the work ? 

i. Yes, sir. 

Q. And Mr. McLaughlin and Mr. Crowley did the rest of the work? 
A. Yes, sir. 

Q. (By Mr. KeENAN.) Mr. Quimby, when did you enter the employ 

of the city ? 

In March, 1873. 

In what capacity ? 

As rateman in Mr. Davis’ office. 

When did you enter the Sewer Department ? 

In 1879. 

Under whose administration ? 

Mr. Bradley’s. 

Served throughout his term ? 

Yes, and ever since. 

And who succeeded Mr. Bradley — Mr. Moses? 

Yes, sir. 

Then, after Mr. Moses? 

Young. 

And atter Young? 

Perkins. 

And you are now under Mr. Morton ? 

Yes, sir. 

Now, in your service with those officials have you noticed any im- 
provement, during your term, as you have gone along in the employ of 
the Sewer Department — for instance, take Mr. Bradley’s administration, 
was Mr. Moses’ administration an improvement over Mr. Bradiey’s ? 

A. Well, I don’t believe I should be required to discriminate to that 
extent. 

The CHAIRMAN.— Understand that he does not mean the administration 
of the department by Mr. Moses personally, but he means the matter of 
form of the accounts, ete., of the department; the manner of doing the 
work of the department i in the office. 

Q. (By Mr. KEENAN.) What was the system of accounts ? 

A. I think Mr. Perkins inaugurated the best system of accounts, as 
far as I know anything about them. 

Q. Well, the old system, as compared with Mr. Perkins’ system, was 
rather loose, wasn’t it ? 

A. That is the general impression. 

Q. Well, don’t you believe it was? There was a chance for not ac- 
counting for stock, wasn’t there, under the old system? That is, if any- 
body was disposed to take advantage of affairs, or were led into 
temptation, they could make a deal at the expense of the city, under the 
old system, couldn’t they ? 

A. Well, it would be hard to devise a system that it couldn’t be done 
under. 

@. You say Mr. Perkins’ system was an improvement on the system 
in vogue during the administration of his predecessors, do you ? 

A, I said Mr. Perkins i inaugurated, in my opinion, a more systematic 
method of keeping accounts, “and keeping run of the business of the 
office, than had existed formerly. ‘That is the way I put it. 

Q. ‘Why did he inaugurate such a system? Was it owing to laxity or _ 
slackness in the method of keeping accounts ? 

A. Well, I cannot answer for him. I can only give an opinion. I 
cannot interpret his motives. 

@. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Is that same system in operation to-day, 
Mr. Quimby ? 

' A. I think it is, practically. I presume any man coming in might 
change it. 

Q. ” (By Mr. TOWLE.) Can you tell us what that system was? 
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A. Icannot give you any definite information in regard to the ac- 
counts of the office. As I say, I had nothing to do with them. The 
book-keeper could tell better than I. 

Mr. KEENAN.— Here is a gentleman who has served under several 
superintendents, and a man who has been in a position to notice any im- 
portant change or improvement that has been made. Now, he says that 
Mr. Perkins inaugurated a system of accounts which was an improve- 
ment on all previous systems employed under his predecessors. Now, 
the point that I wanted to get from the witness was why — even if it was 
simply his opinion — Mr. Perkins inaugurated his system? I think it is 
within the province of the committee to learn that. 

(. Have you an idea why he did it? 

A. J have my individual opinion. 

Q. Will you give that, please? 

A. I don’t care to. ‘ 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Is there any change in the manner of doing 
work under Mr. Perkins’ administration, or was there any change, from 
the former administrations — any improvement in the method of doing 
the work? 

A. Referring to the present administration? 

Q. No; Mr. Perkins’ administration, as compared with the adminis- 
tration of his predecessors, from your stand-point? Or, I will put the 
question this way — have you personally, in your position, which you 
now occupy, had any change made under Mr. Perkins’ administration — 
any different method of doing the business than was done under former 
administrations ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@). Was the change for the better ? 

A. Yes, sir; it was. 

‘The CHatRMAN.— Well, I don’t think, gentlemen of the comniittee, that 
we ought to question the man about anything he doesn’t know about. If 
he gives us his opinion as to what has happened in his own case, under 
different administrations, he will then know what he is talking about. 

Q. (By Mr. Fannine.) Did Mr. Perkins personally inaugurate these 
methods which you call improvements, or was he assisted by experts, or 
other persons specially employed — I mean for that specific purpose ? 

A. I have always understood or supposed that it originated with Mr. 
Perkins. 

Q. Did you see him have any assistance ? 

A. No, sir; no outside assistance, that I know of. 

Q. (By Mr. Keenan.) Of course, you don’t know anything about 
the system of handling pipe — that is, the purchase, storage, and trans- 
portation from yard to yard, and keeping account of it, do you? 

MONO AST. . 

? @., (By the CHAIRMAN.) What is the average length of pipe — five 
eet! 

A. Three feet; some of it is two. 

@. Of course this is only a matter of judgment on your part. I don’t 
ask you to answer it exactly, but you can answer it approximately, — is 
there much breakage to pipe? 

A. No; I should not think there was any considerable amount. 

@. How much breakage ought there to be to a hundred thousand 
feet of pipe laid? 

A. * One hundred thousand feet ? 

Q. Yes, sir; one per cent ? 

A. Yes;I should think there might be more than that. Well, I should 
think anywhere from three to five per cent., perhaps. 

(. Three to five per cent. would be a small margin - two per cent. 


“va be a small margin, wouldn’t it, in handling the pipe pretty care- 
ully ? 
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A. Yes; I should think if a man broke over three per cent., it would 
be carelessness, under ordinary circumstances. 

Q. (By Mr. FANNING.) Have you any knowledge, Mr. Quimby, of 
the method of storage of pipes in various departments or districts 
throughout the city ? 

Stacked up in the yards ? 

In the sheds ? 

No, sir. 

Is it under the direction of a watchman ? 
Yes, sir. 

Is there a watchman in every yard ? 
Yes, sir. 

Are you sure of that ? 

I always have been; yes, sir. 

You don’t recall any incidents where watchmen have been dis- 
missed from any yards where the pipes were ? 

A. When? 

@. Well, I cannot say as to when —T asked simply if you recalled 
any incidents where a Watchman has been removed — that i is, where he 
has been dismissed, or the position abolished ? 

Aopen: 1 do not. 

@. Is it your belief that every yard where pipe was stored had a 
watchman ? 

A. Lam not sure about the West Roxbury yard, but the amount of 
pipe there is very small. It is nothing but a lock-up. There may have 
been times when there was not a watchman there. 

Q. As regards the East Boston yard,:do you know that there is a 
watchman employed there ? 

A. I think there is. 

(. And there was also under Mr. Perkins’ administration ? 

A. Icouldn’t say positively in regard to that, — the records would 
show that. 

Q. Itis your opinion that anything about three per cent. of breakage 
in one hundred thousand feet of pipes is due to carelessness. ‘That is, I 
understand you to mean, as regards the laying of pipe, and other labor in- 
cident to putting pipe in, that any breakage above that could be fairly 
attributed to carelessness. We are speaking now, not of transportation, 
but of the mere matter of handling the pipe and laying it for sewerage 
purposes. You don’t think any circumstances would necessitate over 
three per cent. of breakage ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. (By Mr. Keenan.) Mr. Quimby, how do they contract for pipe 
in your department ? 

They don’t contract for it. 

How do they purchase it ? 

As they want it, as a general thing. 

When deliver ed, who receipts for “the deliv ery? 

The foreman in char ge of the job. 

And he verifies the quantity as delivered to him ? 

Yes, sir. 

Is there ever a shor tage in the delivery, or have you ever found a 
shortage i in stock — that is, by measurement ? Do you measure or simply 
take the length ? 

A. Take the lengths —so many lengths of pipe, running in two or 
three feet lengths. 

Q@. In that way you verify the delivery ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Now, it would be impossible for a firm to make a mistake and 
deliver less than the quantity called for or supposed to be purchased by 
the city, wouldn’t it? 
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A. It would, without collusion with the man in charge of the job. 

(Y. That is, there would have to be collusion with the foreman ? 

A. Either the foreman or inspector in charge of the job. He is sup- © 
posed to sign the voucher and receipt for the pipe delivered. 

Q. (By the CHaIRMAN.) Couldn’t that be easily detected, anyway, in 
the length of the sewer by a proper system of accounts ? 

A. Yes, if the accounts are kept properly. 

Q. If a sewer was a thousand feet long, they couldn’t deliver nine 
hundred feet, could they, and call it a thousand, if it would take a 
thousand feet of pipe — I mean, if they had a proper system of checking ? 

A. No; if the accounts were properly kept the shortage would be 
apparent. 

Q. Now, Mr. Quimby, your position to-day is engineer of the Sewer 
Department, is it not ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. During your administration have you built much new work ? 

A. Well, I have done about a dozen jobs, 1 guess — small jobs. 

(. In your experience, what is the actual wear and tear on pipe — in 
delivering, I mean ? 

Well, our stock has been taken right from the yards of our own 


men. 
Q. Is there much broken pipe around the yard ? 
A. No, nota great deal, There is more or less broken by accident. 
Q 


. It cannot be helped, can it? 
A. No, sir, I think not. 

Q. (By Mr. KEENAN.) I would like to ask the gentleman one ques- 
tion before we get away from this. You have acted as Superintendent, 
and, of course, you are a good judge of the capacity of an engineer and 
the capacity of » man for the position of Superintendent of the Sewer 
Department. Do you consider Mr. Perkins a competent engineer ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Do you consider him fully capable of performing the several duties 
and responsibilities of Superintendent of the Sewer Department ? 

A. Yes, I do. 

Q. You don’t know anything against him as a public officer ? 

A. I don’t know personally anything against him. 

Q. (By Mr. Fanninea.) 1 would like to ask you a question, for an 
illustration. Suppose there were 500 feet of sewer-pipe to be laid, the 
amount drawn from the yard or store, or ordered to the spot and 
charged, is 500 feet, is it not? : 

EL svat Oe . 

Q. Well, assuming, as is sometimes the case, I believe, that it is 
rather difficult to lay this pipe, it requires something more than that for 
making connections, etc., does it not, where the lengths, by reason of 
grade or otherwise, don’t exactly fit? Isn’t there considerable pipe 
wasted that way? Isn’t there considerable cutting necessitated in some 
instances ? 

A. We occasionally cut pipe, but no amount of it. It doesn’t amount 
to much. 

@. Well, don’t they sometimes have to cut several joints to get one 
that they have broken in the cutting, necessitating an increase in the 
length of pipe? Isn’t that the fact ? 

A. No, sir, I don’t think it — that is, not enough to make any dis- 
crepancy to amount to anything. 

Q. You don’t know of instances where, in order to obtain a certain 
length, cutting is necessitated, and several joints, perhaps, are destroyed 
in the cutting ? 

A. No, I don’t. That might happen on a very large pipe, in an ex- 
treme case, but we would have a competent man to cut the pipe. But — 
the amount of breakage on pipe is immaterial in that respect. 
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Q. The amount of breakage is immaterial when you consider the 
amount of pipe used ? 

A. Yes. 

@. But it would cause an excess of pipe beyond the actual measure- 
ment length of the sewer, wouldn’t it? 

A. Yes. 
@. How does that appear in the account? 
A. The amount delivered on the job will appear. 
Q. Directly charged ? 
A. The accounts rendered would show the entire length delivered on 
e 


A. The entire length used would be shown on the engineer’s measure- 
ments. 

Q@. Doesn't that leave a chance for a discrepancy? For instance, if 
there should arise an instance where 500 feet was the engineer’s meas- 
urement, and 550 feet was necessary to complete the job, which account 
appears? Does it appear in the total as drawn from the yard, in the 
quarterly, semi-annual, or annual account, or does it appear on the office 
books as the amount in excess of the measurement of the engineer ? 

It is impossible that there should be such a discrepancy as that. 

It is impossible ? | 

Yes, sir; 50 feet on a job from any such cause as you describe. 
Or from any other? 

From any other that I can imagine. 

. (By Mr. Keenan.) Haven't you heard, since the present superin- 
tendent came into office, more or less ill feeling expressed on the part 
of the people who furnish supplies, and against Mr. Perkins? — men he 
has disappointed, perhaps, by not purchasing supplies from them ? 

A. No more than | heard before. 

Q. Well, what have you heard before ? 

A. No particular instance — all I know is that it is common talk on 
the street which everybody knows as well asI do. 1 don’t care to make 
any statements in regard to any parties. 

Q. Isn’t it possible that these rumors with reference to the misuse of 
pipe might have come from that very same source ? 

A. I think it is possible, but I don’t think there is a man on the com- 
mittee but knows as much about that as 1 do—the possible source of 
those rumors. 

Q. You don’t say that it is the source ? 

A. I don’t say so, because I don’t know what is the source. 

Q. You don’t know what is the source, then? 

A. I may have an opinion, but it is worth no more than any other 
man’s. 

Q. (By the CHarrMAN.) ‘The Mayor has written a letter to the Citi- 
zens’ Association, as follows : — 


Ohened 


‘‘The CITIZENS’ ASSOCIATION OF Boston, Mr. H. L. HARDING, Secre- 
tary :— 

‘« GENTLEMEN, — An investigation of the Sewer Department, in regard 
to the drain-pipe bought and laid since Jan. 1, 1387, the report of which 
is herewith enclosed, leads me to concur in a suggestion made by Mr. 
Seth Perkins, Civil Engineer, formerly Superintendent of Sewers, to the 
effect that such an investigation, which might include the system of 
accounts now prevailing in the department, could be most satisfactorily 
conducted by an expert or experts of your selection. 1 do not challenge 
the report enclosed.” 


Q. Now, how do you translate the meaning of that sentence, ‘‘I do 
not challenge the report enclosed”? Has he want of confidence in the 
men in that department now, or how would you translate it ? 
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A. Well, you mean with reference to the drain-pipe report ? 

Q. Yes; that is, the enclosed report which he sends to the Citizens’ 
Association. He says, ‘‘ I do not challenge the report enclosed.” 

A. I don’t see that that is capable of but one meaning — he accepts the 
report without question. i! 

Q. That is one way of looking atit. I don’t know whether you have 
the same idea of it that [ have or not. My translation of it might be 
different from yours. J only ask you how you translate it. You prob- 
ably have taken the right meaning, and I may be wrong. But, carrying 
that on, he says: ‘* The difficulty experienced in arriving at the result 
calls for early and thorough changes. I invite your cooperation.” 

A. Well, I have no difficulty in that respect in my part of the job; 
the difficulties Mr. McLaughlin or the clerks may have met with, you 
will have to ask them about. 

Q. What was the difliculty? Was it because it was harder work than 
they usually do, and something out of their line, or was it because they 
were unable to find certain things ? 

A. I think they can explain that better than I can. 

Q. As far as you went, you had no difficulty P 

A. [had no difficulty in ascertaining all I wished to ascertain. 

Q. (By Mr. KEENAN.) I was questioning the gentleman when you 
broke in in reference to the source of this rumor; he has an opinion as 
to the source. Now, can I have your opinion as to the source, Mr. 
Quimby ? 

A. | am perfectly willing to give you any information I may have or 
my opinion in regard to the conduct in regard to the affairs of the office, 
but 1 don’t care to give my opinion in regard to the gossip of the 
streets, or anything of that sort. . 

@. But if there is any rumor? 

A. Rumors are common property, and you know that as well as I do, 
probably. 

Q@. If rumor has an effect on your department, and results in the dis- 
credit or disparagement of your department, isn’t that rumor of interest 
to this committee, and within the province of this inquiry, as it might 
show, perhaps, what precipitated all this trouble that we have had? 

A. You can obtain definite information in regard to that, | suppose, if 
you go to the proper source. 

Q. What would be the proper source ? 

A. I presume the Mayor’s office would. I have my opinion, and 
everybody else must have his opinion. The Mayor, I presume, must 
have had some advisers in the matter. As to who they were, I cannot 
say positively. He probably can. 

QY. Do you know of any contractors who have been in the employ of 
the city, or who have done work for the department, who have been in 
England since this rumor arose, upon which this inquiry has been set 
afoot ? . 

A. I do not. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) There is a question I would like to ask you. 
You say you found no difficulty in arriving at your conclusions, because 
you knew just where to put your hands on the work. I suppose that is 
the reason why you found no difficulty ? . 

A. Well, of course that assisted me. I can find anything in the 
department, of course, with greater ease than a new man. 

. Now, who made the examination of the books — Mr. Crowley and 
Mr. McLaughlin ? 

A -Yes,sir: 

. Mr. Crowley has been a book-keeper in your department for how 
long, approximately ? 

A. | think he came there under Mr. Moses; that is my recollection. 

). Then he ought to know as much about his part of the department 
as you know about yours — he is supposed to? 
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A. I think Mr. Crowley can give you as much information in regard 

to the books as any man. 

 @. (By Mr. Keenan.) Mr. Quimby, just one question, and I will ask 
you no more. Don’t you think Mr. Perkins’ administration is about as 
good on the average as that of any superintendent the department has 
ever had? 

aA. I don’t care, as I said before, to discriminate between the differ- 
ent administrations. The superintendents are all on the best terms with 
me; but as I say, Mr. Perkins’ administration, in my opinion, was a 
business-like administration, as far as I know. 

@. Honest? 

A. The business of the department was conducted on business prin- 
ciples, as far as I know. 

Q@. His administration was that of an honest, upright official, as far as 
you know ? 

A. As far as I know. 

Q. (By Mr. Fanninc.) Was this investigation conducted by the 
clerks of your office confined entirely to drain-pipe, or did it take in all 
supplies ? 

A. Confined entirely to drain-pipes. 

Q. That is, so far as your portion of it went, you were simply 
instructed to report on drain-pipes at that time ? 

A. Yes, sir. The Mayor’s communication to Mr. Morton set forth a 
certain number of explicit questions. 

Q. (By Mr. TowLe.) There hasn’t been any other investigation in 
the department, except in the matter of drain-pipe ? 

A. Not to my knowledge. 

Q. You probably would have known if there had been any other 
investigation going on except in the matter of drain-pipe ? 

A. 1 probably should. 

Q. (By Mr. FANNING.) Mr. Quimby, is the investigation, so far as 
the sewer office is concerned, completed ? 

A. In regard to the drain-pipe ? 

Q. In regard to anything — relative to the purchase of material ? 

A. I don’t know, sir. ‘The only investigation which has been made 
Was in response to explicit questions propounded by the Mayor. The 
investigation was made specially to answer those questions. 

Q. Relative to drain-pipes exclusively ? 

CEE. ee 

Q. Now, there has been no investigation directed, to your knowledge, 
in the direction of other supplies ? 

A. Not to my knowledge. ‘The Superintendent could tell you more: 
about that than I. : 


JOHN McManon. — Sworn. 


Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) You were an employee of the Sewer Depart- 
ment in Mr. Perkins’ administration ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What was your position ? 

A. Chief clerk, and I purchased the supplies of the department. 

@. You purchased the supplies. When did you enter that depart- 
ment ? 

A, With Mr. Perkins. I was under Mr. Jackson when the depart- 
ment was put into Mr. Jackson’s hands, and then [ continued on under 
Mr. Perkins. 

Q. Then you had a knowledge of the business before Mr. Perkins 
went in, and afterwards? 

A. I don’t thoroughly understand your question. 

@. You had a knowledge of the manner of the doing of the business 
of the department before Mr. Perkins went there, and after ? 
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A. No, sir; no knowledge before. 

dQ. You were there under Mr. Jackson ? 

A. Oh, yes, for a few weeks, certainly, — from the seventh of March, 
I think it was, 1887. 

Q. And you were chief clerk and purchasing agent ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Was there a stock account taken at the entrance of Mr. Perkins 
into that office? ' 

A. Yes, sir; there was a stock account taken when Mr. Jackson took 
charge of ‘the office. 

Q. And that was submitted to Mr. Perkins and accepted by him? 

A. Mr. Jackson, if | remember right, authorized Mr. Perkins to take 
that stock account. 

Q. It was accepted by Perkins ? 

A. Yes, ‘sir: 

Q. How was that stock account taken? 

A. Well, it was taken on different supplies on hand at the different 
yards at the time, from the clerks in the different yards, on prepared 
blanks in use in the department. 

Q. Then, that department has a knowledge of the amount of stock 
that was on hand at the entrance of Mr. Perkins into the department ? 

A. Yes, sir. ‘here was a stock account made at the time Mr. Jack- 
son took char oe of it and a few weeks before Mr. Perkins came in. 

@. Now, in regard to the manner of keeping accounts in the office 
during Mr. Perkins’ administration — would it be a very difficult matter, 
outside of the general work, in your opinion, with your knowledge of 
the department, to arrive at the amount of pipe that had been bought 
and used, or the amount of any supply ? 

A. No, sir. I want to emphatically state on that pois that it would 
not, no matter who says to the contrary. 

Q. Well, how could they arrive at it ? 

A. The books will show it very plainly. 

Q. That is, old stock on hand when you went into the office and the 
amount bought ? 

A. It was on these prepared blanks in use in the department, so far as 
I know, and they always have been in use. 

Q. What changes did Mr. Perkins inaugurate in the manner of keep- 
ing accounts in that department ? 

‘A. He made an entire change in the system of book-keeping. 

Q. Please explain to the committee, as well as you can, what it con- 
sisted of. 

A. I will, asnear asI can. As I recollect it, when we entered the 
department — when I say we, I mean Perkins and myself — there was a 
bill-book, so called, and a journal. That was the 7th of March, and we 
continued that way with the old set of books until the beginning of the 
financial year, the Ist of May, and then Mr. Perkins called Mr. Crowley 
and myself into the office and outlined a system of book-keeping that 
he wanted in the Sewer Department, which consisted of a bill- book, dit- 
ferent from the one that was in vogue under the former administration, 
where they took the bills and kept them. We had everybody that we 
bought supplies of furnish us with duplicate bills. One of these bills 
we pasted into a book that we called an invoice book. The other we 
audited and sent to the Auditor. We divided that bill in the invoice 
book, charged off the different items of the different accounts to the 
different places they should be charged to, and journalized it, and then 
posted it in the ledger to the different streets where sewers had been 
built, or where stock was taken out of the yards, or wherever this ma- 
terial went. We also had a transfer journal, and we sent supplies and 
materials from the yards to the different depots, transferred it and 
credited the yard with so much taken and debited the job, or vice versd. 
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What was left over on a job was sent to the yard, and we credited the 
job, and debited the stock account, whichever it happened to be. In ad- 
dition to that we had what we called the individual ledger, so that we 
could tell the amount of purchase from any firm at any one time or any 
month, and in addition to that a stuck account. That completes the 
whole system of books. 

Q. (By Mr. Keenan.) And takes in the delivery of stock ? 

A. Yes, sir. AsI said before, I don’t see why anybody couldn't, by 
looking at the books, tell just exactly where everything went. I have 
no hesitancy in saying that anybody who insinuates anything to the con- 
trary, says something that is not right. 

Q. (By Mr. FanninNG.) From the thorough system that you have 
described, you hold that a fairly thorough examination would permit 
the examiner to determine the amount of stock on hand in the depart- 
ment at, we will say, the beginning or termination of any quarter, very 
readily ? 

A. Very readily — yes, sir, I should say so. Of course, he could go 
to the yards and measure the drain-pipe, which isa very easy thing to 
do, taking the number of pipes and multiplying by the lengths. 

Q. You hold that this is strictly practicable, not only to the first 
quarter of Mr. Perkins’ incumbency, but to the final quarter ? 

A. Throughout his administration 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Mr. McMahon, when you bought pipe and 
ordered it to the yard, how did you arrive at the conclusion that you got 
what you bought ? 

A. Well, when we bought pipe to deliver to the yard I made an order 
out to the firm from which we bought it and sent it, either carried it 
personally or sent it by the mail, and then when the bill came, vouchers 
came with the bill. 

@. Vouchers from whom ? 

A. From the clerk of the yard, if it were sent to the yard; if other- 
wise, vouchers came from whoever was authorized on the job, foreman 
or inspector, to sign the vouchers. 

Q. The voucher was the receipt for what you got? 

A. Yes, sir; we checked our receipts by those vouchers. In addition 
to that, the clerk at the yard made a monthly report at the office in re- 
lation to everything that had arrived at the yard, and what firm had 
delivered it. In that way there was a double check on everything. 

@. Was that rechecked ? 

A. Recheck or double check, whatever it might be called. That ap- 
plied to everything as well as drain-pipe, even if we bought a brush- 
broom. 

Q. (By Mr. FANNING.) So that under that system, no matter where 
the delivery was made, there was some person duly authorized to re- 
ceipt a voucher for them, and the same voucher was returnable to the 
department, and in turn checked by them ? 

A. Yes, sir. We made a practice not to pay the smallest item ofa 
bill if we did not have a veucher for it; and I want to say here that lots 
of times people have called me a mean fellow because I would draw a 
red line through an item on the bill because I couldn’t find a voucher, 
and would make them hunt it up and include it on the next month’s bill. 
That was the invariable custom through Mr. Perkins’ administration. 

Q. And Mr. Perkins inaugurated the system himself? 

A. Yes. sir, whatever credit belongs to the system, belongs to him. 
He told Mr. Crowley and myself that he wanted the books kept that 
way. 

0. And he is responsible for the success or failure of the system ? 

A. As regards the system, it is his— yes, sir, the outline of it. The 
outline of it is his. 

Q. (By Mr. KEENAN.) What was the system of book-keeping in the 
department before Mr. Perkins came in? 
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A. Inever paid much attention to it. I knew from conversations I 
had with Mr. Perkins after he took charge of the office, that he was 
going to have a different system, and for that reason I did not pay much 
attention to the old system. I know they had a bill-book and a journal. 
I understand it well enough, or, at least, I think Ido. If I am correct, 
they purchased their supplies and charged them off to the different stock 
accounts. For instance, there was a cement account, pipe account, sand 
account, brick account, and, perhaps, at the end of the year, or at any 
time, they just added the items and credited the stock. 

Q. Was it asystem that any properly accredited business house would 
use P 

A. That I would not want to say —1 am not conversant enough with 
business-house systems. 

Q. Was there any chance to improve the system adopted by Mr. Per- 
kins — that method of book-keeping in the department ? 

A. Well, I should say not. Of course, I don’t know anything about 
it. Mr. McLaughlin is now the chief clerk of the department, and the 
system, I think, of the Paving Department is different from what it is 
now in the Sewer Department. Of course, I only have this by hearsay, 
that he has made, no changes in the system carried out by the clerks. 

Q. The same system that Mr. Perkins inaugurated is in vogue under 
the present administration P . 

A. As faras I know. I haven’t been in the office since the first part 
of March, and, of course, I don’t know. What I say is merely hearsay. 

Q. From what you know of Mr. Perkins, you consider him an honest 
man ? 

A. Yes, sir; Ido. : 

@. You feel sure of it ? 

A. Yes, sir; I would stake my life on it. 

Q@. And you have had every opportunity to know, by reason of having 
charge of the books, whether or not there was anything wrong? 

A. I know there is nothing wrong. I challenge anybody to find any- 
thing wrong, while I had general supervision of it, no matter what the 
Mayor says in that communication to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Q. Have you any idea as to the source of this rumor which 1s re- 
ferred to? ; 

A. Nothing but what I think myself; I haven’t heard anything. 

Q. In your service under Superintendent Perkins, haven’t you ob- 
served men who have been disappointed by reason of not being given 
opportunities to purchase supplies, and finding fault on that account? 

A. Yes, sir; lots of them. 

Q@. Do you think that this rumor might be based on statements like 
that ? 

To my mind I know it is. 

You do? 

Yes, sir. 

There were men disappointed in furnishing pipe? 

. Well, we had a great deal of trouble — at least I had. I don’t 
think Mr. Perkins had much trouble about that part of it, because he 
delegated that part of it to me, and he used to confer with me every 
evening as to what I had done, and it always met with his approval. 
But I know there were some people who came there who didn’t solicit 
trade — they demanded it, and threatened, thus and so, if they didn’t get 
it. They said it belonged to them, and they were going to have it. 
Others we had to leave off trading with, from the fact that they were 
unloading, or trying to unload, worthless goods, and charging market 
prices, or more, if they were allowed. 

Q. Exorbitant prices ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. (By Mr. Tower.) What was the reason for any of these parties 
claiming that trade belonged to them ? : 
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A. 1 don’t know, except from what they said, that they had been out. 
in the cold a long while. and now that the thing had turned their way 
they were going to have it. 

_ @. It was from polities, then ? 

A. I inferred that. 

@. (By Mr. KEENAN.) Are those men furnishing supplies now ? 
' A. I cannot tell; I don’t know. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) ‘This is a question that will probably enter 
largely into this thing —in buying pipe, was there anything outside of 
quality — what I mean to ask is, was there a competition in price be- 
tween the builders ? 

- A. On pipe? 

QY. Yes, sir. 

A. Na, sir. 

Q. Was it possible for the Sewer Department to get better terms from 
one dealer than from another, on pipe? 

A. No, sir. 

QY. All pipe, Akron and Portland, was the same ? 

A. Allthe same. The pipe dealers entered into a combination. 

QY. It was simply a matter of judgment on the part of the Superin- 
tendent as to which quality he would use? 

A. Yes, sir. 

QY. Do you know whether the ex-Superintendent of Sewers ever had 
a test of sewer-pipe ? 

A. The ex-Superintendent of Sewers? 

Q@. Yes, sir; whether Mr. Perkins ever had a test of sewer- pipe? 

A. I don’t know. 

Q. (By Mr. Keenan.) I would like to have one thing understood 
clearly. In answer to Mr. Towle, you said politics had something to do 
with this matter? 

A. Yes, sir; I inferred it. 

QY. You inferred it? Now, you would give the inference that the men 
who found fault under Mr. Perkins’ administration were Democrats, 
because they were out in the cold until Mr. Perkins came in? That was 
the inference, wasn’t it? 

A. To illustrate what I mean, [ would say that a certain sewer-pipe 
agent came into the office, after Mr. Perkins had taken charge of the 
office, and came to me and asked me if I had an order to give him. | 
said No, I wasn’t buying anything then. I wasn’t that day. He said he 
was going to have the trade of the department, that he had got the 
two fellows out of there that were there, and he was going to have the 
trade of the department. I replied to him that I didn’t think that was 
a very gentlemanly way to come in and solicit trade, to come in and say 
what he was going to have. I said, ‘‘Other men come in like gentlemen, 
and solicit trade, but you come in and demand it.” 

Q. Who were the two men he got out? 

A. I suppose he had reference to Mr. Young and Mr. Costello. They 
were just alter leaving. I met him perhaps an hour after that outside the 
City Hall, and he said he had pinched two men, and was going to pinch 
me. Up to date he hasn’t pinched me. 

(By the CuarrMan.) Who is this man? 
Have I got to tell that? 
(By Mr. Keenan.) The citizens of Boston would like to know. 
Mr. Condon, agent for Fiske & Coleman. 
(By Mr. FANNING.) ‘This gentleman is an agent of that firm ? 
Yes, sir. 
(By Mr. TowLe.) When did this take place ? 
The first day of March, L think, 1887. 

. After you had been there a little time you got the thing regulated 
s0 that you knew who to trade with? 
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A. So far as I was concerned, I knew then. 

Q. Were you bothered as much by people demanding. trade at the 
last part of your administration as at the first part ? 

A. I wasn’t bothered by anybody except this one particular person. 

Q. I didn’t know but what people were continually commg in to get 
trade. 

A. People were coming constantly and soliciting trade all the time, as 
rry had a right to, of course. 

(By Mr. Faanine.) Did this gentleman demand or solicit trade 
on a subsequent occasion ? 

A. [told him that we wouldn't buy anything from him until he would 
come into the office like a gentleman and ask for it in a proper manner, 
and that evening I spoke to Mr. Perkins, and he said to have nothing to 
do with the man. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) During 1887 was there anything: purchased 
from Fiske & Coleman ? 

A. Yes, my recollection is that there was. 

Q. Purchased direct from the firm ? 

A. Yes, sir; sent the orders direct to the firm. 

Q. And not to the agent? 

A. Not to the agent. . 

Q. (By Mr. KBENAN. ) Is Mr. Condon the father of the Mayor's 
rumor ? 

A. Well, I don’t know. 

Q. Have you heard anything to show that Mr. Condon had given ex- 
pression to “this rumor at the time the Mayor started in to make the 
inquiry ? 

A. | heard the rumor on the street, the same as other rumors. 

Q. Have you heard whether Mr. Condon has given expression to this 
rumor ? 

A. Yes, sir; I have heard that he has said to a number of people 
that he was going to put Perkins in States Prison. 

(). Going to have an investigation ? 

A. Yes, sir; that the Citizens’ Committee had got hold of the facts in 
regard to ‘shortage of pipe, and that he was going to put ‘Perkins i in 
States Prison, and have people generally locked up. 

(. Have you ever heard it said that he was the man who had. given 
these things to the Mayor ? 

A. From the rumors I heard; yes, sir. 

Q. We want to get at the source of the rumors. 

A. If I don’t mistake, I think I read in one of the papers that the 
Mayor himself said it-was an agent of a sewer-pipe eompany that gave 
him personal information. I think I read that.. I never feared him, 
and had no eause to. 

Y. (By Mr. TowLe.) Were there different brands of drain-pipe 
used in the Sewer Department ? 

A. We always used the Akron drain-pipe under Mr. Perkins’ adminis- 
tration. 

@. Generally considered the best? 

A. I think so. 

(). It costs the same as the Portland and other brands ? 

A. Yes, sir; all the pipe companies have entered into a combination 
nt the same price. 

(. Was there any chance for stealing in the yards; or for shortages 
that could not be accounted for en the books that were kept in the re- 
spective yards ? 

A. Well, I don’t see how there could be, although I never went 
around to the yards much. In fact, the only yard of the Sewer Depart- 
ment that I was ever in was the Dorchester yard — and also the South 
End yard, at Albany street. I don’t know where the other yards are; I 

would have to inquire if L wanted to go there. 
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Q. Did I understand you to say that there was an inventory taken of 
the stock in each yard each month ? 

A. No, sir; there was an inventory of the stock taken, I said, when 
the department was placed in Mr. Jackson’s hands. He authorized Mr. 
Perkins to make an inventory of the stock on hand, which was done. 

' Q. | (By Mr. FANNING.) ‘There were monthly reports of stock after 
that: | 

A. Yes, sir; monthly reports were always submitted. 

Q. (By Mr. Hayes.) There would be monthly reports of all stock 
they had in a yard? 

Yes, sir. 

Besides taking it from the books ? 

Yes, sir. 

So that one would verify the other ? 

. Yes, sir. 

. So, if one hundred pieces of three-foot pipe were missing, it would 
show, wouldn’t it ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Would there be any way of telling of a shortage, or pilfering from 
stock that was waiting for a job that was being done ? 

A. Yes, sir, there would. 

Q. That is charged to that job and corrected when returned, ts it ? 

A. Yes, sir; that is the way it would be done. The foreman, after he 
got his plan from the Engineer, would make out a requisition for the 
amount of pipe, or any other material that he wanted, and submit it to me. 
I would file it away, and I presume those requisitions are on file in the 
office now, and then I would make out the order. 

Q. Then, the amount of stock charged to that job would have to agree 
with the amount of stock used, and the amount of stock returned, would 
it? 

A. Yes, sir; with this exception, that probably, and I guess it is 
quite a custom, — I notice it lots of times as I ride up in the horse-cars 
in the evening — to protect a trench they stand a pipe up on end, and lay 
some plank of joist from pipe to pipe, put some lanterns on them, and 
if a team should run into one of those and knock down one or two of the 
pipes and break them, that job would come so much short of pipe. 

Q. Was there ever a certain percentage charged off to breakage? 

A. Well, it was charged in this way, that if the pipe sent with the job 
came out short, the foreman would go to the yard and bring enough 
from the yard to complete the job, and would notify the men in the yard, 
and credit the stock account so much and charge it to the job. 

Q. And consider that there was so much for breakage ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. (By Mr. Fanninec.) In regard to this agent for the pipe firm — 
how long have you known him, Mr. McMahon ? 

A. Oh, Ihave known him fifteen years — that is, I have known him to 
see him for seventeen years, and I have known him intimately for seven. 

Q. His present occupation has been his occupation all that time ? 

_A. No, sir; when I was the purchasing agent for the Improved Sewer- 
age, he then worked for the Improved Sewerage Department, and was 
in the office on 74 Tremont street, where I was, as tester of cement, I 
believe. | 

Q. Employed by whom ? 

A. By the City Engineer. 

Q. (By Mr. KEENAN.) Who was Engineer at that time ? 

A. Mr. Wightman. | 

Q. (By Mr. FAanntnG.) Employed in the capacity of tester of 
cement ? 

A. I think that was his duty; I won’t be positive as to that. 

Q. (By the CHAarrMAN.) What are the materials most largely used 
in the construction of a sewer? 
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A. Brick, cement. pipe, sand. 

Q. Is there a combination price, or was there a combination price on 
cement? 

A. There was, I think, up to last April. I have heard indirectly that 
the combination price has been broken since that time, — last March or 
April. 

rt Let us understand something about that combination price. .Was 
the combination price on the different qualities of cement, or was there 
a combination price on cement, outside of the quality? For instance, 
the Rosedale cement, or some other cement? 

A. There were three or four brands of cement that were used by Mr. 
Perkins while he had charge of the Sewer Department, and likewise 
while I was purchasing agent of the Improved Sewerage, Mr. Wight- 
man and Mr. Jackson would use the only four brands, iT think, which 
were up to the requisite strength that was wanted. 

Q. What were the four brands ? 

A. There were the Rosedale and two other brands, — only three at 
that time, — and I think the Hoffman makes the fourth. 

Q. Was there a combination price on those four cements ? 

A. Yes, sir; as I understand it 

QY. During your two years? 

ia. 68, sir. 

Q. Was it possible for you to buy Hoffman cement cheaper than 
Rosedale? 

A. Not sinee the Hoffman has come up to test. 

@. (By Mr. Hayes.) Wasn’t there a Newark brand? 

bi Yes, sir; I thought I mentioned that. 

(By ‘the CHAIRMAN. ) At times there have been statements rhB: 
ai ‘know, that parties outside of the city government of Boston could 
buy cement cheaper than the city of Boston could. We have had a man 
stand up in the city government and say that the Sewer Department was 
paying such a price, and that he could buy the material so much 
cheaper ; will you explain that to the committee ? 

A. I dare say he could, some brands, — brands which would not be 
wanted. 

Q. (By Mr. FANNING.) What is the reason they would not be 
wanted ? 

A. Because they wouldn’t test up to the strength required. 

QY. The test required was confined to these four brands? 

A. Yes, sir. I want to say that I know nothing about the brands, — 
the engineers know about that. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Who tested the cement in the Sewer 
Department? 

A. Aman named Condon, a brother of the one I have just men- 
tioned; was in the employ of the Sewer Department. 

Q). What cement was Condon agent for ? 

A. I guess he was agent for all ‘prands. I think the house he worked 
for mt furnish any brand of cement. 

(By Mr. FANNING.) You say, Mr. McMahon, that this agent of 
Fiske & Coleman — this first Condon — was in the employ “of the 
Improved Sewerage Department? 

A. When I was there. 

Q@. Did he outstay you ? 

A.ANo; sir. 

@. He lett to better himself, did he, or what were the civounistanhen 
attending his departure — do you know? 

A. I think he was forced té leave. 

@. Dismissed ? 

A. Thatis my recollection. 

QY. Do you know the reason? 
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A. No, sir; never had interest enough to inquire. 

Q. (By Mr. Kernan.) Change of administration ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. (By the CHatRMAN.) Let us come down to that question again — 
was it possible, during those two years, in your opinion, for an outside 
party to buy Rosedale, Hoffman, Newark, or whatever you may call it 
— those three cements — cheaper than the city of Boston ? 

A. That I cannot say. I know it is possible for an outside builder to 
buy drain-pipe cheaper than Boston can buy it. 

Q. Why? 

A. Because their iron-clad rules say that cities and towns, and all 
large corporations, shall have so much discount off their printed list. 
Whether it was so with cement or not, I don’t know. 

@. (By Mr Towtr.) You mean that a private individual would 
have a bigger discount, then ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. (By Mr. Hayes.) Why wouldn’t it be cheaper to buy of a private 
individual than to buy of the makers ? 

A. What do you mean by private individuals ? 

QY. Buy of the middle-men of a commission house. 

A. The rules were very iron-clad, and read something like this, in 
substance, that anybody furnishing a city or town or large corporation 
with drain-pipe, with any more discount off the list than this 45 percent., 
they should never sell a piece of pipe to again. They wouldn’t furnish 
it to them. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Now, in regard to bricks, how largely do 
they enter into the construction of a sewer ? 

A. Very largely. 

Q. In the purchase of biicks, was it a matter of competition or a 
matter of judgment by the superintendent, or how was the quality deter- 
mined ? . 

A. Well, we bought them, of course, where we could get them cheap- 
est, all other things being equal in regard to the quality of the bricks. 

Q. How is the quality of the bricks determined ? 

A. Well, Iam not much of an expert on bricks, but Mr. Carter, the 
engineer of the department, or Mr. Perkins, or any other man, would 
come in sometimes and say to me, ‘* The bricks we are getting from so 
und so are not just what are wanted,” and I would immediately see 
about it, and see that they were better, or tell them to cull out what they 
couldn’t use. 

Q. Your requisitions were for good bricks ? 

A. Yes, sir; good, hard bricks. 

Q. Was the price on them a matter of competition ? 

A. Well, we generally looked to see where we could get them the 
cheapest. 

Q. (By Mr. Hayes.) ‘Then there was no combination on bricks ? 

A. No, sir; none thai I know of. There was no combination on any- 
thing I know of, except pipe and cement. 

Q. Well, isn’t there a vast difference in what you call hard brick, in 
the quality furnished by different makers? 

A. I have already said I didn’t pretend to be an expert on bricks. 
While I have probably bought millions of them, I never saw ten thou- 
sand of them. The engineers and foremen looked out for that, and told 
me when the bricks were not what they ought to be; and the instruc- 
tions to them were to cull out those that they could not use, and they 
would be deducted from the bill. 

Y. There was a deduction made for those you could not use ? 

A. Yes, sir; we had them replaced, or deducted from the bill. 

Q. (By Mr. Keenan.) Have you ever heard of any trouble from any 
brick men who furnished the bricks ? 
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A. In what way? 

Q. Furnishing supplies. 

A. No, sir; never had any trouble. 

Q. Have you ever had any fault found as to why they were not con- 
sidered good ? 

A. Oh, yes; Lhave heard more or less grumbling one way or the 
other. Ihave heard people who sold bricks find fault and say we were 
too particular, that the Sewer Department exacted paving-brick, and that 
burned brick was good enough for sewers, and they didn’t see why we 
wouldn’t take them, and all that kind of talk. 

Q. Now, you have spoken of paving- brick ; I suppose the superintend- 
ent wanted bricks that were hard and durable, and yet as economical as 
possible, with the amount the department allowed him ? 

A. Yes, sir; our orders always called for good, hard brick. 

Q. Poor brick is worthless for sewers ? 

A. Engineers say so. I don’t know much about brick myself. 

Q. (By Mr. Hayes.) One word more about the Akron drain- pipe — 
is there more than one manufacture of it, or is that the general term? 

A. I think there are several manufacturers. of Akron drain-pipe, in 
Akron, Ohio. I don’t know, I was never in the place, but I think there 
are. | 

Q. And the Akron drain-pipe you procured was purchased from one 
concern ? 

A. No, sir, not all — the great bulk of it was. We bought the great 
bulk of our pipe from Waldo Bros. 

Q. (By the CHarRMAN.) Why? 

A. Because we got better service from Waldo Bros. 

Q. How do you mean ? 

A. Inevery way —we got quicker service, got better’ pipe in this 
way, than where we ordered from other people. I found that sometimes 
the pipe would be cracked, and when I would either telephone or go and 
see them about it, they didn’t seem to be willing to make it right on the 
contract. It was different with Waldo Bros. They always seemed to 
he willing to take back what was cracked, and never question whether 
we cracked it or they did. 

Q@. (By Mr. Hayes.) All conditions being equal, what was the inten- 
tion of the department in purchasing — to distribute the trade, and pur- 
chase in open market, or confine it to one company ? 

A. The intentions of the department were these — to buy where the 
city would be best served. I know I looked at it in this way, and I 
think Mr. Perkins did, that the city wasn’t a benevolent institution to 
buy pipe of people because they wanted to sell it, but that the pipe 
should be bought where the city would be best served. . 

ae ig I understand you to say you were always ready to consider 
offers 

A. At any time anybody came in, as they did every day, and wanted 
to sell drain-pipe, the question was always asked them, ‘‘ What is your 
price?” and we always tried to break the combination, if such a thin 
was possible ; but nothing of the kind could be done, because they sai 
they couldn’t sell at less than forty-five per cent. off the list. 

(). a! asn’t there some indirect manner of getting around that combi- 
nation } 

A. If there was, I couldn’t find it out. 

Q. (By Mr. FANNING.) Have you ever endeavored to ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. (By Mr. Keenan.) Speaking of Waldo Bros., is that an honorable 
firm to do business with ? 

A. We always found them so. They are a large house, and perhaps 
sell twice or three times the amount of any other house in Boston. 

(. Have you ever known them to deliver goods that were short in the 
measurements made by your foreman ? 
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No, sir; never. 

They always delivered the quantity purchased ? 

Yes, sir. 

You couldn't be mistaken about that? 

. No, sir; there were two many checks, even if they desired to do 
so, and I don’t think they did. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Suppose you were building a sewer, and 
desired a pipe for the sewer; had your trench all laid, —you could get 
better service by giving your order to one house, and would get it 
attended to more quickly than if you carried it to another house ? 

A. Yes, sir; and Waldo Bros. would attend to it at once. 

Q. That meant better service ? 

A. That was one of the things to be considered — Waldo Bros. were 
more prompt in delivering than any of the others, in regard to pipe, and 
the same in cement. | 

Q. (By Mr. Fannina.) There was less haggling with them in regard 
to broken joints than you experienced with other firms ? 

A. None whatever. All that was necessary was to telephone to them 
that such a piece was broken, and we wanted it replaced immediately. If 
they didn’t. have a team they would send out immediately by express, 
when I told them that we were waiting for the piece. 

@. And their price was the same as the other? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. How does that service compare with the service of other firms — 
you say you got better service ? 

A. Well, that is why I do say it, because in my experience in trading 
with other firms, their service was better. 

@. Have you ever been obliged to wait on a job until an order was 
filled P ; 

A. I have from other firms. 

Q. And that entered into the judgment of the Sewer Department in 
giving, as you term it, the bulk of the trade to them ? 

A. Yes, sir; the reason was this, that a trench would be opened on a 
certain street, and sometimes a narrow street, and we would require a 
great amount of pipe— 700 to 1,000 feet —and we could withhold the 
order until we were almost ready to lay the pipe, and give the order to 
them, and we could depend on it that the pipe would be there, without 
the men being obliged to stand idle. We didn’t have that experience 
with other people. 

Q. (By Mr. Hayes.) How could Waldo Bros. afford to continue this 
splendid service when they had so many other competitors, — men anx- 
ious to sell the same quantity of pipe? 

A. I don’t know, unless they were smarter business men, and I 
always thought they were. I recollect once in the Improved Sewer 
Department, some years ago, where we wanted 2,000 barrels of cement. 
I went and saw several firms about it, and they said they thought they 
couldn't deliver it, because they thought Dorchester Bay would be frozen 
up by the time they got it there. 1 saw Waldo Bros., and mentioned 
the fact that perhaps the bay would be frozen, and they couldn't get it 
there, and the reply was, ‘* We will get it there on the ice,” and the rest 
of them never thought about it. 

Q. (By Mr. Keenan.) How does the system of accounts in the 
Sewer Department, under Superintendent Perkins’ administration, com- 
pare with the system of book-keeping in the other departments in the 
city of Boston ? 

A. Well, that I don’t know, except from what I have heard from gen- 
eral report. With all due respect for every other department, I under- 
stand they have got a better ledger than in any other of the depart- 
ments. ‘That, of course, | do not know of my own personal knowledge. 

Q. Outside of the departments of the City Treasurer, the City Collector, 
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and the City Auditor, will not the system of book-keeping and of accounts 
under Supérintendent Perkins compare more than favorably with other 
departments of the city? 

A. Yes, sir; I think so. 


Testimony of WILLIAM JACKSON. — Sworn. 


Q. (By the CHarRMAN.) Mr. Jackson, you took charge of the Sewer 
Department at the time of the removal of Mr. Young? 

ArsYes;sir. 

%. Did you authorize Mr. Perkins to make a stock account and an 
inventory of the amount of supplies on hand ? 

A. I think the first order given him was to make an inventory of the 
stovk on hand at the time I took charge. 

Q. And that report was accepted by him when he entered upon his 
duties as superintendent ? 

A.) Yessir: 

Q. (By Mr. KEENAN.) I would like to ask you, as an engineer, your 
business bringing you more or less in contact with the business of the 
Sewer Department, as well as other departments, as to the capacity of 
Superintendent Perkins in connection with the business of the depart- 
ment. 

A. Well, I recommended him to Mayor O’Brien, and if I hadn't 
thought him a competent man, I shouldn't have recommended him. . 

ai Has the situation of affairs fully justified your opinion P 

A. As far as I know. 

Q. So far as you know, he is an honest, capable man to-day ? 

A. I believe so. 


Testimony of WILLIAM H: CARTER. — Sworn. 


Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) You have been connected with the Sewer 
Department under Mr. Perkins ? 

4.. [have. 

@. You went in there with Perkins ? 

A. Idid. I was first sent for by Mr. Jackson when he took charge 
of the office, and upon Mr. Perkins’ confirmation as Superintendent ‘Ot 
Sewers, I was appointed chief engineer. 

Q. And previous to that time. you were an engineer under the city 
engineer ? 

A. Yes, sir; since 1876. 

Q. As chief engineer of the Sewer Department, will you tell the com- 
mittee the manner of doing business? 

A. Under me, or before me? 

QY. By you. 

dA. Upon assuming the position of chief engineer I proceeded to re- 
organize the engineering force of the department. The force, in my 
opinion, was too small to carry on the work, and was not properly 
organized. I proceeded to appoint three assistant engineers, and 
divided the whole territory of the city up into three parts, putting a 
distinct part under each assistant. Those principal assistants had their 
subordinate assistant, and any sewer in any part of the city was referred 
to the principal assistant engineer in charge of that territory to look up 
and report on. We also started a new sy stem of contracts, a system of 
cement inspection, and several other things that related to the engineer- 
ing part of the department. 

Q. Are you officially connected with the Sewer Department, to-day ! > 

A. J am not. 

Q. At what are you engaged? 

A. 1am now an assistant of Mr. Jackson, having charge of the in- 
vestigations relating to the extension of the Improved Sewerage 
Sy stem. 
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As an engineer ? 

As an engineer. 

What was the cause of your leaving the Sewer Department ? 
I resigned. 

Was the resignation asked for? 

‘A. Well, I had it intimated to me that a certain man wus to be my 
successor; so [ resigned. 

Q. Now, the whole working force of the Sewer Department was prac- 
tically under your management ? 

A. The whole engineering force, and likewise the inspectors. 

Q. That is, you mapped out the work for the employees of the Sewer 
Department to do. 

A; Kes. .sir. 

QY. You gave the instructions to the foremen ? 

A. I was the executive officer, practically. I gave instructions to the 
foreman, the engineer, and the inspectors in regard to the building of 
sewers. 

Q. Now, what is the difference in the management of the Sewer 
Department under Mr. Perkins’ administration, from an engineering 
stand-point, and that of previous administrations ? 

A. Well, on first taking charge of the department, I found that there 
was an entire lack of system in the organization of the force. The men 
who composed the force were not nien of theoretical education, and a 
great many of them did not have proper engineering experience. A 
number of those men were discharged and their places filled by men of 
technical ability. The work was then reorganized, and divided up, as 
I have said before. 

. Who has got your place in the Sewer Department ? 
. Mr. Quimby, who testified previously. 
Is he an engineer ? 
It depends on what you call an engineer. 
Is he an engineer from an engineer’s stand-point ? 
Well, I don’t know. 
. (By Mr. TowLe.) You consider that an engineer must have taken 
some course in the Institute of Technology, or something of the kind ? 

A. An engineer, properly speaking, should be a graduate of an en- 
gineering school and have received an engineering degree, supple- 
mented by a long course of practice. 

Q. (By the CHAiRMAN.) You have done so? 

A, Lama graduate of the Institute of Technology, 1877. 

@. And how about your successor ? 

A. Iam quite sure he is not a graduate of the Institute of Technology, 
and I don’t know that he is a graduate of any other engineering school. 
Still, I don’t advance that as an assertion. 

. Now, you were familiar with the jobs constructed under Mr. 
Perkins’ administration, while they were under way ? 

A. Yes, sir; I drove around every day. 

Q. Now, suppose in building a trunk sewer, that a great many bricks 
are being used. How do you determine the amount of brick that is 
necessary ? 

A. By figuring up, in the first place, the number of cubic yards that 
would go into the sewer, taking a theoretical section, as shown on the 
plan, and multiplying the number of cubic yards by the number of 
bricks that 1 knew by experience went into a cubic yard, and also 
making a calculation of the extra brick that would be necessary to re- 
enforce the work. 

Q. Take, for instance, the trunk sewer placed on Neponset avenue. 
We will say, for the sake of argument, that there are 100 feet of trunk 
sewer, 36 inches in diameter ? 

A. Jam not familiar with the particular sewer referred to. 
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Q. Well, take a trunk sewer of 3 feet, how close, by calculation, can 
you come to the number of bricks that would be required in 100 feet of 
such a trunk sewer ? 

A. Well, I think I could come within 8 or 10 per cent. of the amount 
of brick that would be required. 

Q. My reason for asking the question is this: Would it be possible, in 
the construction of a brick trunk sewer, to have the brick delivered less 
in quantity than the amount actually called for? 

A. Well, that would depend on whether a count was made of the 
brick ? 

Q. Suppose, for instance, that in your calculations in regard to this 
trunk sewer, you found that so many thousand or million bricks were 
needed for the construction of that sewer, by calculation, and then 
you figured your 8 or 10 per cent. margin, would it be possible for the 
parties delivering the brick to send in bills for thousands of brick 
more than were delivered ? 

A. J think not,— if the sewer was built in accordance with the plan. 

Q. Well, it being under your supervision, you would have a pretty 
fair idea of whether it was being built properly ? 

A. Certainly — even if it varied from the plan, a record is made of 
how it varied from the plan. 

QY. Will you tell the committee, or have you any knowledge, when 
brick is delivered, how an account is kept on the job ? 

A. No, I don’t know. 

Y. A man brings 2,000 bricks and says, ‘‘ I have got 2,000 bricks for 
this job,” and dumps them ? 

A. I think he does. 

Q. What check is there on his not delivering a true load ? 

A. When bricks are bought in large quantities and delivered at the 
sewer yard, the bricks are counted as they are stacked up: It is an easy 
matter to stack the brick. In the case of a pipe sewer, with man-holes, 
the man-holes will take 1,500 or 1,600 brick apiece. In figuring up, I 
would figure up the amount of brick required for the sewer, and then 
figure in the amount for the man-holes. If there are two man-holes, 
for instance, I would figure 3,200 bricks, and then the’ brick would be 
dumped, aud would go into the sewer, and there would probably be no 
check on it, because it would probably cost more to put a man on to 
count the 3,200 bricks than the difference between the 3,200 and the bricks 
delivered would amount to. It would be better to discount the amount 
of bricks than to incur the cost necessary to count the brick — just the 
same as when a man gets a ton of coal, it is probably cheaper to accept 
the dealer’s word, if he is a reputable man, that he has delivered just 
the weight, than it would be to go to work and weigh it pound by pound, 
and hire a man to do it. 

QY. You say two man-holes would take 3,200 bricks — now, in that 
case, would it be possible for a dealer to deliver 3,000 bricks without 
detection ? 

A. As I said before, this question of brick is uncertain, that is, the 
percentage within which you can figure brick is a great deal greater 
than the percentage within which you can figure pipe. For instance, 
you can figure pipe, perhaps, within 2 or 3%, and, as I said before, you 
can figure within 8 or 10%, on brick. For instance, suppose the vouchers 
show that 3,200 bricks were sent out, and the man dumped them, and they 
were not sufficient to make the two man-holes. Mr. McMahon might say 
that I had the 3,200 bricks delivered to me, but the foreman says it takes 
200 more to build the man-holes. That wouldn’t, on its face, show that 
the man hadn’t delivered the 200 bricks, because an allowance of 8% 
would account for 200 or 300 bricks that I might have been out in my 
figures ; but if the man said he had delivered 3,200 bricks, and the person 
in charge of the works said it would take 800 or 900 bricks more to make 
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those man-holes, that might, on the face of it, show that the man hadn’t 
delivered the bricks as the vouchers called for. 

Q@. Have you found, during your administration, any shortage in brick 
delivered on a job sufficient to occasion you to look into the matter, or 
to make any note of ? 

A. I never had occasion to. 

Q. (By Mr. Tow Le.) You never had occasion to look into the 
matter afterwards ? 

A. I never had a large shortage called to my attention. 

Q. (By the CHarrmMan.) Are you acquainted with the manner of 
keeping the accounts of the Sewer Department under the present ad- 
ministration ? 

A. Only from general information. I had nothing to do with the 
accounts myself, except the accounts which the engineers kept. 

Q. (By Mr. Fannine.) Mr. Carter, when did your experience as a 
sewer builder begin — how soon after graduation ? 

A. It began previous to my graduation. During one of the summer 
vacations I was employed by Mr. Eliot C. Clarke in making the tidal 
investigations which had relation to locating the outlet of the Moon 
Island Sewer, and on graduating, in 1877, | was employed by Mr. Davis 
on the Improved Sewerage System. I spent two years in the city of 
Boston, making surveys for the Main Drainage Works, and I then spent 
three years in actual construction of sewers. I then spent two years at 
Moon Island on the Moon Island Reservoir, and on the tunnel at Dor- 
chester Bay, and the Pumping-station, and I was then transferred to 
South Framingham, taking charge of the Boston Water-Works there 
and building the conduit. On Mr. Jackson’s taking control of the Sewer 
Department, I was sent for by him and put in charge of the Sewer De- 
partment, so far as the engineering was concerned, and upon Mr. 
Perkins’ confirmation as Superintendent of Sewers, he appointed me 
chief engineer. 

Q. So, really, you had a period of about 12 years’ actual experience in 
sewer building ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And you are familiar with the different strata, and the kinds, 
qualities, and amounts of clay which are encountered in laying sewers in 
the city of Boston ? 

A. | consider myself thoroughly so, around Boston. 

Q. (By the CHarrmMan.) Mr. Carter, I would like to ask you another 
question — what was the difference in proportion in the cost of construc- 
tion of sewers during the years 1887 and 1888, as compared with previous 

years P 

: A. I should say that, as a general thing, they cost more, but I would 
say also, in explanation of that, that we built sewers that we are not 
ashamed to show, and that will last, and the sewers built previous to 
that time are what you might call a byword throughout the country, no 
matter how cheap or small their cost, so that it was practically, in many 
cases, money thrown away. ‘The extra cost of the sewers built by Mr. 
Perkins was a good investment for the city. ‘They are well designed, 
thoroughly constructed, built of good materials, and have received the 
praise of engineers generally who have seen them, and who know what 
such work is. 

Q. (By Mr. Fannine.) [Iam going to assume to ask an engineer a 
practical question, on low lands — made lands, as they are termed com- 
monly — after having gone through the made land down to the original 
soil, you encounter bog, turf, marsh, and afterwards a stratum of some- 
thing that we might call clay, and beyond that there is a stratum of 
something else. You then go down, do you not, through several strata, 
until you reach what is called hard pan ? 

A. Yes, sir. 
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Q. Well, what was your experience in regard to the method of con- 
structing sewers in land of this kind, which I have described, prior to 
1887 ?P 

A. Prior to 1887, when I was employed on the Improved Sewerage 
Works, the custom was, whenever we got into marsh land, or material that 
was at all compressible, that it was important to obtain an unyielding 
foundation. For that purpose we drove piles, or if there was only a few 
feet of such material, it was excavated, and was filled in with other 
material for a base, even though it added largely to the expense; and 
that same method was adopted when I went into the Sewer Depart- 
ment. 

Q. What were the materials and what was the plan for the formation 
of the desired base, as adopted by Mr. Perkins, and what was its com- 
parison with the system generally adopted by his predecessors? 

A. Well, you will find very few sewers built prior to 1887 founded 
on piles. If they dug down and got to the mud, they built the sewer on 
the mud, and then they filled it in, which resulted, in a great many in- 
stauces, in there being no sewer at all there at the present day, or, if 
there, it is sunk two or three feet and badly distorted. That method 
was given up by Mr. Perkins. 

Q. To illustrate practically, I want to call your attention to the method 
of construction ] have noticed personally in my own section, in the low- 
lands of East Boston. I notice that they had gone down through these 
several strata I speak of, and after having reached the hard pan, that 
there has been a composite made by the employees of a very coarse 
sand, or perhaps a fine gravel, compounded with cement, and laid in 
the form of a cradle to receive the pipe. 

A. Yes, sir; to receive the pipe or brick. 

Q. To receive the brick. Now, I want to ask what advantage that 
artificial base is over the methods pursued prior to its introduction ? 

A. It is found that the construction of a side wall and an unyielding 
foundation will keep the brick in shape. 

Q. For an interminable period ? 

Arey CS, sit 

Q. In that respect it is superior ? 

A. It is superior to simply excavating, in an ordinary soil. Some- 
times, where the soil is hard and will stand it, it is simply taken out and 
the brick is putin. In this case mentioned, they dig in mud and finally 
arrive at a clay foundation, and they then put in a plank foundation and 
use the concrete that you speak of, or a stone foundation, and that plan 
is universally adopted throughout the Improved Sewerage System, and 
the sewers that have been built in Boston of late years. 

Q. Who introduced that method in Boston? 

A. Well, it was originally taken from France and England, where 
they have used it for a number of years. 

@. Who introduced it here ? 

A. Joseph P. Davis is the first man I know of. 

Q. Who introduced it first as a method of construction of the city 
sewers P . 

A. Mr. Perkins. 

¢. Is this method, which you refer to as costing more, cheaper in the 
end} 

A. Yes, sir; I think it is. 

Q. (By the CuairMAN.) I suppose one of the things that enters into 
the tet of the construction as much as anything else is the depth of the 
sewer! 

A. Yes, sir; that is quite an item. 

Q. Now, isn’t it true that the sewers, as laid out last year and the year 
before under Mr. Perkins, were laid at a lower grade, substantially, 
than the previous years ? 
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A. Yes. The subject was investigated when we first took hold of the 
department. In a great many of the sewer reports you will find ques- 
tions that superintendents of sewers addressed to officials in other cities 
— among them being this question, ‘‘ What is the average depth at which 
your sewers are laid?” ‘The city of Providence has an ordinance that 
sewers are to be laid 13 feet deep, and in a number of the cities through- 
out the country it is prescribed by ordinance that the sewer shall be from 
11 to 13 feet deep. I found an answer from Supt. Bradley, in one re- 
port, to the question, ‘‘ How deep do you lay your sewers?” in which 
he replied, *‘ From 8 to 9 feet.” There might frequently be cases 
where an ultimate extension of a sewer might be necessary, where, if it 
was only 8 or 9 feet below the surface, it might result in its coming out 
at the top of the street, long before you arrived at the end. So, when 
Mr. Perkins came in, the subject of the construction of sewers was looked 
into, and it was decided that no sewer should be laid less than 11 feet, 
except under special conditions. Of course, the cost is increased there- 
by, but it is justified in the end by the result. For instance, you may 
lay a sewer to-day in a certain street 8 or 9 feet deep, anda mile or 
two of sewer may ultimately be connected with that. Ten years from 
now that street may be changed into a business street, and instead of 
having small sub-cellars, 6 or 8 feet below the surface, they may put 
in cellars 8 or 9 feet deep. The result is, you will want to drain 
those new cellars, and you cannot drain them without changing your 
whole line of sewers in that district. That shows that sewers should be 
laid at a certain minimum depth, which should not be under 11 feet, 
unless there are special circumstances. 

Q. Are there any cases in your mind, now, of sewers that are laid in 
the city proper that will bear out that fact, where they were laid years 
ago, at a certain depth ? 

A. The sewers of the city proper were usually laid at quite a low 
depth, but there are a number of cases in the suburbs where the sewers 
are laid altogether too shallow. The sewers in the city proper, as a 
general thing, are laid at quite a low elevation. ‘That is, I have no 
doubt there are a number of them ata high elevation, but I have none 
in my mind at the present time. 

Q. (By Mr. FANNING.) You say you almost every day gave your 
personal supervision to various work that was going on? 

A. It was my custom to drive around every morning, from about half- 
past 8 to about 1 o’clock. If I could not take in all the sewers that were 
in process of construction on that particular day, I went to the others 
the next day. It was very seldom that I was away more than two days, 
or, at most, three days, from any one sewer, throughout its course of 
construction. 

Q. Now, as regards the direction or planning of sewers originally, 
was that left entirely to you, or did you frequently have the assistance 
and codperation of the superintendent ? 

A. I consulted with him to a certain extent. I might say this, that a 
petition would be put in to the Board of Aldermen for the construction 
of a sewer, and that petition would be referred to Mr. Perkins. He 
would refer it to me. I would then investigate the case ; see whether it 
was a case of urgency; see whether there were a number of buildings 
where the people were suffering from want of sewerage, or whether it 
was simply a land speculation scheme out in the country somewhere ; 
and I made a report, in writing, stating the urgency of the case, the 
probable cost of the sewer and its size, which I determined from my 
surveys. Mr. Perkins then reported on it. If the sewer was ordered 
to be built; Mr. Perkins notified me of the fact, and if it was to be let 
by contract I drew up the contract, plans, and specifications. If it was 
to be done by a district foreman, he would inform me that it was to be 
done by day labor, and that the foreman was to start on such a day; 
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when I would notify the foreman that the engineers would meet him 
to give him the lines and grade, at this place, at a certain time. I was, 
of course, in constant consultation with Mr. Perkins about sewers build- 
ing, to be built, and that had been built, and we were talking things 
over more or less all the time; but the actual construction, you might 
say, was left in my hands, to a certain extent. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) You made aremark here about the survey. 
Probably all the members of the committee are not acquainted with the 
actual meaning of the word. You say you determined the construction 
of a new sewer ina street, and the size of the sewer by your survey — 
explain to the committee how you make that survey. 

A. In order to determine the size of the sewer, it is regulated by the 
amount of water which has to go into it. That amount of water is af- 
fected by the amount of rain which will come down to that sewer from 
falling on the drainage area. ‘Therefore, you have got to determine the 
limits of the drainage area before you can decide on the size of the 
sewer. When I first went in there, there were no plans showing how 
to do this. As soonas Mr. Perkins came in, we found that there was 
nothing to guide us in starting new sewers, and we then had to com- 
mence a survey to determine the different drainage areas, to give us 
some basis on which to design the new work. From all the records and 
plans we could find, it seems that that had been previously a matter of 
guess-work, and that seemed to be further borne out by the fact that in 
some streets you would find a great sewer, four or five feet in diameter, 
where a small pipe would do, and in other cases you would find a sewer 
with a twelve or fourteen inch pipe where they ought to have a three or 
four foot pipe. The sewers had not been properly designed to handle 
the amount of water which should come .down into them. | 

Q. (By Mr. KEENAN.) Had the old department preserved anything 
in the shape of plans, to show the locations of the sewers already con- 
structed ? 

A. Well, I had been accustomed to the detail plans of the Improved 
Sewerage Works, where you know how every foot is built and can go 
and put your finger right on the ground and know just what there is be- 
neath. ‘The record plans tell the whole story. But when I first saw 
the plans of the Sewer Department I was struck by what I considered 
their lack of information. That impression, however, has gradually 
been effaced by what I know of what is done in other cities — in 
New York and Brooklyn — and the records of our Sewer Department, 
although by no means what they should be, will compare favorably with 
the records of other sewer departments in the country We appreciated 
the lack of information shown on those plans, and had some supple- 
mentary work done to obtain the information that we wanted, in order 
to fill the plans out. 

@. Now, to what cause do you ascribe the lack of system, particu- 
larly as it applies to the size of pipe that might be necessary for a 
sewer, as in the case of some of the pipes that had been laid before 
your people came into office? 

A. I attribute it to not having any plan in advance, so that they 
would know how it was going to be extended. For instance, if you put 
in a sewer in a certain street, and had no data to know how that sewer 
is going to be extended ten years from now, and you put in a fifteen or 
sixteen inch pipe, in fifteen or twenty years from now that district may 
be built up and miles of sewer may be tributary to that, which were 
never figured on when you put in that pipe, and it would not handle the 
amount of water. Therefore, before building any sewer you have got 
to know how the sewers are going to be built one hundred years from 
now. 

(). Taking the actual state of things as they exist, do some of the 
sewers, as they have been laid out, show a lack of engineering knowl- 
edge and ability in their construction. 
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' A. I should say they did. Take it on the Back Bay, the practice has 
been, with sewers built as recently as 1881, to dig down to the marsh. 
The foreman told me he received instructions to excavate the mar sh, dig 
the marsh out in a circular form, put a layer of brick in the mud, and 
place the construction on that. That particular sewer, to-day, on Dalton 
street, has sunk three feet, and no one can enter it. 

(). Doesn't it show a lack of skill in construction, rather than a lack 
of knowledge ? 

A. I think the lack of skill in construction shows a lack of knowl- 
edge. 

Q@. It might be due to carelessness on the part of the men construct- 
ing it? 

A. No; I cannot conceive how it would be due to carelessness. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Were you acquainted with the superin- 
tendents in office secede Superintendent Perkins came in — that is, 
running back to 1877 

A. Well, I havea Reece acquaintance with every one but Mr. Brad- 
Be I don’t know him. 

(By Mr. Keenan.) Were you acquainted with Superintendent 
fete P 

A. Yes: 

@. Do you have any knowledge as to his skill as an engineer ? 

A. Well, Mr. Moses was a surveyor, more particularly —I suppose 
he would acknowledge that himself. 

Q. You wouldn't call him an engineer, strictly speaking ? 

A. I wouldn’t call him an hydraulic engineer — a man who made a 
specialty of hydraulics and a study of the flow of water and sewerage. 

Q. Was his engineering knowledge and skill such as would be adapt- 
able to the work of the Sewer Department ? 

A. Not particularly. It is like this: you might be a doctor and make 
a specialty of throat diseases, and be suddenly called upon to treat a man 
for heart complaint. You probably could do it all right, but it would 
not be exactly in your line. 

Q. But, generally, the medicine you gave would indicate the kind of 
doetor you were —wouldn’t it be the same as regards the method of 
constructing these sewers, which you say indicates a lack of knowledge ? 

A. didn’t refer to Mr. Moses. 

Q. I know, but I am only speaking in regard to that statement which 
you have made. You have spoken of sewers on the Back Bay which 
were constructed in an ignorant manner — whether it would not be due 
to the action of just such men as Mr. Moses not having a thorough 
knowledge of sewers or of the building of sewers, while they might De 
engineers in other respects, apart from the building of sewers ? 

A. I shouldn’t bring Mr. Moses into my comparison at all. I should 
say a sewer built like that was built by a man who didn’t understand 
what the result of it would be. I don’t-know who the man was. I don’t 
think it was Mr. Moses —in fact, I know it wasn’t. 

@. Mr. Moses built some of these sewers? 

A. That may be; but the man who built that sewer undoubtedly had 
the idea in view that, when the street was filled, the sewer would stay 
there. Of course, he could not have imagined that it was going down 
in the mud three or four feet. If he had, he probably ‘would have 
cone something different. 

@. Now, a man must have peculiar qualifications to perform the 
duties of a Superintendent of Sewers for such a city as Boston ? 

A. A man has got to combine great executive ability with engineer- 
ing knowledge, it seems to me. 

(. Would a man of executive ability, without any engineering skill, 
fill the bill ? 

A. I should say not, although I have known such men. I would say 
that those qualifications do not always go together. 
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Q. I suppose the present Superintendent has had experience in the 
construction of sewers? 

A. I don’t know. I never heard of him in that connection; at the 
same time, he may have. 

Q. Then you really don’t know what qualifications the present in- 
cumbent has for this high office ? 

A. No; I know him very slightly ; I have simply a bowing acquaint- 
ance with him. 

Q. (By the Cratratan. ) When you entered the office of the Super- 
intendent of Sewers you say you inaugurated the engineering depart- 
ment; that is, the survey department, ete. ? 

As Tes! 

@. That was inaugurated for what reason ? 

A. Beeause I found no data on which I could intelligently do any 
work that I was called upon to do. 

Q. And with your experience, and with the Superintendent’s experi- 
ence on sewer-work, and as engineers in the city of Boston, in different 
departments, you found it was necessary to have this data — to have a 
record of information ? 

A. Yes. ; : 

@. Do you know whether the department, as it stands to-day, has any 
eee or survey department ? 

Have al know that it has. 

Q. Dae you know what it consists of ? 

A. The personnel of it? 

Qe Yes: . 

A. Mr. Quimby is the chief engineer, and they have the men in it who 
were my subordinates. I think there have been very few changes 
made; in fact, I don’t know of any. 

Q. The same system that was inaugurated then is being carried out 
to-day, as far as you know P 

A. As far as I know. 

Q. (By Mr. TowLe.) One of the main difficulties seems to have 
been that, when they built the old sewers, they didn’t know what area 
was to be drained. “In order to get the area it was necessary, you say, 
to form this engineering corps, so to speak, to make these maps and 


plans ? 
AW YCS: 
Q. And it was necessary to put on extra men ? 
Ae ES: 


Q. Would it have been posal, under the old system, with the force 
they had, to raake that survey ? 

eA ed always considered the force they had was entirely inadequate. 

Q. (By Mr. FANNING.) You say inadequate, — you mean as regards 
numbers, ability, or what? 

A. Well, | think both as regards numbers and ability, as far as my 
opinion is concerned. 

Q Did you increase the numerical strength of the force? 

A, Yes sity 

OF Fo what extent ? 

A. Well, it was increased, as far as numbers are concerned, at least 
five or six men. 

Q. Retained through your administration ? 

A. While I was there they were all retained. 

Q. (By the CHatRMAN.) Were those engineers taken from the 
Engineer’s Department ? 

A. J took one man in and made him principal assistant who was with 
me at South Framingham. He was a graduate of the Institute of 
Technology the year before I graduated. I brought two men in from 
South Framingham ; the other man was a graduate of the Institute of 
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Technology in 1874. 1 retained one man, Colonel Folsom, who is there 
now. ‘Those three men are all there now. When I went in there the 
two men who were practically the principal assistants were not men of 
engineering education, and although their experience was very good, 
as far as it went, and they were capable of doing the work of the 
department in the way it had been done, they were not capabie of 
doing it in the way I wanted it done. I retained those men, putting 
them in the next position under those men I put in. Some I discharged 
altogether, principally men of no experience, and put in men I knew. 

Q. (By Mr. ‘TOwLeE.) The men whom you put in were engineers ? 

An aX es. 

Q. And you really put in five more engineers than were originally in 
there ? 

A. Yes, sir; I put in at least five men who might be called engineers. 

Q. Which shows that there was a pretty inadequate force betore ? 

A. Yes, sir, in my opinion there was. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) That same régime exists to-day ? 

A. Yes; they have kept them all, I think. One or two men have left 
because they had better positions offered them. One of the men, who 
was only a third assistant of mine, has been put in charge of the sewers 
down at Lynn. 

Q. (By Mr. KEENAN.) Is it possible to improve the Sewer Depart- 
ment, as it was when you left it? 

A. I suppose everything is capable of improvement. 

Q. Is there any improvement you can suggest ? 

A. We were engaged on plans and investigations relating to the im- 
provement of the whole system in Boston, and looking up the defects 
and the proper remedies. Of course, that is a work of great magnitude, 
and would extend over a number of years. It is possibly being done 
now, for all I know. 

Q. You don’t know anything about the system of keeping accounts ? 

A. Not the book-keeping. I kept the contractors’ accounts. The 
measurements were all made by the engineers, and payments to con- 
tractors were made by my measurements and accounts, but those 
accounts were all kept at City Hall in duplicate. I know nothing about 
the accounts, so far as the actual book-keeping of the department is 
concerned. 

Q. Your measurements, then, gave the supplies delivered ? 

uN OD; 

: Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) You merely surveyed the amount of work 
one? 

A. Yes;the labor and contract prices. The stock would be figured 
out at the office over here. 

Q. (By Mr. KEENAN.) Now, as a graduate of the Institute of Tech- 
nology, and as a practical engineer, you ought to be a pretty good judge 
of the man who was your superior in the department. Do you consider 
Mr. Perkins a practical man ?

. (By Mr. FanninG.) What, in your opinion, is a fair estimate of 
the increased cost of the method pursued by Mr. Perkins in, the con- 
struction of sewers, as compared with the methods pursued by his 
predecessors ?

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A. That is a pretty hard question to answer. Taking an individual 
sewer, I can understand how Mr. Perkins might construct it at a cost of 
100 per cent. more than it would have cost if constructed in a different 
way ; but as a matter of general average, I would not give any estimate. 
There was an article appeared in a paper, I think about a year ago, set- 
ting forth in large headlines the enormous cost of construction over

previous years, and as a matter of interest we figured the thing out. 
We took, for instance, pipe sewers under 15 inches, and I think we ran 
back as far as 1884. As nearly as I remember now —I cannot give the 
exact figures —I think the average cost, — we will say, as a sample, 
that it had been under previous administrations, $2.58 a foot, where, 
under Mr. Perkins’ administration, perhaps it would cost $2.78. There 
was a difference, perhaps, of 7 or 8 percent. But, as I say, in indi- 
vidual cases I can understand how a sewer would cost 100 per cent. 
more, as we should build it. But, as a general average, I should say 
that our pipe sewers cost 8 or 9 per cent. more than those originally 
built. There was, however, another thing that brought the cost up, — 
the man-holes. They used to have a great lack of man-holes on these 
pipe sewers. They used to put them in five or six hundred feet apart, 
and in some cases they would build a long sewer and put a man-hole on 
the end. Our practice was to put a man-hole once in 300 feet. Our 
practice, also, in order to save the sewer from being broken into, sup- 
posing there was a vacant lot, instead of putting a straight line pipe 
through the land, and the next year having to break through for a 
sewer, we would insert a Y branch at every vacant lot. Of course that 
would cost more than if we used a straight pipe. Matters of that sort 
would bring the cost up. The sewers would probably not be built 
cheaply, in comparison with those of other years, but we could build 
them so that they would be good sewers. 

Q. (By Mr. Keenan.) Whether or not you know anything about 
Waldo Brothers — whether you have done any business with them ? 

A. I have had nothing to do with them. ‘That is entirely out of my 
province. 

Q. Have you been threatened by Mr. Condon, or anybody ? 

A. No, I have not. 

Q. (By Mr. FANNING.) As regards the quick delivery, and the ser- 
vice rendered by that firm, referred to by Mr. McMahon, you made 
your requests through him, I suppose? 

A. Yes, sir. 

. Do you know whether they were expeditious in the delivery of 
stock ? 

A. No; because I would have no knowledge of who the stock was 
sent by. If I had to wait on a job, I would go to the nearest telephone 
and say that I was waiting on such and such a job. In some cases I 
might have to wait awhile before I got what I wanted, but I would not, 
as a general thing. 

Q. The service was generally expeditious ? 

A. Yes, sir; as a general thing the service was excellent, and the 
percentage of time lost was exceedingly small.

RELATIVE TO DANGER FROM OVERHEAD 
ELECTRIC WIRES. 


OFFICE OF THE BOARD OF FrrE COMMISSIONERS, 
City Hai, Boston, Sept. 28, 1889. 


To the Honorable the City Council: — 


GENTLEMEN, — Enclosed you will find a copy of resolu- 
tions unanimously adopted at the recent convention of chief 
engineers, held at Kansas City, Mo., which the Fire Com- 
missioners of Boston unqualifiedly approve and recommend to 
your serious consideration. These resolutions embody the 
opinions of over three hundred practical and experienced 
men in the public service, and were drafted with a view of 
strengthening the various fire departments of the country, 
and benefiting the public generally. Boston, which has 
been first in many things, and should be first in all improve- 
ments, is far behind most of her sister cities of equal promi- 
nence in methods of establishing and regulating her electrical 
systems. At present no inspection worthy the name is 
insisted upon. The objection that arc-light wires cannot be 
properly insulated and effectively operated underground is 
best answered by the example of Chicago, where they are 
all underground. ‘Through her principal business streets no 
wires or poles of any kind offend the sight or endanger the 
lives and property of her citizens. Yet Chicago is probably 
the best-lighted city in the country, considering her size and 
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the cost of the service. In°St. Louis the work of burying 
the wires has already begun, and must be completed by 1892. 
It is regarded in those cities, not as a question of expediency, 
but of necessity, and a elance into the air in almost any part 
of our city will show us the necessity intensified here. The 
Commissioners most earnestly petition your honorable body 
to give this matter careful consideration, and devise some 
means to correct existing evils and ward off impending 
dangers.

The following resolutions were wnanimously adopted at 
the late convention of the Association, held at Kansas City, 
Mo., Sept. 10 to 14:— 

Whereas, the present method of overhead wires, carrying 
high potential currents suitable for are lights, electric. rail- 
roads, power, etc., are exceedingly dangerous, especially to 
firemen when in the discharge of their duties, therefore be it 

Resolved, That we urge upon all legislative bodies, both 
municipal and State, that the only conceded safe method for 
the transmission of such currents is underground. 

[esolved, That wherever any overhead “method is allowed 
or tolerated, that every known precaution should be re- 
quired by suitable laws or ordinances. 

Resolved, That the present method of insulation of over-— 
head wires is very imperfect, and however good apparently, 
deteriorates rapidly after being put up, and is virtually noé 
insulation. 

ftesolved, That the various fire chiefs throughout the 
United States should in no manner jeopardize the lives or 
limbs of the members of their departments until they have 
first assured themselves that no currents are passing on such 
overhead wires in the immediate proximity of the fire. 

Resolved, 'That the most rigid inspection of wires entering 
buildings, carrying high potential currents, should be had by 
competent authority, and every precaution taken to prevent 
any possible contact of such wires with those of telephone 
and fire-alarm wires, water or gas pipes. 

Resolved, That we earnestly call upon all municipal and 
legislative bodies, and urge the necessity of suitable legisla- 
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tion and inspection of the present dangerous system of 
overhead wires, for the purpose of lessening the dangers and 
evils thereof. 

Resolved, That we, the National Association of Fire 
Engineers, in convention assembled, emphatically assert 
that the only safe method for such currents is underground, 
and place our most unequivocal condemnation on all over- 
head or suspended wires, for the reason of their great danger 
to life as well as to property. 

ftesolved, That the secretary be instructed to have these 
resolutions printed and distributed, and the various chiefs to 
have the same published from time to time in their local 
papers.

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OPINION 


OF THE 


CORPORATION COUNSEL 


ON THE 


RIGHT OF THE CITY TO REQUIRE COMPENSATION 
FOR THE PRIVILEGE OF MAKING AN EXCA- 
VATION UNDER A SIDEWALK. 


City or Boston, 
OFFICE OF THE CORPORATION CouNSEL, Sept. 27, 1889. 


To the Honorable the Board of Aldermen: — 

GENTLEMEN, — In reply to your inquiry of me, in con- 
nection with the petition of the owner of the estate No. 97 
Portland street, for leave to construct a large area under the 
sidewalk in front of said estate, and whether or not the city 
has the right to require a compensation for such a privilege, 
under that or similar orders, I have the honor to say that, in 
my opinion, that may depend upon the nature or extent of 
the right or title of the city in the street. 

If the city has an easement only — 7.e., the right to use 
the land in the street at that point for public travel, the fee 
still remaining in the owner of the adjoining estate —I do 
not think the city can require compensation of the adjoining 
owner for the privilege of using such area. If the city owns 
the absolute title or fee of the land in the street, as it would 
if the fee had been conveyed to the city, then I think that 
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the city can require compensation or payment for such a 
privilege and as a condition therefor. 

I am informed that the strip of land under the sidewalk at 
No. 97 Portland street is owned in fee by the city, having 
acquired it in 1882 by purchase and conveyance by warranty 
deed trom the grantor of the petitioner. 

Your inquiry presents a question. which, so far as I know, 
has not been passed upon judicially in this State. The law, 
as it was formerly generally stated, was that property, 
especially land, acquired by a municipality for a public 
use, could not be used or let by it, for a private purpose, for 
gain. But the law thus stated has, I think, been recently 
much qualified. French v. Quincy, 3 Allen Rep., 9. 

In Worden v. New Bedford, 131 Mass. Repts., p. 24, 
the court held that “the city has the right to allow a building 
(the City Hall), erected for municipal purposes, to be used 

‘incidentally for other purposes, either gratuitously or for 
compensation.” In the course of the opinion the court 
said: “But the defendant contends that a city or town has 
no power to let its public buildings for private uses; that 
the letting to the Poultry Association, if made by the city, 
was ultra vires, and therefore it is not liable. This ground 
is untenable. The city could not erect buildings for business 
or speculative purposes, but, having a city hall built in good 
faith and used for municipal purposes, it has the right to 
allow it to be used incidentally, either gratuitously or for a 
compensation. Such use is within its legal authority, and 
is common in most of our cities and towns.” 

I do not see why this, in principle, does not apply to lands 
acquired and owned in fee by the city for streets. 

I am informed that it is the custom in New York City 
(where the city owns the fee of the street) to require pay- 
ment or compensation for a permit to an adjoining owner to 
use the area or vaults under the sidewalks. In the case of 
the People v. Kerr (27 New York Repts., p. 202), the Court 
of Appeals, in the course of the opinion, said: “Evidence 
was given at the trial . . . that the city reserved to itself 
the control of the land occupied by the streets so entirely as 
to license excavations for private use by the adjoining owners 
or occupants themselves, and to forbid such interference with 
the soil of the streets unless with such license. Some revenue 
is derived by the city from these licenses or permits to 
excavate vaults, cellars, or sewers under the streets Hs 

Of course all such permits or licenses should be held com- 
pletely subservient to the superior public uses for which the 
street was made, and should be revocable by the Board of 
Aldermen at any time; and the city should have a hen or 
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claim upon the real estate of the abutting owner, to whom 
such license is granted, to indemnify it against all loss, cost, 
or damage which it may sustain in consequence of the con- 
struction or use of such area or opening into it. 


The expediency of requiring compensation for use of said 
areas is another question.

CORPORATION COUNSEL’S OPINION 


ON THE 


MATTER OF THE AUTHORITY 


OF THE 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN OR CITY COUNCIL 
TO ABATE OR SETTLE SEWER 
ASSESSMENTS. 


Ciry oF Boston, 
OFFICE OF THE CORPORATION CouNSEL, Sept, 30, 1889, 


To the Honorable the Board of Aldermen : — 


GENTLEMEN, — I have received the order pending in the 
Board of Aldermen, dated September 3, inst., relating to the 
settlement, by the payment of one dollar, of a sewer assess- 
ment levied against the estate of Horace H. O’Donovan, in 
Jamaica street, West Roxbury. amounting to sixty-five dol- 
lars eighty four cents ($65.84), “on account of the inability 
of the said O’Donovan to pay the same,” and the request of 
your Honorable Board for my opinion as to the authority of 
the Board of Aldermen, or the City Council, to make the 
settlement by said order. After it had been adjudged by 
this Honorable Board, that a sewer through Jamaica street 
should be built, and after its construction, the determination 
of the assessment upon the several estates benefited thereby, 
and the delivery of these assessments to the collector, the 
duty or functions of the Board of Aldermen, except in the 
matter of revising assessments for the correction of errors, 
was completed, The claim and lien upon each and _ all 
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estates benefited by the sewer, for the amount of the assess- 
ment therefor, had become the property of the city, and I 
am of the opinion that the Board of Aldermen cannot re- 
lease, discharge, or settle such a claim or lien. This can 
only be done by the City Council. The late corporation 
counsel, Mr. Nettleton, was of opinion that the City Council 
did not have the power to abate such an assessment; but I 
understand that he was of the opinion that the City Council 
could “settle” an assessment by the payment of a sum 
smaller than the amount of the assessment. ‘There may be 
cases, without doubt, in which it may be proper for the City 
Council to settle a claim for an assessment laid under the 
Public Statutes, on payment by the owner of the estate of a 
sum less than the face of the claim. This might be where 
the power to collect was in doubt, or for the purpose of cor- 
recting an error, or compromising litigation, or perhaps 
where collection of the full amount would be impossible. 

I doubt if Mr. Nettleton meant to say that the city could 
not abate an assessment, but that it could “settle” it, by 
taking a merely nominal sum therefor, upon the ground 
stated in this order. Mr. O’Donovan’s estate, so far as it has 
been shown to me, has been properly assessed for a benefit 
conferred upon it by the city. There is no suggestion, so . 
far as I know, that the assessment was in any respect errone- 
ous or inequitable, or that his estate was not benefited by the 
sewer. The proposed settlement is put on the ground of his 
inability to pay it; but this must be in a qualified sense only. 
It cannot be that he has no property with which to pay it, 
for he owns real estate, on which the assessment is only a 
lien. By inability is meant, [ suppose, that the payment is 
not easy, that he has not the ready money. To discharge 
the obligation or lien would really be a gratuity. I doubt 
if it is right or just to others, whose estates are no more 
benetited than his, to release his estate from this obligation, 
and leave it upon the others. There is certaiuly no express 
provision of law for it, as there is for assessors of taxes to 
exempt portions of estates of poor persons from taxation. 
Put on the ground of charity, I should say that it was not a 
legitimate or a safe way of dispensing the city charity. To 
cancel obligations for sewer betterments for the reasons 
stated would not be unlike in principle to the giving of 
water, or abating water rates to charitable institutions, 
which it has been held cannot be done. 

In 1850, in respect to the petition of the Children’s Friend 
Society, a charity, for free water for its use, the Hon. 
Peleg W. Chandler, then city solicitor, whose opinion was 
asked if it could be done, said: “I have no difficulty 
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whatever in answering this question in the negative. If 
the City Council may give the water to one institution of 
this kind, they may to all. If they may give it to a poor 
corporation, they may toa poor man. If they may give it 
to an institution which is doing great good in the community, 
on this account they may give it to a good man.” 

Such “settling” sewer assessments has resulted, I am in- 
formed, in the cancelling of just obligations to the city, irre- 
spective of the merits of the cases, and in much dissatisfaction ; 
and while I cannot say that the City Council can not and may 
not, as I have said before, exercise the power of settling 
such claims due the city, on payment of smaller sums, for 
certain business reasons, I do not think that the City Council 
ought to abate (by “ settling”) assessments which have been 
legally, fairly, and correctly made by the officers to whom 
authority has been given by law for that purpose, for the 
reason stated in the order. I might perhaps add properly 
that this matter has become of less importance than it other- 
wise might be, by the adoption of a system of sewer assess- 
ments in the city of Boston, under the Act of the Legislature, 
Chap. 456 of the Acts of 1889, entitled “An Act to pro- 
vide for the making and collecting of sewer assessments in 
the city of Boston,” by which a very different mode of 
making and collecting sewer assessments in the city of Bos- 
ton has been established.

COMMITTEE ON EXAMINATIONS, OF THE SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE, 


ON THE 


SUBJECT OF ESTABLISHING AN AD- 
VANCED GRADE OF PUBLIC 
EDUCATION. 


In Scooout ComMITTER, Oct. 8, 1889. 


The Committee on Examinations, to whom was referred, 
Sept. 10, 1889, a communication from the City Council re- 
questing ‘* the School Board to consider and report upon the 
feasibility and cost of providing an advanced grade of educa- 
tion in connection with Boston’s public-school system, such 
advanced grade to embrace the curriculum of the academic 
studies as taught at Harvard University ; that the attention 
of the School Board is respectfully called to the recent 
opinion of the Corporation Counsel, in effect, that the power 
to establish such and all grades of public-school education is 
discretionary with the School Board; that in consideration 
of the proposed academic course, the Board consider espe- 
cially the cost of recitation accommodations and tutors, irre- 
spective of the construction of any college, or buildings in 
connection with the same,” — have carefully considered this 
communication, and respectfully report as follows : — 


At ameeting of the School Board held on the twentieth day 
of January, 1888, a communication substantially the same as 
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the present one was received from the Common Council, 
was referred to this Committee, and having been carefully 
and duly considered, we reported to this Board, at its meet- 
ing held May 14, 1889, that in our judgment it would be 
inexpedient to attempt the establishment of such a grade of 
studies in our public schools. 

In the report then submitted — which was duly transmit- 
ted to the Common Council — we gave two reasons for the 
conclusions arrived at. The first: we could not understand 
why the Common Council should ask us to “consider and 
report on the expediency of establishing an advanced grade 
of studies in connection with Boston’s system of public 
schools, said advanced grade to embrace the curriculum of 
studies at present provided by the academic course at Harvard 
College,” while our most unremitting efforts, and our most 
persistent appeals, repeated over and over and over again dur- 
ing the last four years, could not obtain from the City Council 
the necessary accommodations to give all our children even 
a grammar and primary school education. The second: 
we had, according to the opinion of the Corporation Coun- 
sel, no authority of law for furnishing what is called a 
“university course of instruction ” in our public schools. 

As the City Council seems somewhat persistent in this 
matter, and doubtful of the legal soundness of the position 
taken by this Committee, as appears by the present commu- 
nication to this Board, we take the liberty to say that, in our 
judgment, the opinion of the Corporation Counsel referred 
to in the communication now before us does not justify the 
interpretation given it by the City Council. The opinion of 
the Corporation Counsel dated March 26, last, and laid before 
the Common Council on the 28th of March, expressly states 
that we have no authority of law for furnishing what is ealled 
a “university course of instruction” in connection with our 
public schools. The same opinion points out the special 
acts of the Legislature which were found necessary to 
authorize instruction in branches outside the ordinary course 
of studies in our public schools. And here we beg leave to 
say that we do not consider that the opinion of the Corpora- 
tion Counsel dated June 12, 1889, differs materially from 
his opinion dated March 26, 1889, or that either opinion 
justifies the interpretation of the City Council. 

Even if we had the power to establish the course of in- 
struction described in the communication from the City 
Council, we are at a loss how, in the “consideration of the 
proposed academic course,” we are to “consider especially 
the cost of recitation accommodations and tutors, irrespec- 
tive of the construction of any college, or buildings in con- 
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nection with the same,” unless this modern Athens should 
follow strictly the example of ancient Athens. Ancient 
Athens had her Academia, —a public garden or grove, — 
where Socrates, Plato, Aristotle, and other great educators, 
tutors, and philosophers, used to give instruction in an ad- 
vanced grade of studies to their pupils and disciples, bare- 
headed, in the open air. Now, if this modern Athens should 
establish the university curriculum of studies proposed by 
the City Council, and should follow strictly the example of 
this city’s ancient classic namesake, — using for recitation 
accommodations the Common, Public Garden, or some of 
the more shady and secluded groves in Franklin Park, — it 
might be possible for this Board to comply, in part at least, 
with the request of the City Council, and consider or esti- 
mate the “cost of recitation accommodations . . ._ irre- 
spective of the construction of any college, or buildings in 
connection with the same.” 

A more difficult task, however, and one that your Com- 
mittee does not consider itself equal to, would be the consid- 
eration of the cost of proper ¢utomng under the given 
circumstances, climatic and otherwise. 

In view of these facts, your Committee deems any further 
consideration of this matter useless and unnecessary.

Pursuant to the provisions of Section 1 of Chapter 177 of 
the Acts of 1872, it is hereby 

Ordered, That the Boston Water Board, as the agent of 
the city of Boston, be, and it is hereby directed, from time 
to time, to take, hold, and convey to, into, and through said 
city, all the water of Sudbury river, so-called ; said water to 
be taken at any point or points within the town of Framing- 
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ham, or higher up on said river, and the water of Farm pond, 
so-called, in said town of Framingham, and the waters which 
may flow into and from said river and pond, and to take any 
water-rights in or upon said river or pond in or above the 
town of F ramingham, or connected therewith. 

Said Boston Water Board is also hereby directed, as the 
agent of this city, to take and hold, in connection with said 
sources of supply, any lands and real estate necessary for 
increasing or preserving the purity of the water, or for lay- 
ing, building, and maintaining aqueducts, water-courses, 
reservoirs, dams, buildings, machinery, and other structures 
and appliances, with their accessories, for conducting, elevat- 
ing, purifying, storing, discharging, disposing of, and distrib- 
uting water; and also to take and hold any land (excepting 
any in the town of Framingham heretofore taken or pur- 
chased by any railroad company ) on the margin of said 
sources of supply, not exceeding five rods in width from the 
high-water line of said river, storage reservoirs or pond, so 
fur as may be necessary, in the opinion of said Water Board, 
for the preservation and purity of the same, for the purpose 
of furnishing a supply of pure water for the city of Boston. 

Ordered, Further, that for the purpose of enabling the 
city of Boston to extend and perfect its water supply under 
the foregoing order, and to raise money to pay for the same, 
the treasurer of said city is hereby authorized, from time to 
time, to issue registered certificates of mdebtedness of said 
city for the aggregate sum of one million and forty-five thou- 
sand dollars ($1, 045,400). such certificates to be made pay- 
able at the office of said treasurer on the first day of October, 
1919, with interest at the rate of not exceeding 4 per centum 
per annum, payable semi-annually on the first days of April 
and October in each year, and to be dated, and interest to 
commence, on the day when they are from time to time de- 
livered and the money received; and said Boston Water 
Board is hereby authorized to expend out of the proceeds of 
the said certificates the sums, and for the purposes, as follows : 
For the construction of Basin 5, so-called, of the Sudbury- 
river system, the sum of $775,000, to defray the cost and 
damages by the taking of the waters and margins of White- 
hall pond, so-called, at the source of the Sudbury river, and 
taking all water-rights and mill privileges on said river, the 
sum of $170,000; to defray the cost of taking Cedar swamp, 
so-called, at the source of said river, and draining and puri- 
fying the same, and extingutshing all mills, dams, reservoirs, 
and other mill privileges on said river, and the tributaries 
thereof, necessary for the draining and purifying of said 
Cedar swamp, the sum of $100,000. 
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Ordered, That any premiums or gain obtained by the 
treasurer in his negotiation or sale of said certificates of in- 
debtedness shall be paid to the Board of Commissioners of 
Sinking Funds for the redemption of the Cochituate and 
Sudbury river water debt.

RoBert GRANT, Esq., Chairman Boston Water Board: — 


Sir, — In response to a request of your Board, I submit 
herewith a brief report upon the quality of the water 
delivered to the citizens of Boston from the Sudbury and 
Cochituate sources. 

Ihave been unable to discover anything either in the 
chemical analysis or the biological examination which need 
cause any one drinking the water the slightest uneasiness or 
solicitude. 

It is true that there are at the sources of supply, upon the 
brooks or feeders, both of Sudbury river and Lake Cochit- 

uate, many threatening evils which call for comprehensive 
and energetic treatment. A great many of these sources of 
contamination have been suppressed through the action of 
your ownand previous boards, and many of them are so com- 
plicated and indirect in their nature as to require time and 
persistent effort for their removal. Whatever may be un- 
dertaken is often rendered useless by the hostile action of 
the towns, the antagonistic interests of private owners, and 
the lack of adequate legislation. As there are about ninety 
square miles of territory contributary to the Sudbury 
and Cochituate supplies, and it requires fully this area to 
maintain the daily delivery to the city, it may be readily 
understood that it is no easy task to maintain a satisfactory 
sanitary condition over every portion of so large an extent 
of country, especially where an apparently effective law is 
wholly inoperative through some clause which takes away all 
its power. 

In this very size, however, of area lies a great element of 
safety. The volumes of water are so immense, and the 
storage reservoirs and basins so admirably designed to main- 
tain a high degree of purity, that it is undoubtedly far safer 
to drink the service water delivered in Boston than to drink, 
for instance, the average well-water, or a water about which 
nothing definitely is known. All the analyses show that the 
Boston water (not including the Mystic) is a remarkably 
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good surface-water, and one almost entirely free from organic 
matter in a state of change. This is shown by the low 
amount of free ammonia in the water and the small quantities 
of nitrites and nitrates, which Prof. T. P. Drown considers 
almost a crucial test. The color is slightly yellow, which is 
the case with almost all the surface-waters in Massachusetts 3 
but the color is in no way due to sewage contamination. Of 
this lam perfectly sure, and the statement is susceptible of 
the strictest scientific proof. There is on file in your depart- 
ment a book containing the result of frequent chemical ex- 
aminations made during a number of years past under the 
direction of E. S. Wood, M.D., of the Harvard Medical 
School. These analyses cover not only the service-water as 
delivered to the consumer, but also the principal sources of 
supply, the basins, reservoirs, and aqueducts connected with 
the Boston system. A careful study of these analyses will 
show any one that there has been no material change in recent 
years. All chemists of experience in the analysis of water 
who have an opportunity to study the Boston supply have 
praised its permanence of quality, and its small liability to 
change from day to day, or from month to month, and even 
from year to year. 

The random statement that the Sudbury and Cochituate 
supplies are filled with disease-germs, are wicked in the 
highest degree, and utterly untrustworthy, for they deter 
many people from drinking what is really a wholesome and 
remarkably soft water. 

_ It is only necessary to visit and study the large storage- 

basins of your system, containing, in the agereate, upwards 
of four thousand millions of gallons of water, to become im- 
pressed with the extensive plans which have been carried out 
to provide an adequate supply, and to protect the quality of 
the water. 

Hundreds of thousands of dollars have been spent in re- 
moving muck, loam, and other objectionable materials from 
the sides and bottoms of the valleys in which the basins are 
constructed, and the water is brought down to the Chestnut 
Hill and Brookline reservoirs in brick aqueducts, which are 
kept scrupulously clean. 

I append herewith the last analysis made of the water de- 
livered at a tap in Boston, also one taken at random from 
the record of previous years, for purposes of comparison.

AMOUNT OF THE TAX WARRANT IN EXCESS OF 
THE TAX LEVY.

To the Honorable Board of Aldermen, City of Boston: — 


GENTLEMEN, — In answer to the order of your honorable 
Board, requesting the Assessors to report “the amount of the 
tax warrant issued to the City Collector in excess of the tax 
levy ordered by the City Council of this year; also the 
amount of abatements allowed on taxes levied for the years 
1887 and 1888,” we would say, that although the order calls 
only for the amount of the taxes ordered by the city, we 
return the amount of our overlay on State, county, and city 
assessments, as the total of our tax warrant includes all 
taxes, and our abatements affect the sum stated in the Col- 
lector’s warrant. The warrant for the assessment of May 1, 
1889, exceeds the amount ordered for all taxes by the sum 
of $431,135.51. 

The abatements allowed and certified to the Collector and 
Auditor at this date amount for the year 1887 to $101,427.13, 
and for the year 1888 to $91,105.46. 
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It is, however, proper to state that the collections for 
these years are not completed, and that large abatements, 
mainly of poll-tax assessments, must still be made under the 
provisions of Sect. 77 of Chap. 11 of the Public Statutes. 

The amount that will be required for the abatements of a 
given year cannot under the methods which have been found 
expedient for the most thorough collection be determined 
until the list and warrant therefor have been in the possession 
of the Collector four or five years. 

The collection of the taxes of 1884 may be said to be 
practically closed, as only a very small fraction of 1 per 
cent. of their amount remains uncollected and liable to abate- 
ment; the total abatements of that year amount to $251,- 
951.76. 

But of the tax of 1885, 1.349 per cent. of the whole tax 
was outstanding at the close of the last financial year.

DEPARTMENT THE RIGHT TO EXERCISE THEIR 
SUIFRAGE IN POLITICAL MEETINGS 
OR CAUCUSES.

To the Honorable the Board of Aldermen: — 

GENTLEMEN, —In reply to your request for my opinion 
as to the legality of the order issued by the Board of Fire 
Commissioners “denying the members of the Fire Depart- 
ment the right to exercise their right of suffrage in political 
meetings or caucuses,” I have the honor to say that — 

The inquiry probably refers to Rule 8 of the general rules 
of the Fire Department, which, as recently amended, reads 
as follows: “No officer or member of the permanent or call 
force shall attend any political convention as a delegate, par- 
ticipate in any caucus, distribute tickets at any election, or 
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take any part whatever in political matters, other than to ex- 
ercise the right of suffrage. On election days sufficient time 
will be allowed each permanent member of the department to 
votes, 

The Revised Ordinances, Chapter 22, Section 3, provide 

that the “ Board of Fire Commissioners shall make such rules 
and regulations for their own government, and for the goy- 
ernment of the officers and members of the Fire Department, 
as they may deem expedient.” 
_ I think that the answer to your inquiry depends upon 
whether the efficiency of the department requires the main- 
tenance of said rule as amended. If it does require it, if the 
absence of members of the fire department from their posts 
during the time or times required for attending meetings or 
caucuses is inconsistent with the condition of their heing 
at all times ready to promptly respond to alarms and signals, 
then, in my opinion, the Board have the right to prevent 
their attendance at such political meetings or caucuses ; other- 
wise not. 

The Board, of course, have no right to consider the political 
effect or consequences of the rule. 

Firemen are, by law, exempt from jury duty, an important 
public duty, or right, — not out of favor or regard for fire- 
men personally, but to preserve the conditions favorable to 
their ready and prompt performance of their special duties 
as firemen. ‘They are exempt from military duty for the 
same reason. ‘They are also required to serve on Sundays, 
notwithstanding the law which forbids labor on the Lord’s 
day, not for the purpose of increasing their burdens, but 
because the condition of a department necessary to protect 
the interests of the city requires it. 

Other rules of the Board, such as “ During meal hours, not 
more than one- third of any company, including detailed men, 
shall be absent;” “No member shall go to ‘meals at a dis- 
tance exceeding one mile,” and “Applications for leave of 
absence on what are known as general holidays will not be 
granted,” and other similar rules are established on the same 
principles. They rest upon that necessity which is a part of 
the law, and which, when applied to the public safety, is said 
to be the supreme law. 

If, therefore (and this is the extent of my opinion), it is 
necessary for the preservation of the efficiency of the depart- 
ment, and of the conditions required for the due performance 
of the duties of the firemen, then, in my opinion, the rule is 
legal. But the right of the members of the department to 
attend caucuses, which are now provided for and regulated 
by law, should not be interfered with unnecessarily. Whether 
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the necessity exists for the rule, or whether it is expedient, 
is not, I think, for me to decide.

To the Honorable the Board of Aldermen: — 


GENTLEMEN, —In reply to your request for my opinion 
us to the legality of the order that “the amount received 
from the Commonwealth for the Armory site, on Stoughton 
street, be appropriated for the statues of Grant, Sheridan, 
and Farragut,” I have the honor to say that the powers of a 
town or city, in this State, are those which have been con- 
ferred upon it by the Legislature. In the case of cities, 
these powers are found in their charters, and in special and 
general laws. An enumeration of many of these powers, 
common to both cities and towns, is contained in Chapters 
27 and 28 of the Public Statutes. By Chapter 100 of the 
Acts of 1864 it was provided that “towns may, at legal 
meetings, grant and vote such sums of money as they judee 
necessary for the purpose of erecting monuments in memory 
of their soldiers who have died, or who may die, in the 
service of our country in the present war.” ‘The substance 
of this act is now found in Section 10 of said Chapter 27 of 
the Public Statutes. 

But, I think, a careful reading of the act and of said sec- 
tion will show that it was the intention of the Legislature to 
limit this power of cities and towns in the erection of monu- 
ments, under that act, to those soldiers who had lived in or 
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enlisted from such cities and towns. The language of the 
act is “in memory of their soldiers.” | 

Cities and towns are also authorized to grant and vote 
such sums as they may judge necessary to defray ‘‘all other 
necessary charges arising therein.” This phrase ‘* necessary 
charges ” does not, of course, mean merely charges which 
are absolutely necessary to preserve the corporate existence 
of a city or town, or the safety of its inhabitants, but in- 
cludes whatever is convenient and comfortable or conducive 
to the general well-being of the community ; and I think, in 
a large and wealthy city, these words may even be construed 
liberally in favor of suitable ornamentation of its public build- 
ings and structures, and a neat and pleasing condition of its 
public grounds. Yet they obviously do not include whatever 
fancy or mere pleasure may suggest, but must have a reason- 
able construction, and have reference or relation to what the 
proper performance of the corporate duties of the city or 
town requires, and I do not think that under this general 
power the city has the authority to appropriate money for 
said statues. 

But in 1861 the Legislature passed an act, Chapter 165 
of that year, now Section 13 of Chapter 28 of the Public 
Stututes, which is as follows: ‘* The city council of a city 
may, by a yea and nay vote of two-thirds of the members of 
each branch thereof present and voting, appropriate money, 
not exceeding in any one year one-fiftieth of 1 per cent. of its 
valuation for the current year, for armories for the use of 
military companies, for the celebration of holidays, and for 
other public purposes.” It is my opinion that the City 
Council under this act has the power, in the manner and to 
the extent therein stated, to appropriate money to erect such 
monuments. 

But it appears that the said order was not passed in the 
Common Council by the requisite two-thirds vote; and for 
this reason I do not think that the present order is a valid 
appropriation of the sum named, for the purpose named in 
said order,

Whereas, in the “Third Annual Report of the Fire 
Marshal of the City of Beston,” City Document No. 114 of 
1889, the following statement is made, viz : “Of this forty 
per cent. of the total number of incendiaries who resorted to 
the crime of arson for the purpose of defrauding insurance 
companies, all but eight per cent. were Polish Jews.  Inas- 
much as the danger of placing insurance on the property of 
many of these people without first having made a careful 
inspection of the risk, if not already known, must be readily 
apparent from the above figures, I deem further comment at 
the present time unnecessary. Suffice it to say that so long 
as insurance companies consent to assume these risks, with- 
out having previously satisfied themselves that the property 
to be insured is not overvalued, and that the chances of 
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fraud are reduced to a minimum, just so long such fires may 
be expected to occur.” It is therefore 

Ordered, That said Fire Marshal be hereby requested to 
report to the City Council _ 

1. The number of incendiary fires during his administration. 

2. The amount lost. 

3. The amount of insurance. 

4. The names, citizenship, and nationality of the incen- 
diaries.

In reply thereto, I beg leave to suggest that a complete 
answer to questions 1, 2, and 3 will be found in wy annual 
reports of 1887, 1888, and 1889, reference to which is 
hereby respectfully recommended. Were I to undertake 
to comply with request No. 4, asking for the names, citizen- 
ship, and nationality of the cncendiaries, I would consider 
myself guilty of official malfeasance, to say nothing of the 
possibility of exceeding the bounds of privilege with which 
the obligations of the office have surrounded my official 
communications. The act of Legislature establishing the 
office of Fire Marshal of the City of Boston makes it the duty 
of such officer to decide, after proper investigation, whether 
a fire be the act of an incendiary or not; but it wisely refrains 
from making it incumbent upon him to attempt such impossi- 
bilities as specifying who the incendiaries may be in each 
individual case. Absolute proofs of incendiarism often 
exist where no legal evidence to convict can be obtained. 
These proofs may, and often do, equally implicate any one 
of three or four persons without furnishing sufficiently valid 
reasons for designating which particular one is the guilty 
party. In such instances these three or four persons may 
be, and often are, Polish Jews. Hence my warrant for 
sometimes declaring a fire to be the act of a ‘Polish Jew 
incendiary, and at the same time deeming it unjust to publicly 
accuse an individual. 

Of the many reasons which I look upon as constituting 
proper and tenable grounds for respectfully declining to 
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comply with the fourth request of the order, the specification 
of one alone will, I believe, commend itself to the pene 
common-sense of your honorable body as sufficient, viz. : 
In a very large number of cases where I have decided that 
the fire “ was the act of an incendiary,” the evidence is in the 
hands of prosecuting officers, and the parties upon whom 
suspicion may rest are under constant surveillance. For me 
to forewarn suspected criminals by publishing their names in 
udvance, together with other facts, would be to seriously 
diminish the chances. of ultimate detection, clog the wheels 
of prosecution, and, probably, to eventually thwart the 
decree of justice. Lest, however, that portion of my 
report quoted in the preamble to your- order be regarded 
as having a wholesale application, and as casting a reflection 
upon an ‘entire race, I may state here that nothing could be 
further from my intention. It has not been my experience 
that the ordinary Hebrew fire-risk differs from that of any 
other American citizen. I have almost invariably found the 
Jewish fire-bug confined to the lower and more ignorant 
classes among the Poles, Russians, and Austrians, and among 
these latter (Poles, Russians, and Austrians) the better class 
should be placed with the ordinary Hebrew fire-risk above 
referred to. With this explanatory qualification, and with, 
perhaps, the further proviso, that, even among these lower 
classes, the ex uno disce omnes may not necessarily apply, I 
take advantage of this opportunity to again warn. insurance 
companies, landlords, and the public generally, that, in treat- 
ing with many of the people whom [ have generically referred 
to in my report as Polish Jews, they are literally “ playing 
with fire.” I make this statement with a full appreciation of 
the responsibility assumed thereby, free from all feeling of 
prejudice, and actuated only by a desire to correct an abuse 
of one of the most important of our commercial institutions 
— fire insurance —and at the same time remove a serious 
element of public hazard from our midst. Having been per- 
sonally assured, moreover, that the motive of the “gentleman 
who offered the order is not dissimilar to my own in its aim 
at reform, except that it contemplates its accomplishment in 
-asomewhat different way, I have faith to believe that the 
impracticability of complying with your request in detail will 
be readily apparent to your honorable body, as well as to 
the author of the order.

REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH 


ON 


SANITARY CONDITION OF POLICE 
STATION NO. 1. 


Boarp oF HEALTH, 
Boston, Mass., Oct. 31, 1889. 


To the Honorable Common Council : — 


GENTLEMEN, — In compliance with an order of your hon- 
orable body, received on the 26th inst., requesting the Board 
of Health to report to the Common Council at the next 
meeting, “upon the sanitary condition of the station-house 
in Police Division No. 1, and whether, in the opinion of said 
Board, said house is suitable for the purposes of a police 
station,” we have made an examination, and beg to report : — 

That the drainage is defective under the cellar-floor, and 
that the openings into the drain from the cellar are insecurely 
guarded. The water-closets in the cells are insufficiently 
flushed and quite offensive. 

There are evidences of care as to cleanliness and order in 
the building. As to the fitness of the house for the uses of 
a police station, we find it so closed-in by other buildings, 
that daylight is but partially admitted, and gas-light, on the 
first floor and in the basement, is necessary throughout the 
day. 

There are such odors throughout the house as are gener- 
ally inseparable from an old building so long used for the 
detention of unclean persons, and particularly when not sup= 
plied with an abundance of sunlight and air-currents. 
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While this house falls far short of being a model building — 
for its present uses, either in its situation or sanitary appoint- 
ments, it is not sufficiently beyond redemption to warrant 
the Board of Health in absolutely condemning it as a police 
station.

The Out-Patients’ Building at the City Hospital will be turned 
over to the Trustees December 1, 1889. 

The Thomas N. Hart School, H and Fifth streets, South Bos- 
ton, is nearly completed, and will be turned over to the School 
Committee December 1, 1889. 

In relation to additional expense incurred on this building, see 
my communication to the Mayor, dated July 30, 1889. 

The Horace Mann School-house will be completed, ready to 
turn over to the School Committee, March 20,1890. The work 
on this building has been pushed as rapidly as the state of the 
appropriation would permit. For the condition of the work and 
the additional expense incurred on this building, I would refer 
to my communications to the Mayor, dated May 24 and 
September 3, 1889. 

The Athletic building, Charles-river Park, has been completed 
and turned over to the Park Commissioners. 

The Biological Laboratory at Chestnut Hill has been completed 
and turned over to the Water Board.

1. The ordinary work of the Assessors’ Department between 
May 1 and October 31 shows no material change from previous 
years, except an increase in the amountof labor, on account of the 
growth of the City, and noticeable more particularly in the out- 
lying wards, where large estates are being subdivided and new 
buildings erected. 

The result shows a total valuation of $795,433,744, of which 
$593,799,975 is real estate, and $201,633,769 personal estate ; 
being a gain of $30,786,700 in real, and $194,496 in personal, or 
a total gain of $30,981,196. 

The amount of the regular warrant committed to the Collector 
October 17 was $10,507,804.80, with a tax-rate of $12.90 per 
$1,900. 

The supplementary work shows only an average amount, and a 
large falling off from last year, owing to the fact that the female 
citizens who were then assessed generally registered on the tax- 
bills of that year. 

2. The expenses of the Department for seven months were 
~ $81,772.43, and but slightly increased from the ordinary amount 
by the supplementary work. 

3. The amount of our appropriation unexpended is $33,227.57, 
and, from present indications, we shall be fully able to keep our 
expenses for the balance of the financial year within that amount.

If this amount could be reimbursed I think that I can 
keep the Department in running order until the end of the 
fiscal year, as the work on the various parks and _ squares 
is now finished for the year, except such as may be ren- 
dered necessary by future snow-storms. 

The unexpended balance of the general appropriation, 
October 81 was $4,638.34, on which~ amount there are still 
other extraordinary expenses to be drawn, for instance, the 
repairs on the monuments and the iron fence of Lincoln 
square. 

The work on the Attucks monument, for which $1,000 was 
appropriated, has been completed, and the appropriation has 
been exhausted. 

The appropriation for Public Grounds, Charlestown, $800, has 
also been exhausted and the work completed. 

The work of ‘‘ Improving Norris Park,” for which $4,500 was 
appropriated, is not yet completed, and there is at the present 
date a balance of $1,001.83. 

Of the total amount of $10,000 appropriated for the ‘* Improv- 
ing of Blackstone and Franklin squares,” $8,136.07 have been 
expended up to October 31, leaving balance of $1,863.93 ; and the 
work is still in progress. . 

The work on ‘* Belmont Square, Paving, etc.,’’ for which $2,300 
has been appropriated, has not yet been commenced, although the 
contract has been duly awarded. 

The work on ‘‘ Parks, East Boston, Fences,” for which $1,250 
has been appropriated, has been commenced, but the amount has 
not yet been drawn upon. | 


The appropriation of $6,000 for ‘‘ Walk from Park square to 
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Park street”’ is yet intact, but the work of paving is in favorable 
progress.

Sir,—In reply to Circular 84 the Board of Fire Com- 
missioners respectfully submit the following statement : — 

1. The ordinary work of maintaining the apparatus and 
houses of the Department and the Fire-alarm system in good 
and serviceable condition has been done under _ direction 
of the Commissioners at the Department repair-shops and 
elsewhere, and largely by members of the force, resulting 
in satisfactory work and a saving to the City. 

The extraordinary work done has been the completion of 
the new fire-boat contracted for last year, at an expense of 
about $49,000. 
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2. The ordinary expenditures of the Department have 
slightly increased over previous years by organization of 
Chemical Engine Company 10, and the reorganization of 
some of the call companies in the outlying districts upon 
a permanent basis, and the fitting up of quarters for such 
companies. 

The extraordinary expenditures have been the amount 
required to defray the building and equipment of the new 
fire-boat, and the loss, perhaps, of some $5,000 to the 
appropriation by an accident to the old boat, which made a 
difference probably of $2,500 in the sale of the boat. 

3. The unexpected balance of the appropriation, October 
31, 1889, was: Fire Department, $428,246.28, and Fire- 
alarm Telegraph, $21,671.40, which, in the opinion of the 
Commissioners, will be a sufficient sum to meet the expen- 
ditures for the fiscal year ending April 30 next, unless 
some unforeseen emergency arise. These amounts, however, 
will not leave much, if any, margin to be turned over to

, Str, —-In compliance with your request for a statement of 
the ordinary and extraordinary work and expenses of this 
Department for the six months ending November 1 we beg 
to report as follows :— 

The number of inspections of houses and other places where 
nuisances have been complained of is 12,490, the most of 
which have required more than three visits. | 
~The number of tenement-houses examined several times © 
each is 2,965. 
~The number of school-houses examined is 181, and of this 
number 163 were measured, and especially examined and re- 
ported to the City Council. 

The number of courts, lanes, yards, vaults, cellars, and 
houses disinfected is 63,998. 
~The number of dwellings found to be unfit for habitation 
and ordered to be vacated after many unsuccessful efforts to 
obtain a remedy is 97. 

Of the 21 public urinals, the ordinary repairs have been 
supplemented this season by the repainting of 10. 

The care of the 17 cemeteries has been considerably ex- 
tended by the removal of superfluous trees and shrubbery, 
and a more scrupulous cleaning up of the grounds. 

The number of death certificates examined and burial per- 
mits given is 5,565. 

The number of permits given for the removal of bodies 
from our cemeteries is 169. 

The number of fish peddlers’ carts and the carts of grease 
collectors, examined with respect to their cleanliness and for 
the renewal of their licenses, which are granted for only one 


month at a time, is 940. 
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The number of stable permits granted is 194, and of this 
number formal hearings were given in 58 cases. 

The paving, repairing, and other work in alleys and on 
vacant lots have. also required a large number of hearings. 

The number of cases of. contagious diseases investigated by. 
the physicians is. 1,001. The number vaccinated, free of 
charge, is 1,997. Medical visits in County Jail, 1,190; medi- 
cal examinations of. candidates. for the. Police and. Fire de- 
partments, 149; medical visits to Chardon-street Home, 54. 

An examination into the cause of death, where no physician 
was in attendance, was made in 298 cases. 

The number of cases of contagious diseases among domestic 
animals, investigated and cared for, such as glanders and hydro- 
phobia, is 9. 

The lying-in, hospitals and baby-farms, 20 in number, have 
been licensed and inspected as usual. 

The public bath-houses, 17 in number, were. placed in use in. 
June, used by 780,744 persons, towed to winter quarters for re- 
pairs in October, and two new ones are now under construction. 

The total number of vessels inspected in quarantine is 488; the 
number requiring disinfection, 9. 

Number of passengers examined, 25,929 ; number of immi- 
grants vaccinated, 196; number of persons removed from vessels 
to the hospitals, 7. 

The hospitals at Gallop’s Island are at present being painted 
and repaired. 

The number of cattle inspected at the Abattoir is 31,145; 
calves, 15,507; sheep, 245,416. 

Meat inspected: Beef, 19,991 lbs.; veal, 15,507 lbs. ; mutton, 
225,673 Ibs. | 

Seized: Beef, 1,902 lbs.; beef-livers, 188. This inspection, 
which has been going on for twelve years, has, until October 1, 
1889, been done by officers not scientifically trained for the work. . 
On October 1st we instituted a more careful inspection of the 


animals and meat by a graduated veterinary surgeon, whose vigi- - 
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lance and scientific work will prove of much value in detecting 
unwholesome meat. 

Some extra expense is just now being incurred on account of 
an unusual number of cases of small-pox which are being cared 
for in the hospital. If this or any other unusual expense, 
should not be materially extended, we shall be able to carry on 
the work of the Department for the remainder of the financial 


year without additional, appropriations.

CITY HOSPITAL. 


City Hosrirat, November 11, 1889. 
To His Honor the Mayor, Tuomas N. Harr:— 

Sir, — In accordance with your request of November 4, en- 
titled, ‘‘ Circular No. 34,” I have the honor to make the fol- 
lowing report : — 

‘Section 1. ‘* Of the ordinary and extraordinary work done 
by your Department from May 1 to October 31, 1889.” 
‘By the use of your term ‘* work,” I understand to mean the 


purposes for which this Department is established and main- 
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tained; namely, the care and treatment of the sick and 
wounded. 

(a) During the year 1888, there were admitted in 12 months, 
5,871 patients. So far during the present hospital year, from 
January 1 to date, there were admitted 5,254 patients. This 
will seem to indicate the number of patients who probably will 
be treated during the present year to be 6,200, or about 400 
more than last year. 

(6) ‘The number of accidents admitted for 12 months, 1888, 
were 709. ‘Che number treated. so far in the present year, 9,5, 
months, is 739. 

This will bring our accident list probably to nearly 1,000 
accidents, or 40 per cent. more than last year. 

(c) During the year 1888 there were 772 deaths. During 
the present year, 9.8; months, 677 have died. 

These figures clearly indicate that the ordinary work of the 
Department is larger than last year, or any previous year. 
This fact will be more appreciated when I state that we have 
had as many as 106 cases of typhoid fever in the house in 
one day. ‘The total number of typhoid cases treated during 
the present year will be about 400. 

Another fact showing the amount of surgical work we have 
had, — there were under treatment by one surgeon on a given 
day 48 fractures of the leg, of which 21 were compound frac- 
tures. Our surgical beds have been full all the time, and in 
many instances we have had to double the nursing force in 
certain wards to keep the care of patients up to the proper 
standard. 

Information as to what may be perhaps termed extraordinary 
work will be found under the next section. 

Secr. 2. ‘*Of the ordinary and extraordinary expenditures 
of your Department during the same period.” 

What by many would be called extraordinary work is by us 
annual and ordinary; such as the systematic vacating of wards 


in rotation, enabling us to color, paint, and purify, in a surgi- 
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cal sense, the habitations of the sick. By the use of our. tents; 
which have accommodations for 72 beds, we have vacated more 
than one-half of the wards in the house, giving them a thorough 
cleansing, and five wards have been recolored and repainted, 
and every square inch of surface renewed, including furniture 
and furnishing. 

Considerable. extraordinary work has been done. A new 
water-supply has been put into four buildings. The pipes put in 
twenty-five years ago have been found to be inadequate for modern 
demands. These pipes have been increased for evident reasons. 

The stable has had a new floor, new stalls, and work neces- 
sary to hold the thing. together until we get an appropriation 
for a new stable. 

Repairs to gravel roof, copper and iron gutters, have been 
made, to the amount of about $600. | 

A new room has been made and furnished in the basement 
as a common sitting and consulting room for. the house staff, : 
there having been previous to this time no room to be used in 
common by. sixteen house doctors; the front steps of the 
Nurses’ Home, which had settled, have been taken down and 
replaced and put in good order, at an expense of about $350. | 

General repairs to our seven boilers have been made, involy- 
ing some extra work. 

Plumbing. One entire stack. of fixtures, involving four wards: 
and twenty-nine fixtures, have been taken out and made new, . 
at an expense of about $975; also a complete stack of. water- 
closet fixtures in the administration building which» were worn 
out have been renewed. 

About $400. has been spent on pointing the granite-work op 
various buildings, which had become necessary to make the 
buildings. water-proof. 

We are at present building a section of brick-wall fence in 
the rear of the Hospital between the isolated wards and Albany 
street, about 185 feet, at an expense of about $900. This 
work is not yet completed,.and: the bill has not yet been rendered. 
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On ordinary repairs over the buildings and grounds, we have 
expended about $10,000, and on extraordinary repairs, about 
$3,400.

i. Besides caring for the Institutions, the Board have trans- 
ferred the male paupers from Rainsford to Long Island, and 
the female paupers from Long to Rainsford Island; re- 
modelled the buildings at Rainsford; put in steam-heating 
apparatus; plumbed the buildings for water-closets; built 
drains to low-water mark, — all necessary for the proper care and 3 
comfort of the female paupers transferred; have repaired the 
roofs of the buildings at Deer Island, and are now furnishing 
underclothing for the female prisoners at the House of In- 
dustry, which was never done heretofore; have rebuilt the 
chimneys and reslated part of the roof of shop building at the 
House of Correction; the Retreat for Insane, Dorchester, 
has been made an outlying ward of the Boston Lunatic Hos- 
pital, and the barn at Dorchester repaired; have made a com- 
plete change of the text-books in the schools at Marcella-street 
Home, those now in use being the same as those in equal grades 
of the public schools. 

2. The expenditure of this Department from May 1 to Oc- 
tober 31, 1889, is $423,061.12. Of this amount, $10,000 is 
extraordinary for the changes mentioned above, thus making 
the ordinary expenditure $413,061.12 for the seven months. 

3. The unexpended appropriation is $229,629.88. With 
the exception of the House of Industry and office, we believe 
that the unexpended appropriations will be sufficient for the 
balance of the financial year.

Hon. Tuomas N. Hart, Mayor: — 


Sir, — Entering upon the duty as Superintendent of the De- 
partment on April 1, I found a large number of gas and oil lamps 
which were being lighted in close proximity to the electric lights. 
Thus far over three hundred and fifty lamps of this character have 
been discontinued, which were being maintained at a useless ex- 
pense of something near $9,000 annually. There are, doubtless, 
more that may be removed which have not yet come under the 
eye of the Superintendent. These lamps have been transferred 
to the streets and places in the Dorchester, Roxbury, West Rox- 
bury, and Brighton districts which were unlighted. 

- This has brought a large increase in the labors of the Depart- 
ment, in the removal of unused posts, and their transfer to new 
and remote locations. 

No extraordinary expenditures have been made by the Depart- 
ment other than that caused by the removal of these lamps and 
lamp-posts. The expense in underground work for the seven 
months past has been double that of the entire year 1888.

As to the third inquiry, that the unexpended appropriation 
of this Department on October 31, not including the income 
from trust funds, was $62,616.86. 

The Department is liable for contingent indebtedness to the 
amount of $4,632.72 for books ordered; also for the largely 
increasing expenses of the remaining months of the financial 
year; for light, fuel, service because of increased circulation, 
ete. As to our ability properly to continue the work of the 
Department to the end of the fiscal year, we would say, that 
as our operations have been greatly crippled during the past 
six months, by the diminution, by $20,000, of the appropri- 
ation asked for, for the rest of the fiscal year they antici- 
pate serious embarrassment in the efficient working of the 
Department, so as properly to accomplish the objects for 
which the institution was organized, and meet the just ex- 
pectations of the citizens. 

If the government would allow us a special appropriation 
of $10,000 it would be a great, although partial, relicf.

To the Honorable the City Council: — 


GENTLEMEN, — The Fire Commissioners are in receipt of 
your order, approved November 2, requesting them to consider 
and report to your honorable body upon the expediency of 
locating a fire-engine in South Boston, near the Congress- 
street bridge. This is a matter that the Commissioners have 
had under consideration for over a year. Early last summer, 
they and the chief of department made a careful inspection 
of the large property to be protected in that section, and 
they were thoroughly convinced that a steam fire-engine and 
a permanent company should be located there as soon as 
possible. They selected a site which appeared to them 
eligible and in all respects desirable, and awaited a proposi- 
tion from the Boston Wharf Company before bringing the 
matter to your attention. That proposition has now been 
made in what seem to the Commissioners very definite and 
liberal terms, which, with a plan of the desired site, is 
herewith enclosed. That property has developed rapidly and - 
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massively of late, and for the amount at stake it is the most 
poorly protected against the hazard of fire of any section of 
our city. Moreover, it is likely to be deprived at any time 
of the services of that apparatus upon which at present) it 
must most largely rely. Not long ago the Congress-street 
bridge was closed to travel for several days, and at any 
time the condition of the draw is liable to cause delays that 
might be fatal in case of fire. A plan of the proposed site, 
and an approximate list of the property involved, furnished 
at the request of the Commissioners, are herewith enclosed, 
and in the opinion of this Board they constitute the strongest 
kind of argument for the action requested. Sooner or later 
— the sooner the better — an engine must be located there, 
and this can be done more economically, and in all respects 
more favorably to the city’s interests, now than at any sub- 
sequent time. Hoping for your speedy and favorable con- 
sideration, the above is respectfully submitted,

Besides those mentioned there are a 
great many small manufacturers and others located upon our 
property, and there is, as you know, in the immediate vicinity, 
all the wharves, freight sheds, elevator, and round-house of the 
New York & New England R.R. If desirable to further the 
ends of the establishment of an engine-house in the place 
pr oposed, a very strong petition could be gotten up, as there 
is hardly a firm in the “city which has not at times merchan- 
dise and property at risk upon this territory. 

*T have said nothing about other property near the pro- 
posed location of the engine-house. This you are as well 
acquainted with as I am. ‘There are new buildings, facto- 
ries, etc., going up here all the time, and beyond our terri- 
tory on Congress street are the immense tracts of land 
owned by the Commonwealth, which I presume will be built 
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upon. It seems to me that the demand for an engine here 
is very urgent, and that the matter has been left in abey- 
ance too long. We are almost entirely dependent for quick 
service in case of fire upon the Congress-street bridge, and 
the fact that it was possible to have travel stopped for two 
or three days by repairs to this bridge, as happened a short 
time ago, has brought vividly to us the great insecurity of 
our property. Even in case of a delay of five or ten min- 
utes in the engine getting on to our property, as might 
quite likely be the case with the draw open, serious results 
might follow. Our company has tried to make a fair propo- 
sition to the city, and I earnestly hope that your Board and 
the Board of Aldermen will feel in the matter as do we and 
all those, without exception, in and surrounding that district.

John W. McDonald, and William H. Bradley, and their 
appraisal is the one referred to in the following statement of 
land taken on Aug. 3, 1885.

BY PRIVATE CORPORATIONS. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, Dec. 7, 1889. 


The Joint Special Committee, appointed to consider and 
report upon the advisability and method of securing some 
return to the city for the use of its streets by private corpo- 
rations, having considered the subject, beg leave to present 
the following 


meer ORT. 


The question which the committee have been called upon 
to consider is one of serious moment, involving not only 
the financial interests of the city, but also the interests 
of «a number of corporations whose business, it may be 
said, directly depends upon the privileges afforded them 
by the city to use some part of the public streets. It 
is, without doubt, generally understood that the several cor- 
porations who have been given permission by the city to 
occupy some part of the streets, either for railroad or pole 
locations, or for pipes and conduits beneath the surface of 
the street, have never been obliged to make any money 
return to the city, either in the form of a direct tax or by 
payment of a percentage of their income for the rights and 
privileges that have been granted them. The street-railw: uy 
companies, it is true, are required to keep in repair the por- 
tion of the streets occupied by their tracks, and, to a certain 
extent, outside of their tracks in macadamized streets, and 
the corporations who maintain underground conduits, ete., 
are presumed to restore the street surfaces whenever they 
disturb them, but this is substantially the extent of the 
return which the city receives. 
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The committee, desiring in their consideration of the sub- 
ject to learn the experience of other cities, have obtained 
official communications from all the leading cities of the 
United States and a number of the cities of Europe. These 
were collected chiefly by the committee’s predecessors last 
year, but the task of procuring translations of the foreign 
papers and compiling them for the report has devolved upon 
this committee. These communications are printed, in ab- 
stract or entire, in the appendix to this report. It will be 
observed, upon examining the communications, that it is 
quite generally the custom, in the large cities of this country 
and abroad, to secure, in some manner, a substantial money 
return for the benefit of the public treasury, from the corpo- 
rations to whom privileges are granted in the public streets. 

As the committee have stated, the subject is one of serious 
importance, invoiving questions of law as well as expediency, 
and they are also aware of the difficulty of giving it the 
careful consideration it requires before the present munici- 
pal year will close, and they accordingly respectfully rec- 
ommend reference of the subject to the next City Council.

COMMUNICATIONS RECEIVED FROM CITIES OF THE 
UNITED STATES RELATIVE TO THE USE OF STREETS 
BY PRIVATE CORPORATIONS. 


Mayor’s OFFICE, 
BALTIMORE, March 1, 1888. 


Hon. CHARLES H. ALLEN, Chairman of Committee : — 


Sir, — Referring to your letter of February 24, I beg to say that in 
regard to the railroad companies (street), some twenty-five years ago 
the city granted the first franchise to a company to lay tracks, the city 
exacting from them 20 per cent. of their gross earnings, besides making 
them pay on their real estate and stock, that is to say, on the real 
estate in the city of Baltimore, all the State and city taxes, and on the 
sTOCK of the companies the State taxes only. After some years they 
reduced the tax on gross earnings to 12 per cent., all other taxes re- 
maining the same. At the present time the city is charging the 
various companies 9 per cent. of their gross earnings, all the city and 
State taxes as formerly, besides the further charge of $5.50 per 
annum for each new ear, and $5 per annum for each old car. In ad- 
dition to this they are obliged to keep the street in repair for 2 feet out- 
side of the outer rail. ‘The City Passenger Railroad Companies paid 
last year on $755,566.25. 

In regard to gas companies, we assess them on their real estate, 
and charge them at the rate of $5,000 per mile for pipe, etc., in mak- 
ing the tax bill, but we exempt all the actual plant. 

From telegraph and telephone companies we do not get anything.

DEAR Sir, —I am directed by His Honor Mayor Becker to say in 
answer to your inquiry of February 24, in relation to the compensation 
received by the city of Buffalo for the use of its streets by corpora- 
tions, that up to this time the city has never received any compensa- 
tion whatever for the franchises granted, and corporations are not 
bound by ordinance of the city to make any such compensation. The 
Legislature of the State has recently enacted a law applicable to all 
cities and villages in the State, providing for the sale at auction of 
franchises to street-railroad companies. (Laws of 1886, Chapters 65 
and 642, amended by Laws of 1887, Chapter 622. 

The law is believed to be a good one, but under it our city is now 
involved in a considerable litigation.

I in- 
close a street-railway ordinance, one granting a franchise to a gas com- 
pany, and another granting rights to an electric-light company. ‘The 
provisions of these ordinances embody about all the ordinary conditions 
which are imposed. 

3. What privileges or advantage does the city secure from the corpo- 
rations on account of the grant made to them ? 

The Underground Conduit Company gives the city space for its wires, 
and the street-railway companies pay a license of $50 a car on the basis 
mentioned. None of the other corporations which use the streets pay 
anything beyond the usual taxes.

MEMORANDA TOUCHING THE USE OF THE STREETS IN 
THE CITY OF NEW YORK BY PRIVATE CORPORATIONS. 


I. RAILROADS. 


A. Methods of granting of franchises and locations thereunder ? 

a. Under the eeneral street- railroad Act, Laws of 1884, Chapter 252. 
The location is fixed by the articles of association, subject (1) to the con- 
sent of the local authorities, ¢.e., vote of Common ‘Council subject. to 
veto of Mayor; (2) to the consent of the property-owners, owning two- 
thirds in value of abutting property, or, in default thereof, a favora- 
ble determination of commissioners appointed by the Supreme Court. 
(Laws of 1884, Chapter 252, Sections 1, 2, 3, 4, 5.) ‘The consent of the 
property-owners, or the deter mination in lieu thereof, must be obtained 
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within two years after obtaining the consent of the local authorities. 
(Laws of 1886, Chapter 642, Section 2. Amend. Laws of 1887, Chapter 
212, Section 1.) 

b. Under special charters granted by the Legislature; e.g., Arcade 
R.R. Act, Laws of 1886, Chapter 312. 

But now the Legislature is prohibited from passing any private or 
1OCal. BTL stirs “oranting to any Rep a the right to lay down 
railroad tracks. (Constit., “Art. III., Section 18. ) 

B. Conditions imposed as to care of streets ? 

Railroads constructed under the General Act must keep in repair, 
under the supervision of the local authorities, its rails and so much of the 
street as is included between its tracks and extends two feet beyond its 
tracks on either side. (Laws of 1884, Chapter 252, Section 9.) 

C. Railroads constructed under the General Act must pay 3 per cent. 
of their gross receipts for the first five years of their operation, and 5 
per cent. thereafter. (laws of 1884, Chapter 252, Section 8.) 

When an application is made to the city authorities for permission to 
lay down tracks, such right shall be sold at public auction, the bids to 
be based upon a perc entage of the gross receipts, but no bid shall be 
accepted for less than & per cent. thereof for the first five years, and 5 
per cent. thereafter. (Laws of 1886, Chapter 642.) 

The Arcade Road must pay 3 per cent. of its gross receipts. (Laws of 
1886, Chapter 312, Section 7.) 


II. OPENING OF STREET-SURFACES FOR THE PURPOSE OF LAYING 
PIPES, ETC. 


A. Methods of granting franchises and locations thereunder ? 

a. Gas companies may ‘De or ganized under Chapter 37, Laws of 1848. 
By Section 18 it is provided that such corporations may lay conductors 
through streets, etc., with the consent of the local authorities and under 
such reasonable regulations as they may prescribe. 

By Chapter 512, Laws of 1879, it is provided that companies organized 
under Chapter 37, Laws of 1848, may use electricity. 

6b. Steam-heating companies may be organized under the Manutfact- 
uring Corporations Act (Laws of 1848, Chapter 40), or under the Busi- 
ness Corporations Act (Laws of 1875, Chapter611), and they may lay 
pipes in cities, subject to reasonable regulations and conditions prescribed 
by the local authorities. 

B. Conditions imposed? (Laws of 1882, Chapter 410, Section 86.) 
The Common Council shall have power to make ordinances 
5, to regulate the opening of street surfaces, the laying of gas and 
water mains, the building ‘and repairing of sewers, and the erecting of 
gas-lights. 

A resolution of Board of Aldermen, of Dee. 21, approved Dec. 23, 
1876 (Proceeding 1876, p. 413), oranted permission to all incorporated 
gas companies to lay pipes in str eets under conditions prescribed by the 
Mayor, Comptroller, and Commissioner of Public Works. 

By Chapter 276, Laws of 1883, and Chapter 287, Laws of 1884, it was 
made unlawful for the Common Council to orant licenses to lay pipes 
for gas, steam, or other fluids, unless two-thir dsin number of the abutting 
owners, owning two-thirds of property fronting on the street, shall peti- 
tion the Common Council therefor. 


Ill. TELEGRAPH POLES AND ELECTRICAL WIRES. 


The regulation of these is under the supervision and control of the 
Board of Electrical Control. (Chapter 499, Laws of 1885; Chapter 503, 
Laws of 1886; Chapter 716, Laws of 1887. ) 

In New York the Board is appointed by the Mayor, Comptroller, and 
Commissioner of Public Works; the members are remoyable for cause 
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by the Governor ; vacancies to be filled by the Governor ; salary, $5,000 ; 
Mayor ez officio member of Board. 

No poles can be erected or underground conduits built except by per- 
mission and under the direction of the Board. 

The Board has power to make ready for use a general plan of sub- 
ways, and may compel all telegraph corporations, ete., to use such sub- 
way, and they must remove their poles and wires, etc., on ninety days’ 
notice. 

All work to be done in the street under these Acts shall be subject to 
regulations made by the local authorities.

DrEAR Sir, —His Honor the Mayor directs me to state in reply to 
your communication of 10th inst., that itis held in this State that the 
streets and highways are the property of the Commonwealth, and that 
corporations chartered by the State are permitted to occupy them, sub- 
ject to such rules and regulations as the municipality governing them 
may ordain. | 

In reply to your specific inquiries as to the method of granting fran- 
chises for the use of streets to private corporations, this privilege is 
granted by the State in the act of incorporation, the locations are subject 
to ordinances of councils, which ordinances first have the consideration 
of either the Board of Highway Supervisors or the Chief of the Electrical 
Bureau, or both, if necessary. In reply to your second inquiry relative 
to conditions imposed for care of streets, the corporations are required 
to keep the streets upon or under which their structures are built in good 
repair for the period of three (3) years, except in the case of city pas- 
senger railways, which are required to keep the streets occupied by them 
in good order from curb to curb during occupancy. 

In reply to your third inquiry, as to what privilege or advantage the 
city derives on account of grants made, the city receives an annual 
license of fifty dollars ($50) for each two-horse, and twenty-five dollars 
($25) for each one-horse. car. 

Underground electrica! conduit companies are required to furnish three 
(3) wires in their conduits for the use of the city without charge. Tele- 
phone and telegraph companies (overhead wires) pay one dollar per 
annum for each pole, also five dollars for each new pole erected; and 
where poles belonging tv the city are used, fifty cents per annum for 
each attachment thereto. ‘The city reserves the right to use a certain 
portion of the telegraph poles, other than its own, erected during the 
past few years, to string city wires; for this use no compensation is 
allowed the owners by the city. 

Inclosed find a copy of the Rules and Regulations of the Board of 
Highway Supervisors.

DEAR Sir, — Your letter of inquiry of the 24th of February was re- 
ceived by Mayor Francis, who has investigated the matter and directed 
me to make the following reply : — 

When franchises were first granted street-railroad companies, the 
city received no consideration therefor; but since 1881, it has been the 
policy of the city to require the payment of a certain percentage of 
the gross receipts of the year or half. ‘The rate per cent. is fixed sepa- 
rately and in each case; in some cases being 2 per cent. on $75,000 
and less than $100,000, 3 per cent. on $100,000 and less than $125,000, 
4 per cent. on $125,000 and less than $150,000, and 4 per cent. for each 
additional $25,000 or fraction of $25,000 of the gross receipts; others 
pay 3 per cent. first five years, 4 per cent. second period of five years, 
and 5 per cent. thereafter during the continuation of the franchise. In 
cases of extension of franchise where the first term had expired, a fixed 
amount is required to be paid annually or semi-annually, the same road 
paying different amounts during different periods of the continuation of 
their franchise. 

Electric light and power companies are required to pay 24 per cent. 
of their gross receipts until 1890, and 5 per cent. thereafter. 

Telephone companies are required to pay either 24 per cent. of their 
gross receipts until 1890, and 5 per cent. thereafter, or $5 per pole per 
annum. 

One of the gas companies is required to pay 24 per cent. of its gross 
receipts into the treasury semi-annually for gas furnished for heating 
purposes. 

The policy of charging a reasonable percentage of the gross receipts 
is, in the opinion of Mayor Francis, the best, as it is the most advanta- 
geous to the city and least burdensome to the corporations.

The fee of the streets, avenues, etc., of the city of Mido t 2 is in 
the U.S. Van Ness v. W ashineton City, 4th Peters, 232 

First. Congress alone has power to grant or confer an easement or 
special privilege to any person, cor porate or other, to use any part of a 
street for any purpose in derogation of the public uses. ‘This by legis- 
lative act. (Coms. D. C. v. B. & P. R.R. Co., 114 U.S. 453. See my 
late Report, p. 33, Senate Committee’s publication, where this is more 
broadly set forth.) 

Second. ‘The grantee company is required to conform to the pre- 
scribed grade of the streets it occupies, however often changed, and to 
keep well paved and in good repair the surface it occupies, and for two 
feet outside its exterior rails, as may be required. This is required of 
street-railroad companies. Steam railroads conform to grade, and, save, 
in specified instances, have no care of streets. 

Third. The street-railroad companies are charged six dollars a license 
tax on each car used, the only tax known to me on a company’s fran- 
chise. All railroad property within the district is held at the same rate 
of taxation as all other property.

EIGN CITIES RELATIVE TO THE USE OF STREETS BY 
PRIVATE CORPORATIONS. 


BERLIN. 
(EXTRACT. ) 


‘«The different questions propounded by you are, in their details, not 
regulated by provisions of law. It is, however, a controling rule that 
public streets and places, squares, etc., owned by the community cannot 
be used for any other purpose than for walking, driving, and riding. 
The use for particular purposes is subject to special agreements with 
contractors; but it is self-evident that the prerogatives of the authori- 
ties are carefully guarded to protect the interests of police requirements.”

Not only in Berlin, but in all of the larger cities of Germany, the 
municipalities have the exclusive right to control the streets ; no perpet- 
ual or even greatly extended privileges whatsoever are gr anted, and all 
applications “subordinated to close scrutiny before they are allowed. 
Conflicts between the authorities and private corporations are thus pre- 
vented, transgressions of the latter liable to severe penalties. ‘The dis- 
cipline of the streets of Berlin is perhaps superior to that of any other 
large: city of Europe. The city grants no favors unless the community 
in ceneral receives adequate and full returns. 

It must be admitted that the authorities here are less exposed to the 
vicissitudes of American municipalities, and the scrupulous retention of 
experienced men in office has greatly aided in establishing the present 
creditaole condition of the municipal administration of Berlin. 

It may be of interest to you to know how the clearing of the streets 
is managed in Berlin. 

‘Towards midnight of every day near one thousand men, distributed in 
twenty districts, commence their work. ‘The streets, avenues, etc., rep- 
resent a length of about one hundred and fifty German miles: Over 
two thousand brooms, four hundred shovels and scoops, one hundred 
rakes, and three hundred picks are used. Machines rake up the heavi- 
est dirt, and are followed by the workmen, who do the cleaning in 
detail, while numerous wagons carry at once the accumulations beyond 
the city limits. Precisely “at eight o’clock the night-work ceases; the 
milk-wagons Just make their appearance, and the horses strew their 
7 volden. apples ” to the delight of the sparrows, but to the dissatisfac- 
tion of the day force of the sweepers (one-fifth of the night force), who 
are now placed on duty. The chief employment of the day force is the 
mie up of horse-manure, which is raked towards certain recep- 

tacles of cast-iron sunk in the ground, on which, in rainy weather, copi- 
ous amounts of sand are strewn. Only the main streets are cleaned 
every day; less frequented streets, three times a week. 

The annual expenses amount to one and one-half million of marks, 
which, however, are covered, to some extent, by receipts. The street 
railroads pay annually eighty-five thousand marks and upwards for the 
mina cleaning of their roads. 

Lo the regular expenditures for street cleaning must be added those 


. 
; 
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for the removal of the snow during the winter, amounting last winter 
to no less than one-half million of marks. 

The streets were covered with 175,000 cubic meters of snow, 
representing 875,000 loads. If 6,000 loads were removed daily, 140 
days would have been required for the work. Fortunately, the sun 
came to the rescue, and lightened the work of the men. The latter are 
well treated, and receive about seventy-five cents per day. are furnished 
with proper clothing, and carefully superintended. Only men of good 
repute and habits, ‘possessing the necessary physical ability, are em- 
ployed. The work is equally distributed, and though generally at labor 
for nine hours each day, much care is taken that no one is overworked, 
and no necessity exists to compensate the men for so-called extra work. 
If heavy snow-falls require an augmentation of the regular force of 
street-sweepers, additional laborers are employed, and generally selected 
from people engaged in building trades, who during the winter are 
without work. Their pay is two to two one-half m: arks per day. The’ 
latter are, however, not furnished with clothing. 

The new drainage system of the city is, to some extent, completed, 
and aids to keep Berlin clean. 

The electric light is to be introduced generally. 


DRESDEN. 
(EXTRACT, ) 


Dresden so far has given a franchise only to a street-railway com- 
pany, the franchise being ¢ confined to a specified area, which the company 
is required to maintain and sweep. besides paying a tax determined by 
the leneth of track and the amount of traffic over it. 

The city supplies its own gas and water, and will supply its own 
electricity. The telephone and telegraph business is in the hands of 
the Empire 


FRANKFORT-ON -THE-MAIN. 
MARCH 26, 1888. 
(EXTRACT.) 

There are three corporations in Frankfort privileged to use public 
streets to carry on their business; viz., one street-railway company 
and two gas companies. For such privilege the railroad corporation is 
to pay into the city treasury two per cent. of their gross receipts (or 
about 125,000 marks annually), and from each of the gus companies — 
they being of equal capacity — the city receives a return of 75,000 marks 


“per annum. 


The principal conditions under which such privileges are granted by 
municipalities are, that corporations using streets on or below surface 
must keep the city harmless from any expense whatsoever on account 
of street repairs necessitated by the acts or negligence of said corpora- 
tions in pursuit of their business. 

The laying of tracks and pipes is to be done in strict compliance with 
rules and conditions prescribed, under supervision and control of 
municipal employees, at the expense of the corporations, any and all 
incidental expenses included. 

I am not aware that distinctions are made between corporations 
operating on or below the surface of the street. In fixing the charges 
for the grant of the privilege, the question only as to the relative pro- 
ductiveness of the business seems to be taken into consideration. 

The municipality reserves to itself the right to guard the public 
against undue charges of prices, and grants such privileges for a certain 
time, commonly fora period of twenty-five years. Street-railroad cor- 
porations have to pay for, and have to keep in good repair, the paye- 
ments between their tracks and alongside of them. 
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The water-works are owned and managed by the city, also drainage. 
and sewerage; and even the gas-wor ks would have ere this become 
< municipalized * had it not been for the expectation that sometime here- 
after the electric hght would supplant the ‘* gas.” 


GENEVA. 
(EXTRACT.) 

There is no general law defining the conditions under which the use 
of the streets is conceded to corporations, and the plan adopted, so far 
as one may be said to exist, must be gathered from the several con- 
cessions themselves. Setting aside the French and Swiss railways, 
which own the lands they occupy, and the telegraph and telephone 
lines, which, as a branch of the Federal postal service, are not a subject 
of concession by the city, the following corporations are admitted to the 
use of the streets : — be 

I. La Société Genevoise pour l'Eclairage au Gas (Gas Company). 
According to the Convention of 1856, which expires the 31st of 
December, 1895 (Recueil des Réeglements, pp. 457-495), the city, with- 
out prejudice to its control of the public domain, concedes to the com- 
pany the exclusive right of laying down gas-pipes, etc., within the city 
limits, the company to execute the necessary works at its own expense, 
upon plans to be approved by the city. ‘The service continues subject 
to inspection of the city, and its efficiency is secured by specified penal- 
ties. The conditions under which lighting and heating by gas are 
furnished are all prescribed, including a tariff of prices. “The company 
pays for its monopoly 2,500 franes per month, and at the expiration of 
its Convention (in 1895) surrenders its rights and its plant to the city at 
a price to be determined by arbitration. ‘This Convention may be taken 
as a general model of the subsequent ones. 

Il. La Société d’ Appareillage Electrique. The concession to this 
company (for electric lighting and heating) was granted March 16, 
1887, and expires with the. preceding, the 31st of December, 1895. Tt does 
not confer a monopoly, and, beyond a certain point, its net profits go to 
the city. Moreover, the motive power used must be taken, at a price 
fixed in the concession, from the hydraulic works recently constructed 
by the city on the river Rhone. (For details see the ‘‘ Convention avec 
La Société @Appareillage Electrique.”) 

The Gas Company, considering its rights infringed by this concession, 
brought suit against the city, but was defeated. 

1. La Compagnie des J'ramways de Geneve (Street Car Company). 
The concession is for fifty years from Jan. 1, 1878. The company 
pays to the city one in one hundred of its gross receipts if these exceed 
500,000 franes per annum; if not, two in “one thousand. It is required 
to keep the streets it traverses free from snow in winter. (For further 
details see ‘* Recueil des Reglements.” ) 

IV. Chemin de Fer Genéve & Veyrier (narrow-gauge railway to the 
suburban village of Veyrier). The company pays for the privilege, 
which expires in 1966. 500 francs per kilometre annually. (See 
‘* Cuhier des Charges de la Cie du Chemin de Fer de Genéve a Veyrier.”) 


Although not included in your inquiry, a reference may be made to 
the many concessions of rights to use the streets granted to market- 

gardeners, cab-stands, booths, itinerant vendors and shows, and others. 
Even projections of buildings ‘above the surface of the street and beyond 
the inner line of the pavement are taxed according to a fixed tariff. 
Some of these privileges, as the obstruction of the sidewalks by cafés, 
are a serious inconvenience to the public,sbut all are made a source of 
revenue. (See the ‘ Compte Rendu” for 1886 of all receipts compared 
with the estimates voted. ) 
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In general it may be said that the eminent domain of the city over its 
streets is rigorously enforced and at the same time utilized for all it is 
worth. 


ABSTRACT FROM THE MUNICIPAL REGULATIONS OF THE 
CITY OF GENEVA, SWITZERLAND. 
REGULATIONS FOR THE SEMI-WEEKLY MARKETS. 
(Art. 11, page 263.) 

A tax of from ten centimes to one france for each square meter, per 
day, will be collected for the city from all persons occupying space on 
market-places or squares for the sale of provisions, hats, shoes, flow- 
ers, and other merchandise. <A reduction of twenty-five per cent. will 
be made to persons paying monthly. (Art. 18, page 265.) 

The payment for spaces let to vendors for a single day or month must 


be made in advance. ‘Those let for a year must be paid at the latest on 
March 31. 


REGULATION FOR THE WHOLESALE MARKET OF VEGETABLES. 
(Art. 3, page 267.) 


All letting of space is payable annually from May to October, and the 
price of rent is ten francs ($2), to be paid in advance. 


PERMISSION FOR WORK ON PUBLIC STREETS. 


(Art. 15, page 278.) 


No work can be undertaken on public streets, such as digging to lay 
or mend pipes, without a written permission from city authorities. 

The written application for such a permission must state the time 
required for said work. 

Should the work not be finished at the specified time, a fine of five 
francs ($1) for each day of delay will be imposed by the city inspector. 


PERMITS FOR THE USE OF SIDEWALKS AND STREETS, FOR THE 
REPAIR OR BUILDING OF a HOUSE. 


(Art. 3, page 293.) 

On making application for such a permit, the party will have to 
specify the amount of space required, and pay monthly in advance, 
from the time the work will have commenced, a sum of fifty centimes 
(ten cents) per square meter. 


VENDORS ON PARKS, PUBLIC SQUARES, OR STREEFTS. 
(Art. 1, page 297.) 

Any person desiring to secure space for the purpose of selling refresh- 
ments, toys, eatables, etc., on holidays, will have to make application 
to the Police Commissioners, and pay the sum of six frances ($1.20) for 
a space of four square meters on ‘streets, and two francs (forty cents) 
per square meter on parks. 


STATIONING OF VEHICLES ON PusLic IJIGHWAyYs. 


(Art. 5, page 306.) 

Any one desiring a permit for stationing his vehicles on public high- 
ways, for the transportation of travellers, will have to obtain a permit 
from the Police Commissionerg, and pay to the city treasurer, yearly, 
ten franes ($2), if said party is already taxed by the city; if not, a tax 
of fifty francs ($10) is imposed. 
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CHARGES TO AND REQUIREMENTS OF HORSE-CAR COMPANIES OF 
THE CITY OF GENEVA. 


(Art. 13, page 407.) 
The company will have to pave, at its own expense, with square 
blocks, the part of streets macadamized or paved, which they will use 
for the laying out of their road. 


The width of this paving comprises between the rails, along the rails, 
and «a space of twenty- -five centimetres on either side. 


(Art. 25, page 214.) 
To school-children who will pay monthly fares the company will be 
required to deduct twenty-five per cent (Art. 28, page 415.) 
Will be carried free: (1) All city officers having charge of the 
inspection of the roads of said company, and (2) the letter-carriers. 


(Art. 31, page 416.) 
At the expiration of the time granted to said company (fifty years) 
the city of Geneva will enter into full possession of the road, which said 
company will have turned over in a good state of repair. 


(Art. 32, page 417.) 
The city will have the right to purchase any horse-car company 
located on its territory by paying to the company indemnity. 


(Art. 33, page 418.) 

The company making use of roads, streets, and squares belonging to 
the city will be required to pay in the form of rent to the city an rannual 
rent fixed at the rate of one frane per hundred frances on its gross 
income. 


(Art. 45, page 450.) 
Police Commissioners finding any coachman, driver, or conductor of 
public carriages and omnibuses failing to comply with the municipal 
regulations, may impose a fine, not to exceed forty francs ($8). 


(Art. 32, page 473.) 
A fine of six francs per day will be imposed upon a gas company for 
each day of delay in not repairing a leaking gas-pipe when notified. 


(Art. 48, page 478.) 
A gas company, as rent for the right granted, will pay monthly to 
the city the sum of twenty-five hundr ed francs ($200). 


(Art. 44, page 478.) 

At the expiration of time granted to said gas company the city will 
enter into full possession of a material belonging to the company 
used in the manufacture of ga 

The price for the transfer ce said property will be determined by 
three experts appointed by the city, the gas company, and municipal 
court. 


ELEctTRIC-LIGHT COMPANIES. 
(Art. 12, page 6.) 
At the end of each year, after the general expenses are paid, as well 


as six per cent. interest on the capital, “two-thirds of the remaining 
profits will go to the company, and one-third to the city. 
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NARROW-GAUGE RAILROAD COMPANY, FROM GENEVA TO VEYRIER. 
(Art. 23, page 11.) 
The company making use of streets, boulevards, and squares belong- 
ing to the city will pay a yearly rentage of five hundred frances ($100) 
per kilometre of road, to the city treasurer. 


THEATRES. 
(Art. 4, page 657.) 
For the poor, the Police Commissioners will collect from the receipts 
of each performance a sum of fifteen francs ($3) 


GLASGOW. 
(EXTRACT. ) 


The city is the owner of the plant (not the cars), and leases the lines 
to the Tramway Company. ‘The Act of Parliament was obtained in 
1871, and under it the city constructed the lines, and leased them to the 
present company for twenty-three years from July 1, 1871, upon pay- 
ment by the company of (1) the interest on the total capital expendi- 
ture, including all expenses of the act; (2) a sinking-fund of three per 
cent. per annum upon the same total expenditure, which will practically 
free the lines of debt at the expiration of the lease; (3) a renewal fund 
of four per cent. per annum on the cost of constructing the permanent 
way, being, with other securities stipulated for, a guaranty to the cor- 
poration (of the city) that wear and tear will be repaired, and rails and 
causeway be renewed as required, to the satisfaction of the City Archi- 
tect, and the lines be left in a satisfactory condition on the Ist of July, 
1894; (4) that a mileage rate of £150 per annum per mile of city 
streets on which tramways are laid be paid to the corporation; and 
(5) that the expenses of management, and all other expenses whatso- 
ever, incurred by the corporation, shall be recouped by the lessees. 

The terms have been punctually fulfilled by the company. 

As to the above, it may be observed that the low price of iron, and 
the generally low rate of wages, make the construction of lines far 
cheaper than is possible in Boston. 

At present there are seventeen miles six furlongs of lines, and the 
city received last year £2,666 5s. on the lease. 

It is to be observed that there is never any expense for clearing lines 
of snow. 

The fare is one penny (two cents) per mile. A passenger may go a 
single mile, or more. If he passes the boundary, he pays a second 
penny to the guard. 

The Tramway Company formerly divided five or six per cent. 
‘«« Penny” steamers on the river, and afterwards an underground steam 
railway, competed so sharply that last year the dividend was three or 
four per cent. The tramways are now pushing to the suburbs, and 
expect to regain what they have lost. 

Fashionable people do not often use the tram-cars, and there are far 
more pedestrians among this vigorous people, in this cool climate, than 
in Boston. The ears are not attractive to one who has seen the cars in 
Boston, being without cushions, without fresh paint, and not any too 
clean. ‘Trips are made with speed and regularity. A car seldom wholly 
stops for one to get on or off. No cars go inte the region of the Ex- 
change. People here do not expect to be carried to their own doors or 
offices. It is as if Cambridge and Charlestown cars stopped at the 
Revere House, and Roxbury cars and South Boston cars did not go 
north-east of Masonic ‘Temple. 

The tops of the cars all have seats for smokers, or for those who for 
any reason prefer the air. No one is allowed to stand inside, nor on 
either platform. Prosecution at once follows the breach of this whole- 
some rule. 
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There are no underground tramways. The underground steam rail- 
way has its grant from Parliament. 


HAVRE, FRANCE. 
(EXTRACT. ) 


The tramways traversing this city in different directions are owned by 
one compahy. ‘Their routes are divided into stations of, as near as pos- 
sible, equal distances for each station of which a fare is charged. 

The cars again are divided into a first and second class. ‘The length 
of the routes is about four miles, and the fare from one end to the other 
twelve cents. 

For the right to take up a station on the public thoroughfares, the 
grantee of such right is bound to pay to the city : — 

1 A yearly sum of twelve thousand francs for the first two years of 
retrocession. 

2. A yearly sum of fifteen thousand francs for the following twelve 
years. 
~ 3. A sum ef eighteen thousand franes for the last fifteen years 
(a year), without the tax for the right of taking up stations being in- 
creased under any pretext, or without the erantee being subject to any 
other taxes for taking up such stations 

The payment has to take place in one instalment only into the munici- 
pal treasury on the 8d of July of each year. 

Besides this yearly debt owing by the cua to the municipality, 
the following conditions are incumbent on it: 

1. ‘To submit to the control of the State represented by the adminis- 
tration of ‘* Bridges and Highways.” 

2, To maintain and repair at their cost the pavement occupied by 
their rails 

3. To undertake at their own cost any modification the supreme ad- 
ministration may require regarding the disposition of their route. 


LIVERPOOL. 
(EXTRACT.) 


DeEaAR Sir, — The principal company using the streets of this city is 
the Tramways Company. 

The City Council own the tramways and have leased them for a 
considerable number of years to the company, who pay an annual rent 
of about £30,000. 

The Council also allow companies and individuals to place bridges 
over and tubes under the streets, but these instances are very rare.. ‘The 
licensees pay various sums for rent according to the circumstances, and 
are under very stringent conditions. 

The Gas Company and the Hydraulic Power Company have statutory 
powers to lay pipes in the streets. They pay nothing for the privilege, 
but are required to bear the cost of reinstating the streets. 


LONDON. 
(EXTRACT. ) 


No corporations or public companies have the right to use either the 
surface of the public ways or the soil beneath them without having 
obtained statutory powers to enable them to do so, and that no return 
is made by the corporations or companies for such usage, with the 
exception of tramway companies, who maintain certain areas of the 
road surface immediately adjacent to their rails to the satisfaction of 
the local authority. 

The principal companies having the right to use the subsoil of the 
streets within the city of London and the “metropolis generally are the 

gas and water companies, the Hydraulic Power Company, and the post- 
master- general for the purpose of laying pneumatic tubes and tele- 
graph wires, and the privilege has, I imagine, been granted them by 
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Parliament upon the assumption that they were works of such general 
public utility as would justify them being permitted to break ope n the 
public ways, and thus causing for the time being considerable public, 
as well as local, inconvenience. 

The powers of these companies to do this are contained either in their 
special Acts of Parliament or under the Gas-Works Clauses Act, 1847 ; 
the Water-Works Clauses Act, 1847; the Tramways Act of 1870; and 
the Railway Clauses C onsolidation Act. 


MARSEILLES. 
(EXTRACT ) 


1. The Gas Company has a charter giving it free use of the streets 
for laying pipes and mains during ninety -nine years, when all its plant 
reverts to the city. It therefore pays nothing. 

2. The water-works are municipal property, and they pay nothing 
for the use of streets. 

3. The telegraph is a national institution, which has free use of the 
streets and highways throughout France. 

4. There is no telephone system here. The national government re- 
serves absolute control of all public uses of electricity, and when it estab- 
lishes a general telephone system here it will have free use of the streets. 


THINGS WHICH DO Pay. 


5. All buildings, walls, and other constructions facing or abutting on 
a public street are ‘assessed as building license a cer tain tax per square 
meter of the fagade. A full tariff of ‘all these taxes and classifications 
will be found on pages 48 to 51, inclusive, of the ‘* Reglement de Votre,” 
herewith inclosed, marked ‘‘ A.” 

6. The full Zariff des Droits de Location des Emplacements Publies 
(herewith inclosed, marked ‘‘ 6B”) shows the taxes charged per 
month for all markets, booths, stalls, kiosks, ete., as well as fairs, 
ete., which occupy any part of the public streets, parks, or public 
places. ‘This tariff is so much more complete than any translation which 
could be made within reasonable limits that it is sent entire. 


VEHICLES AND TRANSPORTATION. 

7. All omnibuses running regularly in the city pay 20 to 40 francs 
each per month, according to the importance of the line. 

8. Each one-horse cab pays 10 frances per month. 

9. Street railways pay 500 francs per annum for each car in service, 
from 1 to 80, inclusive. For each car in excess of 80 and up to 100, 400 
francs per annum. For each car in excess of 100 operated by the same 
company, 200 per annum. ‘Thus a company operating 115 cars would 
be taxed annually as follows : —

For surveying and giving sidewalk limits of stone buildings, four 
cents; (2) for wooden buildings, eight cents; (3) for the building of a 
wall or fence, ten cents. 

Projections. 
(Page 49.) 

Steps or store entrances not projecting more than twenty centimetres 

beyond the street line, per meter, sixty cents; (2) for large balconies, 
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one dollar; for small, forty cents; (3) for a window with shutters or 
blinds, sixty cents ; (4) for store windows, with sign, one dollar; (5) 
street lanterns with private signs, eighty cents. 


Other Taxes. 

(Page 50.) 
For making use of space on streets and sidewalks during the build- 
ing or repairing of a house, forty cents per square meter; (2) for dig- 
ging trenches for the purpose of repairing pipes, or connecting with 


sewer, from fifty cents to one dollar per day; (3) for awnings, » forty 
cents per square meter. 


Public Squares or Streets. 
(Page 4.) 

For the sale of fruit, per square meter, forty cents; (2) for the sale of 
living poultry, forty cents per square meter; (3) for sale of plants, 
flowers, ete., forty cents per square meter; (4) ‘for the sale of chestnuts, 
sixty cents per square meter. 

For stationing of express or freight teams, twenty-five cents per square 
meter; (2) for stationing of public carriages, hacks, herdies, ete., 
thirty cents per square meter. Second- class matters. 


TAXES COLLECTED PER DAY ON MARKET DAYS. 


For each one-horse wagon loaded with kindling-wood, hay, or straw, 
six cents per square meter; (2) for two-horse load, ten cents. 


ST, PETERSBURG. 
(EXTRACT. ) 

All roads in St. Petersburg are surface roads. There are no ele- 
vated or underground roads. I presume (and the presumption is almost 
a fact) that each organized company pays either the municipality or the 
Imperial Treasury as bonus or a fixed price for the privilege of building 
their roads. 

The feature that commends itself most favorably to me as a former 
president of a street railway is the check they have on their employees. 

Every morning on starting a conductor is furnished with a roll of 
tickets numbered in units, say from 9,000 up to 9,900. A passenger on 
payment of his fare is givena ticket from this sealed roll, say 9,010. At 
intervals of a mile an inspector ‘‘ boards the cars.” He looks at the 
last issued by the conductor (we will still take the 9,010) and then he 
goes among the passengers, makes each one show the ticket he re- 
ceived on payment of his fare. If he finds everything in order he signs 
the passbook of the conductor and he is ‘‘ in order ” for the next inspector 
one mile away. It may seem a clumsy system, but it is absolutely im- 
possible for any conductor to abstract one cent from the treasury, be- 
‘ause he does not know at what moment the inspector will board the 
car. The passenger is obliged to keep his ticket until the end of his 
journey, because if the inspector finds, upon investigation, that a passen- 
ger is without his ticket, he is compelled to pay again. 

The cars are very large, holding usually twenty seats inside and six- 
teen above; drawn by | two horses. The rails are very heavy and are 
mostly of the T shape, affording no facilities for wheeled vehicles. 
Great care is exercised at crossings where several lines meet; to avoid 
accidents a flagman is stationed at these points to warn passengers and 
vehicles of the near approach of the cars. 

The fare for short distances is six kopecks (equal to two and one-half 
cents), and for long distances twice the amount, say twelve kopecks, or 
five cents.

CORPORATION COUNSEL 


AS TO THE POWER OF THE CITY COUNCIL TO 
PASS AN ORDINANCE TO ESTABLISH THE 
PAVING DEPARTMENT UPON A 
PERMANENT BASIS. 


City oF Boston, 
OFFICE OF THE CORPORATION CouNSEL, Nov. 29, 1889. 


To the Honorable the Committee on Ordinances : — 


GENTLEMEN, —I have received, through Mr. Hillard, 
your request for my opinion as to “ whether the City Council 
has power to pass an ordinance to establish the Paving 
Department upon a permanent basis.” 

I understand that what is meant by establishing the Paving 
Department upon a permanent basis is the employment of a 
certain fixed number of men of different occupations, in- 
cluding laborers, on a hiring or employment by the year, 
and at a compensation or salary fixed by the City Council, 
so that the city shall be obliged to pay such established 
compensation or salary of such fixed number of men during 
the whole year without regard to whether, in the opinion of 
the Executive Department (the Mayor and Superintendent of 
Streets in the case of the Paving Department), the efficient 
and economical conduct of the business of the department 
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requires such employment of such number at such wages and 
for all said period or not. 

It would be of little use at the present time to go into a 
discussion of the powers of the City Council under its orig- 
inal -charter, or any amendment thereto, prior to 1885. 
The Legislature of that year passed an act changing radically 
the former system of carrying on the executive or adminis- 

trative business of the city by the City Council and its com- 
mittees. 

The object of that act clearly was to sever the executive 
from the legislative functions or powers of the City Council, 
and to deprive the City Council, directly or indirectly 
through its committees, of the power to expend the money 
which it, in its legislative capacity, had raised and appro- 
priated, and to confer upon the Mayor, as the chief executive 
officer, and upon the boards and heads of departments, the 
duty and responsibility of the whole executive or adminis- 
trative business of the city. Section 6, Chapter 266, of the 
Acts of 1885, is as follows: “The executive powers of said 
city, and all the execntive powers now vested in the Board 
of Aldermen, as such, as surveyors of highways, county com- 
missioners, or otherwise, shall be, and hereby are, vested in 
the Mayor, to be exercised through the several officers and 
boards of the city, in their respective departments, under his 
general supervision and control. Such officers and boards 
shall, in their respective departments, make all necessary 
contracts for the employment of labor, the supply of mate- 
rials, and the construction, alteration, and repair of all public 
works and buildings, and have the entire care, custody, and 
management of all public works, institutions, buildings, and 
other “property, and the direction and control of all the ex- 
ecutive and administrative business of said city.’ | 

Nobody can deny, I think, that the hiring and employ- 
ment of laborers in the paving department, the determining 
the amount of their compensation or wages, and the regula- 
tion of their terms or periods of service, pertain to, and are 
part of, the executive and administrative business of that 
department. 

Again, by Section 12 of said chante it is provided that 
“Neither the City Council, nor either branch thereof, nor 
any member or committee thereof, or of either branch 


thereof, nor the Board of Aldermen acting in any capacity i 


which said board may act separately under special powers 
conferred upon it, nor any member or committee of said 
board acting in any such capacity, shall, direetly or indi- 
rectly, take any part in the employment of labor, the making 
of contracts, the purchase of materials or supplies, the con- 
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struction, alteration, or repair of any public works, buildings, 

or other property, or the care, custody, and management "of 
the same, or in the conduct of any of the executive or ad- 
ministrative business of the city, or in the expenditure of the 
public money.” 

If the City Council is inhibited from “directly or indi- 
rectly taking any part in the employment of labor, or in the 
conduct of any of the executive or administrative business of 
the city, or in the expenditure of the public money,” how 
win it determine the number of men to be employed, or fix 
their wages and the terms and times of their employment? 
If the City Council can do this against the will of the officers 
of the Executive Department, as to the regular business ot 
any department, then it may, for all I can see, do it for any 
and every piece. of work which that department is required 
to do, and thus the obvious purpose of the act would be 
defeated. 

By Section 6 of said chapter it is also declared to be the 
duty of the Mayor, “as chief executive officer, to secure 
the honest, efficient, and economical conduct of the entire 
administrative business of the city.” With what propriety 
can he be charged with this great duty and responsibility, if 
he and his subordinates are not left free to make such con- 
tracts for the employment of labor from time to time as, in 
their judgment, the most efficient and economical conduct 
of the work or business of the different departments requires ? 

It was under this view of the statute, that, in April last, I 
gave an opinion that the City Council could not compel the 
Park Commissioners to allow car-fares to the employees 
of that department; also, more recently, that the Super- 
intendent of Sewers was not obliged by an order of the City 
Council to do a certain piece of work by day labor, if, in his 
opinion, the efficient and economical performance of that 
piece of work required it to be done by contract. It was 
also under this view that the Mayor, as chief executive 
officer, found authority early in the year to order the dis- 
charge of men connected with the “division of inspection 
und waste ” of the Water Department. 

It may be thought by some tbat the City Council has a 
power to do by “ ordinance” in this matter what it cannot 
do by an “order.” But this, I think, is an error; both 
must alike yield to the statutes of the Commonwealth. 

If Lam right in my understanding and statement of what 
is meant hy. putting the Paving Department upon a per- 
manent basis, then. in my opinion, the City Council, whose 
powers and functions are now legislative only, cannot pass 
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an ordinance which shall control or limit the executive 
and administrative powers expressly conferred by said act 
upon the Mayor and other executive officers of the city.

To the Honorable the City Council: — 


The Board of Street Commissioners desire to inform the 
City Council that the opportunity offered by the fire in the 
Bedford street-Chauncy street district to obtain greater con- 
venience for the public use of those streets at a cost reduced 
to only the value of the land needed for the purpose is one 
that, in their view of the matter, should in no case be lost. 

On Bedford street the lines converge from the corners of 
Chauncy street to the minimum width, at just the point 
where the abutting buildings have been burned off, of under 
thirty-two feet, the average of the rest of the street being 
about thirty-seven feet. This narrow place at the entrance 
to Kingston street has been the cause of continual blocking, 
and is the reason of the congestion in Kingston street, as 
the travel crossing the latter, or turning from it, cannot 
escape freely up Bedford street because of the narrow throat 
at its entrance. The Street Commissioners feel that the 
property owners must not be allowed to rebuild upon the 
old lines at this point to the hindrance of traflic through 
these two streets.

For one of the longitudinal streets, — which are the great 


avenues of travel north and south through the city, — 
Chauncy street at forty feet wide is altogether inadequate 
for what is required of it at present, to say nothing of 
what it will have to carry in the future. This was seen 
as early as after the fire of 1872, when the street was 
widened to fifty feet upon the estate from which the building 
was burned at the corner of Summer street. 

Now there is a further chance to widen an entire block of 
this street, one hundred and eighty-five feet long, from 
Bedford street to Rowe place, for the value of the naked 
land and the shell of the building left at the corner of Bed- 
ford street since the last fire. All public sentiment supports 
the Street Commissioners’ position as to what should be 


done under existing circumstances to help the condition of 


the travel through these streets. The private interests 
affected, and those in their employ, naturally and as always 
make the usual outcry about the curtailment of their estates ; 
but such injury, if properly paid, can and should be endured 
for the public good. 

Being without means to originate these measures of their 
own motion, the Street Commissioners are, nevertheless, 
entirely unwilling to rest under the responsibility of allowing 
this opportunity to improve these streets to go by default on 
their part. 

They, therefore, respectfully and earnestly request the 
honorable City Council to make an appropriation for widen- 
ing Bedford street from Chauncy street to Kingston street, 


and Chauncy street from Bedford street to Rowe place, of 


one hundred and fifty thousand (150,000) dollars.

CORPORATION COUNSELS OPINION 


AS TO WHETHER THE CITY COUNCIL CAN APPRO- 
- PRIATE THE MONEY RAISED UNDER CHAP. 226, 
ACTS OF 1887 (TAX OVERLAY), PREVIOUS 
TO THE COLLECTION OF THE ENTIRE 
TAX FOR THE CURRENT YEAR.

To the Honorable the Board of Aldermen: — 

GENTLEMEN, — In reply to your request for my opinion 
“as to whether the City Council can appropriate the money 
raised under chapter 226 of the Acts of 1887, previous to 
the collection of the entire tax for the current year,” I have 
to say that chapter 226 of the Acts of 1887 provides that 
the assessors “may, for the purpose of avoiding fractional 
divisions of the amount to be assessed in the apportionment 
thereof, add to that amount a sum not exceeding five per 
cent. thereof. And this overlay is authorized, notwithstand- 
ing the limit of taxation now provided by law may by such 
overlay be exceeded.” 

It appears to have been the custom (or right) of assessors 
in this State to add a small percentage to the amount actu- 
ally needed to meet the requirements of cities and Mea ice 
from a very early period. 

In Cone v. Forest, 126 Mass., 97, the Court said: Prior 
to that year [1785] it had been the common practice of 
assessors either to suit their convenience in calculating 
the apportionment of the tax, or, with a view to meet abate- 
ments or defalcations and mistakes, to add to the amount of 
the tax voted a sum sufficient, in their judgment, to answer 
these purposes.” 

The Court, in Coleman v. Anderson, 10 Mass., 105, rec- 
ognized the right or propriety of said practice of the 
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assessors, notwithstanding the statute of 1785, which was 

substantially and in effect the same as the said act of 1887. 

_ So that, though the statute of 1887 expressly states the 
object of the overlay, I do not think that it is certain that 
the Legislature said, or meant to say, in 1887, in view of 
what the Court has said in several cases, that within that 
five per cent. the assessors have not authority to add some- 
thing to the amount necessary to be raised to meet “ abate- 
ments, defaleations, and mistakes.” [See Coleman v. 
Anderson, 10 Mass., p. 117.] 

If it is done in part for that purpose, I cannot say that the 
City Council has not the power to appropriate it, if they see 
fit to do so, “ previous to the collection of the entire tax for 
the current year;” but I think that it is questionable if the 
Council can rightfully make an appropriation, until so much 
of the amount required to be raised by taxation in any year 
equals the amount of the annual appropriation bill, so far as 
that amount is based upon and depends upon the tax levy. 

For instance, the sum which it was found necessary to 
be raised for the fiscal year 1888-9 on polls and estates 
taxable in this city was $9,189,227. The annual appropria- 
tion bill of the year amounted to $11,450,307. This sum 
required the actual receipt by the treasurer of all said $9,- 
189,227, after all “abatements, defaleations, and mistakes ” 
(the difference between said sums being made up of income — 
from all other sources). It is plain that until the sum of 
$9,189,227 was actually collected no other or further appro- 
priation could rightfully be made from the tax levy of that 
year, because such appropriation would be an appropriation 
of money which had been once appropriated. It is rarely 
the case that the amount required from the tax levy is paid 
in before or even at. the end of the year. 

My answer, therefore, to your question is, that whenever 
the amount required from taxation is irrevocably paid into 
the treasury, and with other income paid in exceeds the 
amount of the annual appropriation bill, the City Council 
may rightfully make appropriations based upon the tax; but 
if made before that time, such appropriation would in effect 
be a double appropriation of the same money. |

GENTLEMEN, —I have received a copy of the orders 
offered in your honorable board, by the Committee on Elec- 
tric Wires, on the 16th inst., referring to and regulating the 
erection and maintenance of electric wires in the city of Bos- 
ton, and requiring the use of the “safety fuse protector” on 
such wires, etc., with your request for my opinion as to the 
legality of such orders. 

The following are, I believe, the existing provisions of 
law on that subject : — 

Section 47, Chapter 27, of the Public Statutes, which pro- 
vides that “The selectmen may establish reasonable regula- 
tions for the erection and maintenance of all telegraph and 
telephone lines within their respective towns, including all 
lines owned or used by said towns, and may permit the same 
to be laid under any public way or square.” 

Section 4, Chapter 28, of the Public Statutes, which pro- 
vides that “Regulations established by a city under the 
provisions of Section 47, of Chapter 27, shall be made by 
ordinance.” 

Section 3, Chapter 109, of the Public Statutes, which pro- 
vides that “The mayor and aldermen or selectmen of a place 
through which the lines of a company are to pass, shall give 
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the company a writing specifying where the posts may he 
located, the kind of posts and the height at which and the 
places where the wires may run. After the erection of the 
lines, having first given the company or its agents opportu- 
nity to be heard, they may direct any alteration in the loca- 
tion or the erection of the posts, pliers, or abutments, and in 
the height of the wires,” ete. 

By Chapter 221 of the Acts of 1883 it is provided that 
“All provisions of law granting to persons and corporations 
authority to erect, lay, and maintain, and to cities and towns, 
authority to regulate telegraph and telephone lines, except 
Sections 16 and 18 of Chapter 109 of the Public Statutes, 
shall, so far as applicable, apply to lines tor the transmission 
of electricity for the purpose of lighting.’ 

By Chapter 454 of the Acts of 1889 it is provided that 
“ All the provisions of law granting to persons and corpora- 
tions authority to erect, lay, and maintain, and to cities and 
towns, authority to regulate telegraph or telephone lines, 
‘conveying intelligence “by electricity, shall, so far as appli- 
cable, apply to lines for the transmission of intelligence by 
telephone, whether the same be by electricity or otherwise.” 

By Chapter 398 of the Acts of 1889 it is provided that 
* All provisions of law granting to cities and towns authority 
to regulate telegraph and telephone lines shall, so far as 
applicable, apply to every corporation, copartnership, or 
person having authority to place posts, wires, structures, and 
other appliances, for any purpose, in or under public ways 
or places, and the selectmen of towns and the board of 
aldermen in cities, may cause the removal, at the expense 
of the owner, or owners, of any unused posts, wires, struct- 
ures, or other appliances.” 

From the above provisions it appears that express satis 
ity is given to cities to make regulations of telegraph, tele- 
phone, and electric-light wires. “Chapter 398 of the Acts of 
1889 is broad enough to include wires for electric: clocks. 
burglar and fire alarm, and district messenger service, and I 
think is broad enough to include the power (though not 
expressly stated) to regulate the electric wires used in the 
overhead system of motive power for street railways. 

The language of this last act refers to posts, wires, struct- 
ures, and other appliances placed for any purpose in or 
under public ways or places. 

But it is my opinion that the regulations proposed by the 
said orders, and referred to in the report of the committee, 
must, at the present time, be established by ordinance, 
instead of by order [see Pub. Stats., Ch. 25, Sec. 4], 
excepting, however, that the part of the order referring to 
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the removal of dead wires, may be done by an order of the 
Board of Aldermen. By the last clause of Section 1 of 
Chapter 398 of the Acts of 1889 the power to do this is 
expressly conferred upon that Board. 

It is to be noticed (if I may suggest it) that the safety 
fuse protector mentioned in said orders cannot, as I am 
informed, be used on electric arc-light wires, and that some 
other regulation, requiring protection by suitable insulation 
or other means, is necessary in regard to such are wires. 
Perhaps it may not be improper for me to suggest, also, that 
in the draft of an ordinance on this subject, regulations 
applying to the electric trolley and power wires of the 
street-railway system should be included. 

It is not, I think, perfectly clear whether, or to what 
extent, the officers empowered to enforce such regulations 
may, under existing laws, enter into or upon private 
dwellings or premises for that purpose, and, in my opinion, 
it would be well to ask of the Legislature the passage of an 
act expressly conferring upon the ‘Board of Aldermen or City 
Council the power to make regulations with authority in 
such officers to enter private premises and buildings for that 
purpose.

In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, Jan. 4, 1890. 


The Special Committee of the Board of Aldermen ap- 
pointed to visit and inspect the jail and the other houses of 
‘detention in the County of Suffolk, having made the inspec- 
tion required by law, submits its second semi-annual re- 

port. 
, J AIL. 


The committee visited the jail December 30, 1889, and 
found everything in a very neat and clean condition. The 
institution, at that date, contained one hundred and twenty- 
_four male and seventeen female prisoners. The health of 

the inmates was excellent, with the exception of some few 
who were afflicted with the influenza, but in no case seriously. 
The labor performed by the inmates consists in keeping the 
institution in a proper condition of cleanliness, and in prepar- 
ing and cooking the food required. The food was examined, 
_and found to be excellent in quality and plentiful in quantity. 

No complaints were made by any of the inmates in relation 
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to their food or treatment. The committee feel obliged to 
once more call attention to the old windows, which should be 
immediately replaced with new ones with stronger frames.

DrER ISLAND. 


House of Industry, House of Reformation, and Truant 
School. 


These institutions were visited Dec. 30, 1889, and, as 
usual, found in the very best condition. Influenza, the pre- 
vailing epidemic, had attacked quite a number, in no case 
seriously ; otherwise, the health of the inmates was very 
good. 

Nearly all those in the House of Industry were employed 
either in the manufacture of cheap clothing, or in various 
duties connected with the institution. The inmates of the 
House of Reformation and the Truant School were engaged 
in their studies at the schools provided for them, at the time 
of the committee’s visit. 

A portion of the boys at the House of Reformation were 
receiving instruction in a printing-office provided for them. 

The food provided at these institutions was examined, and 
found to be of good quality, and the rations supplied liberal 
in quantity. 


MARCELLA-STREET HoMRE. 


This Home was visited Dec. 31, 1889, and your commit- 
tee found everything about the institution clean and healthy. 
-Onthe day of our visit there were three hundred and eighty- 
five children at the Home, and of these only eleven were in 
the hospital, and of the eleven only four were really sick, 
the rest being under observation. 

Since our last visit a teacher in sewing has been added for 
beginners. The kitchen was visited, and the food found to 
be excellent in quality and large in quantity. The school 
“was not in session, having adjourned for the holidays. The 

boys were on the play-ground, engaged in foot-ball and other 
kindred sports, while the girls were enjoying the more femi- 
nine pastimes. Many indications of a merry Christmas re- 
mained, and we were informed that two Christmas trees were 
provided and hung with at least one, and, in most cases, 
‘two presents for each child, provided by the Commissioners. 
The children are employed in the same manner as ‘at our 
‘Jast visit. The swill-sheds of the Health Department still 
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remain a menace to the health ofthe institution, but’ we are 
pleased to report that they are kept somewhat cleaner than 
formerly. 


Lunatic Hosprrau. 


' This institution was visited on Dec. 31, 1889. Since our 
last visit the Retreat for the Insane at Dorchester has been 
made an outlying ward of this hospital, and both institutions 
are now under one management. 

Some repairs: have been made in the buildings at Dor- 
chester, and the appearance of the place is vastly im- 
proved. At Dorchester many cows are kept, and the milk 
is delivered to the other institutions. It has been the prac- 
tice to pasture these cows on the unimproved lands of the 
West Roxbury park, as there are no pasture lands belonging 
to the institution. The Park Commissioners have given no- 
tice to discontinue this practice, and hence it will be neces- 
sary to provide pasturage or keep the cows in the stable. 
The large marsh in the rear of the buildings has become a 
nuisance, and must be drained. Your committee recommend 
that a sewer be put through one of the adjoining streets for 
this purpose. Should this be done the nuisance would be 
abated, and many acres of valuable land added to the in- 
stitution. 

The food here was found to be good. ‘The health of the 
inmates was as good as could be expected. 

Your committee made a full report on this institution in 
August, and therein stated their opinion of its needs. They 
are not aware that any of their recommendations have been 
adopted by the City Government, therefore they now renew 
ull the statements and recommendations made at that time. 


House OF CORRECTION. 


At the time of our visit, December 31, 1889, many of the 
inmates were suffering from the influenza, so prev: lent at the 
time, and it gave us a very good illustration of the total un- 
fitness of the hospital. The hospital is not large enough to 
uccommodate any number of patients, and is very poorly 
ventilated. The cells for the confinement of unruly women 
prisoners are in the hospital, and their occupants make 
very uncomfortable for the sick. 

The men were employed in making clotbes and doing the 
necessary work about the institution, and the women in 
doing laundry work, etc. There is need for a new wing to 
the prison, also of a new building to contain the cells for the 
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solitary confinement of the unruly. The number of prisoners 
has increased beyond the accommodations of the present 
building. Here, as elsewhere, the food was tested, and found 
to be excellent. There were confined at the institution, five 
hundred and sixty-eight persons. 

The reports of the several superintendents are annexed to, 
and made a part of, this report.

Of the deaths 5 were due to exhaustion from senile insanity ; 
5 to phthisis ; 2 each to general paralysis, heart disease, and dys- 
entery ; and one each to chorea-peritonitis, acute mania, acute 
melancholia, dementia, and paralysis. The number of deaths 
from plithisis and other cases still in hospital, or discharged 
to die, or in hospital attendants, indicate an undue prevalence of 
phthisis such as has not existed here for several years. This 
disease is regarded as contagious by many good authorities, and 
certainly should not be treated in crowded wards and dormitories, 
as we must do for a lack of an infirmary or of single rooms.

Mr. David F. Barry, with appropriate remarks, presented 
the following resolution, which was read by the Clerk : — 


Resolved, That the Common Council of 1889 here- 
by tenders to its President, Horace G. Allen, Esq., 
its heartfelt thanks for the punctuality with which he 
has attended its meetings, the courtesy he has ex- 
tended to its members, and the ability and wisdom 
with which he has presided over its deliberations ; 
and the members, in separating, assure him of a con- 
tinuation of their esteem for him, and offer him their 
best wishes for his future prosperity and happiness. 


Complimentary tributes were paid to the President by 
Messrs. Fraser, Keenan, Norris, Clark, Moore, Lowell, 
Rosnosky, Richard Sullivan, McCarthy, Jenkins, Meyer, 
Fanning, and Parker. 
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The resolution was read a second time, and passed unani- 
mously by a standing vote. 

The President then addressed the Council, and when he 
had finished, on motion of Mr. Norris, it was

ADDRESS OF PRESIDENT ALLEN. 
Gentlemen of the Common Council of 1889: — 


IT have had no previous experience, but I have often 
thought that the position of a presiding officer at 
such a time as this was an extremely delicate and 
trying one. If he assumes that all which has been 
said has been said from the heart, and is of a personal 
nature, he is considered as assuming too much, and 
being conceited. If, on the other hand, he assumes 
that everything said is actuated by the stern decree 
of custom, he does a great injustice to many true, 
tried, and admiring friends upon the floor of the body 
over which he presides. I shall not attempt to draw 
the line, if one could be drawn. ‘Those who have 
spoken to-night, for form’s sake only, if such there 
are, I thank for their courtesy. ‘lo those who have 
spoken from deeper motives, I am truly grateful. 
I appreciate the honor conferred, and thank you 
for it. 

The Common Council of 1889 has ended its labors. 
Its record in several particulars is a remarkable one, 
the memory of which will not soon fade from the 
minds of those familiar with its proceedings. Hay- 
ing freshly in our minds the expressions of confidence 
and esteem just uttered, it is hard to realize that 
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neither the scenes nor the actors have changed since 
the meeting of January 11, less than a twelvemonth 
ago, when I assumed the duties of your President; 
then party feelings and prejudices ran high, and bitter 
feelings swayed sound judgment; now, all servants 
of one master, you join in doing honor and extending: 
congratulations to one of your number. 

Yor the first time since 1822, the Council failed to 
organize at its first meeting, and it was not until the 
third that you expressed your choice for a presiding 
officer. I stated at the time that I hoped at the end 
of the year to have the respect and friendship of 
every member, and if your words to-night mean any- 
thing, they at least assure me that the hope has been 
realized. 

For over a century, citizens of this country have 
claimed and exercised the right of the ballot as a 
bulwark of their liberties; but such were the disasters 
supposed to follow from its adoption, in the usual 
form, in the election of your presiding officer and 
City Clerk, that it was thought necessary to have 
what is commonly known as the yea and nay ballot; 
as the Republicans were unanimously against its 
adoption, and as the Democratic State platform has 
since expressed itself on the subject as follows: — 

“We heartily indorse the principle of secret vot- 
ing.” | 

I do not think that our example will be repeated in 
the near future; and while it must ever be an insult 
to the persons against whom it is directed, it may be 
remarked in passing, that its opponents in these two 
cases have no cause to complain at the results accom- 
plished by its use. 

A measure which cannot claim the constant support 
of its advocate for one year may be termed ill-advised, 
at least. 

With the diversity of interests, and the multiplicity 
of subjects which have been acted upon during the 
year, it is, perhaps, a matter of congratulation that 
the record of this body has but a single stain. The 
vote of this Council at the beginning of the year, by 
which the right of every man to a hearing in a matter 
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wherein his interests are at stake was trampled on, 
mars an otherwise fair record. It was an act not 
founded on law, not inspired by a desire for justice, 
but for revenge. Similar examples of political lynch 
law perpetrated in far-away Mississippi form a topic 
on our streets for universal condemnation; that such 
a thing could happen in our midst is greatly to be 
regretted. It cannot be excused or palliated, it must 
be lived down. 

And now let us glance at the balance of our record, 
which redounds to the credit of all. Generally it 
shows faithful attendance, conscientious motives, fair 
debate, laborious committee work, and a desire to 
ascertain and accomplish the best interests of the 
city. Our appropriation bill, heretofore a stumbling- 
block, was passed without friction or delay after the 
matter had been considered by the Committee of 
Conference. Funds have been furnished for a pro- 
nounced extension of our water system on the lines 
originally adopted by the city. ‘The Walpole-street 
School-house has been redeemed and no longer stands 
as a battered monument to a condition of affairs re- 
gretted and condemned by all truly interested citizens. 
It is now used for the purposes for which it was in- 
tended, and for which it has ever been suitable. 

The order of the Secretary of War in relation to 
the Charles-river bridges, a matter of far-reaching 
importance to Boston, has been considered by acom- _ 
mittee, and much valuable information obtained. A 
good beginning has been made toward the erection 
of suitable monuments to the memory of those able 
and heroic leaders of our war, — Grant, Sheridan, and 
Farragut. We have erected and dedicated tablets, 
showing our respect and admiration for that little 
band of warriors who fought and died for American 
independence. 

The city has entertained the President of the 
United States and distinguished members of the 
National Government; also delegates to the Pan- 
American Congress. 

It extended to the victorious International Rifle 
Team a cordial and enthusiastic welcome on _ its 
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return, and other organizations have partaken of the 
hospitality of our city. 

And now, as we lay down our labors and turn for ¢ 
cordial pressure of the hand or cheery word of 
parting with each and every companion, the absent 
ones come freshly to our minds. As a body we 
have paid our tribute of respect and friendship to 
the memory of Charles J. Brooks and ‘Thomas F. 
Nunan, but we shall long cherish pleasant memo- 
ries of our association with them as members of 
this and previous Councils. | 

By the resignation of Mr. F. W. Sprague, of 
Ward 10, on account of change of residence, we lost 
a good companion and an active, conscientious 
member. 

By reason of serious illness, the seat of Mr. 
Hahlo, of Ward 18, has been vacant for much of the 
year. We extend to him our heartiest wishes for 
his speedy and permanent recovery, and our regrets 
that the ward has temporarily lost so earnest and 
honest a representative. 

We could not close our duties without grateful 
acknowledgments to our assistants: — 

Our worthy Clerk, on whose store of knowledge, 
experience, and patience we have all so often and 
so largely drawn, always to find him the same 
modest, unruffled, clear, and impartial adviser, friend, 
and gentleman. 

Our City Messenger and his assistants, who have 
performed their numerous and exacting duties to the 
satisfaction of all. 

Our Official Reporters and those of the daily 
press, always constant, vigilant, and fair. 

And now, to those of our number who have obtained 
political promotion we tender our congratulations; to 
those who have been disappointed, our condolences; 
to those who are selected to serve longer in this 
branch, the pledge of renewed fellowship; and to 
each and all, God-speed on the pathway of life.

Alderman McLAUGHLIN said: 


Mr. Clerk, this resolution, though couched in the 
humblest language, conveys, in my opinion, the sin-

Mr. Clerk, I desire to second the resolution which 
has been offered by the alderman from the third dis- 
trict. Although it is of the same nature as the res- 
olution offered at the close of each year’s business, 
still I believe it expresses the sincere feelings of the 
members of this Board. Our Chairman has done 
what he could to make our duties pleasant, agreeable, 
and easy, and at the same time he has discharged 
the duties of his office in such a manner as to give 
to the city what it is entitled to, —the best individ- 
ual exertions of each member of the Board. I be- 
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lieve, Mr. Clerk, that if the citizens had the same 
opportunity which we have to express appreciation 
of his services, they would not only bear testimony 
to the faithfulness of his performance of duty as 
Chairman of this body, but also to the value to the 
citizens at large of his two years’ services as a mem- 
ber of the Board. His work has been such as to 
command the respect of all, and in retiring to private 
life he bears with him our best wishes for his future 
happiness and prosperity. I would suggest that 
when the vote on the adoption of this resolution is 
taken, it be by a rising vote. 


Alderman GOVE said: 


While I sat here, listening to the remarks of the 
two aldermen that preceded me, my mind went back 
to a year ago, to a similar scene being carried out in 
this same room. I remember how fully, how com- 
pletely, every member of the Board then felt, that in 
losing our then Chairman, we were losing one of the 
best, one of the ablest, and one of the most noble 
men that ever sat in the chair. A year has passed 
since then, and we have had an opportunity to exam- 
ine with as much care his successor, and what do we 
find? We find one fully as noble, fully as grand, 
fully as just, fully as fair, fully as fraternal, as that 
one; and, Mr. Chairman, as you retire from the gov- 
ernment with this dying year, you retire with the best 
wishes of your fellow members, not only on account 
of your past acts, but because they know you 
take with you into private life the best wishes of a 
noble heart for your old associates. Mr. Chairman, 
in seconding these resolutions it is not perfunctory, 
it is not done as a matter of form, although form 
enters into the printed words ; but those that are 
expressed and will be expressed here on this occasion 
will be from the heart of every member. I say to 
you that nobody that ever occupied that chair has 
retired from it with any better feelings toward him 
than are the feelings of the members of the Board 
towards you upon your retirement. Our life here 
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has been exceedingly pleasant, our contact with 
each other most fraternal, and our wishes for your 
success will continue through life; and may you and 
your family enjoy the luxuries of life which you are 
entitled to along with the best wishes of this Board. 


Alderman WILSON said: 


It is exceedingly difficult to follow immediately in 
the wake of the speakers that have already addressed 
the Board. They have each and every one of them 
expressed themselves in the most fitting and heart- 
felt terms, so that there is little to be said which has 
not already been said. But more particularly is it 
difficult to follow the sweet singer from Hast Bos- 
ton, who, in his mellifluous tones, has made his 
departing speech from the Board as I have never 
heard it made here in preceding years. Mr. Clerk, 
the alderman from the fifth district intimated it 
would be better for the people had they known our 
present Chairman better; and that called to my mind 
a statement I saw in the “ Herald,” that when, at the 
recent celebration at the Vendome, the Chairman 
of the Board of Aldermen was presented to the 
assembly, the people asked, “ What is his name?” 
Why, Mr. Clerk, can it be possible that there are 
people in the city of Boston who are not aware of 
the character and of the ability of the man who has 
occupied the chair this year? Can it be that there 
are any persons who stand as citizens who are so 
ignorant of the municipal government, who are so 
ignorant of the mainspring of power that is behind 
the throne, as not to know the name of the man who 
has occupied the position of Chairman of the Board 
for the past year? It can hardly be so. ‘The “ Her- 
ald” must have been mistaken; no person could 
have made that statement. No person could have 
asked, “ Who is that man?” but if there is any 
one in Boston who wants to know who this man is, 
although I am not very well acquainted with him, I 
would like to say what I think he is and what I 
have found him to be. When the present Chairman 
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of the Board of Aldermen came into the Board of 
Aldermen two years ago, [ had not had the pleasure 
of meeting him. I knew him simply as a business 
man. I knew him as one never having had experi- 
ence in political life, in this State at least, and I think 
not anywhere; and I am afraid I was rather prej- 
udiced against him, as one who would be likely to be 
cranky, something like myself perhaps, but who would 
be cranky from a business standpoint and would not 
look at the political end. I knew hin, however, as 
a man who had fought a good fight for principle, and 
who had defeated one of the strongest men in poli- 
tics who had ever lived in his district; I knew then 
that there must be something in this man which 
would commend him to the citizens of his district 
and lead them to send him here. Mr. Clerk, I think 
the constituents of the Chairman, in his own district, 
have no cause to complain. The straightforward, 
honest business man they sent here in one year had 
made such strides that he stepped into the Chair- 
manship of the Board of Aldermen in the second 
year of his membership. A man without political 
experience, but with the native shrewdness and 
sagacity of the New England man, he was capable 
of fillmg any position that he was called upon to fill. 
This year we have seen him fill that position, as the 
alderman from East Boston has said, even as well as 
the most experienced and largest hearted man prob- 
ably that ever has been in that chair. The Chair- 
man we have had the past year has filled the 
requirements of the position in every way, and he 
has done even more than that. His presence in the 
chair and his voice in controlling debate, and the 
deliberations.of his associates here, have been pow- 
erful and for good. His influence for good has 
been as strong in committees as it has been in the 
Board of Aldermen. He has been a tower of 
strength on the Finance Committee; he has always 
stood for those things that the citizens of the district 
required. I believe we have never had a Chairman 
who has had the influence outside the Board of 
Aldermen that Chairman Rogers has had this past 
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year. The speeches he has made in public, the 
influence he has exerted, the ideas he has dissemi- 
nated, the earnestness he has put into his work, has 
had more influence outside the Board of Aldermen 
than it has had even in the Board of Aldermen. I 
believe the movement to reform our methods of taxa- 
tion is largely due to the influence of our Chairman. 
I believe if we ever get an increase of the tax limit, 
which we ought to have, that it will be largely due 
to the influence of our Chairman this year. Who is 
our Chairman, Mr. Clerk? Why, he is a man who 
has occupied the second position in the gift of the 
city government, and he has occupied it to the 
satisfaction of his associates, although entering upon 
the position after a struggle almost unprecedented 
in the Board of Aldermen. He has received the 
thanks and the hearty and cordial sympathy of 
every man in the Board of Aldermen; and I believe 
were he coming back another year, that he, like his 
predecessor, would be unanimously reélected as 
Chairman. Who is our Chairman? Why, he is the 
man who has done more for good government in the 
city of Boston this year, who has done more to regu- 
late and govern the affairs of our body, and, so far 
as we are concerned, of the city of Boston, than any 
other individual in the city of Boston. Mr. Clerk, I 
desire to say, so far as the Chairman has treated me, 
that he has been unfailing in his courtesy, always 
obliging in every way, and I believe every member 
of the Board has-had the same treatment from him 
that I have had. I desire to add, in parenthesis, as 
it were, one word of parting to the retirmg members 
of this Board. I believe we have never had, or have 
not had for years, a Board of Aldermen that has 
attended so strictly to business, that has been so 
kindly in feeling one towards the other, where 
acrimonious and unkindly things have been said 
less, where there has been more cordial feeling, than ~ 
in the present Board. In extending my farewell to 
the Chairman I would also like to extend it to 
the retiring members of the Board of Aldermen. 
Courtesy, kindness, good feeling, temperance in 
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legislation, and all other good things, have been the 
distinguishing characteristics of this Board. Busi- 
ness rather than politics has controlled its action, 
and I trust that it will control the action of the 
Board in succeeding years. 


Alderman Suort said: 


I would like to say to the Chairman of the Board 
of Aldermen that it is nearly two years since he and 
I came, at the same time, into the Board of Alder- 
men. In the vicissitudes that are inevitable in a 
political existence, neither of us is to return as a 
representative from our districts. Our Chairman, 
because he declined a renomination and reélection; 
myself, because they tried to elect the whole Board in 
my district, and I was short in the requisite number 
of votes. I have never been accused very positively 
of being able to utter remarks appropriate to any 
occasion, but upon an occasion like this, Mr. Clerk, 
it certainly is one of the hardest struggles through 
which I have passed, to be able to say anything dif- 
ferent from what has been expressed in other words 
by my colleagues. I would simply say that all that 
has been said and all that will be said by my col- 
leagues in reference to our Chairman meets my hearty 
indorsement; and I can say to you, Mr. Chairman, in 
addition to my sincere regret at your retirement, I 
also regret that those who are to sit here next year, 
as members of the new Board, will not have the value 
of your extensive ideas in reference to municipal 
matters. In closing, I wish you all the good fortune 
and all the good luck that can befall a man so well 
thought of by his colleagues as you are. 


Alderman Murruy said: 


I would much rather, sir, in these final proceedings, 
that the expressions and opinions of the members of 
the Board might be stated by one or two rather than 
individually by each of the different members, be- 
cause in many cases, where so many think alike, it is 
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simply putting the same thing in a little different 
language. For that reason, while I heartily and 
sincerely indorse all that has been said by my col- 
leagues in the Board, I would like to add to it all, if 
it were in my power; but it is not. One year ago we 
met here and took our oath of office, promising to 
faithfully and honestly perform our duties as alder- 
men. As I look back over that year it seems to me 
but a very short day. We can all look back to the 
day of inauguration, and when we think to-day that 
the year has passed it seems almost an impossibility. 
And why? Because, Mr. Chairman, under your 
guidance and your wisdom, the affairs of your posi- 
tion have been so conducted that we have had no 
friction, we have had no quarrels, we have been at 
peace with ourselves, at peace with the citizens, and 
have performed our duty as any family duty would 
be performed —in a straightforward and business-like 
manner. Now, Mr. Chairman, I, as one of the re- 
tirmg members, certainly feel that I could not sit in 
my chair to-day without expressing to you my high 
esteem and the feelings of gratitude that I have for 
you. Being, Mr. Chairman, one of the minority of 
this Board, opposed in the early part of the year to 
your election as our presiding officer, 1 must bear 
testimony to the fact that no Democrat in the Board 
of Aldermen nor the Democrats as a body could re- 
ceive any more fair, just, and honorable treatment at 
the hands of any citizen of Boston than they have re- 
ceived from you in the appointment of committees 
and in the conduct of the business of this Board. I 
sincerely congratulate you, Mr. Chairman, and express 
to youymy best wishes for your future prosperity as 
you retire from the office you now occupy. 


Alderman REED said: 


I have been very much pleased to hear the kind 
words that have been said of our Chairman, for I 
know they have been spoken in all sincerity, and I 
know, too, how thoroughly he deserves them all. 
I am glad to offer my tribute of respect and esteem. 
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J have served in this Board but a single year, but 
our relations have been so close and so intimate that 
J have come to know the Chairman well. He has 
made a faithful and efficient presiding officer. He 
has treated every member with the utmost fairness 
and consideration, and has endeared himself to us 
all. IJ trust that long after our connection as mem- 
bers of this Board has ceased, I shall continue to 
enjoy his friendship and acquaintance, which I prize 
so highly, and wish for him a long life of happiness 
and prosperity. | 


Alderman Eppy said: 


There has been so much said that it seems almost 
superfluous to try to say anything in following the 
other members of the Board; but { merely want to 
second everything that has been said, and to tender 
to our retiring Chairman the best wishes for his hap- 
piness in the future. He and I came into this Board 
at the same time. He was unknown to me, but I 
very much admired and esteemed his ability as a 
man and as a faithful officer of the city of Boston, 
and I can only say that I wish him long-continued 
peace and happincss. 


Alderman STAckY said: 


Mr. Clerk, I cannot let this opportunity pass by 
without saying a word in regard to our feelings, and 
my own personally, towards our Chairman. If have 
been out of politics and public life for a great many 
years until this last year, but I will say one thing, — 
that I never was brought in contact with a chairman 
who was fairer and squarer than Chairman Rogers. 
His kindness to us, collectively and individually, on 
all occasions, his urbanity and good feeling towards 
us all, we fully appreciate. Respect does not express 
the feeling we have towards him; we all love him, 
and wish him all possible success in his future life. 


Alderman KELLEY said: 


It would seem to me somewhat out of place if I 
should sit in my seat and listen to the wafting 
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breezes which are laden with kindly expressions in 
behalf of our Chairman, without uttering in common 
with the rest some words which will express my 
kindly feeling towards him. Mr. Clerk, it was my 
extreme pleasure, for the first time in my life, to meet 
our present Chairman, I believe, two years ago. 
Since then, the best of good feeling and fellowship 
which actuates men in their relations with each other 
has existed between us, has developed, and will last 
through life. Next year the curtain will rise, and 
into the active scenes of life will come new faces; 
but I don’t think, Mr. Clerk, that we shall ever asso- 
ciate ourselves with a nobler, more generous, more 
courteous, and more manly Chairman than we have 
had this year. I feel, in saying this, that I do the 
truth full justice. I perform that duty which I owe 
to myself, and it is no attempt at flattery on my part. 
I know there are many members of this Board who 
are better fitted to make remarks that would suit the 
oceasion than I am, but to our retirmg Chairman, 
Mr. Clerk, | wish Godspeed, and that through life 
happiness may attend his walks. I trust he will live 
long, and be favored with all that will make him 
happy, prosperous, and contented in this life, which 
is but short at the longest. 


Alderman Fo.nsom said: 


Mr. Clerk, lastly comes the junior member of the 
Board. J came into this Board a year ago a total 
stranger to nine of the gentlemen whom I see 
around me. I only knew two of them. I want to 
say that I am very glad I came here and that I 
made the acquaintances I have made, for I esteem 
every one whom [ have met here. From those who 
are to leave us I shall part with sorrow. I hope, 
although we may never meet in this chamber again, 
that our friendship will be perpetuated as long as 
we have sense and sentiment left. In regard to our 
presiding officer, I think I have read somewhere that 


the Apostle Paul bragged that he was a citizen of . 


ano mean city. Our Chairman is the citizen of a 
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no mean city, and I think the citizens of this city 
mean to honor him at some future day. He has 
certainly shown by his sagacity and ability here 
that he is able to fill any office in the gift of the 
people, and I look forward to the time when I shall 
see him in some honored position. Mr. Clerk, if I 
should stand here for some time longer I should 
only reiterate what has been said by those who have 
preceded me. In fact, I made quite a number of 
memoranda about what I intended to say, but the 
alderman from East Boston walked into my _ pro- 
gramme first, and then Alderman Wilson did the 
same, so I will simply say that I wish the Hon. 
Homer Rogers long life and prosperity. 


The resolutions were given a second reading and were 
adopted unanimously by a rising vote. 


Chairman RoGeErs said: 


Gentlemen of the Board of Aldermen, our of- 
ficial duties as aldermen of the city of Boston are 
completed. Every year adds to the labors and 
responsibilities of this body. A glance at the 
library will show that while, a few years ago, a 
single volume of modest proportions contained the 
records of the City Council, it now requires several 
volumes of heroic size to preserve the public docu- 
ments of a single year. Boston has become a great 
city, and the ‘most progressive citizen can hardly 
appreciate the constantly imcreasing demand which 
this growth necessitates, not for the maintenance 
alone, but for an addition to all the complicated 
machinery necessary to meet the reasonable demand 
of the people: These increasing necessities cannot 
be deprecated. It is nota misfortune that we are 
prosperous; that additional schools must be estab- 
lished and houses built; that new avenues must be 
opened and parks established; that streets must be 
straightened and widened; that additional appropri- 
ations must be made, too, for our Fire, Police, and 
Health Departments; that our institutions for the 
poor and unfortunate must be improved and en- 
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larged. I am aware that it has not been the custom 
on occasions like this to review the work of the 
year, or to comment on the situation. Whether an 
innovation is wise or useful [ am not sure. But I 
am not willing to close the year without placing on 
record the fact that this Board has comprehended 
the demands upon the various departments of the 
government to meet the reasonable expectations of 
the citizens incident to a growth in population, im- 
provements, and wealth unprecedented in the his- 
tory of our city. The year now closed, like many 
of its predecessors, is distinguished for what ought 
to have been done quite as much as for what has 
been done. ‘The conditions which rendered it im- 
possible or impracticable to act on measures of im- 
mediate and very long-standing necessities, to say 
nothing of a wise provision for wants absolutely 
sure to face us in the near future, are beyond our 
control or responsibility. 

The school accommodations have long ago failed 
to meet the wants of the children, and the accumu- 
lated pressure of a year of neglect has culminated 
in a reasonable hope that nine new buildings will be 
erected in the near future, subject to judgment of a 
gracious Legislature, who will doubtless permit us 
to borrow of our neighbors sufficient money to meet 
the expense. Our public institutions are needing 
substantial additions to their capacities. The recom- 
mendation of your special committee for inspection, 
full of good advice which it would seem could not 
much longer be neglected, is laid aside in painful 
silence. A fond hope, long cherished, that we 
might have a systematic and comprehensive sys- 
tem of sewerage, covering our entire drainage area, 
to the end that. another generation shall not be com- 
pelled to reconstruct or reject the work of to-day, 
is still a hope and a disappointment. ‘The delay in 
opening, completing, and beautifying our avenues, in 
widening and straightening our streets in sections 
where its necessity has been recognized for a gen- 
eration, is still a question upon your calendar, the 
responsibility for which would long ago have been 
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met, — but no funds. Our outlying districts are 
growing with an unprecedented rapidity, — build- 
ings by the thousands. Many on new and. unac- 
cepted streets are being erected with no regard to 
the future conditions of these sections, but every 
one determining — 


*« There is that scattereth and yet increaseth; that withholdeth and 
it comes to poverty ” — 


his own grade and lines, much as our ancestors built 
on the low paths of the three hills. We shall not 
need to wait for another generation to call us stupid 
if not accursed. We shall live to see the folly of our 
policy, and the next generation will probably borrow 
money to correct the “effects of our short-sighted and 
parsimonious policy. Our streets and sewers for the 
past year are far from the condition of cleanliness 
and repair which the wealthiest and most exacting 
city in the land has a right to expect and demand, 
and I believe are willing to pay for. I am not a pes- 
simist. Boston is bound to grow and prosper in spite 
of the embargo placed upon her by unwise legislation. 
Our honored Executive is alive to the demand of the 
situation, but honesty and executive ability are not 
substitutes for capital. The humiliating experience 
of borrowing money for current expenses should cease. 
It would be wiser for the Legislature to enact that 
Boston shall not expend less than $11 per $1,000, 
than that she should not have but 69. If the citizens 
of Boston have a reasonable confidence in the ability 
and honesty of the city government, the burden of 
necessary taxation will be borne without a murmur. 
Gentlemen, | am not forgetting your complimentary 
resolution. I cannot consider it mer ely a customary 
ending of a closing administration. Your kindness 
and patience and courtesy from the first meeting of 
this Board to the last, with the remembrance of no 
single exception, has been a constant quantity in the 
problem of the year. With no resolution, and none 
of these generous and kindly remarks, I should still 
believe that I left this chair with the respect and con- 
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fidence of every member of this Board. Neither do I 
forget how much I am indebted, for whatever of sat- 
isfaction Imay have given in the discharge of the du- 
ties belonging to this chair, to the assistance of our 
most efficient and honored City Clerk, Edwin U. Cur- 
tis, and his encyclopedia of assistance, John T’. Priest. 
In addition to the usual routine duties, which are 
neither few nor small, I fear the public will never 
know the amount of labor and discretion involved in 
the inauguration of a new system of voting for the 
city or State, or appreciate to what an extent its su 
cess was due to the organizing and executive ability 
displayed in the office of our City Clerk. I wish for 
myself and in behalf of this Board, to extend to our 
City Messenger and his courteous assistants my con- 
or atulation that he can close a period of twenty-one 
years of consecutive service in his office, command- 
ing still the respect and confidence of the City 
Council. My best wish for my successor in this 
chair is, that he may have as able, fair-minded, and 
patriotic a Board to preside over as has been my 
privilege, and that our dear old Boston shall be 
benefited by your legislation. I wish you all a pros- 
perous and happy year. 


Alderman Murpuy offered an order: That the closing 
proceedings of the Board, together with the address of the 
Chairman, be printed as a city document, and that the Super- 
intendent of Printing be instructed to have copies thereof 
bound for the use of members of this Board; the expense 
thus incurred to be paid from the contingent fund (Board of 
Aldermen) . 

Passed. 


On motion of Alderman Gover, the Board adjourned sme 
die. 
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
